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PREFACE 



ILLUSTRATIONS OF THE DIARY OF SIR WILLIAM 
HEDGES. 



In the Pre&ce to the Firat Volame of this collection, containing 
the Diary itself, which was issued iu 188T, I have explained how 
that work came into the hands of the Society, and how the 
editing of it eventually devolved upon mj ahouldera. 

In the proceHB of seeking further information regarding the 
history of William HEDGES.'andof nnmerou a persons mentioned in 
his Diary, I was led to make rather a wide and protracted search in 
therecordsof the India Office, as well oa elsewhere. The result has 
been the addition of two Tolumea of illiistmtions to the one of 
Diary. As to which element represents the bread, and which tjje 
sack, I will not venture an opinion ; but unquestionably a number 
of the extracts now furnished are of considerable Jutercst 

In one section (Part II) I have collected a, variety of original 
documents concerning Job Cearkock, the Founder of Calcutta, 
most of which I believe to be now published for the first time ; and 
the same may be said of the details given in Part 111, regarding 
other individuals of less note. Among these maybe specified Sir 
John Gateb, Sir John Goldsborou oh, Sir Thomas Gbaktbax, !>ir 
Strbvksham Master, and Sir Edwakd LirtLEToN, rospectiug none

In Part IV have been Assembled a variety of odds and ends 
which attracted my owu interest whilst Bearohiiig the reoorda for 
more relevant matter. These complete Vol. ii. 

Vol. Ill mainly conaiata of (Part V) documents and eitraots 
illustrating the career of Thohab Pitt, practically the founder of 
that illuBtrious family which produced, in ttvo successive genera- 
tions, two of the greatest of English statesmen. He figures 
repeatedly in the Diari/ of Hedges as a resolute and defiant 
" interloper"; and it was only with surprise and by slow degrees 
that I was enabled to trace and establish the identity of this 
swaggering blade with that famous Governor of Fobt St. Gborob, 
who figures in peeragea, pedigrees, and books on precious stoneo, 
in that digiiiSed character only, and whose antecedent career seema 
till now to have remained totally unknown. This " Documentary 
History of Thomas Pitt" appears to myself to be the most valu- 
able part of the present collection. 

Part VI relates to the early history of the Company's trade 
and settlements in Bbn'gal (or " The Bat", as it was commonly 
styled hi the 17th century). That history has been hitherto 
decidedly obscure, and in aotiie respects mistaken. I have not 
been able to scatter all the obscurity, nor to substitute authori- 
tative statements for all the doubtftil ones ; but substantia] contri- 
butions towards these results are made. 

Part VII enters into discussions regarding the oldest charts 
and topographical details of the UuglI River, lu this section I 
have been greatly helped by the valuable studies and experience 
of ilr. Baklow, through whom we obtained the MS, of the Diary.^ 

' Id the Pref&oe to Vol. I, I too biutiljr EXprnaed m; belief that the MS. 
IDUst have belonged at one time to the INDIA House archives, nnd have been 
illegitimiilelj dbpoaed of. On fiirtiier coHBideratioQ I have come greatly to 
doubt tbi»— or rather to diibelieve it altogether, Conoderiag the way in 
which Sir W. Hbdoics parted mih the Coagiany, there ii no likelihood that 
he ahould have cuimnunicBted the Diary to them ; and, indeed, the fact of ita 
eitending in isolated entriea down to ISSS, a year later thiui hi« return from 
ludia, and much longer irince his diamiwwl, would be tjuite inuooBistent with 
such a supposition (see Zfiarv, pp. 147-8, and p. 24S), 
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In developing the history of T. Pitt I was fortunate in finding 
his InJian letter-books among the Add). MSS. in the British 
Maseum Library, Without the help of these the notices of his life 
during his govenimeut would have been but meagre. 

I need hardly say thut these extracts, especially from the India 
Records, have attained a bulk, and demanded an amount of time 
(spread over available hours for several years) which has vastly 
exceeded anything that was contemplated when I found (he office 
of editor thrust upon me. But I trust at least that their publi- 
cation will justify itself in the eyes of our members by the 
novelty and interest of the collection as a whole. 

Indeed, it seems to myself that these old records are like the 
cauldrons at Caraacho'a wedding ; oue has only to plunge in a ladle 
at random to scoop out something valuable or curious.' It has 
also been a sensible pleasure tome in this search to meet with the 
autographs of a large proportion of the persons mentioned by 
Sir W. Hedges ; and the facsimiles that have been prepared of 
many of these will be felt perhaps by others, oh .they have Iwen 
felt by me, to bring us into closer contact with the personages of 
whom we read. 

I must not conclude this preface without expressing my grati- 
tude to the Revd. G. STREVNssASi Masteh, a lineal descendant of 
Sir Streynsham Master, Oovemor of Fort St. George (1677-8), 
for the kind liberality with which he has assisted me, not only by 
giving me a copy of his excellent unpublished work, yuticfs of tht 
Family of Maiter, etc. (1871), but by lending me two volumes of 
fiimily lettera and other papers of great interest, and a jwrtrait of 
Sir Strbtksham, fVom which the frontispiece of this volume has 
been derived.'

O.C (" Original Corraspondonco") is the deaignation of u large collection, in 
the India Office, of the letters from India, extending from the early part of 
the 17th century to 170B, whiob were bound up in 72 volumes, apparently 
about 1830-31. The letters are numbered, and arranged chronolngieally, but 
in the early volumes they are eseessively sparse, and the whole series is full 
of gaps. 

The Court Booti quoted contain very brief minutes of the matters that 
came before the " Court of Committoee" of the E. 1. Co. The Letter Bookt 
contain copies of the public letters and iustructiona written by the Court to 
their presidencies, factories, and ship-commanders, Etc They form one of 
the fullest and moat consecutive sources of informatiou.

NOTICES REGARDING SJR WILLIAM HEDGES. 

WiLUAJl HED0K3, our Diarist, was born 2l8t October 1632, 
at Coole, 00. Cork. He, aa well as hia father and grandfather, 
are formally styled " Lacy alioM Hedges". The great-Erand- 
father wag John La-CT, but under what circumstances the name 
ttaa changed to Hedges we have not been able to trace.' The 
eldest son of Joha Lacy is styled William Lact a/ian Hedges of 
Kingsdown in Wilts= (15n-1646) ; and the third son of the latter, 
Robert Lacv aliat Hkdoks of Yonghal, in Ireland, but also styled 
of Kingadown, was bom at Bourton, Berks, 23rd July 1604, died 
23rd December 1670, aud was buried at Cloyne Priest, co. Cork, 
Robert married (1630) Cathahike, daughter of Edward Wake- 
man, Esq., of Mythe in Glouccaterahire, and their eldest son was 
William aforesaid. 

The first that we know of William Hedges' career is that he was 
a " Turkey merchant", i.e., we suppose, in the service of the Levant 
Company. Some such circumBtance may be gathered from obscure 
alluBions in hia Diary, and from the comjilacenoe with which he 
refers to hia colloquial knowledge of Arabic and Turkish, and the 
impression which he represents these acquirements to have made 
at the NawSb of Dacca's court" and elsewhere. But we also find

evidence as to this passage of the Hedges blognipliy iu the lafe 'if \ 
Sir DiuUeg North. Iu this we read : 

" There vita a celebrated hotiw of (actoni^ in ConeUntiDople, ot whicll 
Mr. WiujAM Hbdokb wu the chief. ThebuBinew of tbia houoe hul been ver7 
great, but fur want of akilful iu:euiiiitiijit«, and fitting canduct. it was lapaed 
into utmoat dixordor uid coDfuiiun, snd oeeflal better workmea thui tha 
prcwnt KuinBgeni to reoovar it. Mr. Ukdoes, finding hinuelf not capable for 
Buch a InbortouR woHi, wu >o viap na to |ntcb upon aiir merchant at Smfma" 
{i.e., Dudlo; North), "and accurdingl; invit<!d him up to Conatautinoplci and 
to take a part (n their ruyion, or boiiaa. There Here but two upon the place, 
Ur. Hedqkb, aod odb Ut, Pauieb, aa I rememlier his name woa. These two 
had great iutereet, and large commiasiona from Englund, but our merchant 
very little, compared with theirs ; bo that, in that reaiwct, he gained enough 
by the change When he cofflo up he found the factory iu great dis- 
order. The eatates of the principala, as well as of the house, trusUid out in B 
loose way, and the aocounts unskilfully kept ; whereby, aa the nature of sueli 
buunesa id, they had been carried on into multipllcitj of errors upon error*. 

The gentlemen of the bouse wem iu a mis-maie, and knew not how 

to take one step towards extricating themselves and their busiuess, and, in a 
word, they were at their wit'a end. .... At his firstorrival heBpplied him- 
■elf to the business uf the house, nud wrought Tery hard to make hinuelf 
master of it. And although Hr. HiDOKs waa head of the ration, yet Ur. 
NoRtn fell into the whole direction and uumngement ; and the other finding 
him, as he expected, iatelligeut, industrious, and successful, had the disortrtiun 
to let him alooe, and interposed not to give bimauy disturbao« at all; which is 
more tlmn can be said of the other partner after he was gone ; but of that in 
due place. There were divers [>flts»u8 of goad value, as the dragomen, esori- 
Tains, eta., who had dependence on the house, and advised that Mr. BeogeS 
should quit the holm all at once to the new partner. .... And once, one 
urging him upon this point a little closer, be only nodded tonanls Mr. NobtH, 
and gaJd, ffcc' W jmrfron, or ' There's your Master !' After that, fimling who waa 
maater iudved, they behaved themselves with entire respect towards him. 
.... After Mr. Okduks came from (! to) England and left him, which was 
uf eiiou as he saw bis business advanced, and in a fair way to be wboU; set 
right, Mr. NoHTH and Mr. Palmer uuntii^ued the ragvm at Couatantinople."' 

We have not fuiind ineanH of ei&ctly fixing tbe time wlien Hedges 
was in Turkey. The Lift, of Dudley Jfortk, however, states that 
when the latter "first went to Constantinople, the Lord ^Vinchilt 
was our ambassador there." Now, it appears that Heueage Finch, 
st'ooiid Earl of Wiuchilsea, went as Anibaasador Eitraordinary 
lo Constantinople in IGGO, and left in July 1G69.' So that, if the

biography ie correct, Hedges muat have heea there aomc time 
before 1669, and left it perhaps two or three years after that date. 

The neit fact iu hie history that we gather ia his election to bo 
one of the twenty-four "Committees", as the Directors were theu 
styled, of the East India Company,' at a " General Court of the Ad- 
venturers" (or Proprietors, aatha later phraseology was), 16th April 
1681. Mr. Hedges had some connections or rolntions in the Court 
at this time, such as Sir Jeremy Sambrooke, who had married his 
sister, and Mr. Nathaniel Letten, who was also (it would appear) a 
connection : for a younger Nathaniel Letten, who was a factor in 
Bengal, is styled by Mr. Hedges " My Cousin Letten",' Mr. Hedgos' 
Q will be found (as Mr. Barlow has pointed out to me) in the 
list of names beading the dedication, dated Ist August 1661, of 
RoiiEnT Knox's famous Relation of the Island of Ceylon, to the 
"Right Worshipful the Governor, theJieputyOovemor.and Four and 
Twenty Committees of the Honourable the East India Company."^ 

Tbe circumstance a under which Mr. Hedges proceeded to India 
after he bad been only a few months in the Direction of the Com- 
pany, are quoted at pp. 1-2, as they are stated, a little vaguely, in 
Brace's Annai*. 

We find in the Court Booh his first selection " to be Chief for 
managing all the Company's fiffairs in the Bay of Bengal" on the 
3rd September 1681, at a Court held under the presidency of

On tlie 7th it wtis 
formally

Two dftjB later (9th September) we find : 

" Upon a second dobiitv this day touohing the regiitatiog the Company 'h 
affayraa in the Bay o[ Bengala, and it bomg found bj eiperienco that many 
incanfenieDcee hnve occurred since the factors in the Bay hare been made 
euburdimtte to Fart St. Qeorge ; It a ordered that from henceforth the fac- 
tories of Hughley, Balhuiore, Cassumlmzu', Pattana, Decc&, Haulda, and all 
other places of the Company'* Commeroe in the Bay of Bengala, be a distinct 
Agency independent of the sdd Fort. And that Mr. Wnj.H. Eedqes, lately 
elected Oovemor and Supeiintendent of the Bay, be now eleotod Agent of 
the Bay,'- 

The circumstances which led the Court to initiate this change are 
more diatinclly indicated in the " Inatruotions" to Hedges, which 
we shall quote presently. The Company liad to struggle at this 
time wit!) at least three great sources of difficulty in tlie conduct 
of their affairs : (!) The growing eiiicti ens of the native rulers and 
their suburdiuateoflicials: (2) The recently organised efforts of the 
" luterlopera", as they were called, to break through the Company's 
monopoly, and shore in the large profits of their trade : but neither 
of these would have been so serious as the Company regarded 
theni but for : (3) the indiscipline and unfaithfulness uf many of 
their own servants, over whom even wiser rulers would have found 
it difficult to exercise control at so vast a distance. Private trading 
by their servants was indeed recognised, and without such recog- 
nition the paltry salaries which they received would have been 
ludicrous. This in itself was bad enough as a system ; but other

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anoe, etc., at the Company's expense, were almost equally ang- 
gestive of abuse; and, as a, matter of fact, in the letters of the 
Court, charges constantly recur of the exaction of unlawful and 
large commisaions on the purchases made on the Compauy'i 
account ; of private speculations made with the Company's capi- 
tal ; and of what was worse than anything in their eyea, yiz., th&t 
which is called in one of thoir despatches, " the treaoheroua and 
unpardonable sin of Complynnce with Interlopers."' 

It took another ceutury to convince the Company that the only 
way, under the circumBtanyea, to secure general fidelity was to 
give salaries such as justified them in denying to their servants 
all other Bourcies of gain. But instead of theniaelvea attempting 
to exercise a control, auch as the distance rendered impractic- 
able, the obvious suggestion was to exercise that control through 
a well-aeiected, trusted, and well-paid delegate, upou the apot. 
Some such notion was presumably in the mind of the Company's 
leaders in appointing Mr. Hedges to Bengal. But as the event 
proved, he was not well selected, he was not trusted, nor was he 
well-paid. Hardly any man appointed to high place in India, 
at this period, continued for more than the briefest apace to ret^n 
the confidence of the Court Thua Sir William Lanohorsb^ 
Stbeynsham Mastee, William Gtfford, and Elihu Yalk were. 
aucceaaively appointed to the government of Fort St. George, 
with every expression of confidence, but were succcsHively super- 
seded, and vlaited with unmitigated censure, sometimea, as in the 
case of Master, with conatantly recurring and virulent disparage- 
ment. Thua, tooj HEDQEawaa atarted wif h nasuranoe of trust; but 
before long the feeling of the Court was against him ; and withia 
less than two years of his departure for India his dismissal was 
ordered. The most impoi'tant basia of criticism on the acts bf 
their Agents seeraa to have been the private corrcepondence which 
members of the local Councils carried on with the Governor of the 
Company, or with other influential membera of the C-ourt at home. 
Previoufl to the appointment of Hedges, the factories of "the Bay", 
i.e., of Bengal, had been in subordination to Port St George j and 
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' tho Agent and GoTemor there Imd been directed to eieroiso per- 
sona] anpervision. Two attempts, apparently, at this hod been 
mode, both of them by Streynsham Master, first wLen designiited 
to succeed as Governor of Fort St. George, in 1676, and again, 
when actiml Governor, in 1679. But so little was the Court satis- 
fied with tbo condnct of affairs on the latter occasion, that Master 
was removed from office, and for months afterwards, as we have 
indicated, he is never mentioned without strong censure and un- 
rcufionable condemnation. Both in his case and in that of Hedges, 
it seems possible to trace in the correspondence that, whatever 
their deserts may have been, the instrtiment of their downfall was 
the private correspondence of subordinates, such as we have 
alluded to, and especially, we must suspect, that of the memor- 
able Jon Charnock, the eventual founder of Calcutta. 

We have said that Mr. Master is strongly censured, but even 
much stronger and more virulent is the condemnation poured 
upon Matthias Vimcbnt, who was Chief of Hugli factory and of 
the Bay, when Hedges was appointed. He is thus spoken of in 
one of the letters to Hedges and his Council, sent soon after the 
arrival of the new Agent in India. '^ The letter says, with reference 
m for doubling the stock (or capital) assigned to the 
Bay-trade, that the Court had not nttained that full confidence 
in all the Chiefs and factories of the Bay which wouldjustify such 
a Bt«p, though in a few years they might be led to it: — 

" Bf your good conduct aud examples, after foil have weeded out tLose 
wicked men and (the) vicious habits, which the il! eiampie, imrtinlity nnil 
■vitrice of our late Chiete and Councill coutrauted among them, such as his 
ungodly taking of flurturee, his giving Dvttickt to the Natives, to the eudan- 
garing the Company's privilidgea, his and Mr. Littlstob'h bribing of Agent 
HASTSRS.hia aboniiDable sioful forcing of hiiowa lulinort, Long Pepper, (iiud) 
Copper, in lieu cf the Company's ready money, while the Compnuy'a goods 
lye unsold in their Warehousesi his portiitlity to Factories whore the Cbieta 
were his own creatures ; bis contrivance to get Hr. Cuarbock out of hia ChioE- 
ihip at Catumbozar ; his riotous and exi>rn>ive way of living ; his depredating 
all FootQriefl where the Chief would not serve bis interest lo the Company's 
damage ; his connivance at the base sorting the Company's goods, and eheuk- 
tug such M would hold the merchants to their ifuMleri ; and his odious in- 
Sdelity in counteuanciug Interlopers."'' 
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More to like effect will be found under Vincent's name in 
the Illustrations, Pt. III. 

On the 14th September 1681, an order of the Court permits 
Mr. Hedges " to take with hiui his wife, three children, and three 
maid -servants, in Captain Heath's new ship, he paying the charge 
of their transportation/' On the sarn^ day the instructions pre- 
pared for Mr. Hedges are referred to the Committees for con- 
sideration. This paper is further considered by the Court on the 
3rd October, and it is then ordered 

" That it be referred to Sir Joseph Ashk, Sir S. Barnardiston, and Mr. 
Ward, to aduise with Sir \Vm. Jones about the seueral clauses in the In- 
structions .... and in the letters prei>ared to be written to the Agent and 
Councill at Fort St, George, and to receiue his" (i.e., Sir W. Jones's) " opinion 
in writing."* 

On the 28th September the securities tendered for Mr. Hedges 
are approved, viz., four ofj£500each. The four gentlemen are 
Nathanael and Jonx Letten, Nicholas and John Vanacker, of 
whom more hereafter. Under the same date Mr. du Bois and Mr. 
Hedges are desired to procure musters (samples) of all sorts of 
cotton- wool most in demand in England, and to inform them- 
selves to the best of their ability regarding the nature of the 
cotton-wool in Bengal.^ 30th September, Mr. Hedges is authorised 
to procure a supply of wine, and a chest of medicaments for the 
use of the Hugli factory. 13th October, it is ordered that appli- 
cation be made to the Secretary of State for H.M.*s letters 
commanding all persons in the Bay of Bengala to obey Mr. 
Hedges. On the 14th Mr. Hedges receives permission to retain, 
" as a cook for dressing diet in the Factory at Hughly**, a certain 
Frenchman, one of twelve soldiers designed for Fort St. George, 
who go out in the ship with him. 4th November, permission is 
granted to Mr. Hedges to ship, freight-free, 13,000 dollars, 600 
ounces wrought plate, and several jewels belonging to his wife.

The Sbamefull 
negligence of our Chief iind Connial in retBrding our Shipping an long aa to 
hazard their piv»agi» about the Cape and Ions of their pasHti^ this year. As 
alao in nut lendiDg us either UCtera or Invoices by the Ships last year, or the 
Sanptim nun arrived. 3d1y. The euspected infidelity of llr. Vikoemt our lato 
Chief and othm, in abetting, adviseing. or cunuiveing at the late Interloper 
which loaded in the Bay. 41y. The retarding of our Acconipta in the Bay so 
long, That for want of thero to enter into the Court Bookea, We are deprived 
thu year of our Bnokes of Accompte from thence likewiae. Sly. The Strange 
neglect of our Onlara in the Bay, in not making SeasoDable and full provision 
of Raw Silk in such large quantities as from tyme to tyme We have directed. 

" 1. Now the duty of you our Agent, God aendiug you to arrive in the Bay, 
and of our Cuuncel, is to follow from time to time all such Orders and direc- 
tions aa you shall receive from us or any Thirteen of us, The Oovemour or 
Deputy for the time being, being one. And iu the flrat place Wee do require 
you with all possible Speed immediately upon our Agonta arrivall in the Bay 
to leiie upon the person of Mr. MATTUiAa Vincent our late cheif in tho Buy, 
and oond him forthwith a prisoner on board the Ship Defetm, Capt. HeaTH 
commander, where lett him remain under Safeguard in Charge of the Capt., 
hariug all convenient accomraodationi, but nu permisaiou to return on Shore 
in India, upon any pretence or cau^o whatsoever until! he he landed in 
England, to the End he mny be brought hither within the reach of hia 
Uajuitie* Iaw9, and according to his Hajesttes Charter, to answer to the 
wverall Ineachcs of bis tnut and other notoriuiiB abuses committed by him." 
2. (To aeiie bin books, papers, and effeuts, etc.) 
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" 3. That you app1j yourselves tu examine and enquire into oil the abuan, 
frauds olid iujuries, that have been done by Hr. VncoEKT or aaj oUier of tlie 
fToctors to the Company, and particularly touchiag of 2| pr. Cent, on the 
Compony'a Bullion, or in the price of Qooda bought or sold for them, 

" 4. That in punuonce of hia MajeaUeB Charter and ComioiBfligu out of t]i« 
Clunceiy, you doe make strict enquiry, and take eiaminntion upon Oath 
Cunccrning nil frauds, wrongs and abuses done to the Coni|»ny in tbeir 
ABkirs, and alsu tuucbing tho said Interloper u to the time of her arrivall 
with goods sbe brought thither, and bow they were disposed of, also what 
goods were reUdeu ou her in the Bay, and by whotn, and Cor whose necompt, 
and who were aiding and assisting therein, either openly or clondestinBly 

and if ... it appear that Ur. TtMcEMT, or any other person have 

direrted any of the Company's estate to tbeir own use, or made use of the 
Company's monies or efiects to buy Goode in their own or other mens names 

or that they have taken Duifoorie on goods bongbt or sold foi tha 

Company, that then you endeavour by all means to secure such estate of the 
Company's, however concealed or disguised under other Men's names. 

"6. In regard Mr. Enwiun Littleton hath this year presumed to stay his 
brother in India, being one of Capt, Cbakbehs' Mates, and for divers other 
causes, his time being eipired. Wee due hereby dismiss the said Mr. E^WARn 
Littleton out serrioe, and from all benefits thereby, from after our Agent's 
firet arrival in Hughly. But all eicuees set a part, we do require (you) tuseud 
him and his said brother home by this year's Shipping : And to secure Mr. 
Edwird LittletOh'b coming home accordingly, you are to take sufficient 
security from him for bts so doing. 

" S. And for all English in or out of our service which you shall in any way 
discover to have had any privity, correspondency, or intelligence with any of 
the late Interlopers, we would have you send tbem home; let not one of 
these treacherous persons stay in our service, nor remain in India." 

7. (Not to let any Commander receive ou board goods for 
Europe of the kinds reserved to tlie Company's trade.) 

8. (To keep a Diary and Couaultation book as at Fort St. George, 
Olid to send it yearly with copy of Letter-book, etc., etc.) 

" B. Toil are diligently and often to peruse all oiu- Letters wrot« to the Buy 
those lost 3 years, that you may the better iindoratjind our busineas, and 
observe in them what wee dislike, to nvoyd : and what wee desire, that you may 
promote and pursue the same. 

" ID. If you iiud any of our Sorvaots indebted to us, compel them forth- 
with to eleer their aecompts. according to our printed Rules ; and in uon- 
formity thereunto, if any neglect or delay to do their duties, dismiss them our 
Service and send them borne. 

" II. Iteduce the expenses of the Factory at Hughly, and all subordinate 
fLicttiriea in the Bny, which have been extreomly enhaunccd these few years 
liut post. 

" la. As soon as you are well acquainted encreasc the numbor of our 
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Nntire Merchant* (or all sorta of India CommocUtieB, aud bring them into 
Juiut Stouk, 100 or More ill a Society, aoawemble for one anothar, jointly and 
veral'y, after the Dutch luumer. 

"13, Deliver ue from that inaufferable abuse which hath long been put 
upon Ml by Mr. Vincect in tftkiny 2i pr. Cent, upon all or most part o( our 
Bullion, for which wee ahall hope to have Mtiafautiou frocn hiio here: you 
autiog your part* Eaithtully and dextertmsly for our aecurity, upon our Agents 
anivall at Hughly. 

"H. Upon our Ageofa firet arrivall at Ballaaoro he is to read the Commis- 
■ion herewith given him, and then conGnn the Councel there, adding to them 
aa youngest of Council, one of those wee ahatl eond with him from hence. 
Our Mid Agent is toCaminand as many of aur j>n»n as lie shall think needful 
)o attend turn to Hughly: when he comes ta Hughly he is to reait hia Commia- 
rion there also, and after Mr. VwcKNt in secured as aforesaid then to ren4 
theae Instmctions publickly ; and to proiwed to other business. Given under 
lur llOttds this 11th of November ISSI.

Id their letter to Fort St. George of 18th November the Court 
write aa follows : 

" Upon all the foregoing conaiderationB, find a resnltitjon we have taken by 
all means within our Charter to aaaure our right and subdue all Interlopers, 
their FurthBrora, Mdera and Abetters, We have denpetched this SMpp Dcftna 
early, with a Cnrporall and some Souldiers, to be a guard and assiatance to 
WiLUAH HeDqes, Gsqr,, one of our present Committee here, whom for this 
eitraordinnrj occasion, and (h coafidtjiet tif Ihr inajiy proniita hi hath mnde 
at, and the great auuniTUt let hare had from kU rdalimii, hdag aJto of our 
Committft, we have graced with the Title of Agent and Oovemour of all our 
affairs and Factories in the Bay of Bengali. 

" We are in hopes the said Mr. Hemieb ia of a more staid, grave, and mode- 
nite mind than to make a valne ostentatious use of the title We have conferr'd 
Qpon him, to our damags and tbo enorease of our charge, as some others have 
done, no less ridiculosly in the Judgment of serious persons than weakly with 
respect to our Interest and their owne." 

The words of the preceding extract which we have printed in 
italica do convey an impression that Hed^cB started on liis coni- 
misBion without posaeasing in any substantial degree the con- 
fidence of the Court, and certaiuly not that of Sir JoaiA Child, 
theu Governor of the Cuniiiany (..r Chairman, in moilern style), 
who probably dictated thia letter. 



XVlll BIOGRAPHICAL AND OTHER ILLUSTRATIONS: 

In their letter to Bengal, of the same date, the Court say, how- 
ever, among other things : 

" Although we have for the reasons stated in our Instructions, and out of 
particular esteem and respect for our Agent Hedges, made the Bay of Bengala 
a distinct Agency, without any dei^endence ujwn the Fort, Yet we do require 
that this our respect shall not put you upon a higher sort of living, by an ex- 
travagancy of expence in Servants, dyet, etc., and do no wayes doubt that you 
will considerably retrench the exorbitant exx)ence8 that have been during the 
Chief ship of Mr. Vincent." 

We need not abstract the circumstances of Mr. Hedges' resi- 
dence in India, which are detailed in his Diary; but we shall 
give some extracts from the correspondence connected with his 
dismissal. As late as September 1683 we find the Court writing 
to the Council of the Bay in substantial, though somewhat 
guarded and confused, commendation of the Agent's acts.^ But 
many months before, we can see from Mr. Hedges' letters to Sir 
Henry Johnson (App. E) that he was already apprehensive of 
the result of adverse letters sent from India, and aware even of 
specific rumours spread in the factories from Charnock's mouth, that 
he was to be displaced in two years,^ rumoura that were literally 
fulfilled in the event. One of these letters also speaks, though not 
in a very lucid manner, of Hedges' own dealing with a letter of 
Mr. John Beard's to Sir Josia Child, a most injudicious proceeding 
to say the least, and one w^iich was, to use his own metaphor other- 
wise applied, the rock upon which his Indian career split. lie no- 
where in his Diary gives any account of this matter, though there 
are allusions to it at pp. 158-9, and p. 186. It appears that in 
Balasore Roads, at the end of January 1683, on board the Defence^ 
then about to sail for England, Mr. William Johnson" had the sight" 
(how, it does not appear) of the letter in question, which was in- 

^ " Wee do well approve of our Agent's Industry and success in such an un- 
happy Time of trouble and opposition that Wee do approve of all things that 
he did yet come to our Knowledge, tho' some were not directly according to 
our order" (to Bengal, dd. 6th Sept. 1683). 

* See also p. 146, where, speaking of Chamock, Hedges says, under date 
January 3d, 1683 (i.e., 1684): "It's absolutely necessary that one of us two 
be displaced. He brags never no Chief was yett able to contend with him 
and Hervey, and makes no doubt but to give me my Mittimus this next 
shipping."

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Lo go home with the ahip, and " coininunicated it" to 
The latter, in hU letter to Sir Henry JohnHon, inti- 
mates his opinion that it was not good to deliver the letter until 
ftceompanied by Beard's recantation of the calumnies which it con- 
tained ; and he enprossea his intention of bringine Beanl publicly 
to book as soon aa he retamod to Hoogly. This bmve intention was 
evidently not carried out, but it is not clear whether tlio letter 

s suppressed, or only delayed. The letter of Mr. William John- 
son, to which Hedges refers Sir Henry Johoaon for details, has 
unfortuaately not been preserved ia that book of letters to Sir 
Henry, in the British Museum, which has furnished the letters 
from Hedges printed in Appendix E. 

On 2lBt December 1G83 the Cuurt issued the following formal 
revocation of their Commission to Mr. Hedges, accompanied by 
letters to Fort St, George and to Bengal, of which we shall also 
give a few extracts : 

" The Qovernor and Compwiy of HarcbantB o( London trmling into Iha 
But Indies, To all to whom these presents ehiJ) oome, greetbg: Ulieriiua by 
Our Conuuission under Our larger S<-iile, bBoiitig dato tlw 14(,h dajiit Nuvem- 
bur Aunu DnL 1681, and in the three and IhirtitL year of the rnign oi our 
BoYeraign Lord Charlea the Second (etc.). Wee did nmke, ooDstitute, and onhiin 
(etc.) ... by wlikh Commiasion among uthor things the aud Wm. Hekies 
woa to enter upon the amd Amende and Qoveniment initQodiiitely on hla 
orriv&ll at Hughly nCoreeaid, And to execute aU powerv and autboritieB there- 
unto appertaiuing, and to continue in the Exercise of the tiaae duriof; Our 
pleoBiu-e, and nntill the contraria thereof sboidd be signified under the Sealo 
of our laid Compuiia. But it haring aince appeared to Us that the raid Wm. 
Hbdqkb, ooDtraria to our tnut repooed in him as nfareaoid, waa privie or cun- 
■enUngtotbe opening and detoioing Hr. Beard's Letter unto Sir Joh:a Cuilde 
our then Qoremor, and hath otbemiae tailaal in hia dutia towards Vu, Wee doe 
therefure hereby utterlEe repeole, revoke, auull and make vuyd our oforaanid 
I Communon unto the said Wnui, Hkdqeb, and all and evene the powers (etc, ) 
thereby grunted to him the said WlIiM. Hbooss. And We doe hereby declare 
our wUl and pleasure ia, that the said WujJl. Hkdoes from and after the 
arriTOjl of tbia Commiasion in tbe East Indies, and publication tbereof, ahall 
haTB uoe further concern, suffhigo, or authoritie, in the manngement (etc.) of 
any of our aOain in the Bay of Bengola or elaewher* in the East ludies," 

(The CommiBsion goes on to appoint Mr, William Gifpoiid to be 
I President and Goveraor of all the English E, I. Company's affairs 

c2 
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upon the Coast of Chororaandel and in the Bay of Bengala,^ and 
to nominate as the Council of Hdgli, after the said President — 
1, John Beard ; 2, Job Charnock ; 3, Francis Ellis ; 4, Richard 
Trencufeild; 5, Sam. Griffith; 6, Thomas Let; 7, Richard 
Goff; 8, Edward Oxborough.) 

Extracts of letter to Fort St. George, of 2l8t December 1683 : 

" By sending our letter to the Bay open to you, and our Commisfiion to the 
President and Council there, we shall save ourselves the labour of much repe- 
tition. 

" You will see thereby that v© have dismissed Mr. Hedges our service, and 
have appointed and constituted our present worthy Agent William Gtfford, 
Esci., the President and Go\'^ernor of all our aflfayrs upon the Coast of Choro- 
mandel and in the Bay of Bengal .... 

" But fonismuch as our affairs have been much interrupted by the insolency 
of the Moors Government, as well as by the designe of our late Agent Hedges 
to arrive at an uncontroulable empire over all our faithful ancient experienced 
servants there, under pretence, but really in contempt, of our authority, as 
appeared by his detaining the Governor's Letters, and some other darker 
instances" . . . 

Extracts from letter to President and Council in the Bay of 
Bengal. Same date : 



* Repeated at this time in the Court's letters are the laudations of Gyfford, 
and expressions of confidence in him. But after he had been 8ui>erseded we 
find the tone entirely changed, and such passages as the following in the 
letters to Fort St. George : — 

" It's monstrous unhap])y that your notions and ours should always so clash, 
and be contrary in all things. On the other side of India, We always Con- 
center in one Opinion concerning Persons and things, with our most worthy 
General!" (Sir John Child) "and Councill of Surrat. We hope it will be 
otherwise hereafter, now we have made such a change in your Council, for in 
truth it is intolerable, and we can suffer it no longer." . . . (22d October 

1686). 

". . . it being impossible to combine any orders so wisely or justly that witty 
self-ended men may not pervert (them) to our disadvantage ; but we will hope 
our new President (Yale) will tume the Streame of his good parts into a better 
Channel, that we may have no further occasion of writing to you in this man- 
ner" . . . {Ibid.). 

" We have replied with the more sharpness to your letter aforesaid; becauae 
we are weary with fruitless reprehending your rash inconsiderate attempts 
and actions, not only without but against our express orders ; as if Old Presi- 
dent Gykford had not only lost his first love to our service, but his under 
standing with it ; and if it were not for his former better services, wc should 
doe more than speak hardly of him" {28th Sept. 1687). 
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" Tho' We approve of our late Agent's proceedings to and at Dacca, we cannot 
agree with two inferences that he makes, First, that because Natler had a 
Dustick for 5 Bales of Silk, Mr. Charnook is a Partner and favourer of Inter- 
lopers. 2dly. because Mr. Harvey did not presently goe to Maulda, he con- 
cludes he never intended to go ; Neither of which two inferences do Wee 
believe, or ever shall till wee see better proof of them, being not so fickle as 
suddenly to conceive ill of men, that stood so many Shocks for our service, in 
the time of Masters, Vincent, and Littleton, upon the suggestion of a 
person that opened or deteyned our Governor's Letter, of which more 
hereafter. 

" In the 7 Paragraph of your generall letter of 22 January you move us upon 
the Old Theam again for a double Stock, which is a 'strange impertinency at 
this time, especially when you see all our Estate there is in such jeopardy by 
the insolence of Government, etc., that Wee cannot think that advice was well 
meant towards us ... . 

" And now before we proceed, it is fitt wee should tell you that for divers 
good causes and considerations, the principall whereof you will find in our 
Commission now sent under our larger Scale, Wee have thought fitt and doe 
hereby 9& well as by our Commission aforesaid, dismiss Mr. William Hedges 
from being our Agent in Bengali and from haveing anything to doe with any 
of our AfiPairs in the East Indies" (etc.) .... 

'' But forasmuch as a letter from our late Agent Hedges, directed to Sir 
Jeremy Sambrooke Our Present Deputy Governor, hath been read in our 
Court of Conunittees, charging heinious crimes upon our present Agent Mr. 
Beard, Mr. Charnock, Mr. Ellis, Mr. Harvey, and Mr. Pownsett, Wee have 
requested Sir Jeremy to send the same letter to you that you may see the 
accusations and give Us your opinion concerning the truth of them after 
you have made such just Scrutiny thereinto as you can without putting Us 
to chaise, or such a formall examination of the matter as was formerly used 
in the case of John Smith and Joseph Hall, which was a great expence of 
time and perturbation of our Afiairs that year, which therefore Wee have evisr 
since avoided and will always avoid for the future. 

*"*• We have the more reason to believe the said persons may be injured in 
the accusations laid to their charge by the aforesaid letter, because Wee have 
ground to suspect their letters by our last Ships from the Bay were inter- 
cepted, because some of our Committee, and some other gentlemen that used 
to receive letters from them, say they have none by our last Ships the 
Defence and Society** . . . 

Some friend of Mr. Hedges in the Court interposes apparently 

to mitigate the disparaging treatment of that gentleman which 

this letter was likely to produce at Hugli, and a paragraph is 

inserted : 

" Notwithstanding our late Agent Mr. Hedges disobliged us so much before 
the coming away of the Society, as you have beard, yet in regard he is Sir 
Jeremy Sambrooke'b brother-in-law, and was formerly a member of our Com- 
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mittee, we would dismias him with as much civility and respect as the nature 
of his case will admit: And therefore during our President's stay in the Bay 
you may let him, if he desire it, keep his chambers and other accommodations 
in our factory, and his place next our President at the table." . . . 

But by next despatch the Court are afraid of having been too 

gracious to the dismissed Agent, and they write (5th March 

1684) : 

** Our favour intended Mr. Hedges in our former letter is onely in respect 
to Sir Jeremy Sambrookb, and not in the least to Mr. Hedges himself, whose 
evil deportment and carriage in opening or detaining the Oovemor's Letters, 
was such as to render him not deserving the least kindness from Us. How- 
ever, if he behave himself Civilly without Interrupting or prejudicing our 
business openly or Secretly, you may lett him have a fair exit as Wee then 
writt you." 

It may be noticed that Sir J. Sambrooke's signature is attached 
to the former of these two letters, but not to the latter. 

In the course of Hedges* Diary he more than once alludes to a 
scheme for shaking off the oppressive exactions of the Nabob and 
his officials, by coming to open quarrel with them, and establish- 
ing a fortified settlement somewhere near the mouth of the 
Huglf (see pp. 133-134, 161). In the passage last referred to 
he adds that he had expressed this opinion to the Company and 
to his friends at home, a few months after his arrival in India. 

These communications from Hedges are referred to at consider- 
able length by the Court in their letter of 21st December 1683. 
They begin the subject thus : — 

** Our late Agent and some of our Captains tell us there is noe way to mend 
our condition but by seizing and fortifying one of those pleasant Islands^ in 
the Ganges about the Braces, unto which proposal Wee have the following 
objections:" 

(These, stated briefly, are (1) the cost^ which will be very slowly 

reimbursed ; (2) the irritation to the Mogul, who in revenge 

might seize all the Company's property, not only in the Bengal 

factories, but at Surat, etc. ; (3) the probability that the Dutch 

might ** wiud themselves into the quarrell", and take sides with 

the Mogul) : 

4. " All the prejudice Wee can doe the Mogull in Ganges Is stopping a little 
trade at Ballasorc of his Elephant and Beetle-Nutt ShipH and his salt Vessclls, 



' S:icli n,< Siiugor lolaud, and Hijill ! hardly, if at all, above the sea level. 
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Whereas from Bombay, which Wee have fortified already, Wee can Rtop 
his Mecah, Persia, and Bussora Fleets, which are worth 2 or 3 million 
pounds Sterling per annum. And Wee think it will be impertinent, at a vast 
charge, to create another Garrison, to doe not half the Worke Wee can doe 
with that of Bombay which we have already, which if you observe well the 
Nabob himselfe in his letter to the Mogull, a copy whereof your Vackd 
James Price brought you from Decca" (is aware of ?).^ 

( (5) The strong fort at Bombay does not give trade. It is 
a check, indeed, on the Moguls but one strong check is hetter than 
two weak one& (6) The biggest ship can moor at Bombay^ whilst 
those islands about the Braces are in shoal water^ and the big 
ships which are our main-stay in time of danger can't ride near 
them.) 

(But if you could get a grant from the Mogul of such an 
island; this, settled under English laws, might in time afford a 
revenue, and would furnish a good locality for the residence of 
our Agent and Council) : 

*'Some others have propoimded to Us the seizing upon a Towne called 
Chittaqone, in the Eastermost mouth of the River Ganges, upon or near the 
coast of Rackan, which Towne did formerly belong to the Reckanners, and 
was taken from them by the Mogull' s forces, and is already fortified with some 
bastians and Walls and Guns after the Moors fashion, which notwithstanding 
2 of our Ships with two or three of our Sloops would surprise in a day." . . . 

This was a preferable scheme the Court recognise, for reasons 
given, though for the present they would encourage no such 
project. But the Court evidently drew fine distinctions, not un- 
worthy of certain modem English " Statesmen" ; for whilst 
setting their objections in array against such an act of war as had 
been suggested, they evidently took a different view of an armed 
demonstration, and they write : 

" We are positively resolved first or last to assort our right due to Us by the 
great King's Phmnaund, purchased to Us at sundry times to our cost (of) 
above 150,000/. Sterling, including presents and the charge of building our 
severall Factories, and therefore Wee shall never submitt peaceably to the 
Custom demanded of (Js at the arrivall of our Agent Hedges ;" 

(So they would have the President Gyfford take down with him 
to the Biiy a complete Company of foot-soldiers with Officers, 
drums, and colours, and also drums and colours enough to equip 

^ There is some incompleteness here. 
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a. second complete Company out of tlieir seamen; to land st^ 
Hugh with tbis force " peaceably and friendly", and if the em- 
barrosHmeiits contintied, to send the Nabob a '' Vackel", and i 
letter demanding redrosa. If this were not given, to withdraw the I 
faotoriea at " Maulda and Decca." And 

" it we muHt leave them it will be prudence tf fTee can effect It, mtber tc 
iwiTH them indobtBiI to Ua thon Wee to tliem.' . . . How tw it will he aeaea- 
sary tor you to eonceftle your utmost purpow Ijil yoii have reoeived our Peti» 
from Pattsna, Wee lauet leave to jour diKretion, at also whether, at lait if 
you are put to it, it may not be proper to aeize Balchuid' and Penmseradaa' 
personB uid send them on board our Shipa, ai olao to atop the HoguII'a Salt I 
Vessels," etc., etc ' 

Though the Court raised objections to the suggestiona of breach 
with the native power, it is evident, from the course of their re- 
marks, that they did not hold to these seriously ; and in their 
succeeding letters they come back again and again to the subject • 
of the acquisition of a fortilied aettlenient. The events i 
Hligli within the next few years led to the accomplishment of. I 
their desires aud the establishment of the settlement at Chotta^ f 
NtTTY {Chatdniiti), now known as Calcutta. 

We now return to the personal history of Mr. Hedges. 

We have seen that the Court's Order of Uth September 1681 
permitted him to take with him in the ship Drfence to India hia I 
wife and three children. The information afforded by the genea- \ 
logy under Mr, Hedges' signature in the Heralds' Office, and by 
an iuBcrijition at Stratton St. Margaret's (see App. B), shows that 
this (first) wife of Mr, Hedges was Susanna, eldest daughter of 
Nicholas Vakacker, of Erith in Kent. The notices of her in 
the Diaiy arc the scantiest possible. She is lueatioued as | 
embarking with her husband on iha Drfenct (p. \5) ; as visited at 
Cassambazar (Kashiibdtdr) by the chief of the Dutch factory and his 
wife, April 17th, 1683 (p. 77); and aa accompanying her husband oi 
a picnic to the ruins of Oour, May 16tb (p. 89). There is aleo Id 1 
Hedges' letter, from the British Museum Colleclion, dated Balasore, 1

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30tb January 1683, and priuted in our App. (E), aa alliisioD to 
llie alleged slanders of Mr. Beavd regarding himself and his nife. 
Bat after the mention of the Gour espedition stie ia never once 
nlluded to. Like Creiisa, she vanishes unaccounted for, " nee post 
oeiilii ett rcddita nostris." 

It ia only fi-om the Stratton epitaph that we learn that she died 
in child-birth at Hiigli, 6th July 1 683, and that after she had 
been buried there her remains were removed by her liusband aud 
deposited, " with great aSectiou but little ostentation", iu the far- 
distant Wiltsliire churchyard, a.d. 1687, shortly after his return 
from India. 

This date seems to indicato that the bones of this poor lady 
{and her infant son) must have been carried with Hedges on that 
tedious journey from the Persian Gulf to the Gulf of Soanderoon, 
OS, sixty years before, Pietro delJa Volie had carried the body of hia 
beloved Signora Maani from the same shores to deposit it, five 
years aAer death, iu the Church of Araceli. 

There is in Hedges' Diary, at the time of bis wife's conRnement 
and death, an interval of six days without entry, viz., from 
July 2nd to July 8th, but no suggestion of domestic trouble. The 
child's birth occurred 4th July. 

We learn nothing of the children for whom passage had becu 
granted with their parents on the Defence in 1681, One of them 
appears, from the genealogy in App. A, to have died beforo 
embarking, but the other two must have been scut home before 
the termination of their father's Indian career. 

Mr. Hedges, as will bo seen in the Diary, sailed from the Downs 
January 28th, 1683, anchored in Bslosore Roads 18th July, and 
reached Hoogly 24th July, He first heard of his dismissal July 
17th, 1684; was actually displaced by the arrival of President 
OyfFord from Madras, Aug. 30th ; loft Hoogly and embarked on 
the Rteoveri/, December 30th ; saile<] from Dalaaore January 10th, 
1686 ; and from Madras February 7th ; landed at Kong in Persia 
May 27th; reachedScanderoon October29th, 1686; sailed thence 
November 6th; landed at Toulon February lOtb, 1687, and at 
Dover April 4th. 

Among the friends who mot him at Huoheater and Blackhonth 
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on bis retoTD, he mentions (p. 249) '' my Cousin Dr. Ohables 
Hedges, my two brothers Vanacker^ .... my brother and sister, 
Sir Jeremy Sambrooke and his Lady, Mr. Wiluam Johnson and 
his Lady" .... Of the Vanackers we speak in a footnote, and 
notices of Dr. Hedges, a man who, as Sir Charles, rose to high posi- 
tion, and of the others will be found in Part III of these Illus- 
trations. 

The remaining facts of his history which we have been able 
to gather are few and meagre. Soon after his return, on 2 1st 
July 1687, Mr. Hedges married, as his second wife, Anne, daughter 
of Paul Nicoll, of Hendon Place in Middlesex, and widow of 
Colonel John Searle of Fincbley. (Diary, p. 249.) 

March 6th, 1688, Mr. Hedges was knighted by King James II (t6.). 

In 1690 we read, *' There was put up .... for Sheriffs by the 
Church party, Sir William Hedges and Thomas Cook, Esq.," but 
they lost their election. In June 1693 he was more successful, and 
was chosen Sheriff along with Alderman Abuey. A month later he 
was chosen Alderman (for Portsoken Ward). In 1694 he was 
chosen one of the twenty-four directors of the New Bank (i.^., 
the Bank of England),* and though he never again became one of 
the "Committees" of the East India Company, his connection 
with it was to a certain extent resumed, for in the same Chronicle 
we read, under January 17th, 1698-9 : 

" The old East India Company have agreed this day to a resolution for a 
coalition with the new Company upon reasonable terms, and sent Sir John 



* These gentlemen, Nicholas and John Vanacker, brothers of Mrs. Hedges 
and merchants in the City, were also, as has been mentioned above, securities 
for Mr. Hedges in his engagement with the Company. The elder brother, 
Nicholas Vanacker, was knighted at Kensington, 21st January 1701, and im- 
mediately afterwards received a baronetcy, with remainder to his brother 
John, and after the latter to Sir Jeremy Sambrooke.

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Letbulier and Sir William Hedges (two of their meiaberB] to aoqiuunt them 
iritli the same, who promised to call a Qeneral Oourt, and to give an answer."' 

, This I find quite confirmed by the Court Soois in the India 
Office. May 3oth, 169S, the Governor communicated to a. General 
Meeting of the Adventurers (or Court of Proprietors, as it would 
latterly have been called) certaia resolutions which the CumnionB 
bad passed the day before, empowering H.M. to name Conimia- 
Bioners " to take Bubscriptions for advancing of 2 millions upon 
an interest of 8 per cent., and the liberty of trading to the E. 
Indies, exclusive of all others", etc., etc. These resolutions, so 
menacing to the old Company, formed the basis of the New, or 
English, East India Company ; and to deal with this danger the 
old Company formed a " Grand Committee" of twenty-ais gentle- 
men associated with the twonty-eix. of their Court. A similar 
Committee was again formed in January 1C99, and of this last Sir 
John Lethuillier and Sir William Hedges were members, And 
these two were deputed, as stated by Lutlrell, to open negotiations 
for coalition with the New Company, or " Subscrihora to the Two 
Millions", as they were generally designated in the proceedings of 
the Old Company. 

In 1700 Hedges was a candidate for the Mayoralty, but was not 
auccessfuL In the following year he died, and was buried, as 
directed in his will, in the vault where bis first wife lay, at Stratton 
St. Margaret's,'' 

His will had been made in April 1698^ and a codicil in May 
1699. These, with certain " obliteratioua and alterations", were 
republished, and declared to be his last will, 5th August 1701. 
And from another source we learn that on this day be died.'' The

Sir Williftni Hedges left by hia first wife two sona, William anii- 
Itobert, and a daugbter Susaima ; by bis second wife, two sous, 
John and Charles. To Wilbam he l)uqueathed certain landed pro- 
perty in the county of Cork. A family or families of Iledges seem to 
have survived in Irebmd, because I see the name has been borne 
at one time, through some intermarriage and inheritance, by the 
family of the Earl of Bantry, whose coat also quarters the same 
arms as were borne by the Lacics a!ia» Hedges, iuoludiug Sir 
Wilbam. Wbethet these Irish Hedges were descended from one of 
Sir William's elder aons, or from his " Irish brother" (see p, iHi), 
I do not know.' Nor can I trace anythiug of those elder sons. 
The two younger sona, John and Charles, appear as eiecutors of 
their mother's will, dated 13th March 1720, and proved by them 
10th November 1724. Of John we know nothing for oertain.' 
The marriage and olTspring of Charles will be found in the con- 
tinuation of Genealogy, App, A, that generation being apparently 
the last. Of Sir William's nephev, Robert Hedges, often men- 
tioned in the Diary, some particulars will be found under his name 
in Part III of these liluslrations. 

Finijing 80 little recorded of the latter life of Sir William Hedges, 
we may take leave to transcribe a passage regarding him from the 
Life and Errors of John D«nton. This person published for a 
number of years a periodical called the AOifnian, Merairy ; a sort 
of literary miscellany, consisting chiefly of queries and answers on 
all sorts of suliject*, with occasional notices of books. It began in 
1691, and went on, according to Dunton, to twenty folio volumes. 
The volumes, however, some of which I have seen in the British 
Museum, are not very big or thick folios. Duuton's mention is as 
follows : 

' Paristi Register. 

' Mr. Tui^key writea from Cork: — " The first Lord Bantry wu nephew of a 
llr. Ruburt He<Igea E;re, a gentlemaii of very large estates in the CuUDties of 
Ci>rk, Oalway, and elaewhere, who left his Cork eiUtni to Lord Bantiy. That 
gcutlemiui'a Qalnnj estates were ioberited frum the Eyie family, whose name 
H'lis added. But. as 1 nimember, bo was always called (in speaking) Hr. 
Ilcilges." ' But Bee the App. A. 
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" Sir William Hedges was pleased to tell me he was so well pleased with 
the Athenian Mercuries, that he would send several complete sets into the 
Indies, to his friends, and that he thought the publick, and himself in par- 
ticular, so much obliged to me that I should be always welcome to his house, 
and that he would serve me to the utmost of his power." {I^fe and Errors f 
ed. 1818, vol. i, p. 194.) 

The skeleton of facts regarding Hedges that we have collected 
hardly enables us to form an idea of the man ; but this the Diary, 
to a considerable extent, does. The portrait, self-painted, if we dis- 
cern rightly, is that of a weak and vain man, with little tact or 
prudence, very susceptible alike to little compliments and to real or 
supposed slights, and very unfit to contend with such a personage as 
Job Chamock. When he quitted Bengal he seems hardly to have 
been on good terms with more than two of the numerous servants of 
the Company with whom he had come in contact. When snubbed 
and slighted by his countrymen a little show of civility from the 
Dutch "Directore" quite delights him; but the Direktoor in turn 
speedily turns the cold* shoulder to the deposed Agent, and then 
Mr. Hedges says " here the Dutch Boer showed himself in his 
natural colours !" 

On the other hand, we see no ground for considering Hedges 
himself to have been other than an upright and well-intentioned 
man, sincerely desirous of doing his duty by the Company, and of 
checking the abuses which were rife in the factories. Of the ill- 
judged act that brought on him the virulent ill-will of Sir Josia 
Child, viz., the detention of Beard's letter to that personage, the 
contents of which had been made known to him by Mr. William 
Johnson,! we hardly know enough to form a complete judgment ; 
but no doubt he felt very hard driven, by the contumacy and ill- 
will of his colleagues and subordinates, when he took this rash 
step. A quotation which we give under Beard's name in Part III 
indicates how malignant and unscrupulous were the utterances 
regarding Hedges that came from his late colleagues in the Hdgli 
Council. And the impression that we gather of the tone, moral 
and social, of the Company's servants in the Bay, is certainly a 
dismal one. It would have been hard to augur from their preva- 
lent character at this time the ultimate emergence among the

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servants of the Company of such men as Elphinstone, Munro, 
and Malcolm, of Henry and John Lawrence, of Martyn and Heber, 
and Sir Bartle Frere, or such (to name others as bright in character 
though not in fame) as James Thomason, Sir Arthur Phayre, 
Edward Lake, John Becher, Reynell Taylor, Sir George Yule, and 
many more. There went, in truth, much unfragrant matter into 
the composition of the soil from which gradually grew up the 
British government in India, with all its good effects and qualities. 
And we cannot gainsay that the old Nawdb Sh^ista Khsiq had 
some good ground to go on when he told Mr. Pownsett "to 
begone out of his sight"; adding that " the English" (as he knew 
them) "were a company of base, quarrelling people, and foul 
dealers" (p. 153).

DOCUMENTARY MEMOIRS OF JOB CHAKNOCK. 



This is not only one of the jwrBonageH moat promineiit, ani moet 
inaoapicions for the dittrut, in Hedges' Journal, bat he is aUo one of the 
moat memorable figares io the early hiatorj of BritiBh India. Yet be 
figures as jet in no Biographical Dictionarj', nor have I been iiblo to 
aacertain anTtbiog regarding hb origin. 

He bad arriTed in India in 1655 or 1656. and though not, it would 
appear, sent from England in the Company's serWce, he before long 
foand admittance into it, and we read hia name in a nominal roll entered 
in the Court Books nnder date 12-I3th January 1657 (i.e., N,S. 1658) 
aa junior member of tbe CooDcil at Kdaimbdzdr, thua: "Job Char- 
nock, Fourth, (Salary) 20£." 

Hia original engagement was for five yean (which was perhapa the 
general custom) ; aud a memorial of hU, from Patna apparently, dated 
23rd February 1663-4, preserved among the I.O. Records,' fihowB that 
be bad intended then to terminate his service and return to England, but 
at the aamo time he cxpreases hia willingneBS to remain, if appointed Chief 
of the Pattana (Patna) Factory. This appointment, uo doubt, was 
made; for in 1661 be appears incidentally in the records oa holding 
that poeition, in which he eontinaed till 1680 or 1661.* In 1G71

tupinenea in hia other aSUrea, and have ahnoat ruined Pattana," and Hr. Cln- 
veU writea, that, " havciog compared notea with tbe Counsel! of the Bay, and 
haveing the concurrence of all the Factories bore, I have, with their conaent, 
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(26tli October) an order of tbe Court increases his salary to £40; 
and a month later he Is ioforuje'd that " in citae Le coulinucs in the 
Company's service, aa they have fcad respect to bim in the increase of 
hissalary, . . . so they will further consider him aa to hia past Services". 
From this it would seem that CbBmoclt's eoerjiy had already made an 
impressiou on the authorities at the ludia Boose ; po^ibly also he may 
have bad some strong friend there. In 1675 the Court write to Fort 
St, George, to nliicb the Bengal factories were subordinate : 

"Upoa tfae coanaendatioii jou gire as at Mr. Job Chabnocb. we hare re- 
(olTed that far bin eoooarageiaeDt, during hi> atay in oar serTioe at Patt&ha to 
giTe bim SOX pot annum as a gratoitj ," 

i.e., what would now be called a personal aUowance, lu 1G76 (15th 
December), in writing to the Fort, they suggeHt that Mr. Chamock 
might be a fit peraoQ to employ at the Delhi Court to negotiate for a new 
" Phinmaud", regarding oiemplion from customs. There is no indica- 
tion that he ever went on such a missiou, but the rul;i7 employed at 
Uelhi, it would seem to little purpose, was under his immediate super- 
vision, as appears from various letlera. He was also the main channel 
of news from the Court of Delhi and Upper India generally. 

Here are somesainples, or iHiuilerii, as he would have called them, of 
his correapoiidenco with the Hiigli Council: 

6th July 1678 : 

" Hers is a fljitig report that the «ldBit prince is dead. Tbal ha was liok is 
certains, and that Multah is taken by the Pattans, eo that the King wiU 
liaTe work enoogh to doe with them, * ■ thn irhoie Kingdoms Ijing in a 
Ter7 miserable feehle oonditioD. the great ones plundering and Bobbing the 
fenbler, and do order nor method of GoTOnimeDt amongst them. Tbs Kings 
hookim ii oE OS small valine as an ordijiar; aoTemoDr'a." 

2l3t July 1678: 

'- la oar opinion the Bummeof money demanded (to get ■ ' Phirmaund') is very 
targe, considering all circamstaDcea. Had it bin another King, aa Shajskawn. 
wiuae phirmaund and HnabuUhookinu were of snob great force and binding 
that none dare to offer to make the least eiception against any of tfaem, it might 
have seemed somewbat reaaonable ; bob with tbia King O&ahshaw tin the 
contrar7, none of irbicb in the least (curry f) feare with the people, all hii Qover- 
uours making small aceompt thereof.' ' 

Wo are not accustomed to think so lightly of AurangEeb'a authority I 

28Ui October 1G78 : 

" We ahatl send the Copies of those papers that yon now sent na, to get chopl 
by the great Cadj«, who perbapn mar doe it tor a bribe, woe having formarl; 
in Pattaha gotten 2 Coppica of this Kings Phirmavnd of 2 per cent'-, withont 
showing him the originall, chopt by the same Codjee for a bribe." 

given orders to Mr. ChaBMOCK (« dispatch nway some able Vaqucel to DeDy, 
that ho may endeavour a removeall of tbeee troubles which wee receive from 
the DrogB and the new Diran" (0. C. 3931}. 
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Id 1C78 Chsmock was offered by the GoTemment of Fort St. George 
the place of fifth id CoddcU there. This he declined, considering it 
did not meet his claims, and probably unwilling to quit " Lhe Bay", 
where he looked for hia adranoement. In a "general", i.e., a public 
letter from the Chief and Couucil at Patna, dated Simcib,' 2Sth October 
1678, it is written : 

" Wo hSTp obB8(Tod wh«t yonr wonhipfull Agent and Coonooll of the Fort 
have inBerted in a clause of tfaeire letter yon Bent oh in jonn, coQcemiag Job 
Chabnock, to which ho rcplje* that ho ia ooa ira;eB jet rotisfijod, nor cud ha 
in the least conceiie that the S of Coancell theirs belongs to him , aad therefore 
deaires theire eicoM for hia not proceeding thither, he being not a little troubled 
to see Baeb bard measore afforded him from thence, b; dcpriTing him thns of the 
right which bath bo manj jeareB since, and doth now at present belong to him, 
and therefore doairoB they wonld be pleased to take into further consideration, 
being allmost conGdeat that his HoDo"' Employers will not Buffer him to be 
tbas neglected and unregarded after Ma 24 yean aerrice in theire tmploymcnt, 
but afford him hia right atatioD."^ 

The favour in wiiich Chnmock stood with the Court went on tiioreas- 
ing, and in 1679 (3rd January) we find them writing to Fort St. 

" Hr. Job Cesbkoce haTicg done nsj as we esteem it, good and faithfnll 
service, and it being his right, ocoording to our former -lettlemeDt, t« be neit in 
degree toMr, ViNCKNT,we do hereby appomt him to bo Chief of CissttMBAJiE 
and 2 of Coancell in the Bay, and coDaeqaentlj to sacceed in the Cheifahip at the 
Bay, amording to our Bnloa." 

The like ia repeated on the 3rd December following, with the addi- 

" And tbia wee order notwithstanding any genenll mis that wee bare given 
to yoo onr Agent in joar Commisaioa." 

According to Bruce (Annals, ii, 450), the Court wrote about this 
time to Fort St. George, a« quoted by Mr. Jiarlow at p. 40 below, that 
they would rather dtsniisa the whole of their other Agents than Mr. 
Chamock should not be the Chief of K&aiaibizAr. This passage I ha7e 
not been able to find in the Court's letters, though what I do quote 
contEuns much of similar bearing. 

And the resentment of the Court is again and again expre«aed against 
Mr, Streynsluun Muster, Governor and Agent at Fort St. George, 
because he had not carried out their eipreas order anJ Mr. Charnock'a 
right, by putting hiui into the K^iinbiz.'lr Chiefship. 

It appears to have been resolved, under ftladras Consultation of 12tb 
July 1679, that Mr. Chamock should have the appointment in question ; 

' £tn^ or Sinya ia the date-place of tuimy of the Patno iotters, na the 
name of the English residency there. One letter gives the alternative name 
" or yoAnoAod", I cnnnol identify it. 

' XcHcr in l.O. Seeortit. R.SL, r. 1.

In November of the same 
jtMt, when Agent Master wna on visitation of the Bengal factories, Mr. 
Cbarnock, whilst accepting the KAsimbAz&r appointmeot, reported that 
be Btill coald not come down at once. On this he is informed (15tti 
November) that his excuses cannot be admitted, and that if he does not 
come at once he cannot have the appointment. The deluj continues, 
and on the 15th December a letter is written by the Agent and the 
Hiigli Council to Chamock, censuring htm, and refusing to accept his 
excuses ; stating that the Agent had been much inconvenienced by 
Chamock 'e not coming in time t^) meet him at EMmbiUdr, " which 
Factory b the greatest Conceme of the Hon"* Company in these parts"; 
that as a man of great experience is required, and as Mr. Cuarhock is 
designed by the Company to succeed the Chief in the Bay, he is uoir 
appointed 2nd at Hllglf, there to learn the whole business of the Day, 
and to be the better fitted to succeed, lie was to hand over charge at 
Patna, and join at UugU before the end of January 16S0.' 

This is the treatment of Chamock — not so very unreasonable— which 
the Court so greatly resents, and harpe upon. They write to the Fort, 
5th January 1681 :

never, an we ondertland. been a prowler for liimaetFe, beyond what wai just and 
tnodegt : Wto therefore, We are resolved, ehiill not live nnrewnnted b; na. Our 
Letters were plaine enODgh, tha.t he ahoald b« Cliief of CabsAiibuiab, and at 
the eame time Second of the Bay in degree, and to aucceed Mr.VlNCEirr as Chief 
of the Bay. . . . Hia sUying at Pattaka to di*p«tch the Petre-boats, waa hia 
tare and bis dnty to onr Servioe .... and therefore Agent Mastbbs did very 
ill, and contrary to hia duty and the traat repoaed in him, in taking hold of that 
pretence, to diaposaeaa an honest man of the jnat reward of his fidelity, due to 
him by all rights. Wee do tlivreforo reqairo oar Agent Gtffori} and Conncill, 
tbat apOD your arrivoll at (bo Fort, yon doe imniedtately dispatch an Express to 
Mr, Chabnock with the contcnta of ao mneh of thia Loiter aa oonceros him 
and oar affturea at PattaHa ; ordering him thereon, with all possible eipedi- 
tioD to aettle onr affairea there, and leave tbem in a regalar and due method ; 
and from thence presently repair to CabsAMbUSAK to take the Kemaines from Mr. 
Littleton and possession of our Factory and aSurai, as Chief of Cassaubuzab." 

And again, 18th January 1681 :

"Thia tho neoessitf of onraffnin! compelled ua unto at this time, and not any 
diffidsDCB or dislike we hare of Mr. Job Charnock, of whose fidelity and care 
in onr aeriico We have had long and great cipericnce, and We think the plaoe 
he i> in already of Chief of CassdubuzA.B doth not mneh differ from our now 
Agent's, but only in Title and preeedenny, and do hereby oonlirmMr. JobCb.ib- 
MOCK aforcsmid, onr Chief of CABHtlUBDZilS, Secoad of the Bay, and l« enceeed 
Agent of the Bay in oaie of the death «r abseuoe of onr now elected Agent 
Mr. Hhsobs ..." 
(NevertiieltiSB, he did no' succeed Mr. Hedges, oB we shall Bee.) 

Sis roonUiB later, vrriiing for lading to Hilgli (2etb May 1U82) : 

■' We depend upon the integrity and core of our good old eervant Mr. Chak-

Again (20th September 1682) ; 

"We know Mr. PttCOcK of Pattana wub a Cranturo of our late Chief 
CVtNcEMT), and tbsretore we biy do great strcaa an the commendation given him

direct the providing of each gooia there, bat it was ncrer done, whioh no

It was eyidently ile rigirenr at tha East India House never to 
refef to Mr. Charnock without some eulogistic expreBsion ; in fact, 
the tone iu regard to him la quit« unique in the old Court's corre- 

It IB not wonderful that Hedges got broken by collision with a vessel 
■o freighted with the Compuuy'B benedictions, and so furtifiod with 
the sense of its own value. But 1 need not follow the history of the 
fend between the two. Mr. Birlow has abstracted it with admirable 
lersencsa at p. 3. 

Though Hedges wns deposed and disgraced, Mr. Charnock did not 
succeed him as Chief of the Bay. 'I he Court had apparently made pro- 
mises to two per»>ns ; and Mr. Beard became Chief in the Brty (though 
now in Bubiirdi nation to the Fort), anil held the office till his death, not 
many months later. 

We have Be«n that Hedges and others urged upon the Company that 
their trade in Bengal would never prosper till they came to a ipiarrel 
with the native authurmes there, got rid of the growing e

* The following extract from "Abstract of a letter from the English 
Couuoell of the Bs; of Bengali in India" [withont date, but of Dec. 26, 1S82) 
Bbowa more completely and clearly than Hedges' Diary how far trouble with 
the Native Qavornmeut had gaoe, even at the time of that Agent's arriTuI 
from Europe. 

*' . . . Agent HxDaEB . . . found nil Trade interdicted e:icept the Com- 
pany would pay Cuatome both for goods and Tretisure, till by a present 
to the OoTernour the TreaBura was permitted on Shoar; but not Suflered 
to bos sent unio the Subordinate flactoriea. When afterwarda, by preaents, 
it waii permitted, it was Stopt at several places, to the great damage of the 
Company : and when the money was arrived at Cnsaaiabusar, the Oovernuur 
there made proctamation that noo Merchant tlicre should buy any Silver of 
them, which forciid our Agent to aeod it to the Uint, and there it was atopt 
Againe. 

■' Mr. Harvsv at Dacca with groat charge gott the order reverseil, tor our 
paying of Ciistome, for 7 mouths only, which the Qovomoiir at CaaeambuEar 
refuaed to obey, and caused great affronte to be put, by all QovemouTs and 
Sub OovemouiB upon our Nation, Our paaees refused, and our Bactors 
desired to send ProTisJooa to other of our fiactories within the Native Offioers 
Passes. When Ldl means tailed to redress these grievgncea, the Agent goes to 
the Nabob at Dacca, with great presents, [and] is pursued by the Govemour'e 
Order. Two boats with Cloth scixed and brut bock to the Cuittome House. 
The Agent rescues the boats, and i« followed by land and water ; Proolama- 

Uon is mode that no boatman or steersmnn shall nerve the English 

When the Ageot saw he could not go up by the Natives boats he ciime back 
and took 2 of the Company's aniall sloopea , . . and ie pursued by the Chiefe 
Canixc or Justice, but aacnpea. In the interiro 1000 tons of Peter arrived 
from Pattana, but woa Stopt, and all other business, the Qovemour demanding 
I>0,UOO mpe. Customs, thrcatning to sell our Peter and pay himselfe, or to 
BUrpriio the fTaatory. The Councell sent bim word to doe his worst. The 
Qovemour sends tor the Company's Vakeel, ns if hoe would show him kind- 
ness, hut put him in a prison, and bents him cnielly every day to force a 
Writing in our name , . . and sends word to the ^ctoiy that they would 
beat bim till they killed bim, if he paid not the mony. . . The Ooremotir .... 
released him, after bo hod beat out of him BOOO rupa. and maliea proclama- 
tion that no Moor nor Oentuo should serve the EDgUsh, nor buy silver of us 
under 10 p. cent. Ciistome, upon which dollnrs Ml from SOS to 1911 Rujis, for 
100 Dollars. 

" The Agent arrives at Dacca the S6 Octt and had great respects from the 
Nabob, and the more because he spoke Turkish and Arabiok, which they 
delight iu "; nnd bo forth. 
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Even in tLe letter of tbe Court, wliiuh has baen qaoted at pp. xiii-iv, 
though they raise objeGtions to the particular proposals which had been 
Bet before them, they sbow that Himilur ideas were fermenting iu their 
minds, and tbej put forward a Bohcni'e for getting poaseedon of Chitta- 
gong.' To this Bcheme tlioy recur fondly again and again in succeeding 
letters, and at lengtb it took concrete shape in tbe despatch to India, 
with the sanction of the King {James III, of the largest force which 
the Company hod ever yet displayed in tbe Indian seaa. 

The detail of the evonts in the Bay of Bengal, which immediately 
preceded and followed the despatch of thia aquailroo, is by no means 
always clear, for several important reports from India of these details 
have perished, and the communicattons from the Court ro India sug- 
gest the existence of various blanks lu our knowledge. The narrative, 
BB given by Ornie in his second volume, is, in the main, consistent with 
tbe allusions in tbe letters from Eogland, and in connection with this 
important part of Chamock's career I may make use of it occasionally 
to supplement the original documents, from the I, 0. Records, But my 
object JM mainly to give the narrative as it comes ont in these, which, to 
the best of my knowledge, have never been printed. 

The Secret Committee which had been named for the management of 
this warlike venture — consisting of Sir Joseph Ash (tbe Governor of 
the Company), Sir Joaift Child (Deputy Governor), Sir Benjamin Batb- 
uwt. and Mr, Joseph Heme— wrote as follows to Bengal, 14th .lanu&ry 
1686: 

"We , ■ . hive Biamined Berionslj tha opinion ottha mosit pendant unA cipe- 
Ttenced of onr CorDmandem, all irhich doe Coneeiitor in this ono apiaion (and to 
Oi leemiiiB pregnant Truth), vizt.: Thnt eiace thoae Goremora liave by that 
imfortaante Aocident, and andncit; of th« taterlopera. got tbe knaob of tninp- 
ling npoD na. and eitortinit what they fileaae of our estate from ub, by the 
beflioging of onr Fjictoryii, and atopprng of our Boats upon the Gamobs, tb«y will 
nerev forbaro doeiag no till wq baT« m&de them as BSUBible of onr Power, at wo 
bave of our truth and Justice, and we after many Deliberatiana ore Srmljr of 
the tame Opinion, an^ raolre with God's blossiag to pursue it." 

(The ships are to take on board at Balasore the Agent and principal 
men of the Council of the Bay, and then to arreBt all vessela of the 
Mogul, whilst awaiting the Nabob's answer to the letter which was to

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be sent to him. The squadron was such as is detailed in a note,' and 
carried six complete companies of soldiers, with the lieutenants and in- 
ferior officers. No captains were sent, as, according to the old system of 
the Company, the Agent and Council of the Bay were to be the captains 
of the companies, the Agent being also Colonel, the 2nd. Lieut. Colonel, 
3rd. of Council Major, etc. 

If no agreement could be come to with the Nabob, then the bulk of 
the force was to proceed to Chittagoug) 

'* where, after Bnmmons, if the Fort, Town, and Territory thereunto belong- 
ing be not forthwith deliyercd to oar Lieutenant Colonel Job Chabnock . . . 
we wonld hav^e onr forces land, seize and take the said Town, Fort, and Terri- 
tory by force of arms . . . 

"Above all things, we wonld have you very carefuU, that no violence or 
injury be offered to women, children, or any innocent people that doe not hos- 
tilely oppose you, and particularly. That yon do not suffer any prejudice to be 
done to Churches, Mosques, Pagodaes, or other publick Places where Qod is 
worshiped, or pretended to be worshiped." 

(Then they are to add art to nature by making the captured place 
" as strong as the wit and invention of man can extend to'') ... 

'* We doe appoint our aforesaid Second of our Council, Job Chabnock, Esqr., 
to be Govemour of Onr Fort, Town, and Territory of Chyttbqam, in the 
absence of onr Agent and Colonel, John Beabd, Esqr." 

The Court were not yet aware of Mr. Beard's death, but they 
evidently did not much expect their old keeper of the Surat warehouse 
to head the expedition. And even if he should, they were particular to 
enjoin that 

"Mr. Chabnock doe go along with him as his Second, whose assistance in

" But jon mnat alwajB nndentwid that thongh wB preparB foe and resolTO to 
ent«r into a Ware with tho Mogul! (being nonsBitatDd theFennto) our ultimnta 
end ie pen^e, for as ve have neTSr done it. bo our Natures ore most averee to 
lihiodahcd and Bapine, w^iioh usUDllr attend the caMt just warrs. But wo have 
no Remedy left, But cither to dosert oar Trade, or we mult draw thtit Sord liig 
Majesty hath iutrastcd ub with, to Tiadiaato the Bights and Honoar of the 
Eugliah Nation in Ikdia." 

Long before the date of this lett«r, however, matters bail becotno 
critical in Uie relattoQH between the Company's ageota in Beugal and 
the Nabob's GoTemment ; and, indeed, this state of feroiBnt had begim 
even before Hedges bad been removed, as may be seen from passages iu 
bifl Diai7 {e.g., under January 12 and Duoeraber H, 1684, pp. 147, 171). 
The native merchants aud paikars, or intermediate dealers, employed in 
the business of Kisiinbazor factory, made a large claim againal Chor- 
nock and his coUeagaea there, which the local K(i:t' adjudged against the 
latter to the amount of 43,001) Bs. ; a judgment which the Nabob sup- 
ported, in default of payment formally summoning Job bya i/asdiml, or 
usher, to appear before him at Dacca. This summona Charnock had no 
intention of complying with, and prolonged efForts were mode, botii 
belore the local Faujdir aud at Dacca, to get the decision modified, The 
factory at KiUimbazar was hoyfotkil (to use an anachroDistic expresaion), 
and when Agent Board died (K8th August l(i85),' and Cliamock waa 
urgently called to Udgli to lake up tbe reins, the factory was watched 
by troops to prevent his escaping. All this appears iu great detail in a 
Book of the K/tsimbazor Conaultatioua, which aurvivoa at the India 
Offlce,>but which terminates with the date SO Nov' 1085, and is succeeded 
by a hiatus juat as the interest comes to a height. Nor do wo know how 
the knot at Kiiaimbaziir was cut, or how Clmrnook made his escape. 
We only know that lie reached Uii^H between 16th and 27th April 
1086. A " general" or public letter of the latter date from lliigli to 
Balasore ia the first that bears his signature, and it alludes to his 
recent arrival.* And &lr. Charnock is at Hugh' whcu Orme'a story 
Opens: 

"Tbe cooduot of this warwu untrDitod to Job Chamoce, the Compan;'* 
prinOipBl Agent at Hughlej, a roan of conrtige, without miiitaij eiporleoce, but

Com- 
pany, wherein thej are whollj comprehended, bearing date the 11th Ootober, by 
the Feriia Merchant, who sailed hence the 20 ditto. 

" 7, We .... proeoed to give jon an acconnt of some further tranimotions 
botwiit the Qovemment and us in a late Skirmiab at HuaHLT, occasioned by 
the Goyemonr'e SeTOrity practised agointt ns daily. 

■' 8. For at that time thearriTall of onr Force* (tho' Small) had loe akmmod the 
Country that the Nabob bad ordered downe for the guard of this tonne two or 
three hundred horses (tic), and three or foure thooiand Foot, under the protec- 
tion of which ABDnLOCNNr' was very insolent in denying na all manner of 
DCcesFaries for trade, and forbidding us Tictaalls in the Bniar, to prevent out 
Sonldiera resorting thither, which waa the occasion of the kte eruption.

sett fire to their owno Houses, more especially those nearo the English qnsriera, 
as well to barr them out, as borne donne their Hoof ea, which in great part tooke 
effect ; foritaoone arrived (at| theold Factory which was consumed, with some of 
tbu right honorable Company's Saltpeter, and a great many private men's goods 
to a considerable value. At the same time they began to display their great gnnna 
from a battery consisting of Eleven Qnnna that they bad lately raiaed to oom- 
msnd onr Shippa in the Hole. Wee then beginning to feare the bod conaequenee 
of sucb an onbappy accident taking us at unawares, woe immediately ordered up

Nicholson is gone downe with orders to seise three more they 
report are in Ballahobe Boade, Soe that wee know not how long Ihii may 
Continue. Wee strive to bee peaceable on onr Side, tell all the Peter and goods 
are gone on Shoar, which wee are packing of Daily, oad hope in a fortnight mors 
all to leave this pUoe to proseonta further orders.

King's Doan to do as Justice in the CAesiUBttzAB buifieaesa, hj referring to 
ArbitratioD, the which being aent aplo the Nabob and Duun, they rvtumed their 
Peroaunasoo the Sub GoTSmora here, to lett us goon withonr trade noniole^ted, 
according to Autient Pliirniaiinda. which might bate been of aomc oae to na, had 
wee bin nndor other Circumstaace. Woe halo not groat nova from ourVaksel at 
proaoiit; we faaTewritt to him at largo concerning tbo Present diRerenees, as also 
to the King and Grand Viiier. Copies of which wee haTe remitted to Port St. 
George for CoDreighanco that way, least the Matter ahould bee misrcpresentod to 
the King. 

" 13. Amongst the other contradictions, which are the most that orer anoh a 
great deaigne mettwith, theDeo^/orlprovea eiceeding leaky, and Capt. Nichol- 
son is gon donno with our Chief Pilott to bring her ap into Inuelee rirer to 
careen, which most bee done before wee csn goe upon any designe with her. To 
add to this is the loss of the Dimond Frigott on Due point, the Disappointment 
of the lUadapollam Ketch and the Uary, and noe Tidings of any of the rest of 
the Shipping designed us from Europe. 

"14. TbcM tranaactiana gsrc tho Dutch a good opertonity to make their 
Alarketts, for tbo' they for aomo time had bin at Variance with the Government, 
had withdrawn their Factories, and throwno up their Bniars, as formerly ad=iiod, 
yett upon the firat motion of onr disturbances (by what mennes or npoa what 
accounts wee know not) they were immcdiatolj sgaine possext of their Bacar und 
towne of Ba&na<iub,' and hoisted their flagga upon the utmost eitent of tbeir 
limits, aud continue eoe atill, carrying od their trade, and will in all probability 
make a oonsiderable invcatmont this Yoeu^, they designeing two shippa from 
tienoe to Europe this eeaaoii. Some think they made nie of onr diffurenees to 
take possession of their owne againe, others that by a considerable bribe they 
Obtained a Perwanna from tho Nabob to that Effect, but it is generally cod- 
Jecturod by most that after they hare made an end of this Ycara inTOFtment, thoy 
wiU fall upon them lor their old demands. They haie now Eleven Sailc of 
Sliippea in the river, with three huudnid men on board of them, and seeme to bee 
much startled at our proceedings. 

The Governor begins to bee Seuoiblo how far tbey baTO Injured us and 
wbat Injurie it is, and is like to bee, to them, our leaving the trade and Deserting

This is the last letter we find from UOigli. Woudcrful enough that 
Chomock should have bceu able to remain there ami writ« in this strain 
more than two mouths after the "eruption", aa he justly termed it, 
which seemed ncccessrily to make such a filial breach with the Mnhom- 
medaQ power. 

The neit letter intimates their withdrawal to Chuttamcttea, soon 
to be kuown by another name. U ia, ao tar as we have found, the 
first mention of that place in surviving correspondence, but the letter 
■eems to asanmc coguisauce of the locality, and of the reason of its 
selection, aa a sit* securer than Uuglf, tor further negotiation.

Here, then, on the site of future empire, Charnock nnil Capt. Nicliol- 
sou entered into negotiationg vrith the Nnlwb'e rupreBentatives ; the 
result of which was the proffer by the Eiiglttih of twelve ArticIeB or 
StipuLitiona, which failed of acceptniice now, but are often referred to 
in later letters as tho basis of farther negotiation. The matter of these 
Articles, though not cotogorically stated, ia to be gathered from the 
following document, which, though callcda Copy of the Artiulea, consists 
rather of the comments of the Native diplomatists upon them. 

"Coptib' o/ihe Arli^lta agreed upon and signed ii/BoaouR Mall, Mullick 

BOUBCOOBPAE, and Hbeb PhAhcab in Bthal/a of tha Nabob and yranled 

by Ihe Hi. HonobU. English East Indta Company al Chuttanuttee iht llth 

January 168! tut aflerwardt Denyed to bs Con/iniiecl fc^ "" Nabob." 

" As to the Brat article concerning a Phirmand Custome tree ; Eieept tho Pis- 

caah of ropees 3U0U annually, The Nabob did fformorly writ in yonr bebolfes for 

ubleyning a Phirmand, but Could cot prevails, wberefore he now intends to 
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" 2. Ai to jour Second Article for bringiiiK tha Mint to Huqlkt it Lyes not 
in the Nabob's power without the King's ord»r ; bot that the Nabob will aba 
write to the Kim ubaat. 

" 3. To tha 3d Article coaceming arbitriLtioa, your bnsiocBe when Occasion 
affer>i b; 2 of eacb party concerned, T hut yoa moydo, bnt jon lotiBt fireb present

" 1. As to the Article Donceming the goods passing too and fro nnmoUated 
without paying any duties, Wee do anavrer that your businees eholl go on (U 
formerly. 

"5. Aa to the oth Article concerning the QoTemonr'a buying yonr Treaanre at 
their rates, it nerer was practised neither shall it be for the Future. 

"6. As to the Oth Article canceming yonr aomaetas building ten. wee »ball 
not be againat it provided it be in a proper plsue a» Customary. 

"7. Ab to the 7th Article conaariung the 44 000 rupees. Wee shalt acquaint Iho 
Nabob about it. that no injastioe bo done you. 

" B. As to the 8th Article concerning getting in your Debts, (he Nabob will send 
hi« Perwaona for the getting of them in. 

■• 9. As to the 9th Article concerning Manlda Factory, the Nabob wu adriicd 
by the Zimmedarra that it waa a Fort ; tor which reason it was ordered by him 
to bo palled downe, but it shall be rebuilt by tbem. 

■' lU. As to the 10th Article, couccrning niEieca IS 000 taken at Hngly. what 
moneys has been taken unjuetiy Sh'iJl bo returued. 

" 11. Aa to the llth Article Conccmiag the rupees 20 000 deposited in OoLA- 
BKAT'b' bond ; if it Can be made appcnrc be sball make aatiKfaction. 

"12. As to the 12th Article conceroiug granting 2 Feeoes of ground for yoni 
Shipping, name yonr places, and if it be ConTenient, wee ihall write to the 
Nabob that it ma; be granted." 

Before transcribing Charnock'a own narrative of what followed this 
attompt at negotiation, we give one abort extract of the comment made 
on his proceedings by Sir John Child and his Council at Surat, and a 
longer one from the story aa it wbe passed on to 8iir&t by the members 
of the factory nt Pntna. The former indicate, I think, in a very much 
veiled form, a considerable disbelief in the projwta of their IIoDOurable 
Masters m to the capture of ChittagoQg; whilst the latter, writing 
thcmselvcB with admirable coolness, whoa we consider their isolated and 
risky position, cast undisgnised ridicule an the confidence manifested by 
Cbamock in the terms which he demanded. 

'llie Genera], Sir John Child, and Coujicil at Surat writtn, under date 
18th May 1687, to the Court : 

. . . " Oar friends in the Bay must bare made k Hog or a Dog ot it there before this 
time, and if not. Ending tliey could cSeot nothiag well, patched up a peace with 
the Nabob, and by that lulled the Moors into acaDrity. with resolutions to goo on 
with mora resolution and nimbleneas in August ucit, at once lo strike witbout 
noiM, that if postible they ma; reach yonr Honours Orders ; soe that lett it be 
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hair it trill ititb thom, what nee hnrfl dirmt«d aumot harme &t all their dt 

tor tfaey omit li*«e the plitce jour Hoaoora desire, or ftro pot befoiid the hopM 

of it. before it ooiii bee Icnown irliat nee hate done". . . 

Letter from Patna Fnctory "To H. E. John Child, Qenerall of 
India, &ca. Councill." (Dated at end : '■ Pattaua, June 25tb, 16S7.") 

" May it pleue joar Exeellenaf Aat. 

"... the intent of this in to give your Ely. Jtca. the beet aeooniit we oan of 
what hath happned since the rij^ht Worp" A^nt ftca. left Hugly.belieTiiigat thii 
■eaaon you must necessarily want ndvicM from thenc^e, tbo following relation 
onto the 9th of Marah wee bare rrom oniown letters, hot the account wee give yon 
of what hatb happened eince. wee hare only from the Saba and MerebantB 
letters, to which pteaae to giye credit aceordingly. 

"About the last of De«niber, BowsBiiuLL, Mblltce bcrcoobdab, and 
HiiH Pacca, 3 Mnnaubdftrs, went to CBnTTAKCTTT to tbe right worshipfull 
Agent &ca. with a Comuissioa from Narob Sbasteb Caun to treat a peace aa 
tbey pretended, but tbe Sequell prored that it was only to delay Time. Thej 
■greed upon the foltowing articles, but left them unto the Narob's approbation, 
(Hd Agent ChabnocK inBiat«d tobavs them conGrmn! by the King. Viit. that 
the; ahonld hare a sufficient ((DnDtity of ground to build a Fort upon, and there 
to hare ■ mint, that tbe Karob should rebuild Molds Factory, restore tbe 
iS OOO Rupees he took aboat the Cabbuubazak qaarrell, and recarer all the 
debts contracted by the right wDrshiprnll Agent ichcn Chief there ; and that 
heneeforwurd the GoTfmment should not determine any conlrovaraies between 
tbe Natiret and the Knglisb, bnt tbut tbey ahanld bo left at aur discretiou, and 
that futorely wee shond be Cnstome.froe. And in contemplation of these perfect 
tokens of ConqueBt. the right worahipfoll Agent &ca. restud witboat action 
nntill the Ilth Februsry ; the CommiBaioners Bowkbmull Aca. soquainting 
them about tbe 29th January that the Narob appror'd theiro articles and bad sent 
them onto the King for oonfirmntion. How they oanld belicTo tbnt ShaSteH 
CAtTM had such small regard to bia head, is a little strange. Bat about the middle 
of February the; were awaked, when Addull BmiiiiD the Narob's Bniy 
oameto HDSl.rwith about 20O0 bone, upon which they remored from OHnrrA- 
HrTTT, stormed and took the Fort at TANNAwith all its ordnance and ammuni- 
tioa, destroyed all things that came in theire way. nntill they sane to Inobblt 
or H:dolt, the aoTemoDr whereof, Mslltce Cosbih, upon their approach 
Bed, soetbnt tbey possessed tbemselres of the same without resistance, in whiih 
they fonnd store of Ammunition ; though the Inhnbitants had conicyed all tbey 
had beforehand from off the Ulaud, In this month, February, Ballarohg was 
likewise sacked and burnt, and all the Shipping thereunto belonging, which they 
■ay was about 10 sails. Their Owners expecting what happened had drawn most 
of them upon the Shoare (ns it proved) that tbey might bnm the better. 

•'In March there arrired two Shipps belonging to SbaSTBH CacNb, one 
whereof they took, the obberbareinga Dutch Pilott, nud meeting only a Sloop in 
BaLuIbobi road, fought her way into that Rirer, likewise a Boat goeing in this 
Month to gett prorisions was sett upon and taken by the Hoors, the heads of 
three Englishmen was brought and sett op in Hugly, and 2 or 3 brought Prisoners, 
but woo heare not any more that perished in that misfortune. The Dutch have 
letters to the |l AprlU, they say a great many English icere dead and sick upon 
the tnUnd. About the begining of May the English attocqued and took a Fort, 
built a little on this aide Inoerlt, commanded by Mbllick Cosbih, the same 
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thftt fled rrom Inoebly Fort, Killed aboat 40 men, and took oil their Cannon and 
ammiinitiDn. and bitborto wee cannot beami acoroeof n man lost by thDetauceof 
Warr, tiaTe those taken in the hoate. Bat about the beEinnitiic of this month

and hnmt them- In thia Eipeditioil 6 or 7 men on onr ( ' ) nnmheca of

And the Enemy, well andentanding onr Condition, the £Bth May i> tho 
afternoon ffrom a Batt«ry of theirs Lunded 700 HorsemoD and 300 Gonnmen, and 
ituodiiitfly tooke a Hmall battery of onn opposite to theirs (which was armed) of 
i small feild-peeoeB, aGnoDcr and SO men ; the which ( < ) being qnite ffiniahed 
waa Discited by onr men, being ( * I at the Sight of aneh a tfnmber of the 
Enemy, wbo receiving Encouragement from this amall Conqnest, marched with 
tboir (forces and onr ffeild-poeoes to tbe Maine Fort in the Towne, where they 
arrived in a mannet oa Soono as oar Intelligencea, it not beiag 3 miles distant, 
and Borpriicd T.ient.

Himm theyCuttin Peeaes.hiswifeaad child they Carryed 
away Prisoners, and seised upon our Stable of Horsos, in nnmbers 6 or 7, and 4

beyond all men's Expectations, and part of tha Towne on Fire, had almost Lodged 
themsclveB in our Trenches, before wee could well Call oar Souldicrs togeather in 
armee, and all tbat Evening hod ffeirce EngiigeingB from our outward Trenches 
in which tbey Lodged themselves in onr Line, but the Mognlt'a Coucage, aa their 
Natare is, going ontof tbemwitb their Bang ; Neit Morning were soone ffeaiod' 
Ont from thence. At this time our Condition was most Desperate and Deplorabta 
by reason of Sieknesa and Death ; not baveing bnt one Olficer of 6 Leiuto. and 
B Enaigns, to command under btB Worskipp at that time in the Fort, and of 36 
Sergeants and Corparalls not above i alive, and oUe to do Dutyi Captain NiCHOL- 
bOK'b Sbipp, Emptied of ail her Onnns, Amnnition. Provision and Goods, ready 
the next morning to go on the wsye to helpo another Desperate Oreate Leake 
Sprung in ber, as greate as the former, and none of oar Shipping half mann'd, 
whereby wee were in Danger of Losing theBt, Hon'" Company's Shipping if woe 
had then dexerted the Fort 1 Eitremo Necessity then fforcing aur Courage, wee 
held it ant the next Day, notwithstanding the-y Lunded a groatv many more men 
Opon B«, and botterednB with their tmld-peecaa.and beseidgedos ( round ; for by 
reason of a Gurriall bonse whiclr stood balfo nay to the water siile, and on which 
was planted 2 Gnnna and n Guard, wee Kept that PasaaRo to onr Shipping open, 
whereby wee recraited and ninforoed oar Selves from the Shipping with Amnni- 
tion, Provision and other neoeksaryes with nhich thin Day was taken np, u» 
also in Carrying off some of tbe Bt. Hon''' Company's most Considerable goods, 
haveing Kept fGreing all this Day and next night on both Sides, in which tell 
mncb rains, whioh with Constant Dnty much Disabled our menn, Whereby a 
great many were sent off Sick ; the Several! Small Shipping that guarded roond 
tbe Island were ordered into the broad river to bo in a readiness to receive us, 
trben the St am Prize, tbe Btwtigt, groondeil upon a Sand by tbe way, Ovenett 
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and Biltcdged, Ani] tbo men Iiad no aaoDet Left bar then tbe Enemf on the Dtb«r 
aide poase^iied ber. 

" TbnB wee beld ont for 4 dniea, in which oar QarrisDn, srowiDg Verj thinn, 
not huTiiif! nlxiie 100 flighting men in it, and tbo 2 Batterrea, wee rivoireil > 
racTDJt af TO men from tbo Europe SbiprinEi Commanded by Mr. Denham, wbo 
Cbearetiilly Sullied ont the Neit day, and beate the Eneaiir flrom their OnnnB, 
barDiog Iheic homes and retiimod with the Loaa of a Muin. Next dn; wee 
dropl all the Saylon oat of the Fort b; 1 and S at n time to the Under Battery 
at the Water Side, when being- all drawno np in armii marched up to the Fort 
with DrooiB beating and Trompetti Sounding, and the men buiaing as two 
daie« before. On onr part wcs Lost about IS Men. on theirs a TCry Greats 
Nnmbor ; TbeEnom)- Snppoaoing as to ho Supplied with Constant reDTuita tTrom 
the Shipping grew Dull upon it, sjid on the noil dnj, in the Morning, being the 
6th Day. held (forth a fflagg of Truce in order to a Trenty. And the Agent 
barlDg Bent one ont of the Fort to Disconne them, Tbey advised the Agent that 
Abdull 9uuunD was Inclined to a, peace Iff woe would Send over any body to 
Ditconrae bim nbont the Same. The which wee Coodescended tii npoD the 
LeaTing a Hostage of Biinall VaJloe. The whieh they were mnwilliag to Grant 
till they had wrote oyer to AbdulIi Semi do about it. ACeaaation of armeawaa 
decUred on both Sides till next day at 12 a Clock; before which time they, 
rec«Ting ABDnLL SuuvcDS Opinion, Dolirered ua (unto the) Fort on Hostnge 
in lien of Mr. Ricbabd Tkknchfsild irho (went) orer to Diaconcae Abdui,!, 
Bduuud. Mr. Trknchteji-d returned on the Morrow Early, in which Time 
Abdull Sdihiijd and he had disputed a great many things, and at Last Cams 
to this Conoluaiou, that if the Agent would send over 2 or 3 with foil power to 
Conclude a Fcaoewith him be woatd Treats with thom abont it, in order to the 
putting an End to the Warrs ; and ffurther, Mr. T!iB»chfbii.d adds, ba waa in 
hopes of very Honourable Tcarmes. Upon which it was reaolrod That Mr. 
Tbenchfkiud Should go OTer ngaine with Tbohab Hickitb and Mr. 
W" JoLLAND, with lustmctionii to treat with him about a Peace; hiTeing 
HostagPB Left in their roomo ffor their Safe retumo ; and to Insist on the 13 
Articles granted at CBDTTKKDTrEA ; Tett witball, with full power and orders to 
Conclude a Poaco before they retnmod, upon tho Most adrantngeona and 
Hono"" Toarmoa tfaoy Coutd procure, for our Condition waa snch at that time, 
throngb tbo greate Mortallity and Sickness ot our Men, Tliat Indeed ws would 
have Accepted of any tearmcs to hare had onr SeUos. Shippa, and Gooda Con- 
foighed of the Island. They, haveing been 3 Daies, returned with a fhrmo Penes 
Concluded, to be Interchangeably Confirmed by the St. Worshipfull the Agent 
and Abdull Svmkitd according to the Tennour of the Inclosed Coppyes. to 
which woe referr, and Proceed to give aceonnt that on ( ) Day after, wes 
received a Mogull into the Fort to take Possession (of the) Same, and on the llth 
Day gave them full Posseaeion (and went forth) with onr Amunition and Artillery, 
Drum's beating and Colloura (Sytng). Asddll SrMuUD baveing broke ap hia 
Camp, on the 17th following the Bt. WorabipfuU Agent marched with half the 
fleet to DlleberbeA and Littlk Tanha, where wee Still are; AsDlrLL 
ScHiiuD. Contrary to Agreement, not Leareiug Ihuticki at Hdoli for out 
Bhippa to Pass Tanha Forte, without which wee Could not gee. 

" And we Lay in Expectation of the Nabob's Perwanna ffor ConGrmation of 
the Artieles agrcud npon till the SOtb July, when arrlred a very Imperfect 
Perwanna according to the Transluto That Comes heniwith ; with the which wee, 
being DO wayes well Pleased, writt aootber Aridaas to the Nabob, that what be

"By a treaty eigned 16th August lfi87, it was etipahited tbat the Eugliah 
■bonld not only be permitted to return to all their [octoriea lu the prociuee 
bat might likewise erect docks and magazines at Vlaham, a tillage situated on 
the western bazik, about SI) m. from the mouth of the Birer." 

Bruce again, with an apparent refcrunue to this statement, observes 
tbnt it can lie gathered from tLe iiiatructioDa of the Court, and the 
foreign desjutchi.'B of the Bubeei^ueab Boafon. that tho iudulgencea 
granted by the Nabob's Parwana "did not form the basis of a treaty 
for the reuewal of the Company's commerce in the Ba; of Bengal, but 
Arose only from tho arrival of the Isj^ armament from England'' 
(11, 009). 

It ia obviooB, I think, from the documents which have been presented, 
that no treaty bad been signed ou the 16th August, aa Orme believed ; 
and that in the following month, nbcn Chamock wrote the tetter luat 
quoted, he nas neither satisfied with tbe vague terms of the Nabob's 
parmdita, uordid hebelievo that any lusting jieace hadbeeti eatablished. 
I have not found docamenlu deinillDg what followed iuiiuediatdy 
upon the condition of things ptartially described in that letter, but 
Orme eeema to have bad better fortune in India. Chamock. he says, 
" remained three months at Ulnbarea, during which the place was found 
' /.(,, and July 1887. 
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to be HO improper for the pnrposes which hud iodiiced him to Mk it, 
thnt he desired aod obtained leave to remove to Soota-Ndtty,' a town 
about 40 miles higher up,' and cd the other aide of the river, where 
the factors and Boldiera lived in hata until thej could provide proper 
habitations. Meanwhile the war at Suratte broke out afresh, on 
hearing which the N'aboh of Bengal paid no regard to the treat; made 
At Ingelee" (see remarka above); ''but gave up the English tnidc to 
the rapine of hie olBceni, and at the «aoie time demanded a verj large 
sum as n recouip^tisc for the damage which liis country had siiRtained 
by the late hostilities. Cuakock being neither in a condition to oppose 
bim by arms, nor to appease hiiu with monej, sent two members of the 
council to Dacca, to try if he might be softened by submissioni." 

The last fact ie confirmed by documents which I shall give Iat«r ; but 
1 have found nothing else bearing upon Chsmock's relations with the 
Nabob at this time, nor touching the cireumjitaiicca or duration of this 
strong Bojouni on the site of Calcutta, between the return from the 
Hijilf episode and the renewal of the war in the latter port of 1688. 

But here is a proper opportunity to introdncc some of the commenta 
and orders of the Court in connection with the transactions thnt hava 
l)een set forth. 

From the beginning of the tension in Bengal the ralers of the Com- 
pany were disposed to judge the prooccdJDgs of their Agent (the:i Mr, 
Beard) and his Council very harshly, and to address them in that 
acrimonious lone, which was their use and wont at this time, anil which 
can hardly have tended to promote loyalty among their eervauta. As 
early as 12th August 1685, we fiud them writing : 

" We KB how intollersblj jou ara abated, every d«j worse and worse, bj tbo 
avBritioaa QoTBniDiirs oCtbat CouDtrj', and haw ubeepiih }0D are in anbmitting 
to BDcli nnrsaaotiaUo and ttojust aflhicls . , . . We (ntnoat but admiro at ^onr 
nioeness and »cnipulosity to loavs thnt pl«co (HiJoti) in debt, m if joa never 
intended to return, or be rnelled tben« aeiin. Whereas we apprehend (ai Mr. 
CuABNOCE wiiely obEierTed) that Dobbing would more tend to jour resetlement 
after a breach, thitn tbo impottanttj uad interest of ^oar Creditore." 

As the various operations succeed one another, and they know that 
their favourite Job Chamock has been the guiding spirit, they are 
diasatisQed with him also, and no longer cite his wise liicia as in the 
preceding quotation, though their reluctance to blame him comes out 
curiously, and sometimes contradictorily in the same letter. Thus (to 
Bengal, 20th September 1087): 

" Wb have seriouily prnuod yonr three general letters of 22d Novr., IStb and 
SSA December LliiSU], to onr Preaident and ConDcil ot Fart St. GeorKe, wherein 
wo oba«rve that ;ou are bo fond of Peace that joa woalil Gad eontradistions in 
the King's and Out orders, to cover four avarice and fnint hoartedoesH, where

And it is fortbut 
purpose principally, that wa haFH been and are at so vast a charge, in sending out 
ao many strong Ship* last year, and so man; Sonldiers as we have sent this last 
and this present year ; tho' we are oot without great fear that yoar awn bock- 
wardnesa and baukeiiug after your proQtablo easy old habitations, as the 
braelites did after the OnioDS oa'l Garliok of Egypt, may deprive as of the fruit 
of all OUT oost .... Tou must seriously oonaider and lay to heart the Com- 
pany's exiefliive ohargo for the honour of onr King and Conntrey. and make all 
poaiible repriials you can on tho enemy, for our reimburaement. and the main- 
tenance of our forces, tho likeliest pUce far the doing of which effectually, ws 
think, U the surprizall of Dacca itself, if yon can contrive such a designe with 
such 9eciecy that the Nabob have no foreknowledge of jouc purpose." 
Agiiin, uiiikr dale 2Tth August 1G88 : 

"Wo have with great impatience road yonr letter of 26th of August ItiST, toonr 
rnnidcDt aad Council of the Fort, and are griovcd lo see how you triSed away 
time upon frivolous pretoncoe, loet tho aeason of going to CalTTKOiH, and 
engaged our forces in unhealthy places, to the loss of the liiea of many of onr 
worthy Conntrymeo, and the irreparable dishonoDr of our Nation, and the rain 
of onr Trade in BitiaAI.L, if Our worthy Oeoerall on the other side of India' had 
□ot pursued onr orders, and thereby recorered the repntation to our King and 
Nation which yon lost by disobeying or neglecting our orders. 

" It is a vanity to fancy that your prudeooe or Subtilty procured at lait those 
good terms you obtained of AeduLL SumnjD, when you and onr forces were by 
your erroBts aforesaid reduced to that low condition yoa were ia upon ths 
Island HioiLBi ; it was not yonr wit or ooutrirnniM, but God Almighty's Good 
Providence, which hath always graciously superintended the affairs oE this 
Company, particularly by the success be was pleased to givs oar GenenUl on the 
SunsAT side .... This fatal! disappointment of the whole Trade of ludia" 
(viz., by the strenuons proceedings of Sir JoBN CniLD) " cansed insnrrectioiia, 
and an nniyerBall lameutation and erjr. not only of the Natives but of the other 
Nations aforesaid, Peaea lor'fh the EagliiK or Wa mast all Slarve, and this 
caused the Mogull only of bis known humane benign disposition and lore to man- 
kind to send Coaiida and Dogchuciya in hast to Bengali and all places to make 
up the breach, and one of bis great Princes to StiaOAT in saoh manoer, and with 
such express instructions, that the English shoald remain contented. 
" From houra we do rationally oanolode against the opinion of our Agent Mr- 
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Ceurhocr that if ;oa bod immedintely. aiMordiiig to tho Eiii|t our Sovereign's 
ordera and onr own, proceeded directlj for Cit1TTE0AU,Rhile our Forces iiera 
atntog and TiEorous, tfao Mognll wouid lut>e con£enl«d to our hulding and 
Keeping that place ia amit; with bim .... 

" We are not coir Killing, aodilenly oftor tbo pacIEcalian, to enter into nnj 
new wufars iritb tbo Mogoll, but hold oU bia GoTemanrs and people atrictl; to 
tbe temu he hath agreed with ub . . ■ . 

" . . . . Thougb onr Agent be CKtreamly to blune in the matterB before 
recited, and it mnj be for niuit oE mo, is Dot so Qttl; qnaliSed in martioll affairs, 
jet we wilJ beliere bo ia an boneet man, and being ao will donble hia care and 
diligence in making amends in tbe canae of onr Trade for tbe erronra be com- 
mitted in warfare, andtbErefore we will bear him out iu bis command and in tbe 
plaoe we haTC act bim .... 

" We hope ;oa ma; so mannage that place or Town of nLLASABBEAB which 
JOD bare articled for, tlut it may in time b«come a Eamoue and weU-goremed 
English CoIddj 

" We hope onr Agent, new be is delirered from these perplexities be was 
formerly engaged in, und from the controul of bia aecret and peoTiah enomiee of 
bia own Council, and the underhand, dark, and malicious anggcstions and designs 
of interlopers to ol»tmat the course of bis and our honest serianta' afFairs, will 
be in a condition to demonatrate that he is a iian of business ajid dispatch in all 
Mercantile Affairs, aa well ai of Justice and £debtj to bis Implof on

Chamock and his Council, aa may be gathered, bad been estabUsliitig 
themaclvcB at Chatiinati from some date towards the end of 118T, 
and remained there about o year. But of this interyal I can find no 
particulara whatever. From ezpreeeions in the two last letters of the 
Conrt which I hare quoted it would seem that they no longer contem- 
[iktcd a renewal of the war ; they were content that Chamock and the 
Council (of the Bay) should settle down at Ulaboria, or at Chat&uatf, 
if thai geemed more promiaing, protided that they were allowrf to fortify 
themaelTCfl there, and to hold the place with the same privilege* as were 
enjoyed at Fort St, George. WLat were the terms on which Cbarnock 
was now settled at Chatutiatf we have not been able to ascertain, nor 
have we the mcana of either confiiming or contradicting wliat we hare 
quoted from Ormu, as to bis rolatloDs with the Mabomedan Govern- 
ment of the country. But the Conrt, in writing as they did, appear to 
have forgotten the torpedo whicb they hod diKpatebed to India in the 
beginning of 1688, in the shape of the new ship Defence, bearing Capt. 
Heath, accompanied by a frigute, and conTL:yiug on board a rein- 
forcement of aoldiers, whilst the captiun himself was armed with an 
extraordinary coniiiiiieion, whicti in fact superseded Job Chamock 
in bin chief command of the forces in thelSay. The "Uono".' Comp*.." as 
tbey arc generally designated in the abbreviated script of the time, 
0«rtnin1y did not habitually shine, in those days, iu the selection of their 
iUBtrumentB. We have seen bow tbey condemned and cast aside, again 
and again (as Beau Brnmmell did his " failures"), the servants whom 
tbey had, with ever; expression of confidunce, appointed to the govern- 
ment of Fort St, George, and bow Uttlo satisfaction Hedges gave them 
in his well meant attempts to reform the factories of the Bay. tint 
they hod never made a worse selection thou in the case of the hot-beodcd, 
wrong-headed, capricious, and futile, feather-brained skipper whom they 
DOW lent to the UugK entrusted with such powers. We may conjecture 
that bluster hod got him this promotion, and that the promotion itsulf 
had turned bis head. 

We have not dincovered precisely when Heath with his rciuforeenjent 
sailed, but the Ivltet to Fort St. George, announcing his intended 
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I dispatch, IB dated 25tIiJaDuu7 li 
lOih Fobrnary.

The following paragraph is curious, as showing on what inaccurate 
knowledge and misleading maps these ill-conBidered projects were formed: 

" There ia a material! objection which may he made agaiaet the deaigne aa 
woo baro nowludit, yiit., That it will be ft very difficult tbing tor Capt. Heath, 
and the Fleet with him, to get np the great Ganqes aa high aa CHiTTiaAM 
witbout the aid of our Pilots in the Bay ■ - . . a desperate diaeftse, auch an oae as 
the sbnepiabDeaa of oar people in the Bay bare brought na to, moat h»re a 
desperate core." 

" These are the beat Orders we cfto give you while we ore ro moch in the 
dark ■ . ■ ■ bnt (now yon know fully our senae) (we) leave thin matter wholly to 
your conduct, to do and order therein, what upon lerioiis consideration you ihall 
find most for our adrnntnge-" 

The Inetructiona to Capt. Heath are dated the 10th February Ifi8|. 
The only points needful to note here are that thef constitute him a 
member of the Council nf Fort St. George daring his stay in the Madrss- 
patam roads, and the following ; 

" Ton will see in our Ocaeml Letter to Fobt St. Oeobqe what arders wee 
bavogiTonoar President and Council couoeming oar affairs in Be kq all, wherein 
we coald bo no more poeitive in our orders, beoaase of the nneertaiDty we are 
nndcr hero, how onr affairs do stand ia that Conntry, being niort at (fii'i lime 
lluin. 13 monlht viilhoul any ailinci/rom thai place. But yoa are strictly to 
Follow such Orders ns you shall receive from onr President and Conncil with 
relation to that or any other oF onr affairs." 

In accordance with my purpose of giving the history, wherever it is 
posible, dmply by the presentation of original documents. I abstain 
from compiled narrative. The printing of the two succeeding papers, 
one by Captain Heath liimself, and the other, in criticism of his action, 
by Chamock and his Council (presumably the work of the Agent him- 
self), necesHarily involves some repetition ; bnt it seems desirable to 
give both views catnpleto of the discreditable story.' 

' Both those narratives, and the minute of the Ooiiocil of War following, 
ore transcribed by an apparently uneducated band, and 1 cannot always make 
out the words intended. 
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A SJinrt Accampfl hou: affain stood in Bengall tu I, William Heath 

found them tqma ing Arrivall there in the month of September Ui*l, n» 
nlfo of mil farther pranedings eonformatile to the Commimon Rec'il of 
the Hoa'ile PreKdeat, Elihu Talk and kin CoundU in Fort &r.

After my arriviill at Calcutta I presently oonjnranicated my orders to AgODt 
CkabnocS aaJ bia Councill, who waro conlfiiited to obe; them, npon which I 
called aConncill, and before was read the Oenerall Letter which gnre aeeompt 
of all tnuiMctions that happened from tlie last conclusion of peace made with 
the Nabob Shasta Cawn'a Scrrants.

" Having perused a paper nhleing to Ihe nffaim of Besoall, lalfhi 
diUvtrtd in to Ihe ffoa'bte Elihci Yale I'raidenl ^ca. Councitt of 
MAbRASs by Capl. William Heath; niid fiiideing nomf n/ Ihe 
mint malerinll pnyiita omitlc'l, iri rnni htil make our remarks ihcreiinas 
fiiUoinelli :' 
"Od Capt. HeAthb arrival] at Calcftta he makeing bis Commission known, 
ft Consollatioa wu called, whereat were present the Agent and Councill, with 
Capt. Heath, and all the Commanders of the £arope Sbipps; where was repre- 
sented the State of the Bt: Hon"- Companx's aSaira in Bendall, and the same 
fully debated, and Iwai proposed (it being a natter of great oonseqiiencn) that 
eiery ono should apart write down their opinions, that from thonee a cunr^lution 
might he dmnn (or Capt. Heath'h better information. But he slitingly wa>'d 
(he same, saying it wonld iignifye notbiug, the affair being soly Wit (o bis 
tnanagomcuf. And in fine it was agreed to depart the 10: November from 
Calcutta. But by his Commissi&n we Sod that tbe Hon'" the President 4o«. 
CoDDoill afforeaaid atdctly on5oyned him to take our advice in al! oases, and as 
mueh as possible to endevoar a pesce, intimatetng divers particnlara material in 
order thereto, which bad he observed we might not only upon freight bate sent 
aShipp to Persia, and (as we hud fair prospect) laded a Sbipp tor EhUland, but 
also might have fiU'd up the rest of the vesscli with grain. But hein tbe least not re- 
garding either, weabruptly left Calcutta the 8th November 1D88, Capt. Heath 
not so much as slaying to hear what Mvllick BERguoBDARhad to say, who some 
time before has arrived at Hdoly with Commission from tbe Nabob Bahawder 
Cawn to treat with us abont an accommoilittioii ; and was then on his way from 
HOOLBT, intrnding to visit and diecource ns about a resettiemcnt in BkM- 
OALL. Bnt, as afore, not staying till he enmc we parle.1 thenne, and after rams 
dayes arrived in B*llAsoh.B Eoad, where Cnpt. Hiath divera times lent ashoar 
Mr. James Ravf.nhill, and Mr, William Bowbidoe to the Governor of 
BallaaORE with mesage^ to ns nnknonn, but »uppoee to demand tbe men and 
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from hi* Said Priucipall to make somn iniipestiaii into nffaim of the pTonnce of 
Obixa. Hb with the QorenioT wen plenwd to iJi9<?oiirce them f-imilisrlj, 
■iking mnny qaestioni, and partioulsrlr himaelt mode this prapowlL that if we 
wonM adhrara to it tre&tjr of poAoe tb« Oovprnor *atild oiftke e, fair step to it by 
pending of t^ ni all the good* and Eng!iih oshoAr s&re two, to which propDeiLlI 
Mr. RAYENiii[.L jitinwed hkoing to itt, sad uked the OoTemor whether he 
■pproied thereof. Who eonienting thereto replyed Yea, threatning the English 
•"boar with death if on the Contrary we attempted to make any aasanlt. Not- 
withitandinB which Capt. Hkath the neit morning with all the forcoe went on 
board the Bmall TMsels which were before sent nearer tbe ahoar im or<)er to 
attack the plaee, when tbe Governor tent of people to him reqiieeting pence, anil 
that he'll bo plenaed to ftay but two days, in which time would certainly arrive 
the Nabob's Psrirona to onr heart'* eontent ; which was hnt what we might 
reasonably expect from the great hopes Mr. Eire and Mr. Braudill gare DS 
continually hy their letters. Bnt this mesfage proved alao inetrectuall, for tba 
very neit morning, being the S9th Kotember. tbe forces were landed, and the 
MoBis diijwBi'cssod of their Fortifyeations at the Pot NT of Sand, andretroatad 
to the town, where no aooner they were arrited bat came id a Peruanim from tbe 
Nabob to us, with letters from Mr. Etbe aad Mr- BsADDitL. Bnt at that 
Joactare the Oovemor did not send them to Capt. Heath, whame he feared waa 
approaching the town, and therefore hiid siege to that house where the English 
were, and ledd them away, only permitting Mr. John Hatnes to come and tell 
Capt. Heatu that as he faiourcd the town, so the English in bia cuatody shonld 
be need. Now had Capt. Heath followed the prndent advice of Capt. Haddock 
and others, in landing the forces and marching wide of the Fortifyeations at the 
PoTNT of Sand, and soe gone directly to the town, the English with all the Rt. 
Hon"' Compauy's estate aflbresaid might probably have safely been brought off, 
and the English free from tbe scandal of being token prisoners and bound with 
letters. But this beicgnot wisely prevented, slill grosser errors we ^ committed, 
tor the forcet being afterwards arrived at the town, parties went out and com- 
mitted very great ontrageM as well agninstfrienrla as enemys : and amongst other 
broke into tho house of one MmzA OoLEEguoNDA&, Qovemor of BAt.t.«B' be. a 
Persian by race, a man of qnallity and a well wisher to m, then killing divers of 
hi^ women, and bronght away Captive an Eannch with a booty of many pretioDS 
thinge, also divers men, women, and children from other hoiu'cs, which were 
afterwards sold ai slaves, all which not suffisiog, they violated tho wivei 
and danghtprs of Christians which bod taken sanctuary in the Cbnreh : also 
committed Sacriledgc in robbing the same, and did soob horrid and dutestabla 
things which rendered ns odinns to the government, and produced a protest from 
tho Dutch. After this, end doeiug all the damage possible to tho Moores. except 
demolliahing the town, Capt. Heath returned with tbe forces to the Povnt of 
Sand, and the i: of December in tbe Evening he came on board Shipp. bringing

" His Dame it iaeeparihljr caiUBoted with the metropohi of Britiah India, whiah 
he wii ■oeidentally tbe iaalrumont of eataLilialiing ; but there does not appear to 
hare been BDjIhing great or erea remarkable in his character. He liad no large 
or oomprehi'nsife viows ; he was FaoJllating-, timid und crut^l." 

We cannot claim a high cliarncter for Chftrnock. But to the latter 
}«rt of the judgment nhicb I liavo jiistijuotrd 1 object, andqueftion ita 
ground', 'i'be cliarge of cruelty ia based, we prcBunii', on the talk i-S 
Alexander Hamilton ; it is impoasible to view tbia as nioru than guaslp. 
The charges of vacillatiau and timiditj are based, we ngnin presume, oa 
the fault found by the Court with hia couduct uf the lirat exodua from the 
Upper Uligli. We can Fee ibat Job miBtnieted (though, we apprehend, 
justly) the wisdom of the ordera given, eepecally as to the seizure of 
Cbittagong ; and hia own notion of occupying Uijiifas a fortified settle- 
ment showed what may doubtless seem strnnge ignorance of the sanitary 
chjmcter of suuh a position. But, setting aside this us a serious njistake, 
he showed no lack of spirit in bis action aiiice k'ebnmry 1687, when he 
aaw that tbe Nabob and his people, by their negociations, were only- 
trying to gain time ; and certainly none in the defenue of the miserable 
position in Ilijilf; and no lack of resource in the notable atratagem by 
V hich be imposed upon tbe enemy ! For the follies of the second phase 
of the war, under Captain Heath's conduct, Chsroock is not answerable; 
though tbe raanner in which he apparently participated in the atttrmptud 
double dealing, or worse than double dealing, between the Nabob and 
the parties in Arakan, shows that he had no strong moral sense. Neither, 
however, let it be recollected, did his cantemporaries. whether in India or 
in Europe, shine in thai le^pvct, 'Ihe high i^teeui in which he was held 
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hj hie maaters in Loncloo could bardi; b«ive mniatiiuied itself for so 
ni no J years without Bome BubstaDtial fouuiiation. My view of biui, pieced 
together from the fragmentitry inipresfioDH wbich are alone Available, 
would be that of an imperfectly educated, and toarse mid wilful, but 
strong man, who had spent biB life in alcnost isolated poaitiona among 
natives, anii had been deeply tinged with native habits of thought and 
action, but who maintained a general loyalty to tbu Coaipai>y wli'im he 
served, though he was by no muatis so scrupulous as they gave hiin credit 
for being. It must be coofesied that the picture painted by Sir John 
Goldsborough — who, as '' GeneriLlI'' of the Company's establiahmenti, 
visited the new letlleinent about nine iiiontha after Job's death — of the 
late Agent, and of the tone and diameter of the Company's serrants under 
bis rule, ia a very unfiivourable one ; but some part of the blurs wliieh this 
picture reveals, such as habitual iddolenoe, may probably bcj ascribed to 
the length of Uharnock's service, at that time almost unprecedented, ia 
an Indian climate, nnd to the operation of its natural inlluencee on the 
tnemhersof a very scanty and low-loned society. 

To make these notices as complete aa I can, Hamilton's notices ot 
Chamock, or Chonimi-i: as he calls bim, arc here eitracted: 

" The English .ettlod there about the Yesr IDilO .... Mr. Joa Channock 
being than the Compsnj'g Agent in BauuAt, he had LibBrtj to Battle bd Em- 
poHum in an; Part on the Bivar's Side balov HuouLV, and far the sake of a 
la^:e sbadf Tree cho^e that Plaoe, tbo' be could not have chosen a oiare un- 
beolthFal Place on all the Uner .... One Year I <raa there, and there were 
reckoned in Ausutt abont 1200 English, some Military, eome Servants to th« 
Company, some private Merchants residing in the Town, and some Seamen 
belonging to Shipping lying at the Town, and beFore the beginiog of Jonuan/ 
there were 'itiO Burials registrod .... 

" Mr, CuAHMOcs chooaing the Qroond of the Colon;, where it now ii, rei^ined 
more absolutely than a Rajah, only he wantod much of their Humanity, for when 
any poor ignorant Native trunBgresiied bin Laws, they were sure to undergo a 
serere whipping lor a Penalty, and the Eieoution was gsnerollj dans when he 
was at Dinner, so near hia Dining-room that (he Groans and Crisa of the poor 
Delinquents served him for Muaio. 

"Tho Country about being OTerspreod nith Pagani'm. the Custom of Wiiras 
burning with theur Deceased Hnibunds in also practised here. Before the iloguL'i 
WOT, Mr. Channock went one time with his ordinary gaonl of Soliiiccii, to aek 
a young Widow act that tragical Catastrophe, bat he was so smitten with the 
Widow's Beauty, that he sent his Guards to take her by Force from her Eiecn- 
tionera, and conducted her to his own Lodgings. They lived lovingly many 
Years, and had seTeral Children ; at length she died, after he had settled in 
Calcctta, but instead of converting her to ChTielinnily, she made him a 
Proselyte to Paganism, and the only part of Christianity that was remarkable in 
him, was barj'ing her decently, and ha built a Tomb over her, where all bis Life 
afl^r her Death he kept the annivrr»ary Day ot her Deslh by saoriEcing a Cock 
on her Tomb, after the Pagan Manner : this was and is the common R«port, and 
I have been credibly informed, both, by LVtriidon* aad fajam who lived at 
Calcutta under bis Agency, that the Story was really Matter of Fact." 
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The story of the Hindoo widow ia probably another veraioo of the 
more scandaloua one recorded by HedgeB at p. 52. It is not likely that 
, a European at Patna, or eisevhere in t)ie coucitry, could liave Teiitured 
in tboce daya to abduct a Sali widow from the pyre. The tomb which 
Charnock erected over the lady's grave may very possibly be the dome 
which stiil stands in the churchyard of St. John's Church, spoken of by 
Mv. Barlow at p, 40. But, inapite of the Christian and Fagan testimony, 
we au'pect it would be hard to reconcile witli " the Pagan Manner", or 
Hinda rites, the sacriflcB of an unclean bird (to ^SilsculapiuB ?). That Job 
was too apt to use the whip ia, we tear, to be traced e»en now under his 
own band,' but it doea not follow that he delighted to feast his eais 
with the cries of the delinquenls. 

1 now give the passages above aJluded to from Sir John Qolds- 
borough's Hcport,' 

Extract from a letter written by Sir John Cioldaborough, which is 
enfaced, " Thia Utter iras left vrijinit/iril at Sir Johs Golds- 
BORODcn's dfiilh, and brought from Bengall bg Capt. DoBBIU., 
mlo ukose hiiiiila Sir John commitlfd hig jiaprrf relating to the 
Company's affairt, and teemed to be vrrolt about OcloUr 1693."' 

"On the 4th of Ani^uil nc tel tajle Tor Brnaall (from Yiiog&pBtam) and 
arri*edatCBDTTANDTTBEthol:ith D", wtere I f ooiid your Honoora SBrcantg in 
Brest disordor, and tliat etery ono did that wbich leemed goodio their own Eyeg, 
lU Cs.pt. DoRRiLi. bad advised me in SeTersll Letters to Msdroa, to which referr 
jonr Honours, who were very biippy in posting Cnpt. Doruill u Seiond here,

" 1 hare begun with Cnplain Hill, whowaa tbo Sisiretarj and tbo Capt.of the 
Soldipn. wild was allowed to keep a pnauh-hOQBe und Billiard table Gmti< when 
others paid for it, and to make two Talae Mi»terB besides bit pay for it, and his 
faoaee gaie Entertainment to all Stranften whataoever. and he himself an opea 
tempered man, and debauched in his life, who hath lott his wife tttm papist 
witboDt Controull.i And this man neither Mr. CuARNoOKnor Elub dare 
CoDtradiet because the; Looked nppon bim a £tt man to dietale their Conaulta- 
liODs and Leitcra, whilst the SlothtuIneBa of Hr.

" It ma; not be impertinent if we give yonr Eicelleno; a brief acoompt of 
Affaini hero, and of alterations tfaa late Company's Oenerall Sir John GolDa- 
BOROUQU was pleas'd to make aoOLe time before hi* Death, whioh wa* in the 
dismission of Mr. Fit\HC[8 Ellih from the Agency, and plauing Chiklbb 
Etbe in hia toama. But the orders were not divulged till aftir Sir Jno.'h 
Death and the Shipping had received their DiBpatchos, it being hia desire to 
Capt. DOKBILI. to keep it private till then, which was tbe 20t)i January last, 
when the said CnnRi.Ba Evbk toolc the charge of tbe Agency upon him, the 
Orders being read pnblickly before all the Rt, Hon. Company's Serrants, and 
Mr. Ellis resign'd the Charge." 

(The letter is eigntd by Cbarlis Ejre, John Beard, and Edward 
Cornell.) 

In Mr. Barlow'B note at p. 40 ha haa quoted nt length tlie epitaph in St, 
John's churchyard on Job Cbarnock biuiaelf, aud tliat on hia elder 
dnugliter, but not that on the younger, which vie may as well give to 
complete the family record :

I should observe that the nanie of the hushaad of (.'hamock'a eldest 
daughter was not Fyke, as in the printed copies of her epitaph, but 
ErRKS. Charleb Eyreb (some years later Sir Cbarlea) was the gentle- 
mau named in Sir John Golilaborough'a tetter to be the best eucceaaor to 
the itgencj, and did succeed as hits been 8cen.> 

I have recently, tn the British Museum Library, come on an inaig- 
niflcBQt bnt curious memorial of both these ladies. Tliey seem for 
some reason to liavc sent little preseata to the Lady Wentnrorth, wife 
of Sir Henry Jolmaon, M.P. The; lady dt'aired to make aome return, 
»ndinherhu8band'gletter-b ok(Addl. MSS„23, I86,ff. 91 and 103 p.) 
1 find two draft letters, one intended apparently for each of the ladies 
in Calcutta. This at least is the way I interpret the matter ; though 
they are so nearly identical, except iu the address, that it is a little 
puxxling. Here they are, side by aide :

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people Dpon & soldier'i going to buy nintton. A« the dt<ipate ran ^ery higb, Job 
CbahOCk wrote to Madbas for ■ Btroog reinforcament of men. which wiuaoMrd- 
inglf seat faim. Tbete tnwpi were qukrte-red at a little distance in the dajtime. 
and privabelj drawn iota the Fort at oiglit, nnknowa to any but the garrisan. 
ThoB itrengthened Job Chanock meditated revenge, and commenced bostilitiei 
against the King's people, bjattaoking ABDCi,anNN«B,lhephoQBdarot Hngblajr, 
who being discomfited in the firit day'* Ggbt, fled a coa<>iderable way, and «ent an 
account of bia proceedings to the King- On receipt of thia letter, the King 
detached tweoty-two Jemidara, with a great body of horse and mnskeoters, to his 
Msiatance. Upon thisjnnction the pbonador held a council of war ; in eaaBAqaenCA 
ot which the army was divided int4i two equal parts, one of which wai stntioBed 
■tHoGBLBT, and the other sent to Tillianfurbah near Ohibbttt Qabdin, 
and T&NN4 fort near Suruan's. These portioBwere famished with iron chains, 
which they stretched acroBS ibe river, to obatract the paaaags of veucti. Job 
CutHOCK, on advice of this ttep. nbnndonad the fort, and embarked all the troops, 
stores, and baggage, on boitrd his shipping - he himself went in a badgcraw, order- 
ing bis peopleto fire the vilUgee on both sides the river. When henunetoTiLLiAH- 
prBBAHi be broke the chuin : and being fired upon by the King's people, from both 
shores, returned it from bis fleet, und landed a small body to keep tbem in play. 
In this manner he fought his way down to Tannabs fort, where he (omod the 
second chain. Sere the Sing's people baited ; and Job ChinocS dropt down to 
Inqklee. a few days after, the Bengal King marched down agalaattbe Southern 
King. When ho reached theSonthern Country, Job Chanoos went, attend rd by 
Benjah Gunuaboo, Bbtah Bobbhsn, and Dr. Csn-NDEBacBKEB, to prefar a 
petition to bU majesty, which waa delivered bj a vaeqneel, who had instructioni to 
bo very laud in hu complaints, the moment the fleet began to Gra, which he nu to 
tell the King was a salute in compliment to hie majesty. TheEing then inquired 
what WBI the purport of his business; to which he replied, that the Eugluih 
Companv hod pent Mr. Cuanock out as governor of their factory at Goi.OOr.to 
conduct their trade under his majesty's protection ; but that the Nabob and the 
pbonidar of Hiuiulet bad. upon a slight dispote about some meal, taken thcu 
violent measures, and driven them down to Inoelie ; where, adds the Tacqneel, 
my master pays hi'j devoirs to your Diajest; by a dlschargo of all bis cannon. 

" The King, having heard this story, ordered him to bring bis master into the 
royal presence. The Tacqneel baring reported the Bobatance of his conference with 
the King, and hia order for Mr. CH-INOCk's appearing in person, Mr. Chanock 
made the racqneel a handsome present, anJ ordered his army to attend him to the 
King, by way of Asswa'-ee.' Job mado a solam Koomi?, or low obeisanea, 
creryiaeond step he advanced, and stood with folded arms beside his majesty, 
who promiied to do bim justice. At this juncture some of the King's people 
whtapered him, that his proviaious were quite expended, which Job Chahock 
obasiTisB et«al«d much nneasineiB in hia majesty, ordered bis people privately to 
bring an ample supply of every kind, from his fleet, which he presented tba 
King. This hospitable, gvnerous act, to tiou upon hia majesty, that ha desired 
him to oak what he had to aolicit in return. Job replied, the first oamaiand ha 
requeated bis majesty to lay upon him, was to order bim to defeat hii enemiee. 
The King cheerfully accepting this offer he quitted the presenoe instantly, and 
joining a few of the King's troops with bis own, marched immediately againat 
and routed the enemy, and then paid bis Koorni! to the King iigain, who loaded 
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hiniwithpre»«nt»,aadBraDt*dliiinapenianii»hforC4iccTT». Af Mr this rictory 
tbe King rstumed to DqIM, and Job Cqanoce look posBeMion of Cilcutta, 
wbicfa, sfter cieoring of tbn jungk* 'he fortified. That, or the taeeeediOK T™^- 
nme gpntloinvD «me out with a reornit of atoreB and soldien. Job Cbikock, 
Dpon the arriTal of thin flmt, Mot tbe King a Tery handaome preaeot of EaropsaD 
thing;!, under c>harge of hu Taoqneel, Dr.CnnHiiEnfiEEEtB hia phyiician, 
and two or three other gflnttemen. 'When thej reachad Dislhi. the; Uanit that 
the King laj id dangeronul; ill. that none hat bis pbreiciaiu wen admitted ioto 
biipreienOB. Tbe amb&BBaitan, conaidering whnt coold, ander tfaii dilemma, b« 
done in eieeotion of their comauHioD, determinBd to wut npoD tbe niier, who 
told them, his majeaty waa Borel; tormented with omDcIn, whieb hie phfiieiaa 
coDld not c^nre. and that all aeoeai bad h«n denu^l to him od that ooconDt. Ong 
of tbe E)ngliih Ri^titleuen, who was a phjucian, nndertoak the task, and wm 
coDilacted bj- the riiler to tbe Kiug, whom be made a perfect enre of. to the inei- 
premible joy of tbe whole court. He wu hononred with a genteol qnalifintioii, 
knd reoeived a present for the oompanj. accompanied with a pbirmuaDd eicoeinK 
them from all dutiea. The Hmhaisodor. thinking tbia lotat eiemption from dutica 
might giTo nmhrage to aomo ancceeding Shah, preferred a petition, deairing they 
might pay a quit rent, or amall annnal coDiideration , whioh being agreed to by 
the King, they ratamed to CiVCOTTA,"' 

Tbe other and atill more mythiot vemon of the Charnock legeud ii 
given in Sir Henrj Elliot's I/iflonj of la-Ua an laid by ill oien Hiitoriaiti, 
from a biBtorj- by the Nawnb Muhabbat Khdn, written npparentlj Dear 
the beginning of this contury. The following \b the atorj as giren ja 
thi« book :' 

"Calcutta formerly wu only a village, the reTsnua of which was anigned tor 
the eipeom of tbe temple of KAli Dkti, which atanda there I now pro- 
ceed to aD aoeount of the fonndation of the city, and how the Honourable Com- 
pany'! faotor; wae maintained at QHoJ.nHAT and MuaBALPiTKA, near Hnai.i. 
Suddenly, at aboatnuneet, when the English offioera were nt their dinner, a Tiotent 
bore arote in the riiar, and fell with such force upon the abore that tbe factory 
waa in danger of foiling doRD. Tbe officers ran out in great conatemBtioD and 
eared their lives. Mr. CntNAK, tbbir chief, baling purchaaed the BEMAaAsf 
BAqh. which belonged to tbe Companj'e agent at Qholohat, near the dty, oat 
down tbe treee and fouoded ■ factory, the buildinga of which were raiaed two and 
three akiriea high. When the componad waa marie, and tbe roomi were ready to 
be roofed in, tbe noblca and chief men among the Saiyids and Uugbals, who wera 
great merchanbi. went to Mfr Nfjir, FavjddT ol HuoHLi, and declared that if the 
ttraDgera ware allowed to aicend their lofty bouaet, they, the Hogbala, would b« 
greatly dishoDonred, aeeing. that the penone of their fenialea would be eipoaed to 

view Tho/oujdiir. ... prohibited all the maBong and oarpeBtera from 

carrying on the work, and ordered that no one abould go to the factory. Mr, 

repared to fight ; hut as be bad a very amall 

force, and only onn vea.iel waa present at tbe time, while tbe Mogbale, who wers 

joined by the powortal Jauj-lir, had assembled in great nnmber, be taw no

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adruilftga in taking rmy hoatjla meBsara ftKoinst them, and was obliged to weigh 
anchor. Ha had a burning-glass in hU ship, with which bj con centra ting tha 
inn's raji boburatthe riierfaoeof thooityaafar as Chandehniooee, With a 
liew to arenge this injury, the /aujddr wrote to the police station at M4KHUA, 
with ordora to stop tba »8Mel. The thditaddr aocordinglj, id order to prevanl 
the passage of tha Teaiel, prepared an iton chain, each link of whioh waa tea 
airs in neight, and having made it in length equal to the breadth of the rirer, 
kept it ready and made it Grm to the nail ot the fart. The chain being extended 
»cro«B the thf, the Teeael waa thue intersepled ; but Mr. Ckanak eut throagh 
tha chiio with a Enropeaa sword, and weat on his way. He took his rassel out 
to sea, and proceeded towards the Dakhin, 

" In those days the Emperor AtiRA-NoxEB was in that part of the Kingdom, 
elrailened by bis enemy for prorisions, and his camp waerednced lo atariatioa. 
Upon this ilie chief of the factory in tbeCARN&Tic sent Teasels laden with grain, 
■bowing great oonsideratioo for the throne, and proved of great service. The 
fimperor was much pleated witb the English people, and desired to know 
the Honourable Company's wiabea. The English chief requested bini to grant a 
(inad and farmdn, giving permission to establish factories iu all parts of the 
Kingdom, and particularly in Bengal. The reqneat was granted, and rojal 
orders exempting the Hon. Campauf's ships from custom dntisa, Giing a num of 
SOOOrs. and peiheish to be presenteil to the bakhnhf of the port, and gi'inR per- 
miasiou for the eetablisbniBnt of factories, were issued. Mr. Cuanak returned 
with the royal farmdni from tha Dakbin to Bengal. He sent hie ag^nte witb 
the paihkaih and some presents lo Ja'cab KbaN, and obtained permission to 
ereet a factory in CALcriTA. Mr. Chinak accordingly erected a new factory 
at the pkee where ho luiehored after returaiug froin the Dnkhm, which is known 
by the name of CkaBAK.' Hb founded the city and popuUtsd it, and ga« a 



' It is curious to find this pemiataDt but miiitaken statement in a native writer. 
ChIhak or AcSAHAK id the name by which (not the old Fort but) Barrackpors is 
known to the aativca ; and the story that it derived this Diine from Job Chab- 
HOCK is commonly believed and repeated by Anglo-Iadiana, even iu the Imperial 
OiaeOar (a. v, Bairaetpar). A writer ia the Calcutta Review, already quoted 
(vol.iii,p ISO], goes so far as to Bay : "It iaknowntothe Datives only by the 
name of Ckaimrk, though it is more than loOyearssinceCharnock establiahed 
his bungalow at this atatioD, snd gathered a little baxar arouod it." 1 now 
believe this notion to be quite erroneous, though in printing the article Acka- 
norJc in the Anijln- Indian Glouary, I waa disposed to accept it. But in tbs 
Sapphnent to that work I have shown cause agunst it The place appear* 
(TVonnoti in a map given by Valentyo in his great History of the Dutch 
East Indies (vol. v), and this map was prepared by Van der Broecko, who kb« 
Dutch Chief at Htigli in 1602 Tha Court also, in a latter written about 
December 1677, offer a handsome rewant to the officera and crew of any of 
their ships which should go up the river to Hi^aLi,"or at least aa far as Chan- 
BOCK." Chamock, we have seen, who o»me to India in 166f, was fixed at 
Patnaaseorly SB I603,and probably eome time before, as well as for many year! 
■ftor. It appear* almost impossible that he could have been living at Barrack- 
pore, or given hia name to a place in that position, before 1 S62, or even before 
JB77. 
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In concluding thia compilation I tbinb it well to append a, chronology 
of the events that led to the foundation of Fort William :

Letter to Bengal of 6th March 1694-5 : 

" We hear lome of yon are beeome Balliea aQd Hector*, and that there hH 
been challenging and Ggbting among yon, whicli i« so nnbecomeing and deitma- 
tive to Merckante that we do hereby make it tor a etandiiig Bale uid Law, that 
whOBoeTer shall gine a Challenge to fight auy of onr EngUah ServunlB, ehall 
forfeit to the Company SOO Pagodai, besides tbe immediate loan of hia Place. 
And who ahall occfpt any challenge or fight any Duell ahall forfeit 400 Pagodai 
beaidea tbe loas of hie Place, to be recoTered by Action or lEiforniation .... 
So that if onr Agent for the time being should happen to be of so mild a ipirit 
BB Hi. Cbabnock was oiarmuch. It ie but giving odt Lientenaut Oenerall, 
President, and Conneill ot FoKT St. Oeoboi Information of moh crimai. . . ."

KOTIOES OF VAEIOUS PERSONS MENTIONED IN 
THE DIARY OF HEDGES, 

FKOM INDIA OFFICE RECORDS AND OTHER S0DHCE3. 



ALLEY, Captain. A noted iuterloper from 1679, or perhaps from 
1676, onwarddj very peraistent, defiant, and obnoxious to the Com- 
pany. 

No private traders, interfering with the Com pony 'a privileges of ciclu- 
■ive trade, had appeared in the field for many years after the renewal of 
the Charter by King Charles II in 1661. They reappeared in the latter 
part of next decade, and Alley was the most prominent in this renewal 
of " interloping" adventm^. Alley's project was lo load a ship at 
Cadiz with European wares, and to bring back Eastern produce for 
Bale in cootioental markets.i 

I give some extracts regarding this adventnrer, but I have not come 
npon notices of him of later date than those in Hedges. He is more 
than once spoken of by the Court en" the late interloper Alley", which 
at first I took as indicating his death ; but as the phrase occurs once in a 
letter quoted under BmiXiER (below), which is dated 1681, when we 
know that Alley was alive and active, this can only mean " the inter- 
loper who lately went oat to India". 

Three voyages of Alley's are traced in the pasagea which we have 
observed, vi*., in 1676-G ; in 1679-80 ; and in 1682-3. 

The notice of the first voyage is very brief and vague ; perhaps it 
was a " prospecting" expedition only : 

" We note the arriT«ll of Capt. Ai,i.r, and how yoa accommodated the Moor 
Mrvants . . . . andthsirtakineiiun|[eiatheCorap*nisaahipiiii]|| for tha Bat." 
(Court (o FOBT St. Qioboi, ISth Deo. 1678.) 

From Coart's LetUr to Sdrat, 19th March 1679-80. 
"07. We am informed that >ome Persons have deiigned toventiire on Privite 
trade to the Ihoiks, and that one Capt. Allt in the Ship Exptctalion TDjaged 
thither about Dwnmbr. last, porpOMing to go lo the Coast of CHoaouANSii.i. or 
fe Bat. Wee tbeceapon hare gndeaToiirftd (o prereat their anjnBt practioe and 
prooeadnr*) Miitraij to hia Majeiliei Charter giveD as, and npon Appticatioa hii 
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Hajnt; in ConnciU wu gracionBly ploued to imue fartfa hii Commusiou and 
lustructiona to our Amenta ami C'hiefa rBBpectirelj, reqnirfiDg not to field tbe 
taid Capt. Ally or &Dy others e.ay ConntenuDce oi aseu>tiuice," etc., etc.

" Whereas wo are credibly inforuiBd that one Williah Allit, Commander 
Of an Englinh 3hip called the Eipectalion, of the bnrden oE 4U0 tonns or tbere- 
abontj, in conCederuj with John Smjth. Jimks Habrinoton and othera of 
our Engliih Sabjrcta. in oootempt of onr Bojal Charter giTon and granted to our

Capt. Daniell Commanding, arrived togeather vtith Allt, 
the Gret Instant at Pobtonovo, and >e hear alio that Smitb another Inter- 
lopera (<ic) is come thethar. - . . We hare taken care to &.i Gopall Pdnbit, 
the cbiefe Sobadar, to the obaerrance of the Cotile' that was granted us by Maha 
Baja, and alto bjr him Self, against all Interlopers, especially Allet, wliom wa 
most feared because of the OotcU they bad formerly gianted hint/' 

Alley ftnd Smith are mentioued "by Hedges at p. 104, and their arriTal 
at Batasore, pp. 116-118. Alley seeing always to have made liis appear- 
ance with pomp, to inipresa the natives, as when he conies up to UiSgU 
" in hia Barge, roweJ with English Mariners in Coats with Badges, and 
4 Musicians" ; nnd again when he goes, to Iledgea' great indignation, to 
viul the Faujdilr of Hdgli, iu pretentious proccsaioa. " A gawdy shew 
and great noise", quoth tbe Agent, "adds much to a Tublic Peraou's 
Credit in this Country" (p. 123). 

Extract from Court Boot, 24th Sept. 1680. 

"THBCoart being informed tbat tberowere two letters oome from India by 
tbeir Shipping direeted to Capt. Wk. Allt, who commands tbe Eipectalion, set 
oat on private acconnt, tbii qnestion being put, whether they should be now 
opened F it passed in the uffirmatirs. and Sr. Josia CaiLDand Major ThduboM 
itnre desired to open them, and to muke report ; And in case that nothing be 
found therein prejadicial to the Company that then tbe eamo be sealed up and 
deliTered as directed. 

" BEaOl,VEI> tbat such persODs in the Company's Service as are fonnd by the 
said letters, or otherwise, concerned with the paiil Ally in carrying on any privats 
trade, contrary to lua Mnjentiei charter granted to the Company, shall be imme- 
diately discharged from their emptoymcDts respectiTely."

" We ebail order the JaiiaJi and the nail ship that goes after him to eta; at 
PoaTO Novo .... to ooQatenanee our new Poctorj there, and alio to hinder 
an; Interloper from trading there and ofrighting tbe NatirsB. 

" The like order we havo giTea to thie ship and Bbnll continue duing lO to nil 
othen that we send to the Fort, but the two noit after this are mast like to meet 
with ALLr at Pobto Novo and yon may do well to stay tbeni both there as 
long OS Our bnaineia will admit .... and it jou can bo contriFe it Order two 
Ships to follow Allt down to MstcBLApatam, And ao dog him continually 
with 2 or 3 Ships at Sea as yan can make it correspond with our business, and 
with 2 or 3 merebants nt hand to buy the Goods from him, whatever he gires. 

" And in all Places use these methods we formerly gave you for getting away 
tha Interloping Seamen, and otherwise destrojinB their royogea by all meaju 
within your power." 

ANTHONY, SAMUEL. Arrived sb Writer Id 1G75. Mentioned m 
KTvingatUaliiGore, Aug. lG7fi. 2d<] of Council at Malda in 1682-3. 
Died thtre 23rd April 1683 (Diarg, p. 83). 

BARKER, RICHARD. NoiiiiuBt«d as Factor, 12th Nov. 1680. 
Being attached to warehouse at OassimbaKir Factory, was accused of 
diehonest exactions ; made by tbe Court 2iid of Council at the aforesaid 
factory ; but auspicions of his conduct continued to be entertained by 
Hedges. 

BEARD, JOHN. Keeper of the Company's Surat warehouse in 
London. Nominated to be Factor, 2nd in Council at Hdgli, and 3rd in 
Council of the Bay, 26th Sept. 1681 ; abto to succeed to the Agency of the 
Elay in ease of the death of Mr. Hedges on the voyage out, or within six 
months aft«r it, but not otherwise (5th Oct. 1681). VVasapossengerwith 
Hedges to India on the Defence. He was accused by Hedges of keeping 
up intimacy with the interlopers, and did not act cordially with Hedges. 
The latter's detention of a letter, which Beard wrote to Sir Josta Child in 
Jan. 1&83, in which Hedges was ill spoken of, was the main cause of the 
latter's dismissal. Beard succeeded Hedges as Agent in tbe Bay, after 
the termination of President fiyffard'a visit to Bengal, but in subordi- 
nation to Madras. In the Hugh' Council's letter to Balasore of 6th

Aug. 1686, it ia said : ■' By reasnn of the Agent's weak condition lie 
does not Bigne, which adda grimtlj to onr sfRiction." This ri^fers to the 
troublea with the Nabob's goveniiuent, which were then daily increai- 
ing, and amid which Mr. Beard died at Hiigli, 28th Aug. 1685, Hia 
iUucBs was alleged to be duo to these troublea, aa bis death Ib one of the 
injuries for which damagea are cla.imed in the demand presented to the 
Nabob in December 1686 (p. lis, rupra). 
The Court, on receiving the news of faia death, wrote : 
" We are extremely sorry for the death of A^ent Biabd, ■ mua entire]; faith- 
full to our lotereat." (To Fort St. Geortre, 9th June, 168<!.) 

The following passagea from a letter sent by Beard and hia colleagues 
to Balawre. dated I9ch Deer. 1681, when Hedgua bad been dismiaaed 
but was «till iu the country, are meanly calumnioua of Hedges, and raise 
a strong presumption against the character of Beard himself. After 
reCerring to the judgment of Rb. 13,UU0 againat the Kiiaimbax^ 
Factory, which thu Nabob haii giren in tavonr of the Picixm (miprn, 
p. liii, and D'mnj, pp. I.il, 171), aa " encouraged thereunto by the late 
Agent", it is added': 

" All tbe Hod"' Conpaay's Affaina ure toe miierably intreagaed by the il 
maDagement of Ageet HKlMila, for most Corrupt and abominable ends an ; 
desi^ea,that we dont yett lee any possibility toretreire tbem. 0[>d graoat bettr 



BEARD, JOHN, Junior. Son of the preceding. Nominated Writer 
5th October 1681, and apparently accom|)auied his father to India on 
board the Defunee^ with Mr. Hedges. On hia father's death the Court 
recommend the Hiiglf Council lo appoint him to one of the Councils in 
Bengal. He appears as one of th,e Bengul Council at the time of their 
expnlaion and aojourn at Madras, in 1689-90 ; and after their return to 
Bengal signs as one of the Council at CbatAuati {e.g., Oct. 1693). On 
the firat return home of Mr. Eyre in 1699, Mr. Beard succeeded to the 
Agency in Bengal, and at this time he had to deal with the trouble 
cauBed by Sir Edward Littletoa'a arrival and high pretensions as 
Preaidenl for the New Company, iu which Mr. Beard acted with much 
spirit and propriety. Under Eyre, it is stated flow Mr. Eyre, Laving 
been knighted, was recom missioned by the Court with the advanced 
dignity of President, The Court, niter announcing this, wrote ; 

" And we mnst auore Mr. Beard thitt we faave had groat Consideration in 
making tbii Constitation thnt it ma; not In any way lessen tbe good opidion we 
have of bim or tend in the leaat to bis diBcouragPm^Dt. And we eay furtber^ 
That DO other OccasiDn tban S' Cniai-is Bykes deeiring to return to tko Bay 
of Bengali in onr Ssrrioe eonld, or hereafter Shall prevail with us to send any 
' 010 oar good and faithfull Servant Mr. Beaod and that 
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S,Cbablbs Etbis return to Beniiiill again nisy not proie la Hr. Bkarh's 
prejudice We bftve reioUed ta cantinno hU present nlary of two bnndred 
pounds, ftDiI one bnndred ponoda Gratuity per umam "' 

I have noticed under Evre whnt I have been able to trar« tm to tlie 
actunl resumptjon of the reins at Calcutta by that gentleman. Mr. 
Beard Hucwedeii very speedily, upparently in January 1700-1, to the 
Old Company's Presideucy ; and he seems to bave behaved with spirit 
and intelligeDce in the transaction of husiness involved in the union of 
the Companies, vheti there were two Presidents in the flcld. 

Mr. Beard's consent to remain under the somewhat depressing cir- 
cumstance of bis BUpercesGion by ^ir Charles Kyre, obtaioed the com- 
mendation ot the Court, in a letter to Bengal, dated 29th Nov. 1700 : 

" Wa can't be^o this head bettor tbnn to take notice of Mr. BeJlBD's resoln- 
tiona of oontinuiag some time longer in Benoall before he detiffceH for EhioLAND, 
which we kind!; resent." 

But when Eyre so lightly threw up the trust which had been con- 
ferred on him, Mr. Biiarh's aenae of hie own slighted merit found vent 
in a letter to the Court {which has not been preserred), on which they 
animadvert with some sharpnei^ : 

{Leiler to Bkngal, o/5rh March 1701-2): 
" We bfgin tbia bead with taking notice of wbatjou write touching S'Chaiilib 
Ethe. bia comiuK out to the Bay, bit, unniUiDgneaa to appear niiainat the 
Counul, and bia continued bankerinK to return ffor Enoland, which cauaed him 
so aoddenlf to Iparo ;ou and come home, aad tbe BeSeiiouB Mr. BbiAbd makes 
thereupon, and of hia Succession to the Fi-eBideDcf, to which wo shal! la; but 
little, BOme part nob needing, aod the rent not deserriuf; an Anawer. Tme it ii 
We have been alwaja detireoua to Eucouragn Oar Servants to increaae in virtue, 
and therefore bare commended it to tbem, of which our Now President has been 
no small Inataooe even in bia Juvenile Years, but he seema io theae Letters to 
want a Uttle ballast of Sober thought and deliberation, or at least wanted time to 
havB read them over twice." 

In Febrnary 1702 the Mahommedan GovemraoDt leisied the effects 
of the Company at Kajmahl and Patna, as well as the persons of the 
Oompanj'a servants, on plea of damage done by the European pirates, 
who had been frequenting the Indian seas ; and in the following month 
the Faujd&r of lldglf issued an order to seize the Company's effects at 
Calcutta. President Beard took meaaurca for defensive action, and 
deterred the Faujdfir from further proceedings. In 1702-3 both Proai- 
dents were ordered to devote themselves to making up the separate 
accounts of the two Companies at Calcutta, whilst the Council was to

be preflideil over by Mr. llalaey of tlie Old Company, and Mr. Hedges 
of the New, in alternate weeks. Of Ibis, GoTernor Pitt writea': 

"Id Behqall aJl thio^ Kie pretty quiet, Ooly jangliiiB id tbe rotation 
Goiemineat : all talken and no hearen." 

And two montbs lat«r, to the Secretary nt tbe East India House : 

" For the rotatioD ao*enimeiit in BenoaLl 'tis become the ridicnle of all 
India, both Europeans and nntira." {To John Stilkbak. Deo. 7, 1704.) 

Mr. Beard's arrival at MaUraa is mentioned by Govuriior Pitt in a 
letter to Tbos. CouUon, Esq., dated February 2nd, 1T04-S : 

" President Beard esme hither an the Chamberi ffrigat tor a reooiorj of 
his health, who has been telling nie of tbe unkindn^sa of tbe Compan? in 
refusing their bills of EiobaDg?, whicti was drawn bj their order and approba- 
tion, and he beliering that I baTB sumo iutereit with jrou, who hare an InSneDca 
npon the CompaQj, has Toqneeted my writeing in hia bebolfc, which I most 

Bamestly doe " 

Later in the year Pitt writes, Id a letter to Sir George Matthews, 
dated Fott St. George, September 8th, 1705 : 

" P.8, Mr. BeAbDe oame hither with his llamilj' on the Chamber! ftrigg" and 
died the 7tb of Jalj Ust." 

The following extract speaks of tbe menaces of the Native Govern- 
wentin 1702: 

(From Ltlttr of Presidenl Jiihn Beahd ani! Coaneil to the LoNDOM 
Company, nf Iblh Augiisl 1702^) : 

" . . . . We receiTed a letter from Ur. Geoboe Bedbhaw &ea. at Pattana, 
dated the £7th day of February, adriacing their being soiled npon, and all tb« 
Companjs Effects, by tbe GoFemment there, hy virtue of an Haibool flbotum 
from the King, to make Sattiifaction for tbe Piracy eommited at Sea by ths 
Hatmen, whioh was a great diaappointment to tbe business of tbe place, for a 
little time before Hr. Bedbhaw had rooeiTcd a Snrpaur' and bom from tbe 
Nabob, and taken oot Fbirwannas for trade, more Bubstantiall then met we* 
hod recciied before, Eanng notice of this Mr. Buopen Aea. at Bajahhadlb 
pnidently paid what done; the; reoeired out of tbe Mint into a Shroffe baod, 
and gott a hill of Exchange payable to ns here, so that there was bat Eighteen 
hundred Rupees left ia the mint, but not mnksing an early eicape themaehes 
were carried into tbe Car.Kerra or pablick Qoal, and anffer'd abundance of hard- 
ship fifty-one days nntiU we procured tbe Prince and Duan'.i order to let them 
return unto the Factory where thoj now remain prisoners at L*rge, Tbe new 
Companys people had siitj two tbonBa.nd Siccaf siei'd upon." 

(Then after detailing similar proceedings at KAsiHiiAzAit) ; 

" We toond the design was to get money from as, but we resoliod to part with

(Then after telling how tlii: DircJI liad paid eiactions without 
getting any benirfit} ; 

" Weirrotehim (their 'Fitcjuwl BtDbacoa') wDrdwewDnld not be at a Cowreya 
Chugs, bnt pat our ulvaa in a, good postare of defence, mounted Beverull Quons 
Toond the Gajrriaon, Eatertsiaed Eight or ten Europe men more in the Gunnere 
Craw, made np the Company of Soalditrn, one hundred and twenty men, and 
rsiolred to mnke e. Stont reaiBtance. The Goicmment hearing ot onr prepara- 
tiooi made no attempt upon the plaod . , . ." 

The following epitaph on a, bod of tbis Mr. Beard is one of those in 
the churchyard of St. John's, in Ciilcutta ; 

"HereLjeth the Body of Chaklks BiiARD. Esq., who deputed tbie Life the 
30th Deeember Anno 174T, aged 49 yean. He was the Son of John Beakd, 
Esq., Formerlj President of this Place." 



BRADDYLL, ROGER. Appointed, qb a factor, 8th Sept. 1G82. 
Mentioned asattachedtoDtiKlf^tpP- i&S,i7ii,ot Dion/. Chief at Patoft 
166(), and in considerable jeopardy there, with his aolleaguea, on the 
oewa of the outbreak at Hilgli (rnpra, p. Ixiv). 

There is in the records' a pitiful letter to Charnock and Council, dated 
" Patlann, 25tb June 1 690", from ooe Charles King, impriaoned hy the 
Mahotnmedan authorities at Patna. We learn from Sir John Golds- 
borough'a report, alrcwif quoted (pp. ici-iii, nu/irn), that 

"The Nabob (of Pattani) still (Ociflber 1893) holds CaiELlB KlNo in prison 
.... and insists upon 1,S00 rupi. for hia freedom. Tbis KlHO was a Serjeant 
run from his Coloars in the wars here ; and went to PattuDB, where the Nabob 
bold Mr. BaiDDTLL. Uppon Kino's teiag there, Boaddyll got him to 
peiBooate Chief in hia roome to tho Nabob, ind soe gott away himsclfe. Uppon 
this the Nabob impriaoned KlHU, and demands Money .... and when Agent 
CnAKHOcs came hither from Madras tbey allowed 20, and since 25 rupi. per 
month, to maintain him and keep him from tnming Moor."' 

We have, in a partial record of the Cbatilnatf corregpondcnce, a 
farther letti^ from Charles King to Job Charoock and bia Couuail, 
dated "Fattana, 18. 8her. Win", o£ which this in an extract: 

' RR. c vol. 2, 

' 0,C. 590D. On thii the Court npeuk their mtuds, in u letti^r to Bengal of 
6th March IflBl-S : " It ww an insolent fioolery in your Fredeoeaaors t« pay 
■0 much OS jau did, or any money at all, for CnaBLES Kina at PmtNA, a 
fellow that the Commissary writex us was Serjeant, and run away from you. 
And we must desire you for the future to forbear being bountifull out of our 
Piir«e ; flbr we do not intrust you with our Chiin'ty. Neither is it Charity to 
give away that which is none of your own, Or for whivh you have no Warranty 
from the right Owncra."

We are glad to know that this poor fellow, though lo ng left, wu not 
filially left bf his Christiau coiiDtrymcii to perish. A letter from 
Cbarliw Eyre and hia Council, dated " Chlttahutte 15 Jany, 
16!H-5,"'say8: 

"Sinoe tho death of Buzubqh Omid Cab, Nabob of PiTTAOA Woe hnye 
receired advices of Mr. Kinos releonment from a long and todions impriioo- 
ment, which was purchased by tbe Charity of Seyeral good mioded personi who 
made a Gathering for him to the amoant of Bu))i. SOO, whiob mu giyeti tbe duan 
of Pattana." 

Eraddyll was at Dacoa with Mr, Ejre duriag the whole of the 
Chamock troubles and exodus, and thej continncd there on the reeamp- 
tion of peaceful relationB in 1690, when they wrote "advising of the 
new Nabob's great courtesy to them, and paaaionate desire for our letum 
and settlement."!' 

Braddyll we find afterwards to have been atlached to Fort St. George, 
Bud to have had a seat in Council there, but he came under the censure of 
tbe Court, as appears from the following passage iu a letter to the Fort 
of Not. 21, 1699. Whether he was then actually dismissed I have not 
ascertained : 

"When we sent oat the CommiesioD byonr New President" (T, Pitt) " ws pat 
in all the Names of our then Council!, not knowing of any particular objoetion 
agsinst them further then mentioned in our InstmctioDS, howeyer leftit to his 
Diuretioa to suspend any persoae he found deaeryiug it ; but we find so much in 
the Cooiuiltations relating to Mr. BBAliOf I.L that Strike* at the ftoandatioa of 
onr Authority, u deserres a Serere BeSexion, and therefore leave it to ynu to 
aot thereon as you shall see expedient, by a temporary or totall Snspenuon, or 
othenrise, to deter others from the like eiill practise." 

About the same date Governor Pitt wrote, in a letter to W. Eraser, 
Deputy -Governor of Fort St, David (dated Fort St. George, Nov. 
S8th, 1699) :* 
" . , . . Ton know 'twas by your A-diice that 1 tooke Mr. Bbasdtll Into

BraUiiyll must have gone home before 1704. In Feb. 1704-6 Governor 
Pitt writes to Robert Rawortfa, in fi letter quoted under ("atch- 
PooLEr 

"I hear jooi lettling there" (at Pnlo-Conilore) "wa» Qojt'h projeot, who 
I hear ii my (nemy, but for what Beaaon I bnow not, auleis it be bj the 
inatigntioDof one Bbaduti.i. that went home. . . ." 

And, earlier, to Elihu Yale, (Feby. 17<t3-4) : 

"ThiajBara Letters bringa ua the Newa which i< spread up and down Town" 
Ci.»..MinRAa) "that Mr. Bkaddyli. waa offer'd what employ he plea.i'd ia tha 
United Serrice, bnt refused it, hiiiing a promise to come ont their Commiasur; 
Oenerall the next Shipping . . . ," 

Add in another letter to Yale, Oct. 6th, 1705 : 

" B- B. worlu like a mole nndergroiind aa hs ni'd to doe, and yon are not an- 
aoqnainted with his good qnaliGcations." 

Finally, in Co«rt Book of «tli Alarch 1716-17 wo read: 

" John HoThiNb, Eaq. made a mmmnni-eation regarding clandestine trade 
carried on by Mr. Rooeb BiUddtll . . . that in particntar, on or about Dec. 
1711, Hi- Rooeb BkA.Ddtll directed He, Hales to proiidc for him 40 
bars of SilTer of about 20002. value in tbe whole, and S bagn of Eholisb 
Crowns and halt Crowni, and to pack the Bane in 3 aheita .... That 2 of the 
aud Chests were sent by a Doveb Wagou, and the third by the CANTBBBrBT 
coach .... That tbej ware afterwards put in laakt of Com and so ihipt off 
from DsAL. . . ." 

BRAY, LEONARD. Nominated Writer 5tli October 1681 ; 
attached to Balaaore Factory [Diary, p. 93), and afterwards in the 
Council tbere. Report of bia dcatb acknowledged by Mdgti Council, 
2oth August 1685 (O.C. No. 6405). 



BRIDGER, JOHN. Came out in 1668 a» member of Council at the 
Fort; in 1676, 6th of Council there; in 1679,3rd; May 1680, 2nd, 
DiamiMed for trafficking with interlopers in 1681 (Bee tollowiog ex- 
tractfl). Siill at Madras in IGB.'i (see Diarg, p. 1R3). 

From Cou,r> Lflter to Fort, 18th Nov. 1681 : 
" 2. We have *eldome obsened snoh peremptorines in sertauta. but at length 
we find it aoDompanied with infidelity, as lately in Mr, John BniiiQEit, whom 
we have discoiered to hold correspondence with the late Interloper Allki, and 
also to send over great quantities of Diamonds, Peart»a Ilo. in the Ship fiampmn, 
BBregiitered, contrary not only to his trost, bnt to the oath he tooke of a

About September 1G82, Mr. Broniley, 3rd of C'ouDcil at Baiasore, 
brings charges Sfcainst Mr. Byam that he never allows hie Council to 
take any part in business ; he writes out the " Consul tatione", and 
makes the bargains with the native mere haute, and then calls in his 
Council to sign under pressure (O.C. ■IS'ia). 



CATCHPOOLE, ALLEN. Arrived as Writer in 167.1; Factor, 
167S. Was with Charnock at Patna Factory in 1677; attached to 
Kiisimb.iEAr Fiiclory iu 1682-83. Charnock appears to have reijuested 
Hedgfs to turn hira out, and the refusal of the latter is assigned as 
one of the reasons of Charnock 'e hostility to the Agent (p. 102). He 
was removed by Hedges to Hugll, but his position there does not 
appear. 

The Court, as usual strongly on Cbarnock's wde, say (Nov. 16, 
168-;): 

" We can hare no Bood thoogbts of Mr. Thbsadbb and Mr Catchpolb at 
Cassdhbaeab, in regard of tbeir ob itinate carriage to Mr Charnock at bit 
first coming to CassukbAZAB ; for if they had been iii[)it men themaFKet tbey 
would not but have known that Mr. Ch, 



Again, in letter to Bengal ot 21st December 1683, afier finding fault 
n ilh some proceedings of Catchpoole's, (hey pay : 
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Iir.— BVAM — CATCIIPOOLE. Cxi 

"Wee finde likewiie, by his acunlaU of Ur. CSABNOCE, vtbom we nill ft 
betifiTB to lie a ?ood maa, till better Evidence thun an; Wee have ;et bad, Bb.ll 
■ppeare to the coatrsry, tbat Mr. CatcHpoLe U a, very ill man, and therefore 
We« doe hereby totallj diamiaa bim Oor aervice." 

Some of Mr. Catchpoole's "scandall of Mr. Cliarnock" occurs nt p. 87 
of the Dion/. 

I preeume he w&s dlsmbsed scconliiiKly ; and the next time my 
extracU mention bim it is in the character of an Interloper In the Bay, 
coupled with Capt. Thomas Pitt. 

In 169!t, Mr. Eyres writes as follaws to Sir John Goldeborough, ou 
TintAtion at Chuttanutty, duted " Dhaci^ 21 Oct. 1693" : 

" I obwrrs wb>t your Eiay. writes u to Tho. Pitt Kud Alliyn Citch 
FOLIS b«iDg kirived in Bvn^ll. . . I ehall use m; b»st EadeaTour to [matrate 
their de«igoi, and to get them tnm'd oat of tha Countrej. . . K yoM Eicy. 
thinliB cooreoient I vill aciinsint the Nabob SiUd Dnan that tbeee Strangera 
that StttJe out of their owoe Countroy ia tbia nature lire Qenerallj thoje people 
thkt rob and plunder on the Seaa, and ouder pretence of being UerehaDts and 
comeiD^ *^ trade, doe abundance of MiEcheif to the King and bia Sabjecta, 
and tbat 'tia more then probable tbia Sbip may be one of those. This will boo 
(□rpriae the Nabob and Dnan that tia thought they will order their pemons 
and effects to be aeii'd.

Another appearance of Catchpoole aa an Interloper is noticed in the 
following "Ci'p!/ iif a Clatme taken out 'i/' Mr. Ueaiir's Letler lo the 
General, No. 72, Rtcil. i9lh J,>hj, 98. Pr. diaries the Second"': 

" The Rehecca, an InterlopeiDg Ship, is nrriyed from Batavia, which Ship 
Went to the Weat Coaat for Bound Pepper and ia nnder ihe Dtreotion of Mr. 
Catchpolb (and) Mr. PbTtt. Mr. CatcHpOLE ia returned from Zobekb- 
OU8T Cawni, haveing presented him to the amoiiat of 6000 Rupi. and h»™ 
gained onely a Perwanna that the Old uid New English Should agree. Mr. 
CATfHPOLKisnowon bis way to ('.iaiil; in MS.) designing to addreas bimaelte to 
the Nabob. The GovrromeDt ia very Areritious and will receive money of both 
partys, and doe the Inlerlopers Business at last as hitherto Wee find they haT* 
done. Wherefore I proposed to the Agpnt to offer the Nabob 20 000 Rupi. to 
turns tbem onl of the Conntny or to dotaino tbom within Ucoulit River, 
which bate and Debate I hope will binder the Interlopers proceeding far Eno- 
LAND the Monsoon, and I hope Mr. Cltyeb not Sayling till the 13th of March 
will give the B' Hono'''' Company an oppertunity to diepoac of both the iluaiell 
and ^et friggatta Corgooe before the Interlopers Can arrive Enoland." 

Like sundry other dianiiseed servants of the Company, after some 
interloping adventure, Catehpoole found service und<.-r the Nev or 
English Company, and in 1G99 was cO'mmissioned aa President of their 
factories in China. On the enforced withdrawal fromChuwniii 1701-2, 
Catchpoole and hia colleagues retired tu Batavio. He had applied for the 
Moction of the Court to a scheme for the eatahlishment of a factory on

CXIl ItlOOnArHirAL AND OTHKIt UJA'STKAtlOSS ; 

Piilo Condore, off the Cocliin-Cliina coa't, the Sr>NnrR anrl CoNnrR 
group of Marco Poto. Quitting Batavia Iflth June 1702, he visitEd the 
ielaiKJ in question, leaving there several offit^ers and others, with MacaB- 
aar eoltliera and slaves, to make a aettlemeiit' ; and after another aud 
fruitieaa visit to Chusan he did settle on the island. It was his idea that 
it would become a Btation for China trade (a Bort of flongkonf; io con- 
ception), from which ehipa might be despatched to the different porta 
of China, since it seemed then hopeless to form any eaiabliahment on 
actual Chinese aoil. lu Afarch 1706 the Court gavi.' up the Chinese trade 
as impracticable, and ordered Pulo Condore also tn be abandoned. But 
a year earlier (March 3nd, 1705) Cntchpoole and nearly all the English 
on the island had been massacred by their Macassar garrison.' 

The Bhrewd Governor Pitt had highly approved of the Pulo Condors 
settlement. In a letter to Robert Raworth of the India House, Februni; 
3rd, 1704-6, he says : 

" I am tarry to bear tbat jou ba.je ordered the raising of Poli.toohdork, 
which I lake to be the best deiitrne, if well insa»i;'d, thkt tho EnoLISH hHoa 
undertaken in these parts far man; years, for cerbLinly 'tia iaoomparabl; wdl 
Bcituated for the Emporynm of trade in those parts, and I am sure in a, little time 
I Dould have bronght the MAHti.a:* trade in good part bbither, for here was an 
Abuenun that would hare agreed with me for a tbouiand bales of goods to ba 
delirered there, whore he would hare paid me for 'em in peicei of night, th« 
properest commoditli^ for China." 



CHILD, Sir JOSIA. The facti of his Ufa are to be found in the 
biographical dictionaries, and as to them we need here only say that he 
was born in KiilO, was made a bnronet in 1 678. and died in 1699.^ But, 
I would observe that his iuHuence in the direction of the East India 
Company's affairs was for many years ajiparently greater than that of 
any other individual. lie was (irst chosen oue of the '2i "Committees'*

The Inst document I have fotind signed bj Sir Joiis as a Member of Court, 
ia dated 5th June 1^99. Sir Josia's necond snu Sir Rjchnrd Child, u-ms in 1718 
raised to the I riab peerage as ViBcountCastiemaine (a tarnished title to select !), 
and in 1781 was made (in the aarae peerage) Karl Tylney. Tliia title became 
ridnct with his bod's death in 1 7M. Catherine Tylney L<ing. a desceadant of 
lli« fimt Earl Tylney's d:uighler. Lady Long, marripd, snd cnn-i'^d the fortune 
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in April 1674, And he continued to be bo annually till bis deatli, 
except in the year 1676, owing to tlie circumstances detmled in ex- 
tracts given below.' He woa chosen GoTernor of the Companj' in 
1681, 1682, and 1686, and Deputy- Uorernor in 1684, 1685. From the 
time when the Court books record the members of the separat* Com- 
mitter (in Ifae modern sense), — tbe foundation of tbeEjeteui of business 
as Btilt conducted in the India Office, — the name of Sir Josia Child 
appears on the '' Committee for Letters''. And there cau be little doubt 
that he was for many years pre^lominant in the dictation of the more 
important part of the Company's correspondence with the settlements in

That wailing on hia Majasty ho waa pleased to express himself mnoh aci 
to the purport of what had been signified in Mr. Secretaries letter ; and 
mended It lo the Company that ttey would not chuae Mr. CHILD or Mr, PafiIm. 
LOH, either as GoTcmor, Dcpntie, or Committees. That hia Majesty haAi 
receiTBd kindneas from tliis Company, and as he slwaiea bad been, ao he 
nontinne hia kindneas and fnrour to the Company ; and ao eipccted they 
not dieoblige him to chnse those thathaddealt ill with him; Whieh being what! 
passed in this affair the Court of Committees deaire Ibe Generality will deelarcj 
what they thmk fit to dircet tonehing the Scratiny .... And the question ~ 
pnt by the ballat, Whether the opinion of Cooncel aboold be token in this a 
passed in the negatiTo. And the Court waa adjonmed till Friday moi 
neit, to consider whether a aemtiny ahalbe taken, or that they will go to a 
eleotion." 

On tlte neit mouting of the General Court of Adventurers, 21st Apri^, 
another letU-r of tliat date wwi read from Sir Joseph WillLimsou, wbjeh, after 
gome recnpituhitiun about thu tiret Ultur, guea uu: 

*' And hia Majesty having aincc understood that that letter came too hfctoi the 
Totee haling been already doUrerod iu, And that neverthelcBB the Company hara 
eadeavoarcd as much as in them lay to pa^all submission and obedienoe to hia 
Majesty's intimation in that matter i but that tbey find themseWea in great difE- 
cnltjea by reason of that incident, His Majesty iu the tender cars he is pleaaed to 
baTB for the pririlegee of the Company, which his meaning was not in the leaat 
to infringe (as be was pleased himself to declare to ;ou and the Committeee npon 
this occasion] and which he will from time to time prBserFs and protect, is 
graciously pleaaed, and aocordingly his Majeaty oommands me in hia name, to 
signify to you that yon doe proceed in the election and scmtiny now depending, 
in your nsoal form, acoording to the cbarter, which his Uajeaty's pleaani 
ahonld forthwith communicate as by his order to the General Coort." 

After it liad been ucanimotiely resolved that n Committee should 
appointed to wait on his Majesty, etc., the scrutiny was taken, and the 
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ncM, of large TiewB, and flaehes of ambitious prevision, which are to 
be traced in it during this period. Some samplea of these qualities 
have already Ikcd afforded, but I propoHe here, imder the name of Sir 
Josia, to exhibit othera. 

It ma; be observed that whilst Sir Joaia Child thas in great decree 
dominated the Company at home, his brother, Sir John Child, was Pre- 
sident of Surat, and for several yeaia " Gfeneral" of the Company's 
aSaira in India. And though by no ineans beloved in India, Sir John 
was always Hure of support and commendation in London. 

A letter in the I. O. Records, from John Petit to '' Mr. Smith", dated 
Sural, 16th March lliSJ, thus speaks of the two brothers :' 

" As to the Interlopers, I have as true nswii as they. I Icbow Cbiu> at borne 
BCatters tba Ooinnys there, at the other CfilLD does the rnpeee hfre,and bath (o 
OQe pnrpoie at laat. I know Mine Cammniidera bonnd oat had private intimation 
Dot to leBTH the Kingdome, bnt tbat was all, tmt what will this amouat toF 
The Croiun' arrived at London and eould ber goods to great advantage, and nos 
mac dnret lay a Gnger on tham, and till the; can Ends a trick to confiiatt« all 
Interlopen eoo^'i the; will finde all their other endeavonia vanish into wind."* 

1 shall now proceed to give some extracts of the Court's letters, 
which I Boppose to be dictated, or largely influenced, by Sir Joaia Child. 

" That (lett«r) ot the 26th of January (1677) Bubacribad b; the qnoadam 
Agent* and Conaoell, although it ho volaininons b worda, and baugbl;, 
vaine, and uumaDerl; eipreRBiDns, encb as it becomaa not an; of you to 
Sobacribe aor UB to receive, yet is so empty of Sabatantiall matter, rebiting to 
oni bnainesa, that wee Gads ver; few particulars in it that nrol or doeerve our 
aoiwer, other than anch as are iaoifeDiivel; aad more perticentt; mentioned in 
the letter anil addreaa of the present Ageat, where, a) we meet with thorn, ;oa 
ehall have a full answer thereunto. 

" But before wee get off this, wee must note to joa that it is very Strange aad 
mouitrona that aeverally in ;onr particalajr Letters to ni as private penous yon 



tion fell upon Sir Wiluam TaouaoB as Oovemor and Sir Jamis Edwards as 
Deputy Qovemor. On the S4th, at the Court of Cummittees, tbs gontlemen 
who bad that day waited on his Uajrsty, repreeented by Lord Berkeley, made 
their itatement of what bad passed, the eaaence of which Is thut his Majesty 
was well pleased with the choice made. On the 27th the Adventurers met 
again to chouae the 24 Committees. Among these Mr. Joaia CaiLD and Hr. 
PariLLON are not to be aeen. But l>oth were chosen amoug the U in the Fol- 
lowing year (27th Ai>ril 1677). And thenceforward Child alwuye till his 
death. 1 have not been able to traoe the oOence given by Child tu the King , 
or how it was eS^ioed, so that two yoiui Inter he was made a baronet.

" Ton ore very ready and frequent in reprehending onr conduct, and if you 
COnId advise ns to mend it, wc should be willing ta hear you, or any other well 
minded person, it being onr own interest to mtinage all things for the Company's 
moat advantage, as well aa for the honouT and interest of our Sovereign, and Oar 
native Country. Dot jonr exccptiooa to our Conduct are so very impertinent 
and ciilji, that we wonder the lower end of your Councill are not aahamud to sett 
their hands to such slight orgnmeots." (To Fort St. George, 28th Sept. 1(187.) 

The following ia a rcmarkahk paaaoge ; 

" That which we promise Ducaolvei id a most espeeiall manner from our new 
President and Council is that ihei/ ici'll eitabliih such a FoUtie of civill and 
military pouier, and creale and secure Such a large Bevtnvt to mainlaine both 
at that place, ai may hn tht foandofHon of a large, w«(l gro)tnded, eure 
Baouau Dokinion in India fob all time to cotii." (,ToFoTtSl.G»org;

poflture or defence, bat we ooold bare yon do no wTong or violence to any in 
Buoity with lu. We would not wroae a worm. Soar and Stodt ia the motto 
we hope to deeerre and wear, bat in all manner of oiril respecta we would have 
yoa abate nothing that's due to all or any of our friends in Indla, eapecially to 
the FBENcn Nation," (To Fori SI. atorg; 2Tth Aug. 1668.) 

After reftrriog to the Revolutioa at home, which had juBt tiien 
occurred : 

"Bnt DOW we only mentioD Ihia in Tramitu for an oooaaion to tell yon that 
the Interlopera lUid other Malignere of the Company are very bniy, and pretend 
great matters they will doe shortly bj complajots of the Compaoj'a nunageraent. 
A lightness and vanitj which they have always abounded in, especially npon 
BTBry change of the GoTemment, or lesser changes of MiniBtera of State or 
SBTOurites. Bnt their BoaatingB have alwayoB oome to nought, and so they will 
now, all GovemmenlB being wiser than to bo BWayed by such irrctirnhtr disorderly 
vain men, tho' they may Bometimea aeem to (give) them a little aounteuuiee for 
reasons not to be meutioued, as also tor the enlargemeot of their own onder- 
standings ia so abstruBo an affair aa that of the East Indies is to Koblemen and 
gentlemen that have not been oouTenaut in busyaesB of that nature." (,To Fort 
Si. Qmrga, 15th Feb. 108«-.) 

From Courfi Leltrr lo Fokt St. Georce, 6th March 1694-5. 

(After expreaaing their wiliing-ncss to bcatow on the Madras Corpora- 
tion the Post Office and Insurauce Office, if they could make an advan- 
tage of them) : 

" Some of BB do remeniher since ^63000 a year was paid out of the Eichequer 
to defray the Postmaster'a Charge, and then tho Subject paid sixpence for a 
Letter, for which they now pay bat threepence. And yet the Berenne of that 
Office now brings into the Eiohsqa«r at least 70 or ^80,000 per annnm, wbieh 
before, aa we said, took out of the Gicbeqner jESOOO per anonm.

I feel doubtful of 
this ; bnt the extract ia an iuterestiiig one, and I transcribe it from the 
Courfa Letter Book :

"IT. Wee would likewise desire aDr new Prnaidoat Mr. Y«i.e, whom God 
hath blessed with bo enat aa estate in onr Sernee, to avt on foot ftoothor ^ner- 
aiu charitable work, before he leaTes India, that is, the bailding of a Charoh 
far the ProteetBiit black people and PciRTnouiz and the SUaes wUoh Serve 
them, who h&ye now do place to bear the word of Cod preaahed in a language 
they underBbuid, and therefore are nece«sitated to go to the Popish Chnrches : 
WherCM if tbey bad Gods word pmnehed to them in the PoBTuouEZ laniniase, 
ttCoordlDg l« the Protestant doetrioo, and the Prayers of the Chnrch of ENdLiKD , 
thsy would as readily froqnent the Proteataat Church as the Popbh Cbappells : 
In order hereunto we Shall pet oar common Prayers, and other offices of onr 
Chnrch tronsUted into tho Pobtuhuee tongue, and send yon some written 
Copies thereof, after which, when your Church is built, and yon have oorreoted 
the Copy ei which we send yon to the PoaTuacEZE Dialect of India and letnmed 
one Copy to us with the Amendments, We will cause it to be printed here and 
return yon direree prindxl copies thereof, and oat only so, hut we will aond yon 
what beDetoloDoe we can collect here for the Ornament of the Chorcb intended. 
In the mean time we are now inquiring after some able Minister that can preach 
in the PoBTUQALL tongue, and also a Domine as the Dutch call them, which in 
the Style of onrCbucoh is n Deacon, that can road onrPruyers in PobTuoueSZ ; 
These two officers we hope to send yon by our Ships thai depart next winter ; 
which we far will be the soonest we ean despatch auy of our irreut Ships to 

The aUuHioD iu this paasuge to the " Fortuguese dialect of India" ia 
worth; of notice. And this eaggeeta that it wag inspired rather b; 
Bome member of the Court who had been in India, th&n hj Sir Joeia 
Child, who never was there. 

We ma;' add to tbeae quotatioiiB, from the official correspondence 
which we suppose to have been dictated by Sir Joeia Child, a uotice 
of oertaiu private correspondence of his with Mr. Vaui, for whom he 
had obtained the position of Judge a.t fiomba;, as the story ia given by 
Captain Alexander Hamilton. Sir Joeia, according to ibis miter, 
had admonished Mr. Vans on the treatment due to the Company's 
enemies, and stated " that he expected bis orders should be observed and 
obeyed as statutes":

" In anewer to that Letter Bir Joiiah aeemed to be angry, and wrote roondly 
to Mr. Faux, that be eipected bis Orders were to be hia Rule, and not tho Lawa 
of England, which were an Heap of Nonaenio, aompilcd by a few ignorant 
Couutry Gentlemen, who hardly knew how to make Lawa for the good QoTem- 
ment of their own prirate FaniUies, nacb lesa for the BeKnlatiog of Companiua 
and foreign Commerce. 

" I am tbe more particular in this Aooonnt, becaose I saw and copied botfa 
thoM Letters in Anna 1696, while Mr. Vain and I were PriKnera at Surat, on 
Acoount ot Captain Emry'a robbing the Uogul't great Ship, called the Qunl- 



Attached to 
Dacca Factorjr in 1682, and the confidential correspondent there of 
Hedges; his chief, Mr. Pounsett, being of the boHtUe party. Admitted 
a Factor by Conrfa Letter to Bengal, 7th January 168f I believe ha 
died soon after, but the reference fa lost. 



CUDWORTH, CHARLES. Nominated as a Factor, 28th June 
168^, anil apparently son of Ralpli Cudwortb, the famous philosophical 
writflr. His Becuritiea are recorded to have been " Dr. Rali'hCi'DWOBTH 
«nd Dr. Benjamin WniTcufOT" (9th AuguBt). On the 8th September 
following I find entered in the Court Book that "Dr. Ralph Cud- 
WORTH waa now admitted to the freedom of this Company gratis", the 
force of which I do not undeTEtond. Mr. John Cudwortb, perhap* a 
brother of Dr. Ralph's, was at this time one of the 2i ■' Couimitteea" of 
the Company. In Lord King's Life of Locke (ed. 1831, ii, 17) there ia 
a letter from Locke to Cb. Cudwortb, in which he desires to trouble him 
with certain inquiries concerning the country be is in ; e.g. : 

" Some ef those who have traTslled, and writ of tbose parts, gire ui 
■toriea of tbe trioka done fay aome of their jngglcra there, which moat needs be 
beyoad legurdcmaia, and seems not within the power of art or natnra," (Sea 
also nnder RiciiAans.) 

Mr. Cudworth was appointed by the Court Srd of Council at fi 
bizdr, by letter of 16th Nov. 1(182. (See p. 37 in Diori/.)

DAVIES, THOMAS. Freqnently mentioned by Hedges ae a pro- 
minent Interloper, He is probably the same who was " Merchant tor the 
R' Hon*^ Company" at Hiigli in 1658-9, and ot whom there are various 
original letters in tbe 1. O. He writes in a rigoiarolc style, with quoai- 
clnwical allnaionH, f.p. {O.C, ilii) : 
"for Jfr. Jambs Ptkkbinq," " Huohlt, March 17, 1651. 

" And mj rery good friend, 

" Thoogh 1 suppose yon have ere this token yonr Icare at CAasuiBUZtB, 
yet lam enconraged to Tentnro this roreratyon, ontofaConfidenee that it will at 
lenght and yon, if not there, in some other place more (Ukeyour-Selfe). pleasant, 
fndtfoll, and delightsome.

No doubt, on bis discharge, he stayed in India, and took to private 
trade. From occawonalmentionofbim in years subsequent to the Uedgei 
Diary, be seems to bavc betaken himself to the Native Courts, and, in 
desire for revenge, to have tried to stir up misuhitf against the Com- 
pany. Then he seeras to have fallen into the haudB of Job Cbamoek, 
who sent him a prisoner to Fort St. George, as appears from these 
extracts : 

" In regard the Agent and Coimeell in BKtlaai.1. bare sent Tbohab Dxvia 
the Interloper, ae a FriBoner npon the Jbiia (which we still disapproie of)withoat 
an; Proof of what Debts he bos contracted with tbe Moons during bin residenos 
in the Bay, wo bare bad divers debates what to da witb him, in thu com, 
whether to detain him a Prieoaer here, send him to EnolanI), or back to the 
Sat, which bath appeared rer; difficult for ns to determine b; reason of Some 
inconvenieacyg an all hands .... We coaclnde itt beet, not to grant him passage 
on anyof oar Shipps till we can have certaioe adrices from tbe Bat . . . . hut if 
be can find secniit; for bis appearance, when wee shall require itt, he ma; baTe the 
privUedge of going where he pleases in the Town, and that wee shall write to the 
Ba; tor better iaformationconeemiogbim." {ConiuUalion, FtiBT St. Oeoeob, 
3d Feby. 1686-7 ; inl. O.) 

a Let of Conncill for nffairs of the Bt : HonbU; Company in the 
Bat or Benqall, now here present, reports that Tuouab DaVIS, Inhabitant 
there Some time in August or the beginning of September last, was seized by 
Some order of tbe Agent and Coancill at Hoolet, or Some of tbem. to whioh 
order for more oortaintj he refers.

DODD, JOSEPH. Nominnted fftctor by the Court, UtiScpt. 168], 
Wm allowed Id going out to ship 2,000 pieces of Eight (7Ui October) ; 
was fiasociated with Mr. Hedges in the latter'a CommiBsioii, sb 6th of 
Council at Hiigli, nnd wbb apparently a pweenger to Isdia with 
Hedges on the Defcnee. (See letter, Diarji, p. SO.) 

Mr. Dodd died as a member of the Patna Council, 6th May 168G, aa 
appeara in a Hiiglf letter of 25th idem (O.C, No. 5495), 

After his death the Patiia Council write to Sumt, uuder date 16th 
November 16M6; 

" . . . ■ Mr. DouD has sqaandered fttraat in trade upwardi of Raps. 16 000 of 
the 11' Hon'''* Company's, baaidos ranna him Salfe in debt to the Conntrey people 
aboot 2 500 mp' more then his gooda then in the boase would snttiefy .... 
(HwEKELL also ID debt to the Coantrj people, and tbc Company indebted— to 
bim apparently— about Ra, 5,600. Tbs Coniunl drew a bill for tbe Company's 
debt, which CuabnocX tbe Agent had retnmsd} : 

" eoarderidti na to pay the lonje out of Mr. Dodd'b Estate, notwithutanding 
we bad adrised them it was impoasible." 



DORREL, or DORRILL. Capt. See Diary, pp. 20, 31, 63, etc. 
This is the uumc of the Captain of the Interloper ship CVoicii,on which 
Pitt took hia cargo in 1682, leaving the Downs some three weeks after 
Hedges in the Defence, and reachlug Balasore eleven days before that 
vesBel. Hedges mode a vigorous attempt to get tbe Nabob'n officer to 
arrest Pitt and Dorrell, but. as lie aaya (p. G3) : 

"Tbe Perwannaa (for th^ amt) wore oomponndod wiUi Bdlchitnti for a 
good lom of mooey." 

Hedges lost mentions tbe pair of interlopers going post him in their 
sloop, armed with four guns, and with 30 English seamen rowing in the 
Croipji'ii pinnace, to tow the sloop (p. 66). Three days later (5th Feb. 
1683) they sidled for Europe. 

Ten years lal«r wo find Capt. Robekt Dorrill, comroauder of the 
Bt. Houble. Company's ship ChorUx If, at Cbuttanutty or Calcutta, 
sitting aa Second of the Council of the Bay, the confidant and right- 
hand man of the Company's " General", Sir John Goldaborough, and 
employed by him in the crushing of Interlopers, of whom Pitt was 
sUll one. It is not absolutoly certain that this was the same Captain 
Dorrill whom we have just spoken of, whose Christian name I do 
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not find,' But I auspt^t it was the Bame. The hostility of the 
Company's aervsnta to the Interloper, even when honestlj profeaed 
and vigorousl]' exercised, wan only, it appears to mc, official and 
perfunctory. It was rarely embittered by actual collisiDn, like the 
relations between coostguardsm en and funugglers, or game-keepcre 
and poochera. Wu eee Hinlges, notwithstanding all his denuncia- 
tions of interlopers and of thostt Company's serrants who had famUi&r 
intercourse with them, as hood oa he is ont uf the service, allies himself 
with Douglas, also a dismissed servant, a declared interloper, in charter- 
ing a vessel to the Persian Gulf, and conducting a caravan Ibrongh 
Persia. Captain Lake, one of the Company's officers, declares that " if 
be did not like the Company's employment this voyage, he would turn 
interloper the next" (p. 90), Sir Thomas Urantham, a trusted officer, and 
admiral for the nonce, " is the person", says Hedges, " on whom the Com- 
pany chiefly relies tor taking and destroying of Interlopers ; and he has 
treated those he has mett of then^ with greater respect than any other 
of their ComraaDders" (p. 201). 

It is true, indeed, that the Court, whoee Instructions to Capt. Dorrill 
as Commander of the Charlm l)ir Seconil are dated 2dHi Feb. 1691-2, 
write on the same day to Fort 8t. George : 

" Captain DoBBKbl. is ■ worth? man and jlancft lo our Inlereit tinea ht 
enijaged viilh XJ», uid has asauied Us, he will aerer we Oar ffaces again if an; 
Interlaper make a Vojage at anj plane where he is. And wo bare remprocallj 
pvea him the respect oE beinK nent of one Coaacell after onr Agent VLt. 
Chabnoce white he Btays in the Ba;." 

But the very words which we put in Italics suggest the reformed 
Interloper ; and consider the history of Tuomas Pitt, as indicated 
hereafter ! 

Capt^n R. Dorrill. after Sir John Goldsborongh's death at Calcutta, 
deported with his ship, the Charlts //, ia the end of January or begin- 
ning of February 1693-4, carrying home the papers, etc., of the deceased 
"General". The two following docnments bear upon this.

DOUGLAS, ROBERT. A aurgeon ; arrived aa such on the Eagle, 
in which Strkyn^HM Master came ont in 1676, and went on to visit 
Bengal. Douglas obtained transfer to tbe factory service of the Bay, 
aalnrj X36. 

" Deo. ISth, IG76. Balfh Habwab, cbimrgeon of this ffaotoiy (Balasorb) 
itesireing to retnme home for England by these ships, and Mr. Robert 
DowQLAB tbe CbimrgooD of tbe Eagle being willing to accept of this employ- 
ment, and Captain BnNNiLLbis Commander consen^ng that they sbonld nbango 
births, the Connnell dtd also appraie thereof." (Ciari/ of Mr. Strey^itham 
MatttT. in I. O.) 

TLo Court, as recorded in the Conrt Book of 25th Jan. 1681-2, 
declare : 

" That luring leoeiTsd farther advioes of tba nnfaithftilnesa of Mr. Matthias 
ViNOHT, Mr. Edwabd Littleton, and Mr. Bobebt DoraLAs, in tbe 
t of the Imat committed to them, it is ordered that the Agent. 
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Tbesc latter orders were not carried out, but the three were diamissed. 
Douglas Appears in Uedgea' Diary as au baliitaa! trafficker with inter- 
iopers. He joined the ex-Ageat in chartering tha Itecovcrg for the 
Per^n Gulf, and accompanied him tlirough Persia to Aleppo, asaisting 
him medically in his severe illneee there. Ue is last mentiaoed in the 
rHary at Scanderoou (p, 235). 

" Robert Douglas" reappears in 1G99 as supercargo of the Macelttfield 
galley, sent by the Eugtieb (or New) East India Co. to China. As the 
New Company was largely officered by dismiBsed aervanla of the Old 
line, we might draw a probable inference that this was Sedges' 
travcUiug companion. But letters among the Fitt papers in the 
British Museum, including holographs of Uouglns (whose writing as 
the flay cbirurgeon'wo know), leave the identity unquestionable. We 
also learn that Thomas Fitt and R. Douglas called each otbei 
" brother". Probably their wives were Biatera. 

Mrs. UoDglas and a child appe^ar incidentally in the Diary aa having 
accompanied the Hedges party from Bengal to Madraa ; but they are 
not further accounted for therein.' 

In the New Company's Letter-book we iiuve, without date, but 
apparently of the end of January 1698-!), very full inBtructiona to Robert 
Douglas Supercargo, of the Macchtfirid Galley, in which the whole 
value of the cargo ia atated at £39,136 0", 3'/., of which £3,800 waa 
Douglaa's own. We have also the following letter from the Court of 
Directora of the New Company, dated 1st March 1698-9'; 

" Mr. EOBT. DODOLiB 

" Indora^ ia our Order for Capt. Hdbli, for plaeiag our Tea between 
Dsoks. Bj Ur. Bickesibh we unt yon the Pattenu of Cloth and Stuffs (ui 
Board jonr Ship. We hope this P«jr Wind will carry yoQ through and uve 
ery (onfidout of jroar DIUiRGUDO, and hare ^reat hopes 
ugiment. We are not fond ol touchiDg at Batavia, 
if you COD Bcfre»h tutywhora elM. Qod send joa a prosperous Voyage, and 
thai WH may hare a happy mMtiag." 

Also there ia a letter of earlier date to Captain Hurle of the Afaeala- 
fat'l, bound on a voyage " to and from China or India", in which the 
Court tell him : 

" Wo would have yon (as yon are obliged by Charter party) in all ihinga to 
obecrve and follow tlie Orders aad Direetioai of Mr. Bobibt Dodqi.as (be 
Super Obtko. .

Bnt onr Ship was not Sufficed to goe 
nearer LiHFO then Chusan, which is an Island in 30 : Dog: Latt l whore I mett 
with many now tronblei, oors being the first English Ship that over loaded from 
theeee. However at last by Gods help I overcame all tho^e diiScultys and Sonld 
»U our Ooods and procured what Silk I wanted and got ready to saile by the 
24th Deo : 1700.

ELLIS, FRANCIS. Nominated Writer Uth Nov. 1671 ; arrived 
in India 1G73. Is asaociated in the CommiBsion of Uedgea ae 6t}i of 
Council at Hdgli. Hedges and said Counoil, March 26, 1GS3, diamiBS 
him from the Company's service on a charge of unfaithfulness (i,p. 72). 
He rcmonstratea and appeals against this as liejond their powers (pp. 
120-131), and is strongly Bupported hy Charnock and the Council of 
Kisimbilzir. This view must have been confirmed by the Court, for we 
find Ellis admitted to the Council immediately ou the arrival of Hre- 
sident GyfFord (pp. 158, 107, 179). Indeed, it would appear from the 
Court's Letter to Bengal of 20th Sept. 1G82, which gives authority to 
the Agent and Council " to remove any in their employ ercejit of the 
Couneil of Uitghly", that Mr. Hedges had diatinotly exceeded his 
powers. 

Ellia continued to rise in the service ; he was 2ad in Council at 
Rdgli with Job Chamock during the troubles of 1686, in the unfor- 
tunate occupation of Uijili, in the second exodus from the Hil){l! river 
in 1688, and in the return from Moilraa iu 1690. On Chamook'a deati 
at Chat4nati (or Calcutta) in Jan. 1693, he aucceeded as officiating 
Agent, and was ao nominated by the Court (3rd Jan. 1693-4), who 
conferred on him Charuock's authority, with a rtseryation regarding 
the fuller powers of control held by the Company'a '' General in India", 
Sir John Goldfiborough. The latter, however, on his visit to Chatdnatf 
in Sept. -Nov. 1693, had formed a very unfavourable judgment of Ellis 
(see p. xciii, miino), onlering hia removal to Fort St. George, and the 
appointment of Mr. Eyres to take hia pl«ce (see above under Uorbill).

Ho hoB no good charactor from IleHgeB, lieing reprcaentcd as too keen a 
trader for his cloth, aud always the aBsocinto of intcrlopera. He went 
to MadraB during the Bengal troubles, whether with Chamock and the 
rest, or at an earlier date, is not clear. He still appears in a return for 
IG92ae one of two ministers attached to Fort St. George, bat disap- 
peared in the following year, as we see from Sir John GoIdsborough*a 1 
correspondence ;

EVRES, or EYRE, CHARLES (eventually Sir CharU*). came out 
to India AS Writer in 1675. The fiott mention of him in India that I 
find is in a letter from Hiigli Council to Mr. U. Edwards at IJaUaore, 
Oct. Htli, 1C78; 

" If the writers and Seamen are not yet oome away, f on may detain CoASl^s 
Etbkb for the assistance ot the factory and send np all the ro»t" (0,C. 4503). 

In 1679 he was 3rd of Conncil at Daccn, and was still there in 1682 ; 
also at a much later date when the factories were resettlul in ICSU. 
Hedges colls him Mr. Eyre, and so does Mr. Uruce. He is also once or 
twice callud so b; the copyist in the Court's Letter Book. But at his 
first QomioatioD, as well as in the majority of inataitces afterwanls, up to 
his holding the Agency, ho is called Ei/rea (see p. icv, Kujn'a). I must 
add, however, in correction of that passage, that from tlie date of hia 
Agency, he eccms to be generally called, aitd to sign himself, Egm, 
When Francis Ellis, who had succeeded as Agent in Bengal on the 
death of Mr. Chornock, was remanded to Fort St. George on the 
recommendatian of Sir John Goldsboroagh (p. xciii), Eyre was 
pointed to the Agency,' and held it t.ill 1698, vtheo he was compelled by 



< The Court <lo not seem to bOiVe been too wall pUaaed at the nomtnation ot 
Mr. EyrcB, as this quotntion indicates :

"Tha Boyall Jamea and Itary uriTsd. in BA.Li.A90ne Bond from tho West 
CoAST^ Id Aogmt, with 284 Buban and 415 1£. of Pcppar, and redwood 2U8 Cuidy 
IC mdt. whiflh she took in at MADOBtsa, but oomlng up the rlTer of flooLET 
on the S-ltb September ahe tell on a Suid ou thia aide Tdhbolbe point and vaa 
Dnfortnnatelj leat, for she Innnediaite!; Over aett and broke her back, with the 
h>aa of 1 or 5 men's Utsb. On notice of tha Accident from the CommaDder Cap- 
tain BouiBT Buck, the Master of Attendance. Capt. Haufton, waa ordered to 
their Aaaistanoe vith the Uary Buojor, the Europe Ship's longboats, and Seamen, 
(and) BOierall boata from the Shoar with aa many lascara out of ever; particnUr 
Shjpp belonging to thia place aavoe could Bpare, who after man j daya^ laiwur were 
notabletoBiiveof Toarhoaoor'fl pepper abovo 222 md*. and 132 Sticks of redwood, 
the honld of tho Shipp being allmoat coatinoallr full with water. The Oonna, 
Cables, Anchots, some nutits, Saylea, and k great deole of Cordage waa saved by 
the Cars and dilligence of Capt. Hauptom. and since diapos'd of bj theCom- 
tnander tor 6300 mpeen, tor accompt of tlio Owners, and likewise the wreck as 
it lay, Sererall Commanders of Sbipps giring in their JadgeoicDts and Opinions 
that 'twas tor tho Interest and Adraatage of the Owners to dispose oE her Id that 
posture .... and according ahe was sold , with the Lougboate, for ISUO Bupees 
mora." (B*B(uI £.«ir M Court, of 11th Deo. 1694.) 

We give an eitract from a letter WTttten a little later (O.C. 69.i9):

Bat 
since it is yoor honours pleasure that he be Dismist the Serrioe wee have ooely 
Deferred it till further orders from FoBT St. Qionai, the rather bocanie 
your Honours hate Confirmed the alteretions made by tho OeneroU, amongst 
which this is one.

Very shortly after hi a return lo England Kyre (nho was knighted 
17th Di^cember lli99) Wfiareftpjioiutetl to Betiftftl with enhanced dignity, 
iiu<ler the circuuiBtaucce dracribed in the following extract of a lelt«r 
to Bengal, of 20th Dec, IfiSil ;

The BurvLTing correBpon deuce of this time, at the India Offioe, is 
eicci^ingly defective, and I have been able to trace little in it of Sir 
Charles Eyre'a actual oSBUmptiou -of the Governincut of Fort William. 
This hiatus is to some extent filled up by the contenU of private . 
letterE in the British MnEeum, nhich show that Gyre, very shortly after 
his arrival in Bengal, threw up his FreiiUeiicy, which he held only 
some aeven uiouthe, and returned home finally in January 1700-1 (see 
under Beard, junior).' 

Eyres (or Ejro) had married Mary, the eldest daughter of Job 
Charnock, who?e epitaph ie given at p. 4(1 of vol. i. See bIbo letter to 
Mra. Eyres (" Madam Aress"), given at p. xcv, supra.

The iuapicion eiprescd above aa to the nature of Eyre's indiapoeitioa 
is confirmed by the followiog, foiuid innce that poaaat'e was in type : 

From John Kdiw.e, Efi/., to Governor Pitt, London, the 
nth March 1701-2: 

" I think B': C, E. haa aot acted the part of a Gentlranan towards the Coin< 
pany. and could they hsTe Suspeelad be would have bob noon BetaiTi'd, they 
woald for eertaine never hare sent him, at least never bavo abowao him aoo 
perticnlar ffavonr an they did, and of which 1 thinke yon have Bcobod to Com- 
plaine. You will hear said GentlemoD ia married, being Deeply in X«vO when 
be went, and that Eionses oU."' 

Putting all tbe recovered data together, we may eafely state that 
Eyre arrived in Bengal as President in May 1700 ; left it again early in 
January 17U0-I, and reached EngUnd again in the antumn of ITOl.

The nppointmeDt to Balaiore took effect on the death of Mr. Byam, 
July 1683 (see a letter of Hiigli Council, dated 10th itkm, O.C. No. 
4953). 

GAYER, Sir JOHN. This gentlenuin, like the two other knighta 
who follow him in thie alphabetical series of biographical noticee, waa a 
sea-captain. He iH only once named 'bj Hedges, viz., a» Commander of 
the SHctttj (p. 05). Our notice of him, though hardly brief, moat bo 
fragmentary. A full one would demand more space aud more time than 
we can now beatow. 

The fiiBt mention of Gayer that I find is in the Courl Books, 7th 
April 1682: 

" Tho Owners of the Bociely, proaentinB Mr. John Oaybb to command the 
■aid Ship in the room of Captain W. Thomson, who dairod leave to stay at 
home. The Conrt approred tbereof, and he wu now admitted into the Freedoiaaf 
the Compaoy." 

3rd June 1693, we find : 

" Capt. JouN Oatkb appoiDtedOoreraonrof thePort andlaUtodof Boubat. 
And to have aneh other employment and characters eonEerred npoa him aa tiii^ 
Court shall hereafter think St." (<7u'irt Bmk, of the date.) 

In 1G93, when a comuiifsiou was istiut<d to Sir John Goldsborougb, 
already CommiBsary-General, el«., of the Company's BCttlementa, as 
" General and Commander-in-Chief, &ca.," a commission was also 
iuned to Gayer (who had been knighted on the ISth March), under 
date lOth April : 

" CoDititatJDg and ordaining Mm to be onr Lioalenant-Ocnerall, Ooieraonr of 
BoxsAT, and Direclore-ia -Chief of all out Alliiires and ffaotorrea, A^ Ac . . 
nsit and under OnrGeaarall Sir John Ooldsbobocob," 

and also appointing him to succeed to the higher post in case of 
the death of the said General. lie came out, after that casualty, 
*** Governor of lioinbuy nud General, reaching the Indian const at 
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Calicut 5th March 1603-4, and there bearing of the death of Golda- 
borough.i 

Sir John Gay er^g tenure of office was greatly prolonged ; but he had 
fallen on evil rimeB, and the prosperity of hia rule bore no proportioD 
to ita duration. The diaaaters chiefly sprang from the proceedings of 
the Company'a rivala, legitimate and illegilimate, in the nice for the 
acquieition of wealth in the lodian sea«. For the unchartered or inter- 
loping trade developed on the one hand into piracy, and on the other 
into the growth of an autagoniat Company, sanctioned by the King and 
Parliament. 

There wag grouud for the plea, which the advocates and loyal agents 
of the Eaat India Company often used against the " interloperg", that 
the characters ot trader in tliat kind and of pirate were apt to ba 
interchanged ; and in those Ljlter years of the 17th century the Indian 
aeaa were infested to an extent probably unparalleled, before or sinao, by 
European pirates. One of the moet notorious of these waa the famona 
Captain Kidd, who bad been sent out in the euiployment of an associa- 
tion formed professedly to suppress the rovers, but who found it mors 
to bis tAste to take up the trade himself. Another noted pirate was 
Every, or Evory, or Avory, whose seizure and plunder of a great Mogul 
ship on her way from Surat to Mocha, laden with pilgrims, created a 
tremendous excitement in Alahoinmedan India, leading to the impiiaoD- 
ment, by the Mogul Governor, of President Aunesley, of Surat, with 
others of the Company's English servants at Surat, Swally, and Broach, 
And for yearo this charge of complicity with the pirates was made a 
handle of e-saction against tbe English Companies by the nativQ 
authorities. Evory is mentioned more than once by Captain Alexander 
Hamilton,' who says that the pirates first tried to establish a fortified 
settlement on Perim Island, at the mouth of the Red Sea, and after- 
wards on St, Mary's Isle, off Madagoscar. A curious memorial of thiB 
man survives in the India Records, among papers that had been trans- 
mitted from India' :

The Court's Letters during thoso ytars (1694 Jif '/'/.) contaia Damerous 
rtfcrences to this subject, e.g. .- 

From the Court to "Our Geuerail and CoUDcill of India", dated I7th 
July 1696 : 

" Upon the Adyioe yon gave na in yonr Letter of the 28th May 1895, which 
we receiTed by an Orerkod CoDTOyancv the 10th of April] la»t, that one Evekt 
a Fjrutt, beiDK at .IohAnva m a ehip called the ffancy, formerly the ChaTlei, 
oarrying 46 gana and 130 men, and the Uklyhood there wae of her Sailing 
into the Rsd Sea, and after ranBaoUng the Galpb prooeed[ing] to Persia, and 
do[iag] all the Ulsohief ho can tbere, whiob yon fear may pntcnro infinite Clamonra 
at SORRAT, and be followed with an Embargo from the OoTemment of ail we 
have there. We therenpon made an Addreea to their Eicellenciea the Lordii 
Joaticoa of England, that hare the present AdmiuiitratioD of the Qoremment 
during the KInga alhjence in FFLANDBaa, who have been pleased to iaaue out a 
Proclamation in his MajOBtya name for apprehending the B«d Etebt and hi« 
Ship, promising a reward of £500 .... You will herewith reooiie of the 

■aid Froelamationi by this Hhip which we would have pnhliabed with all doo 
■olamiii^ iD all our ffactoryea . . . . " 

Again; 

To the fame, 7th Auguat 1090. 

" Wo onderataad by a Tonth that ii lately come to London, who went ont in 
the OharUi aliaa ffancy, That Evebtes Company CDnaistcd of 52 ffrench, 
14 Danes, the reat Esolibh, Scotch, and Irish, had piJlag»l aoTerall Dakisii 
Sbipe on the Coast of QDlNET.HOine EkoLisH Shipa on the lale of May, beaidea 
their Uobberiea and lillaioons Practii-«B oa the Oonsioay and other Shipa in the 
Kkd Sea belonging to tha Sabieola of the Obeat MonoL, wbiob we cannot 
think of without aatoniahment and DotCBtation, being highly aenaible of the aad 
Ciroamatancea our President and Conncill and (Tactora at Sgbbatt are Dnderan 
thii ocmioD, and the eritl Consoqaencei thiat may happen to oar affaira there . . . 

" We obaerre the Prudent Methoda you hare naod in writing to Court, aa 
also to the aoTernour and ohief UrnAroiva, and the cogent argument* tbereia 
nsed for rindicating the Innoconoy of the Enhlihh Nation from any aucb 
barbarons action*, io order to the regaining the Liberty of onr Prctideots and 
Serrante at SuBRATT .... 

"The 3bip#aiify's Company bad been at the Ule of Pboyhience, where 
they bad left their Ship aed took Paaaage for Europe in aererall Sloops, Two of 
them are lately come to Ireland, where they are seiud. and one other of the 
•iilaios is taken at EocMEiiTER, and will no doubt be apoeilily brought to 
JuBtice . ■ . ■ " 

Agsin, in 1609, came the foreruntiera of the New (or English) East 
India. Coinpitny, spocilily followed by Sir Nicholnii Waitc ae Presi- 
dent and King% Conaul, a gentlemaii who, like h large numbor of 
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other servante of the New Companj, was & diflmincd agent of the Old 

The servants of Uie Old (or Loadon) Companj refused in any way 
to recognise the new men, or eveii the poeition and authority of Sir 
William Norria, who came out as King William's Biiibaaaador to the 
Great Mogul ; whilst Waite, who was most intemperate and nnscropu- 
loua, turned every engine against the Uld Compau; and its Berraate ; 
not even heBJtating, it would appear, to make capital of the native 
excitement about piracy, and to charge that crime upon hia rivala. llie 
native govermnent was ready enough to take advantage of these 
rivalriea between the Englishmen. The ambasBodor had arrived 10th 
Dec. 1700, convoyed by four King's ships. It was not enough that a 
contestinbribery began between the agents of the twoCompaniee; but in 
conHequence, as it would seem, of Waite's representations and cborgca, 
8b John Gayer, who had in an evil hour left his stronghold at Uumbay 
and come to Swalty, to aid in adjusting the disputes of President Colt 
with the Governor of Surat, was arrested there, along with Lady Gayer 
and some of his Council, by a body of native troops, removed to Surat, and 
there confined to the Factory. This confinement, with same temporary 
suspension, endnred for years. In fact Sir John was still in confine- 
ment in the beginning of 1709, when the Companies had been finally 
welded together, as appeals from President Aislabie's letter of the 6lh 
January 1508-9, from which I shall copy a passage among the extracts 
of the records given a little further on. Indeed, as that part of the old 
correspondence from India which survives, in any state of arrangement, 
terminatea with a few papers of the year in question, the curtain falls, aa 
it were, upon Sir John Gayer, still a prisoner at large within the walls of 
Surat Factory, and I have been able to find no record of his release, or 
of his further history. 

Poor Sir John Gayer did not suffer only from such serious adversoriea 
as Mniiommedan Governors and insolent agents of a rival Company ; 
the records also transmit him in a somewhat ludicrous picture drawn by 
his own hand, of the manner in which he was worried by a foolish 
countrywoman, the widow of Sir John Child, one of Gayer's predecea- 
BOrs as "General ''of the Company, and afterwards wife of George 
Weldoa, bia Deputy in the Government of Bombay. Perhaps an 
apology is due to my readers for printing this trivial document, but it ia 
a bit of domi«tic comedy such as we can hardly match from these old 
papers, and I take pleasure in lighting upon anything that helps to bring 
before us our Anglo-Indian forerunners of the 17th century, in their 
habit OS they lived. The document bears no address, but it was appar- 
ently written to account for Mr. Weldon'a sudden resignation of office. 
Whether it actually was scut to the Court I cannot say, but its survival 
among the records of the office seems (« imply that it was ; 
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Mrrrtnta had been danjed a qnnrt'! of Mntlan of what waa prapoced for tho 
Tsble, wfaea tbej vers asnt foe it, and aapp03«d 'tonii not dons bj in; order* ; 
tlierefore deaired that I would eend for the Cookaand Stenard. I reptyed there 
bod goTemll Complaiot* been mado to me haw bis Worshipa S«rTuitii bad man;

when it wa« not lik't of, 'twas bro't ! backe againe, which nu that that gate 
great occaaion of olTance to them that waa to eate it afterwards. Alao that if it 
waa not eitraordinary invnt. tho beat joints or peeces, the; wonld neter bare 
none : he replyed tbat he ordered hia aerranta to hriuft him none except it wu 
ffatt, ond that if they came for any and brought it bock again 'twas withont his 
order. To which I rcplyed that then his »er»anta were to blamo. But to 
saUafie him ! aent for the Cooke and osk't what paat between him and hia 
Worahipa Sermnta. To whiob he anawered that he had kiUed a Sheep which, 
being betterthan ordinary, his wonbipa aerranta came aa Caatomarj for n hind 
qaarler. and bu told them that the Companya Table was >oe great by reaaoD of 
the addition of ffactora, Trritem and Apprentices, byltbe Agency. Sfochn ffrig" and 
Tomineen. that he eoiild not apare a qnartar. Upon whiob hia Worahip replyed 
that he laid more, and that hin aorrant oonid t«*tiBo it. But his aerrant being 
called in Said noe more then the Coake \ At whiah bis worship waa diiplensed, 
and said he would send for noe more ; to which t replyed be might doe as ho pleaieil, 
am) afterwards in di«conrae I aaid there woold noe great evill eosne thereon ; 
ir SelfOs to pubUcke bosinesa, and noe more of this 

" BoMBiy Castlk, the 12tb June ICOS. 
" In the morning before 8 a clockemy lady Child came orertomy Lodgeingo, 
I being in my writoing room.

Tiie following eitracts from letters of the new General or President 
Aislabie to Surat, and to the Old CompaDf, reveal a fact entirelf over- 
looked by Bruce \a hia Aiinals, and not mentioned by Mill, or (bo for 
ae I am aware) by an; other historian of British India, viz., that Wait«'s 
violence and perversity had reacbod such a pitch that his CouocO had 
pat him in confinemeut, before the orders of the Court of Managers for 
his diamiesal arrived. But of Ma interesting transaction (also alluded 
to tu a letter of Mr. Samnel Annesley's with which the present extracts 
conclude) we havo no det^ls, as the ■■ General Letter'' to the Managcra, 
to which Mt. Aialabie refers, in hia letter to the Old Court, is not to be 
found iu the India Office collection ;

Aad Sir John Gayer and Council vrote to the Court, from " BOM-

"The late President Ah nislet to thia day, notwiUutanding all the kindeueaa 
hntb been sbowne him, and all ihe Arguments that we hare been able to maks 
UBO of to induce him to make up bU Aceotinta with your Hanaurs, hath in a 
Manner done nothing at all towards it ; his designoa aa farr us wo can peroeiTe 
being only to Spin out time, in hopes of some RoTOlutian that will enable him to 
Secare what of yonc Estate be bath in hia hands which we fear is rery oonaidor- 
able." 

But in 1709, nhea the union of tlie Conipaniea bad been accoupliBhed, 
there were still difficultiesreniaiuiDgfuito some of the olfiiina againet the 
Old Company; and Sir Stephen Evauce, who was Queen Anne'a Jeweller, 
and a man of influence in tbe City, strongly recommended the Managers 
ot the United Company to recall Mr. Annesley to their employment, aa 
a man wbo conld do excellent service, from his thorough knowledge of 
tbe frauds and practices of the Banyans. In consequence, tbe Court of 
Managera, in their ■■ general " letter to Bombay of 11 th March 1708-9,

We have therefor wiote to 
him to come {mediately down to yoa ; if therefore he accepts the terma we have 
offer'd him and will engage to do ua hii beat urvics We do then appoint and 
direct that he shonld aitt in ConnciU aa Second at all timea wherein there a any 
Conanltation abont the said ffranda Dehta ajid Oppresaiona, and that he have upon 
all oeoaiiinaa oar Protection, and for enoeuragement to give dU we are willing to 
dtow yon a proportion of what aball be aared to the United Company in manner 
ffoUowing : Vii': (Eto p. cent, tberoof to Our aonoral Mr. Aiblabie. Sio p. ceat.

The Court nho write to Mr. AnDesley, under the Bauie date, to like' 
effect ; and Sir Steplien Evouee hod written to him also by the saoie 
ship (the TanLercilU). The lettei* of Anuesley is in anawor to this last. 
'ibe Ifttlec part, with the date, ia lost, but it laaA have been writteo At 
Surat early in 1710.

'■ Tonra of Mar Uth I receiTcd from the Tankfrvil att BoKbat the 2Gth 
of last moueth, a fnrther addition to the many favors formerly reoeiTOd for al 
which 1 mnst forcier remain your Debtor beyond any possibility of retalliation. 

" Nothing sbal be wanting on my side to answer tbo eijieGtaitions you have 
nuAed of me in the Court oE Managers ; and 1 doubt not to do it, if Utbera corre- 
apond. For 'tia not in my power, I nm to assist eucb of their Conncil at Bombay, 
ai they have nppolntod to transact tbis oSair, if tbey are remiaa in retjiiiring al 
papers of acoonut I sbal want, or in anmmoniog PeraoDi to be examined an I 
direct, or they and the gentlemen here be deficient, when the charge lb drawn np, 
to demand aatisfoction either hy the QoTomment, or (if need be) a superior 
Power, the Court wil be disappointed, and I can do no more then declare how 
they came to be to.

Bat troubles iaterrening from the Pirates, and 
the lit of February following being laid aside, I did not proceed, but returned their

8' Jho. Oayeb would inffer tha Brokers to wrong the Company, or that they 
conid do it withont hia knowledge. I coald easily hare answered his qneatioD, 
hot thought it hotter to ware it. Tis wel if tliiB goes no farther then canaure, 
and none in power looks on his rapntation cooeemed to countermine, or (whioh 
ia the Faoie thing) not to back my Dealeni ; tor then they most fall, whioh would 
be a folly pomieioaa to my aelf, and of no Berrioa to the Company rainly to row 
against tha Wind and ao atrong a Currant. I beleire you reorired not my packet 
by the AlbemarU, to haie laid before the Committee of Correapondenoe (with 
myotherletter»)whiohl wrote 8' Cehab Child May 3d. 1707 riit: 

" ' I almost despair of aocariag yon in your account with the PakkAckb, for 
I hear nothing can be dene in it but by compnlaion. They' 1 be unwilling to part 
with so great a aura as long ai they can keep it, and to force them wil atir np their 
rage against a priiate peiaou i awl tbey hare power to back their teaenlments, 
and wiokedness to stick at nothing in8trnm<>utal to their BcreDge,' ftea. 

" I think, S', I formerly aotuainted yoa with an instance in my Self of tha 
horrid injustice of these People. The Hurcorra (who ia 3d offiosr of the Town) 
thought me too aaTing of the Compuiys money when I waa Cheif , having been 
Icaa liberal to him then the Dutch, lud therefore owed me a grodge ; and took 
occaaion to pay it, when I was displaced, boldly demanding 2000 raps. And 
because I would not gireit him, aecuaed mo to the King of piraay ; and prooored 
his order to conGoe me without any eiamination or Judicious prooees. An 
Inrentry wu taken of what they could find id my honae, as in cases of couEsoa- 
tion, and a guard clapt on me for 22 months, VThen the Villain dyed in diegraoe 
at Court, and I have not been since taolealed ; though those orders are atil in the 
Begietry.and must be took out ere I <iaD leuTethia Place. 

" This 1 presume shewa what I ma.y expect in my present circa mstaDcee, if I 
eiasperate the Brokers. Tbey might not openly handle ma so, but put olben 
□poD it, or be sooreetly treacberou-i aa those of the Fraternity lately ware to m 
Dutch Oentlemaa, that.camc from B-^tavia hyaxpiaait orders from Holland aa a 
SupraTiiori whoae honest inqaiaitirc nesa waa charm-proof against their bribes, 
bat stil'd with a dose of Poiaoa ; and I think those Brokers hare gone on from 
that time undistarbed . 

" I shal mention bnt one einmple more. In — 03 I was acquainted with a 
DuiN^u Fiscal, Min Heir HKLSDiKaiN, who had at home a good Kstste. bat 
perawaded by that Company to these parts with as fal recommendation to their 
Chiuf and Council (that ho might inapeut their affairs} as could be drawn ap ; 
and with the same to the Oeneral and Council ot Batatu, but wni forced after 
an nneasy life for three or four years (and not without danger) to return aa he 
oama without effecting anything. He desired me to seoure his papers and send 
them to Enulanu, wbich.I did in the Benjamin ia —96. 
" I wish my overland letter of April latin answer to yoorsof Feb. 18 and April 
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BHi J letter I aaswer &□ objection *KEatl(^mBii in the Committee maiie to ;on 
Bgainiit m; readmiHiion (whieh is not improper to modtion here). ' that I had 
brought the Compaa; into a gnai (icml of troable about the Piratoa.' He 
reflected (I mppose) on the Srauritf pnper T gave in tiith approrsl of at 

the Cotnpuijs Sermnta, after we bad Been tbe Ddtch and French Chiefs had 
coniented to the Bame. And was Forced From iis bj the Goiemor'a Onards in en- 
eompoaaiag tbe Factor; and hindering UF BeTeral dajs From prortsioni ftca. I never 
did bear the Dutch or Fsench vere blamed b; their Principals For doing it ; 
nay I mar affirm the Company was sensible of the Gompnlsion, and so Just as to 
wnte to their CheiF and Council tknl what I had done icrni aith a nian./«ie 
hatard cj my life. The way to have Bottled tbia aFfair was to haTo com(itained 
to tbe King of hii officers opprsasioa ; vbiob I should haie proposed had I not 
been diBcbargad the Companjs Serrioe Aea. 

" In this affair I know mj b«wk-friBnd, S' Jno. Oatbb, tait Mr. Colt and 
Council with the same in Febry. 9) ; and they wrote him if he had been here 
he moat have done as they did, which tho* be denyed (as it could not be other- 
wise eipoctod), yet he showed not that reBglntion two years afterwardB, when 
the HooaEH brought him from Swallet From under the Taviitoek'iguoi. But 
why waa not some Bemoastranoe remitted to Court to prereut any il conseqnence 
oF that PaperP as the French Bent up one of their Peoples and made theirs 
invalid. I nerer heard 9' JnO. Gatib waa blamed for this omisaion, or 
F' CoLTB consent (m aforesaid) prejudiced him in the Company's Estoem, aohope 
1 may meet with ai faronrable a Resenttuent. 

" Pardon me S' if X a little digrm on this occasion. The real cause (aa yon 
know, of my Diamission) was, in S' JosiA Child's eipresBion, that I was not 
kind enough to the AnoBuians ; which I could not bare boon and faithful to him 
and the Company. About ten days before he diaplaced me be rocommended Mr. 
Phips in my Particular direction and wua ploaaed to write mo he knew not 
where to place him better. Al other matters laid to my charge I answered in a 
letter to the Committee Mar. 10 — 98-9, which my Cob. Dunton at my great 
Bipencc carried to yoo and Mr. CaAMBSECiN ; for the GoTcmor would not let 
ma go, thinking my diamiaaion a Trick to ioTalidate the Security-paper, nor 
would a, Jho. Qayeb (aa he wrote me) endearor my liberty til the accounts to 
that time was brought up. I never hod a good acconnt from my Coscu what 
cntertaiumont that letter met with (therefore enclose aa abstract of it) yet 
presume with your kind asaiatance 'twaa effectnal. For in 171)1 I anderatood 
from yon the Company wonid rolnatate mc, uid in 7barof that year S' N. Waite 
told me, From what Mr. Baker bad wrote kim, 'twas done. But in Xber follow- 
ing another letter from yon informed me the Companya were uniting, and were at 
aloss what to do with the Sertants they had; and S' N, Waite bsd wrote them 
1 was so mnch engaged for the old Companya debts that be dared not entertaiB 
me hie M. yet they ehoae Mr. Pbody in my room imd Succestor. Time ainoe 
ban removed both these Bomoroa i for 1 hare heard Hr- Aislibik had deaired 
leave to go home, and Hr- PkoST told me his Dnkle had iovitcd him (aa Heir to 
bis great Estate) and by next year he'd disengage himself to wait on bim. 1 need 
not writs of Mr. BEKDAL,ai insigaiflcant as if out of being i alvriys others have 
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done hiBbaaineu for him. The charit; tbatputbim in ma; ooatiDns faim whera 
he ia,for ont of the CompftDj'« Sorvi-oe he msj alarro. And »»forS*N. WiiTE'a 
Sc&reGrow of tlie Camp&njt DcbU, 'tia ui appareat InipoaittOD, Dot tu term it 
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opinion of thoaa who know not 
juperetion iri the Qpgietrj to tl 
B; thia meani I could rpcoier a, lav dvbtit from tfaeae Couatrej' People, nuke 
aonie peraoDs sennblo of their infrratitnde, ftnd othere of catamii; : end am certain 
to do tbo Compsn; un ncoeptahle piece of Serrioe and to pa; 70a Bome piut of 
my obligations in eetling S' Cusar'a aoooont with the PABtiAcEa. Without it 
I fear (with grant regrott) I lanBt relj on the CompoD/'s and jour goodaeas to 
accept of the wil For the deed. 

" t am now in the Slat fear of m; age, and begin to desire a Writt of Eoae, 
after the fatigaei of near 32 years in thii Countre]'. 31 of which hai been in the 
Company'* Serrice, and 11 lince mj Diimisaion. From April SO; 16S7 to Xber 
S6th, -Its, 1 wu impriHia'd to the Town; from that time (a Uaj3th, 1690 
atruter confined to the Factory in Irona ; in — 91 clapt op again : from Ther a, 
— 9a to Jane ^ — 96, the 2i]. time fetter'd ; and then ah at np in my bouse by a goard 
from April 14, 1T02, to Jan. 23, 1TU3-4 Near ^3 yean in my beat drunnulaDcei 
I have been a Prisoner at lai^ : and can hojie for no better unleei the Campanj 
redeem me, or I myself buy my freedom ; whioh I could not doe til of Ute that 
the MooBB Blighted the conToy and aecurity papers, t signed. Such a conttnned 
■ncoeesion of (roublei in an unbealthfnl climatt makes me rather deairoua of a 
quiet Ketreat in my native Countrey, then to oontinno any longer in India (then 
ia neceaaary oa aforeiaid to serve the Company and yoo) in a banishment from 
the few Belationa aad Friends I haTe left. I hare not onely lost my Children, 
bnt al hopes of bating more 1 and to spend the Kemaina of my Life in raising a 
little money J can never here enjoy, and know not who wil poaseu, I think ia 
folly. Therefore neit to my deaire of Reinstntement, a liberty to leare it would 
be welcome, as soon as I can with bonoor, anil no inoonreniflnco to my Haater'a 
aflitira ; for ao I hope I may oil tbem, aioce they have regard to employ me. and 
yoD are pleased to write, ' Tbcy are *cry Kol aaaured that no Man in theae Parte 
con serre tbem ao wei.' &c. 

" 8nch an Encomium I cant pretend to ; bnt may affirm withont Tonity that if 
they phkce me iadependttnt at the head of their affairs in So katt (tbeacenaof 
action) I hope not onely to proGuro the Old Company conaidErahle (if not plenary) 
■atiafaction, but the New likewise (and both since their Cniou) tor al franda, Ao«. 
baa been imposed on them. In each case (if not too late) I deeire Sir M. Wim 
may not be diicharged by the Company, tor 'tia probable he managed his Tnut 
aa much to their loas as was Sr. Wh. NuRRicE'a Smbaaey. 'Tia strange Ur. 
AiHLABiE (or ratberthe Captain of the Guarda} wreated the OoTemment from 
S' N. Waite and confined him on miaprigion of fonl crimes (aa 1 heard) and 
examined not his pnpera to proio it, or at least sent them not to the Company. 
He was reported to lament hie condition a£ lost and ondono, and to beg pilty for 
his wife and ehildren : which I presume might rather more Mr. AiSLABiRto 
aearch into the reaaon of it (if not known) then pass it oTer in that manner.

■' That the Compati]' have been wronged bj their Brokers is induhitabia i and 
'tis a> certain that 'tnil appear by their bDokce and other MercWitB ocmunts oE 
goads bought in the same place, and Bttbesama time their inTestments have been 
made, and by those with whom they have bonghtand sold. But thepoiatii how 
to get thoH bookea and papers that the; mny bo compared. Then my ohaem- 
tioQB wil beof uao. Now S' pray consider, can this bo done by a Private F«raon ? 
Yon may say, BBsisted by a Cheif , it may . . . . " 
iCaelera dtsvnt.) 

Here we must abruptly terminale our article in connection with Sir 
John Gayer ; leaving it like the atory of CauibuBcan bold. Foesibly, 
when the papers of the yeara succeeding 1709 are jiut in order we may 
learn what, came of the respectable and unlucky man.' 1 know only 
that he died before 1716. For under 22ud August in that year, in the 
Cvurt Buolc, Sir Matthew Decker makes a communication on arbitra- 
tion regarding settlement of acconuts between the Company aud Lady 
Gayer, Sir John's widow and e: 



GOLD5BOROUGH, Sir JOHN, lliie sea-captAioismeotJoucdhy 
Hedges at pp. 17G, 177, 179; and aeain at p. i\)\. 

Hia first mention in the reeords is in Cunrl Buuk, 2ud July lfi7o : 

"Captain John Ooldsborouoh, being returned from India on the ship 
Talcm, Thia day bnmbly presented his serriee to the Company." 

It appears from Conrt Bonk- of llth February 1673.-1. that the Fakoii 
was to sail for India on the 25th ; so we may presume thus far to carry 
back our history of Captain Gulilaboroogh, though no captain's uauie 
is then given. 

We rend, in Court Book; under 6th August 1675 : 

" S' Matheit AnIibewes renewing a former proposal made byhimielf and 
Othsn, late Ownen of the Anlelope, for building a new 'J Deck Ship for C. 
GoLDSBO&ODOH, npoD the terme of enconrkgement given to others ; And npon 
reading an order of the Court of 2d. of Jnly last, whereby it was declared that 
the owners of the Fretident and Antalopa shaU have the preference in huildmg 
the two Gral Ships that shall be entertained to serve the Company, so as C. 
Hide and C. QouiauiiBOuau have the oorn'ond of them, It is ordered that in 
case the said Owners shall build two new 3 Deok Ships for the service of the 
Company of snoh dimensions as tbe Committees for shipping shall direct, to be 
ready to set sail from Qbatesend by the '2Dth November IGTfl, that the same 
■hall be entertained into the Companys senice in eonrse before any other that 

' UnfortiiiiotelylliBSurntPajHirBof these ycarecnQaotbefoimd. Passagee 
in Bombay Consultations, found since the tot was in tyjie, show, under May 
2eth and Gotubcr 2Cth, 1711. timt the factory inipriaoumcut waa then past, 
but throw no light on Sir John Unycr's history.

Under 8th October following, we find the djineiisioiw of Uie int«ncl( 
Bbip« given, viz., length by the keel 103 feet, breadth at the beam 33 fc 
8 inchei ; depth 17 feet, and tbeae approved by the Coort. 

And we find, under date 17tl» Jannary 1676-7, a letter of inetmctii 
for Captain Goldsborough, coDimandar of the Btngal Merchant, aa 
new ship was calli'd, then about to sail on her fint Toyaga. 

Capt. Golilaborough is again cDreiniffiioned for a voyage vitb tb*' 
Benijul Mtrchimt, Ifith November 1083 ; and it iaon this voyage that he 
and hia ship are noticed by Hedges in the Diary, first in the Bay, and 
afterwards at Aliucat on tbe voyage to the Gulf. 

In Court's letter to Bengal of 9th June 1G$6, we read : 

"Br Captain GoLDHBoaooon (in margin, ■SangalVBrfhanf') lately arriTsd. 
we have the imweteome newes at the death of our late faithfall agent Mr. Jobh 
Beakd." 

After the death of Sir John Child, which occurred 4th February 1689. J 
90, there was for a time no officer of the Company in the position a 
supreme control which he occupied ; but beforo long, and CHpecially ii 
consequence of prolonged diBsendons at Fort St. George between tJ 
Governor, Elihu Yale, and hia Council, the Coarl re-cetabliahed tl 
control, nominating Capt. Goldsborough to hold it.' In liia fiiat com-^ 
mission, dated 10th February 1691-2, he is named their " Saperviser- 
Coiuiuissary- General, and Chief- Governor", and a year later their 
" Cnptai a -General and Commander-in-Chief (aee extracts following 
from Commissionii). . 

Just before the date of bia first commission he was knighted (8tb A 
February 169t-2). He sailed in March, and arrived at Fort St. Qeorga^

During a long Hlaj at Madras the Commiasary- General eeema to hsve 
lieen much occupied with the iavcst-lgation of mutual accusatioiia 
betwe.!D the kte Guvernor Eliha Yale, aud those who had bpeu hia 
Council. 

In June Sir John went down to Fort St, David, and after aomeBtay 
there returned by land to Madras (lUh .Inly 1693), and on the 2yth 
embarked for the Bay, leflving Lady GoldBborongb, who had accoui- 
pHDied him from Enghtnd, at the Fort. 

Of bis proceediugs at Chat.inati, of tho indilferenC report he kft 
behind him of tbe momory of Job Cbaruoch and the character of bis 
colleaguee, we have quoted particulars on earlier pages (xci-xcili). 

In the collection of his papers on this tour is a letter to the Habob 
Ibrahim Klian, in which Sir John slylce himself " Commissary Genenvll 
and Chief Govemour of the Rt. 11. English East Iniiu Companys 
Affaires in all Iheae Easlem Parts, Sept. 6, 1693." lu forwarding thie 
letter to Ur. Eyres at Uacca, for delivery to tbe Nabob, Sir John

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His name ib not to be found in Courthope'B printed List of Knighte ; 
■nd he is csHed Captain Grantham in the records until that of 18th 
July 1683 ; but, u we shall see, he claima to have been knighted by 
King Churks at Depttord, 8th July 1682 3. 

The following particulars of hia early history hflTB been obtained 
since the present article was firBt pat iu type. 

Sir Thomas was the son of Mr. Thomas Grantham of EESdiTEii, 
ali/u BrRKCESTER in Oxfordshire, who loet his life on the King's 
Bide during the Biege of OTford in 1645. The father of this gentleman 
was Richard Grastham, olaiming descent from the ancient family of 
that name in Lintolnshire. 

Thosiab Grantham (the younger) was appointed by a commission 
from Sir William Berkeley, Governor and Cap lain -Gen end of ViR- 
«1NIA, dBt«d 20tb April 1673, admiral of a fleet of twenty-five sail of 
merchantmen bound for ENiiLAND, during the war with Holland, and 
convoyed them safely. Returning to ViRniNiA (167G) in command of 
the Concoril, vessel of 600 tons, carrying thirty-two guns and forty to 
fifty men, he found :

The first destination of Sir T. Grantliani and Iilb ship was to the 
Peniaa Gulf, to try to enforce the Company's cUimB ngain at Persia, 
for the halt revenue of the customs of Goiuliroon, whiuh had been 
assigned to them by Shah AbbiH tor their aid in the capture of Ormus. 

But in the meantime, aa we sbouM explain, in Augnat 16)43 the 
Dutch in Java had t^kea part with the siii of the King of Bantam in a 
rebellion against the lattiT, driving bim from Bantam and other sea- 
ports. The joung King hod liiken posaeaaion of the English Compauj'a 
buildings there, causing gr. at loss to thern of property, prestige, and 
commercinl poeition. This led King Charlesand ihe Company together 
to determine at first on the diapntcb of an armament to Bantam to 
restore the King and recover the English position.

ThiB was the original object of bia comraisgion. But {ireaent circuia- 
sUncai rendered il neceHaar; that he shoald go first to St. Helena, to 
make over aoldiers and other matters, and then sail to an appointed 
reiidexvouB in the Straits of Sunda, where he would meet other ahipa. 
If Sir John Wettwaug vas present, Grantham was to be Vice-Admir&l, 
Bud if Sir John was not present. Admiral.' 

After Grantham had Bailed (as it would seem) an arrangement forth* 
retrtoratioQ of the old King of Bantam was come to between the Dutch 
and the Eogliah at home, and hence iimler 9th October 1G83 there ii 
a letter, from a Secret Committee, sent to calcb Grantham at St. Helena 
with orders to go straight to Feraia, as in the first part of the original 
commission. This missed him, liowever, and he went on to the Straits 
of Sunda, eipecting to meet, at the rendezvous there, Sir John Welt- 
Wang's squadron, which again, in consequence of the arrangenienl just 
mentioned, was not dispatched.

At their arrivall 
there they sent their detnannds to the Kidk and he returned them an answer, 
bat not to their Satisfaction. They sent the Second (yme but bod received uoe 
answer, upon which they have falne npon Some of his ffortificatiooe, token three 
Sorts and declared open War with him. 

"I am afraid I shall be too late at that place to doe yon service at this iuaatnre> 
though t am well fitted for it and [Ood be thanked) have a hualthfull Company. 
I will loose noe oppertunity. till I adiise witb jonr Agent who I heare is well 
and at Ooubbooni. If noetbing can be done I will immediately Saylo for 
BoMBlT, when I wilt endeavonr to aerre yoa, bnt shaU bo glad to see all things 
Settled, and Kigwin hanged.

Bat befoie I was randy to goe he sent hii owae Barge with two of the Lordi with 
a fnrther inTitation, and to CDOdact ms to him. That day I waited on him 
asboaro, where I wu rccoiTed with a]l the kindaea aad graudenr tho place oould 
afford, and continnod »ae uotill my Departure from thence, with (heir great 
joy of the oertaiuety of a Peoee betirixt tbe two Companies, an hundred tymea 
drinking proiiperity to both. 

" HaTeiug un oppertunity to conierBe with eome EsoLlSHltliN I fannd tberr. 
they did assure me that my comeiiig there bad made sno)i a broil amoBg all the 
inbabitautii, by pressing men, calling all tbeir soliUere from all their Inland 
fforta, taking mont of their great OuDS from the Caitle walls, and all too 
little to fumieh ont tho eleaTSn sayle of ships, that tbe Inhabitants of tbe 
City were ready to mutiny and told tbe Qcnerall that sinoe he had weakened 
the Castle and the Towne Soe muoh that if tbe English beats their ehipa 
Towne, they vrould not fight to defcod it, but deliier it 
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"1 cannot eipreaa in writing what 1 beanl in relation to their feares, and what 
I found in the like to their kindnes und cirility. which I received, and neither 
could 1 believe there had been iuch a. mugnificent Pallace and Citty in that part 
of the World.' 

" I beg this may suffice until it plrasc Ooil to send me amongat yon, at which tima 
I hope to satisfy yoo more fully, and at large, with my aesorance that I am 8'

Bight of this place, ffifteene Sayio of Ships, which pro'ed to he, the 
Svaroa of them Dutcb, who hare made War with the Eiag of Psbbia. and 
hare taken a ffort npon the said island of about fforty gQns. which is now in 
their posussion ; the other eight ships proTod to belong to tho Moome, wbicb 
were all taken from SukAt, and the MALiraiiAR Cooat, and were bound to thii 
place and Bdsbaba. oud two more they hod Sent awa; to their ffactorj ut 
BuasARA, 

" Since my arrlvall here they have taken out of the eight Boyle all goods 
belonging to any of the King of Persia's Subjects, and discharged the rest, 
which was bnt little. Oat ol the ship Siambol, Capt. BahtAii Commander, 
they tooko out eleaTen hundred and thirty Boles of SUBAT goods, as his ehiele 
mate, who was on board, informed me. 

" I do not findo any likolyhood of an agreement. All forts and Cualltg here- 
abouts, and tho said Ac* IJ) I finde to be full of SonldierH npon this occasion, 
whioh began here foure months ago. The ahipa they tooke has been in their 
possession these three moneths at least, which has spoiled all trade in these parts. 

"All your Itactors havB been gon from hence to Sfahadne about fiio 

"Sennor Toceerst, your Broaker, but pat abroad on Ue account of tho 
Uono"* Company {Forty-two bales of Ca&HAMA wool, and Four sheets of Lapis 
Tntia. 

" I Gndeing myselfo incapable tc doe yon any further Berrioo here, have token 
Fraight from beoce to Sl&at, which may -come to about ffive hundred poaDd, 
to-morrow (Qod wiUing) 1 intend to sayle towards Scbat. 

"I doe assure you I hare not lost an hour's lyme wherein I oonld doe yon 
•errice, and though by preisnting, which has happened, I hope you will accept 
tliia tor the better from him who subscribeB himself with all doe respect to be 
" Sn. Your moat foithfull and obedient Servant 

"THO: QrAHTHAII." 

It seems rather a lame account of matters, but we apprelieml that 
tlie ComiAnir had given the admiral a vague and impracticable comuis- 
«oa with regard to Persia.* It was on Grantham's return from this

We now come in contact with an episode of Anglo-lDdian histonr f&r 
too interesting and complete to be dealt with now in detail ; I mean 
the revolt from the Company's autlioritj of the garrison of Bombay in 
IGSS-Sl. We can only deal with it in connection with the important 
part plHyed by Sir Hjomas Grantham in bringing it to a peaceful close. 

The coet of the fortifications and of the establish ui cuts at Bombay 
had led the Court toenforce meaeuri.'s of extreme retrenchment, directed 
especially towards the reduction of the pay and privileges of the 
garrison, and dvpreciation of thu position and prospects of the officers. 
The Commander of the troops, consisting of two companies of Eughsh 
infantry and SOO tvpiuies, or Isda'Portugueae soldiem, was Captain 
RIcliard Kt^gwin, a man of resolute character, who bad been formerly 
Governor of St. Helena, and who had various personal causes of discon- 
tent. On tbe 27th December 1683, this uBa,aB8isted by other officers, 
seized Mr. Ward, the Deputy-Governor and brother-in-law of Mr. John 
Child, with such Members of Council as adhered to him, assembled the 
troops and militia, proclaimed the Company's authority at on end, and 
declared the Island to be subject only to the King. Tbe garrison and 
the inhabitants of the Island elected Keigwin to be Governor, ofllcerB 
were appointed to the companies, and others to various posts of adminis- 
tration. Tlie rebels also took pocsession of tlie Company's Ship littani, 
and of the l/anler frigate, which had on board 60,000 or 60,000 Rs. for 
the Company's investments at Karwar. Letters were written by Keig- 
win ta King Charles and tbe Duke of York, alleging causes for bis 
action, and expressing his deteFmination to hold the Island for His 
Majesty till his pleasure should be known. 

Kejgwin is said to have conducted bis Qsnrped government oa 
honestly and judiciously as any lawful governor.' 

The news of this came long after Sir '1'. Grantham liad left England. 
The King ordered the Court to appoint a secret committee of inquiry ; 
and on their report His Majesty sent a mandate under his sign manual 
to Kcigwtn, requiring him to deliver up the island, and offering a general 
pardon to all but tlio ringlea^lera. Mr. (soon afterwords Sir John) 

by ms in tha corrcapondencc \ nor h^a Bruce, in Ixifl Anaatt, iodicated any- 
thing of the kind, ^nd it 18 quit« uncurrotKirBtcil by (I might Bay, flally , 
iuL-uDsiatent with) the Admitul'i onm reports at the time.

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Child, the President of Surat, wa» naiued Adinirn! and Cnptnin-Geiieriil 
of the Compsnj's forces, and Sir Thoniaa Grantlmni, Vice- Admiral ; 
Cftptain Tyrrei, witli H.M.'s ship I'hmiix, was also to proce«d to lodia, 
and aid in the reduction of Bombay.' 

Sir T. Grantham, returning from fbe Gulf, readied Surat on IGlh 
October 1684 ; and afWir cousultation with I'ruaident Child and Dr. St. 
Johu, who had rt-cently come out as judge of an Admiralty Court, it 
was decided that Sir Thomas iliould proceed to Bombay. He left 
Swally 3Uth October, and arriTcd in Bombay 3rd November. 1 have 
now said enough to introduce his own story ; 

Extract of Letter from Sir T. Gramtuau to iht Comjtauy, from 
B0MB.1Y Fort, December 8th, 1681.' 

" When the President came thither (to Swallt)' . . . . ba contDlled with me 
concemiu? Bombay. I beg'd hia libert; tlmt I might Bajle for that place, Bud 
that he would give me my liberty at large to what I shoald transoFt either bj 
Hostile meanea or oCtemayea ; which he eooeentpd to. I utylod from Swallt 
the 3Uth day of October, and arriied in Sohbay Bond the 3d of NoTembcr. 
The nent motuing 1 went aehore at the cotumoo lAadicg place Dearo the Sort, 
where ScTcratl Sooldiers and some Offiaera met me. 1 ask'd them nhore Cjpt. 
EBlaniK was ; they told me hia Honour was in the Fort, and a-iked me my 
Dune, which I told them. Th«y desired me to walk joto the Fort, which I did. 
They coadueted me ap Stai res where Cupt KatowiN met me at ths Stuirea 
head. Sy thia I sbull gite you noe farther account of my tranaiuitiona, but on 
Mnnday the TeDth 1 aigned them a Genei^l Pardoo upon termes pnipoaed by 
me 1 BpoD which I persuaded Keiowin and Some officers to dohrer me ths 
twclre Bags of Gold taken oat at the Ship Reluma, whioh they did, and I 
prirately oonTcyud it on l>oard. The neit day, beinft Tneaday the lltb, I gott 
poasesBion, but kept it but ooe night. The morrow foUoninE the 9on1dieni and 
Officers were all called together within llie (tort, and drew np with their Armoa, 
being abont 30u, beaidea what waa at Mauih and the other ont guards, in all 
Bbont 300. Capt. KEtawiN and my Selfa reade Some PropoaaJla to them, bnt 
instead of complying they shut the gates on me, biss'd and broke ont with 
Shonting Noe Ooi'ernDr but Ktigtrin, and it he wonld not hold they woold Con- 
Grme another. And had not the Proridenoa of God Almighty prevented it, I 
bad been baaeiy and cowardly morder'd. For one Hakwood, a Soaldier, with 
B Pistol laden with a brace of Bntleta, in the Crowd jiut by me, presented it to 
my baeke, bst one Hinrt Fletcbeb a Capt. of theira, being next to mc, 
■onng the some in the moment caught hold of it and preTcntel the Bogae of 
hia deaigno. As soone as it was darke and the mad hnmor aomowhat oner, I gelt 
out and went on board, where I ataycd nntill Wednesday the lt>th following, but

The President sent the Jnd|ni 
to ma by Capt. Ledger in the Sampson \ npou »hich 1 BUmmon'd all tbe officers 
and inhabitants to come to the Court house and from the Sort my Sbtfo with 
many otbor Gentlemea attended him to tbe Court all the way Halkeing with a 
good Guard, and my Trumpets Bonading before me ; nhere 1 ordered one of the 
officers to reade bis CommiBsion, ohlcb done I mode some short Speech to the 
people, and ordered the Caumission to be held up to the sight of tbem all, and 
then 1 asked them if tbey did belieie it to be his Majestiei brood Seale and Cooi- 
miuion, aesnreing them it was soe ; many answerod tbey did belieie it, upoa 
wbioh I lieae ont of the Chaire, and told them in honour to his most Saored 
MajesUce Commiasion and that worthy Person the Jadge, I delirered him the 
Chaire of Jostioe, and aeati^ him in it, which Ood grant be may performe, then 
the Judge made a sbort speech to them, and I dismissed them for the present, 
inrlteing all the Chiefs, both Enolibh and PonTDOttESB to a pnblioke dinner, 
which I had ordered at the Marshall's house, neare to the ffort ; whereat dinner 
I began his Majesties health, with SI Oam from tbe ffort, the Queen's with 19, 
the Duke of Yoike's with 17, Prince George's iritb 1.'^, and the Hon"' Companiei 
with 15. Tbey all being well aatisSod, and in Peace, which God grant may oon- 

" The NalhaniiU arriied here the 2d jnat. sent here by the President with Mr.

Sir Thomas Grantham's letter juat tranecribed hae given an ouilioo 
of the whole history of the surrender of the rebels. It teniiiiiat^l a 
moat uniileasant episode, io a way which certainly at first starLlcs by its 
clemoDcy, and was, as we shall aee, regarc]ed with no cordial feelio^ by 
the President and Council at Surat. But the result entirely juBlified 
the worthy sailor in his firm but most patient and temperate handling 
of the difficulty ; for none of the ill cansequencee ensutd whicli Presi- 
dent Child anticipated from this mercliul conclusion. 

I shall now give some of the documents illuatratirg the details of 
the story. 

Extract of a lelttr from thr Presideot uid Council at SoRAT (Mr. 
Child and Mr. Zinzan) lo ihe Court, dated Swallt Marine, 
29th Novr. 1C84': 

" Your Ship ClmrUs the Second came to us the 16t!i put month, a healthfull 
Ship's CampuDj, lost but few mpn in the tcsrme of her TojngoB . . . . in tho 
Qotph oE Persia Bhoe (oand ID Dutch Shipi, Lbe fleets thej hod (sent) oeainat 
the King of FekbiA, the Commodore one Casbeuubooe.

HgaiUL- open demand. At laat oonaenlcd and deliaered mee 2 bnggs of Qonld aa 
be aaid woe ahont S-tOif protcBting to me that wu all bia ttore. I gladly put it 
into my pockett, it bring seated, and then thought I hod him fast, adrislnghiiB 
to gett a paper writt for tbe willing HouldierB to aigne lo : and that would brinx 
on the rp8t, which tooke good elect. What my coion did wna hy my order to tel 
the aonlders pi-ivatly 1 had gott all the Returtie uiony on lioard, in hope to make 
the difTeronee wider between them and tbdr officers, whereby I might hare rome 
siWautage which I believe icatbned a upeeiUarcomplyancethan would haTolHiui 
for they begun to be afraid of oae another." 

Tliia ia followed by a lengthy paper of propoada, apparentiy th»t 
submitted by Keigwin for Sir Thomu'H acceptnnce, which the former 
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refers to in his letters last transcribed (Novr. 16th). They are in a 
fine clerk's hand, and from their quasi-legal rigmarole, apparently drawn 
by some one who had been a lawyer's clerk. I give only a sample*: 

" Propositions, 

** Made by Capt : BichabdKeigwin the President^GoverDOur of Bombay 
and all the Commission officers with all Other Officers and Souldiers of the said 
Island unto S' Thomas Grantham Kn<: being folly empowered by the Presi- 
dent and Councell at Surratt to make an amicable agreement with the said 
Govemonr for the Surrender of the Fort and Island Bombay : 

** Imprimis. That the said Goyemoar and Persons aforesaid and every one 
of them their Heires Executors and Administrators bee for ever indemnified for 
all and all manner of mutinies and all Acts whatsoever relating to the late Bevolu- 
tion made on this Island on the 27th of December 1683, or at any time untill the 
Sorender of the Island unto S' Thomas Grantham and that action so done on 
the 27tb day of Decembef aforesaid although it shall be Deemed Treason or 
otherwise, yitt notwithstanding that it wholly be pardoned to them the said 
Govemonr &ca. their Heires Executors and Administrators, and that the said 
action be forgiven and buried in Oblivion and never to be prosecuted by the 
honourable Eng*: Et: India Company, their Successors and Servants whatever." 

(Here follow other articles, making 13 in all, concluding thus) : 

" Lastly that these articles after they are signed to and possession of the 
premises given to S' Thomas Grantham and registered in this Court of Judica- 
ture that it may remaine on record for the Benefitt of any person that may bre 
hereafter molested and that upon pleading these articles it may be a Barr 
against any suite whatsoever and that there be no further proceedings on that 
action in any other Court of Judicature in England or on this Island." 

" Gentlemen. The above mentioned Propositions I accept of and declare 
upon my faith my honour and all that is sacred and good nnto mee to see them 
performed according to the true meaning and intent of them to all the Officers 
and Inhabitants of Bombay. Witness my hand and seall this Eighteenth day of 
December^ 1684 in Bombay ffort. 

*' Signed Sealed and Del** in the Presence of us . . . ." 

I do not feel quite certain of the place for this next letter, as the date 
has been torn, but I imagine it comes in this order, and should bear 
17th or 18th November:

(The letter giTCB a narrative of Sir T. Grantham"* proceedinga, which 

up to his escape from the Fort, after its first cession to liim, contains 

nothing additional. It goes on]; 

" 9r. TaoKAS got as privatly ont oC the ffort sa he oonld and went on board 
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his Ship, where upon Cotmiilen

In thU inler- 
riew (P internU') the Sonldiers were ffed with Licqaora by some diiaffeetod Persona 
that they might be tho more easely penwadedtoContinue in rebellion, which held 
till the IBthNoTember.threatning tokiUall those that sbonld offer to surrender; 
all which time Keiqwin, ffletcher, Wileins, Suith and Sdoae did nsaall 
endeanon poeaible to perswade them to a peaceable surrender, which they com- 
pljed with the 19'* ; articklea of agreement with a pardon being sent to Br. 
TaoBAB OiUKTBAU which waa delirered bim by Capt. ThoHab Niccolls and 
were signed by him. The same day heewcot asboaie and tooke posseBaion of the 
ffort. The neit day the worsbipfull John St. Jobh, the other two com- 
manden and my Belfe went, where woe were very quietly receiued, and still con- 
tinew- The 21st Sr. TbohAb sent for those Sontdiers on board him, whoe when 
they Dame ashoare miied them amangit those beffore, putting halfe in one 
Company and halfe in another, all people being very weU eatisGod (excepting fowr 
or five which appoare Dot openly, that shall be secared on board npon the ffirit 
oHeniie, to receire tho ponisbments dew to ihem), here is one Jokes, as I am 
Informed Judge Jones Sone, that has beea a greate actor in this rebellion, and 
is still very eitravagant with his tonnge, threatening to kill Mr. Zinzah when 
ever he oomea ashore, for which and other dissatinfactions as to the Qovemment 
vre hare sent to Secure him, and hinder that general Coofnsion which may 
happen by his folly." 

Extract of a lelltr frvm Dr. John St. John (Bent out this ye>r as 
Judge of an Admiralty Court) to ihe Company. It bag no date, but 
must haTe been written in December 16S4 (0,C. Sl'Sl). 

"Tour Honours' senaats are diioontent«d here; anl in Sdrkatf.AH of 
them oomplain'd to me, as long as Yonr Hoaonrs eroditt the private informations 
and letteri of some, and displace others aooordingly, jonr interest and affaires 
will suiter in every respect ; the last indulganee your Honours made is very un well- 
come. Tho Lord Chiefe Justice Jones's' ton is a pemioiooa man on this Island, 
after the generall pardon and wee reinslcted, be doth not desist to speake the 
worst of things against yonr Hononrs : which tho' loo publiqnely don, canot be 
with safety prevented att present till the President arrivaa, and tho' all the rest 
of the infanlntiintB are overaw'd with my Commission, anything from the King 
Sounding greate, yett this man will not abstauie from his mdethand practises. 
It woonds my heart to see how yoor Honoan are serred. Wee have two Inter-

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lopen in tho rinera month noare Snrratt, but my advice in seizing thorn 
canot be exocnted, the Conianden of all yonr Ships refnae to obey the Pre- 
Rident and Selfe in that pointc, alledf^gf they have no power. There must be 
more effectnall Course taken as to this perticnlar at home .... 

" S'. Thomas Grantham is higrhly entitled to yonr Honours favour. He 
approved himselfe just, firmc, and honest to your Honours Interest. He tooke 
Terry g^reato paines in reduceing this Island^ and one time narrowly escaped heing 
killed. He is a fortunate man, and without him this Island had not been so 
ea.Hily and without any bloodshed reduced". 

There are, in the ** State-Paper-Office Documents'' in the Record 
Office, a variety of papers relating to the Bombay revolt, from the pen 
of the same Dr. John St. John. The first is written within a few days 
of his arrival from Kurope. Its fulsome laudation of President Child 
is in ludicrous contrast to the tone six mouths later, when the same 
oificial, liaviiig treated the Judge's claim cavalierly, siuks to **one 
John Child"! 

Dr. John St. Joiix to the King, dated "from Swalley Marine near 

SuRRATT this 20th of 7ber 1G84" : 

"And when upon a full information by most of your Majesties subjects here, and 
the honble. President himselfe I was satisfied and convinced that this Rebellion 
and Conspiracy att Bombay was carried on, and promoted by the Interlopers 
and thoire Agent here, the reproaches, scandalous and ignominious falsitudes 
they openly spread of your Majesty are notorious to all nations here, even tho 
very hcatheus, the pyriitical depredations, murders, and other late actions of the 
Interlopers on tho Coast of India and Gulph of Persia, are of incredible 
diahonour to your Majestic, diaparajrement of the whole English Nation and 
destruction of yonr Ley all SuV^jeets hero. ..." (with much more of the infinite 
mischief caused by those Interlopers.) 

" And all this is loss then I am inform'd by your Majesties truly loyall and 
honest Subject our Ilonble : John Child President of India, and his Councell. 
His Experience here. Him ability, judgment, conduct, true Loyalty, and zealous 
disposition for your Majesties and the English Nations concemea are to the admi- 
ration and Content of all yonr Majesties Loyall Subjects in India, and at this 
time to my ccrtaine knowledge nothing in this world woundeth his heart more 
then to See and heare how vndutifully, falsely, and maliciously the Interlopers 
asperse, represent, and vilifie your most Sacred Majestic here, who confederating 
with the present Rebells at Bombay, alleged all that your Majestic granted 
this last additionall Charter to the Honble : East India Company in considera- 
tion of a vast Summe of money ; that your Majesties Proclamation was of no 
force nor binding without an Act of Parliament ; that your Majestic could do 
nothing wiihout the same &ca, as appeared effectually by Capt. Keowin, the now 
Olivkr of the Rebells and Protector of Bombay, publiqnely asserting that yonr 
Majesties Proclamation was not binding, having an Interloper there in the har- 
bour of Bombay which he protected " etc. etc. 

" In all my lifetime I never mett with a more zealous subject of your Majes- 
ties then this Honble. John Child, ho often declares that he would Sacrifice 
vnto your Ma jostle and in your Service the last drop of his blood, he is vneasie 
and impatient to see your Majestic dishonoured and vilified by all the Bebells of 
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Bombay and Interlopers, and the more because be hatb not power or anthoritie 
to yindicate tbe same. He hath been in India vpwards of 25 yeares, and by the 
Judgment and Confession of eyery one wee never yett had and must not expect 
a man of his ability judgment and conduct. . . . and I humbly conccaye it highly 
oonoemeth your Majesties interest to preyent his leayeing India or romoyeall, 
for all our present hopes are in him alone att this distance. His troubles, cares, 
aflPronts, and Sufferings by the Interlopers are so numerous that he is weary of 
his Life, and Imploy. ... all the rest of the Rouble : Presidents Family are as 
truly Loyall and as well descrying of your Majestic, for theire greate integritie 
and loyalty as any Knott of your Majesties Subjects in India or England 
which addeth in this Juncture yerry much to my Satisfaction &ca." (!!) 

" I thought it my duty to enlarge thus. . . . because, I am an impartiall man 
.... and if for our speedy protection herein your Majestic should think fitt to 
create the President of Surratt Lord Admirall of India with power to proceed 
more effectually against Interlopers, and other pyratts and Bebells here, it will 
add to the generall Satisfaction of all your Majesties Loyall Subjects here, and 
the President will assert your Majesties Prerogatiye, and maintaine the rights 
and Properties of the Knglish Nation with equall dignity. He is the onely man 
wee haye in India fitt and qualified to regulate all with creditt and adyantago" 
etc. etc. etc. 

(This nauseating person had arrived at Surat just five days before !) 

There is also a Report by the same person, and in the same tone, 
dated 23rd Scptr. ; another letter to the King commending Sir Thomas 
Grantham, of 27th January 1C84-5; and one of the 5th February in 
like strain to the Duke of York. In the latter, however, St. John 
says : 

" There hath been many irregular things done here by some of the Companys 
Scryants, and Strange provocation given. Tbe like of the future I will study to 
prevent. I will not bo wanting to my duty in forwarding to your Boyal High- 
ness my impartiall Judgment of all things in Asia." 

Things are much changed when we get to the month of May (10) 
1685, when we have a letter of the Judge's to Sir Leoline Jenkins, 
Secretary of State, in which he requests the lattt^rs protection against 
President Child, who has deprived him of the oilice of Judge of 
Bombay ! 

*' I am to acqnainte you that I arrived here the 3d of 7ber: SI in good health, 
and finding tbe Fort and Inland Bombat in a revolution, Sr : Tuomas Gran- 
tham and my Selfe (!) successfully reduced the same and reinstated the Com- 
panys Servants after nine monthes banishment. After all thus settled att my owne 
proper cxpences four months, Sr : Tho : was no sooner gon then the President, 
one John Child, contrary to my contract in England and repeated assurances 
from him selfe, disposed of the Judicature at Bombay, and gave his Commission 
to another altogether incapable,^ having never studied any law or learning ; 
but this is not all, they refused to pay me a penny of my Sallary, tho' I have

Tliia important matter accomplislied, Sir Thuinas Grantham, after I 
revisitiDg Surat, departed in his ship Charlen the Second for Eugland, i 
where he arrived in July 1GS5. On his arrival at Falmonth, be 
wanted the following to the King — viz., Jatuea II, who had sacceedod 
id the Fobraary preceding : 

"July 34th 1685.' 

■' May it pleasD joar moat Sacred Majesty. 

" 1 humbly prnume to con^ratnlate your MAJESTxes prosperity and good 
■ucoeaa Bffainst tbooe wicked Kebali which endeavoured to violate yonr moit 
Sacred Majesties just Bight. 

" On the 21at Instant oiF of Faluouth I happily mett with Capt. Davib and 
Capt.TBKVANiONby whom! had the good newe which was the moat welcone i: 
the world to mo. I have broaght liome Capt. EeiqwiN and bop« that I han 
Aeted on Boubai Acconnt, may be well plea«eing to yODrMAJESTT,wbiofa Qod 
grant. As soone aa I arrive in the Biver I will walte on yottr Majistt and pre- 
sent a Catalogne of all my Transaotioni in all places in my Voyage. I en 
Tonred to settle the diatractiooa on Sta Helenka bat there ia an old OliveiiaB 
Preataterian Qovemonr wbo woald not adhere to rauonable tearmes bnt it 
rather inolineable to AbingJoa Law. I have a Petition from the luhabitante of 
the Island which I shall present to yonr most Sacred Hajesty with mmus other

Ill the Hernld'8 OSice recital, which has been quoted l&rgcly before, 
we also lind a cleBcription of Sir Tliomaa'a proccedtiigB at Bombay, 
which by uo uieaos corresponds with hia owu narrative given at the 
time. It states that : 

" He, the said S' Tbdm:a3 aBAHTRAlf toy by till he had Secured or cut olt 
2S of their Ships and Vessels Uden with ProTisions or MerohandiEB, and thm 
landii^ the 22th of the Same Month of Kovembor njtb SSO men in the NiKht 
surprised the Caatle and Fort which had 1 U Peioes of Cannon mounted, Making 
himself Master thereof, nbereopon he released the aforesaid Mr. Wabd from hia 
Confinement, retrieved to the Value of 12 Thousand Pound oC the Company's 
Xraasure that had been Troacheroual; seii'd in the Ship RiCtim. and without 
the effusion of Blood roelaimed both Soldiers and Inhabitsnta to their Due obe- 
dienm by the Seasonable Offer of Indemnity. . ■ . which he afterwards pro- 
onred to be ratified on Board the C^rfet Che Second at the Hirers Montb of 
Surat, 30th Fehry. 1681-5, by the Hoaonrahle John Cuilu. sinoe created 
Baronet, President of India ^. And tlio said Sr: TaoMAB Qbantham . . . 
npnn his coming Home reoeired of the Qift of his most Gracious Sovereign and 
Master the late Eing Jaues 3 a very lalaable Gold chain and Medal, as an 
Eridenco of his favorable acceptanco of his BemarkablB Services, besides a Goa- 
sidorable Preaent from the Honorable the Eabt India Company out of their 
grnlcfall sence of his having faithfully and effeotaally discharg'd the SeTerall 
Important TrnstB Committed to his Management." 

It appears from tint aame docuraen t that Grantham held the posts of : 

"Ono of the Gentlemen Ordinary of Her Mojesty's most HoBorable Privy 
Chamber and Eaqoire for the Queen's Body at Her Boyal Coronation, in both 
wbtchStationa he likewise Served the lata King WiLLiAu and Qnoon Mart of 
gloriuB and immortal memory, Having also been one of the Directors for 
Obbbitwicb HoHriTALi. from its First Foundation." 

Sir Tbomas b described in 1711, as of liutavia House iu the Parish 
of Suiibury io the Countj of Middlesex. 11ic date of his death t huTe 
sot found.' It iH a painful conclusion to these notices of a man who

I add the following manful despatch, which was written by Capt. 
Keigwin a few years iMjfore his mutiny, after a naval action w^hich he 
fought with the Mahrattas at IIexdry Kkxdky, south of Bombay 
(O.C. 4665). 

** Wurghipfull S' and Councill : 

** I have receiyed your letters by the boates with water, by which you mention 
of onr engagement seen and heard by yon, Soe Scone as the day appeared wee see 
Sevaoeeb Armada dravm out of Nagaun, rowing up to ns alonfrst Shoare, Keep- 
ing the thoare close on board, at East a fresh land breaze. Wee riding at an Anchor 
mnskot shot of them, they rowe<l up as far as Tull jnst a brest of ns, I was 
going to send to them, but they came upon me so fast with the Wind and their 
Oars, with their Prows upon mce, firing, that I had not time, Wee not being able 
to bring a Gun to beare upon them riding with onr heads towards them. Onr 
Strength and Shibbars^ lying aft, were forced to cnt and loose onr sailes, the fight 
began about Seaven of the clock, I commanded the Shibbars and Manchnas* to 
keepc a little a head of me, and they kept so far that I had no Su<KX)nr from 
them, my Selfe and Mr. Gapes Grob" the Stem most ; what accident befell the 
latter, I know not, but ho called to me, I haled up our Mainsaile in the bralles 
for wee could Shorten no more Saile for feare of being on Shoare but A a mile 
before the Enemy was up with him his Ensigne and Topsaile was struck, the 
the rest of the iHect ran from me, Sp<>ing our selves a lone Cupt: Minohin and 
my selfc encouraged our Souldicrs and Seamen admonishing them what disgrace 
it would bo to Christians to be Prisoners to heuthons but courageously to defend, 
and fight the enemy bravely, they unanimously said they would live and dye with 
us, weo promised to show our selves forward for their cxample« we hal'd up our 
Hailet), the Enemy thinking we were as easily swallowM as the other, came up our 
hterne, with 24 Grobs, I know not how many Gal wets," I order'd onr men not to 
fire untill the word of Comand, Soe when they came within Pistol! Shot, and they 
fiudiug us mute, thrust themselves forward in their boates to enter, but wee dis- 
charged our Sterne Chase with Bound Shot and I'atridgo, and presently onr 
bluud( r busses and small shot so smartly ply'd, tliat eheckt their drumes and 
PijMis, and in halfe an hour, weo beat them from their Guns and Musjinets, and 
brought them by the Leo, Some was seen to goo downo to the bottomc, they 
wore a greate while before they could goe about, hud our Shibbars Manchnas and 
Grob stood by me, wee had secnr'd the one halfe of them, but God have given ns 
the victory, that with this small vessel! woe should defeate 40 sailo, wee presently 
tackt upon tliem and chased them into Shallow water, and they are holed againc 
in Na<jaijn, I sent for those officers on board and declared them Cowards nor can 
they make any defence for themselves, for some endeavour'd to run to Shoare, 
others they did nut know where, but they hauo promised to stand by me better

** The reliefe they have had as yet is but small. Wee want spare musqnets 
Some being split, wee want wood throughout the fleet, which is as necessary as 
water." 



GYFFORD, WILLIAM. There has been some confusion about this 
gentleman, owing to the fact that he had one or more contemponiries of 
the same surname in the Company's service. Both. Mr. Talboys 
Wheeler, and the Rev. Philip Anderson, in his interesting book, 7'he 
EufjUsh ill Wtsttrn Iinlia^ seem to identify Mr.GifFord, or Gyfford, who 
was Deputy-Governor of Bombay from 1G70-71 to 1676, with the 
gentleman of the same surname who was sent to open trade at Tonquin 
in 1672-73.* But the Deputy-Governor's Christian name was Philip, as 
Mr. Anderson knew, and as letters with his signature in the India 
Office show, and this Philip died in 1676 ; whereas the gentleman sent 
to Tonquin, identical, as his autograph proves, with the subject of 
this article, was William, and lived long beyond 1676. 

William Gyffokd was first entertained by the Company as a factor 
in December 1657.- lie appears in the Council of Fort St. George in 
1662, and his signature to a letter, dated April 11th in that year 
(O.C. 2920), identifies him with the William Gyfford who was Governor

- "At a court of Committees Iloldon the 2lHt of December 1757 after- 
nooiie : 

". . . . was read to the Court the scverall petitions for employment, vizt: 
(among If) in all) ' Wm. Gikfokd'. 

" Hut before the Court made choice of any of th(;m It was !igree<l to tten<l two 
young mi!n to reniayne at Guiney and three to Voy;ige out and home vpon such 
Ships as they shall bo appointed to ; And to perfornie such service for the 
Company as they shall reipiire, who shall give a r>on(l of 500 € a peece 
sei'urity and have i)0£ a jteeo*^ for the said voyage." (\V. (lytlbnl was one of 
lln»>*e rntnt, lined «»ii the latter terms, and was pofctetl as factor to the ship 
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of Forb St. George in the time of iklr. Hedgca I find no earlier 
mention of him, which shows that in or before 1653' he had been mnt 
to tbe Arcbipelago, or the South Sea, as it vas termed st the India 
House in those dajB. A letter of his. as 2d. of Conncil of the Fort, 
to the Agent there, dated Jane 6, 1G63, shows th&t he then denred to 
return home.' 

"Too may jileue to remember that in the Honoarable Compsny'l Ift- 
•truotioni irhioh you branght out along with yon, you liaTe iu charge the 
eiamiuation couceraiug my two Uaccas&ab TOyages, wherennto I returned 
you my Answer in writeing. and wai thereby at a generall CaoBnltaticin 
in MirTCHi.«PATAB the 2Mh ot October 1662 by yon cleared and enordereJ to 
take upon me tbe Seoonds place in Port Bt. Georoi whiah bitherto I baTS 
willingly performed, but my tyme being now almost eipired, and my enoonnge- 
ment bob small, I thought it conreuient to giieyoor Worap ! Aoa! notice of my 
Intentiona home ; that in the mean tyme you might bee thinking of >ome one to 
supply my place, which hope you bee pleaded to take beade of. and discharge 
mea, as alaoe to Lyoenoo my retoume to my Native Countrey aceording to ntj 
desire, that I may be proridiag [or the eame in tyme. 

"But notwithstanding the aboTe written, if your Worp : &ea: are not st 
present furnished with a person fitt for this employment (though presume yon 
are witb enough) and that mj Service therein may bee esteemed by you obso- 
lutoly uMBSBary, I shall bee very willing to doe my best endeavonrs mtill yon 
shall bee provided, being resolved that my Hono*" Mastera Affaires ihali not 
infFer by any omiseiou of mine, humbly acknowledging my selfo to bee theirs and 
yonrs," etc. 

I presume that the Agent used strong persuasion, but in anjcoaeMr. 
Oyfford con^nned to hold his place in the Council till the beginning of 
1665. The last letter to the Court, signed by him, that I have found, 
is dated 12th Jan. 1661 (ie., 1665). The hot dissensiona between 
the Agent, Sir Edward Wint«r, and some members of bis Council, 
which ended in anch an eitraordinary episode, were in full blase, aud 
Oyfford is spoken of in the letters written by the Agent and those who 
adhered to him, as trying hard, though vainly, to bring about reconcilia- 
tion between Winter and his adversaries, of whom the leader was 
WiLLiAU Je.^k^ev. These had only, it is represented, drawn Jeaisey's 
hostility upon Gylford himself. Gyfford apparently left in January 
1665, and the Winter episode did not calminate till June. It will be 
found noticed under SAMnROOKE.

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After Piix and s half years Mr. Gjfford again tried his fortunes id the 
Eiwt. UiiJer 2lBt Sept, 1(171, we iiud the following notices reganJing 
hia re -appointment to the Company's service: 

In Court Book, 7th June 1C71: 

"The OarenioaT acqiuuntuiK the Court that Mr. B a tuis cannot proceed in 
the Companj'B Sorrico, Ttioy took conaidsrotion of the nst of the Factors 
mbeaAj choaen, And reiolred that Mr. William QltroaD be lecommended 
to the Agcat and Councel to be emplojcd M Chief in one of the Factories to be 
lettled at Tunijitebn or FoEuoaA." 

AdcI under 30th June : 

" The Coart now proceeded to the placing of the Foetora and Writors formerly 
elected, and to the eatabliahing of th^ Salaries, which are appointed m 
folloneth viit :

"SmoN Dkltoe, 120.£ „

Under 23rd August :

Wo find also a letter from the Court to Bantam (the Council of 
which was set over all the Settlenients in the farther East), in which 
lueiition is madt: of Factors engaged, and among others, of " Mr, 
Wm. Gyffokd at 120i: per annum to be cheife in our (factory of Ton- 
quuene". Also that during his stay at Bantam he was to be of tho 
Council there.' 

There is in the records (O.C. 3708) an immensely long letter from 
Tonqnin, dated 7th Dec. 1G72, signed by W, G«-fori>, Thom: Jamks, 
and N. Waite." The letter extends to 31 closely written pages, giving 

' Of Mr. SoJnuel Barrun, entertained ae a factor at the some time fu QyObrd, 
we Gntl the followiug unuonsciousiy comic account in the Court's letter : 

•' We have enterloined Hr. HaMVBLL BaBBOH .... intimded Second for 
Japon, whoe informed us that hs was borne at Toxqukkne, Hie Grandfather 
by the Father's Side a Scotohhah, His Father a DUTCHMAN, And bis Mother 
of the race of the Fobtdoalls ; hath bin in the Dutch serviee, well acquainted 
with TojnjuKKBB, TrwAN, Japoh, and Cbina." 

Many years later the Court write to Fart St. Qoorge regarding this poly- 
phyltion peraonage (9 June 1SS6): 

" Mr. Samcbl Bakron ia no servant of ouni but a Deserter, the history 
whereof ia too long to tell you . . . ." 

■ Thie gentleman was afterwards Ag«nt at Bantam, and dismisiiud by the 
Court. Like many others of their dismissed servants he took service with 
the Kew (or Eugli«h i Company, and in 1609, as Sir Nicholss Wnite, became 
the President and Consul of that Company at Surat. where his intemperate 
folly mads much mischief. (See under Qateb.) 
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an account of their dealings with the Government, and of the details 
and prospects of trade at Touquin. We may take a sample : 

" Now your Honours haTO hod somo prospect of this trade, We presume you 
will conclude' to prosecute it notwithstanding the trouble and the great expences 
we have from the Courte, because of the great gaine that in some short tyme 
your honours will find comeing in by it ; butt this King must be pleased. There 
is as much Season to obliedge- him as the Emperor of Japon, for we believe he is 
as proude ; and if he should know that your honours wrote to Japon and not to 
him, he would never permitt us to setle here. He looks upon Japon to be a 
Small Countrey in respect of his, and will not believe to the contrary. He is 
now gone to Warr with 800,000 men against CoACitiN Chtna'* .... 

Further on they give a detail of presents tliat should be sent out for 
the King and others. Some of these are : 

** Hatts of broadest sort, 20, to give away as we see occasion. 

" Ten dozen quart botles of Sweet Mallaqo wine to give away .... 

** A young Lyon if to be gott, or otherwise a Lyons skin .... 

" Tulip roots and eminies (anemones r) .... 

" An Eagle and a few Turkics .... 

" Allablaster ffigures of Venice. 

** Two or three Shock DoggB very small ....** 

AVhilst in this post Gyfford fell under the Court's animadversion and 
was removed, as 1 find from the following entry in the Court Book, 4th 
November 1075 : 

** We find how the Agent Mr. Gipford and Mr. James have drove a greater 
trade in Cullicooa for Tonquin then the Company ; fFor which cause the Com- 
mittees are of opinion Mr. Gyllbrd be removed aa Chief, and sent for home, and 
Mr. Benjamin Sankkr be Chief of Tunkin." 

About a year later the fault is condoned, Court Book, 20th October 
1C7G: 

"The Committees having seen a Journal] of Mr. Giffokds and Counccll 
lately come to their hands, giving a large accompt of all transactions at Ton- 
guKEN, relateiug to the commerce of those parts. They thereupon offer it as 
their opinion That Mr. Giffokd bo continued Chiefe at Tonquekn (provided 
that he forbear private Trade)." 

GvFFDUi), however, came home, for in (\>urt Book, 22nd February 
1C77-8, we lind : 

** The Committees to whom the bnsines of Mr. W" Gyffobd was referred, 
reporting that they found ho had an interest in peeces of CuUicoc in 

private trade from Bantam to Tonquin, and he toeing called in alledged that 
he apprehended the sumo had been permitted .... On consideration thereof 
had. It appearing that his trading in the said Callicocs was before the prohibi-

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tion made in 1C71. and that his only neglect was in not Bcgfistoringf the same 
according to order ; and in regard of his great SafFering by the Warr and other- 
wise, while he was in the Companys service at Tonqdin, The Conrt were pleased 
to remit the stated damages dae on the said Callicoes, and ordered that his Acct. 
of Salary be made np to the time of his arriving home from Bantam." 

22nd March 1674-8. His security bonds onlered to be delivered to 
bo cancelled. And not quite three years later (3rd Novr. 1680) he is again 
entertained to join the Council at Fort St. George ; 8th Deer., elected 
Agent there ; and 29th Deer, he is formally nominated to supersede 
Streynsham Master as Agent and Governor at Fort St. George. Whilst 
holding that office he proceeded, under orders from home, in 1684, to 
relieve Hedges of his authority in Bengal. (See Diary^ pp. V^(S sct/q.) 

OyfFord in turn found himself entered once more in the Court's 
black books. Some example of the language which they applied to 
him has been given already {supra^ p. xx, note) ; and here is another 
specimen : 

** Yon allmost tire us oat with writeing so mnch and so often on the Same 
Subject, and at best yon make ns loose a year or two Bevenne, before you put 
onr order into effcctnall execution, which was the fatall orrour of that heavy 
President Gyfford.** {Court to the Forty 22 Jany. 168 J.) 

I have not found in the records any dispatch from the Court super- 
seding Mr. Gyfford, but the order appears in The Compai}i/''s Commis- 
sioji for EstdhlishiiKj of the Presuhnt and Council ({/FoRT St. Geokge, 
dated 22nd October 1686, and sent *' on the Benfjall via Suratt." 

This, after rehearsing how the Court ** appoints Sir John Child 
Barronett to be our Captaine Generall, Admirall, and Commander in 
Chief of all our land and sea forces and Govern our of our island of 

i5ombay, City of Madra8.s. and Fort St. George," etc., etc "and 

next under the Miid Sir John Chilp our Generall, The said Elihu 
Yalk to be Pre,«i<lent of and for all our affaires on the Coast of Choro- 
mandell and Bay of Bengali'' .... Then goes on to declare : 

" And we do hereby revoke, annull, repeal and make Void the Commission by 
ns granted under our larger Seal, unto WiLLii^M Gtffobd Esq. bearing date 
the 29 December 1080," etc., etc. 

Mr. Talboys Wheeler also gives the following extracts from the 
Minutes of Council surviving at Madras : 

*' Saturday 23 July, 1687. This evening late the box of Letters etc. from the 
Right Honb'* Company per the Williamson^ was brought on shore and deferred 
till Monday to bo perused. 

*' Monday 25 July. The General Letters and Commission from the Eight 
Hon^'*" Company were perused, and the President finding by said Commission that 
Eliiiu Yale Ksq. was constituted President, and President Gyfford's Com- 
misHion revoked, he delivered up his charge, which with President Gyfford's 
best wishes for all good success and prosperity to the Bight Honble. Company's

Compan; da still retain a good esteem and reapeot for him 
and hia Berriceg, yet in obedience to their Honoore' orders we oannot preannie to 
oontinno that churga ; and Pnwident GrrroBD desiring to oionse bis coming lo 
the Fort, and to continae at the Garden during bia short stay in India,— it is 
thonght fit and ordered to bo olloned him Pasod'i6 25 per month for his diet 
while here, with a suitable nnmber of Peons and other Benants."^

HARVEY (or HERVEY), SAMUEL. Nominated Fnctor 13th 
Oct. I(i70, and arrived in 1671. There is a letter from him in the recorda, 
written from Hilgll tti Richarrt Edwjirda at K,'iaimbili«dr, dated March 6, 
1673-4 (O.C. 3943). Chief at Dacca in l(i79, when the correspondence 
ebows him under pretty fr<?quent saHpiuion and censure, and he corner 
under the Court's animadversion in their letter to Bengal of 'M Sept. 
1682, aa 

" perhaps not altogether innocent, bat they are willing to beliere the beet of 
bim, beoaoee he waa nerer guilt} of that treaeherooa and unpardonable sin of 
compIiancB with intarlopara". 

In their letter to Bengal of 18 Nov. 1681, they order the diamiaaal of 
Byani, Harvey, and Nedham. But, as regards the first two, this wm 
certainly not carried out, and iudeed, in a letter of 25 Jan. Bucceeding, 
the Court say i 

" In cooaeqiience of a letter receired from Mr. Sauuel Habvet ; It i> 
ordered that the said Mr. HabVeT be remored from Decca. and that bo be 
appointed chief at Matilda, and fourth of the Conncill of the Bat". 

He was transferred accordingly by Hedges, but took his departure 
from Dacca apparently with great reluctance. Hedges, whom auy stick 
was handy to beat, vras blamed by the Court for treating Harvey with 
harahiicHS or siupicion. But nftcr Harvey's death, which must have 
occurred iu the first halt of 1683 (see p. 152), wc find exceedingly dis- 
psragiog refereiicee to bim in the Court's letters, r.i/ , in one to Bengal 
ot 2nd Deo. 1687 : 

"Yon did exceediDKlf well in charging those bad debta at Dacca, whioh were 
occasioned by Mr. EabVeT'h gameing, to hie Mvount, and if yoo da jostl; 
discharge jonr Datyei, we aappose yon t*ill find more ot tbst kind both at 
Dacca end at Matlda, he being a man that did exceedingly abase thnt tmst 
and conGdmce wo reposed in him, which confidence of oiin id bim waa simply 
grounded upon his coHBtant adherenoo to Mr. ChaknocK, which we alwaic* 
found to bo the honester side of those old factious in Hknoall. and we will 
hope that we shall find him yet ao bonest that ho will not fail to discharge bis 
trust fnithfuUy concerning any abuses he bnowes done n>, cither by Mr. 
IlABVXT or hia auocesser Mr. PoUNasTT, or any other." 



CXCVl BtOGRAPHICAL AND OTHER ILLUSTRATlnXS : 

HEATH, Capt WM. We h&ve first heard of thiH officer aa com- 
mander of the Deffiict, in which lledgea went to India {p. 15). Uo 
was atterwarda, in 1(188, appointed by the Court to tjvke the chief direc- 
tion of the military operatioiiB against the Muhoweetan Governinent. 
HiB behaviour in this nialtur, and the atninge impatient futility of bia 
action, haa been set forth io the- Documentary History of Job Char- 
nock {fiipm, pp Ixxvii-lxixv). All besides that we know of Capt. Eenth 
is that he was a member of tha " Court of Committeea'' towardH tha 
latter days of the Uld Company, being elected in April 1G96; bnt aanext 
year he lost his election, in revenge he transferred his services to tha 
New Company, and was elected one of thi;ir Directors (firucr, iii, 353- 
354). He also took a moan advantage of his double position (being an 
owner of the ship Nrptune emjiloyed by the London Company) —lead- 
ing to the seizure of a parcel of diamonds on board that ship. This led 
to an action, which wa« given in favour of the old Company (lirare, iii, 
854). Capt. Heath and his ship Dtftncf reappear at Bencoolen, iu & 
letter from that place dated January 169U-91 ; and (as Mr. Barlow 
points out to me) Dampier in that year came home from Bencoolen 
with Capt. Heath in the Defenre. But he lost the ship eventually 
■' thro' bia priile and obstinacy'' at the galea of Johnson's wet dock at 
Blackwall, aa we learn incidentally from a peeudonynious letter quot«d 
under Sir Henry Johnson, iuur,' 



HEDGES, Dr. (afterwards Sir) CHARLES. This gentlGniftn is 
mentioned by AViilinm Hedges as one of the friends who met him at 
Kochester on his arrival from the East (p. 249), and is styled by him 
■* my cousin, Dr. HEr>.-.Ks". 

The exact relation between the two has not till now been uacertained. 
Le Neve erroneously describes Sir Charles and Sir William Hedges as 
brothers, but this had been corrected by a writer in the GtallanaiCi 
Magaziaf.'' At the same time, it is obvious, from the application to 
the Earl Marshal transcribed iu Appendix C. to the biographical notice 



' It ia but fair ta sny that Hr. Bn-rlow, a very competent judge of a waman, 
takes u more tavourahle view of Capt Heath. He writes : — " His navigation 
in 1682, when off Ceylon July 7 (see Hedges' Diary, p. 28), and judging 
himself west of the Island so correctly, though he had seen nothing unoe 
leaving St. Jaoo 125 days before, proved him hu ablu seamnD ; his loss of one 
sailor only, during a voyage of 170 days from the Downs to Bilasobb, with 
apparently mure than a fair nverage of light weather and foul winds, — indi- 
cated good management." These reimarks deserie ^ be token in modificatiMt 
of mine, at p. buvi tupra, oh to the circumstances that led to Heath's ap- \ 
pointment Ui command in IdSS.

The genealogy also in Appendix A., m extended (p. xiiiii),iihow8, 
from a communicatiou kindly furuishe^i by Mr. TbomaA Tuckey, of Cork, 
their trne relationship, vii;., tliat they were second couains. 

Charles Hedgea whs a son of Henry Hedges of Wanborough, Wilts, 
and of Margaret, daughter of R. Plejdell of Childers, Berks. He was 
& drilian (in the old technical sense), and at a later date a atateaman 
of Bome note. 

He was educat<Hl nt Magdalen Hall and College, Uxon, ; taking hia 
M.A. degree Slat May 1673, and his LL.D. 26th June 1675. In 1686 
he was appointed Chancellor and Vi-car- General of Hochester, and in 
1689 Judge of the High Court of Aduiiralty. He was knighted in 
June 1689. He was chosen M.P. tor Orfotd (Suffolk) in 1G98 ; for 
Maltusbury in 1701-2 ; for Calne in 1703 ; for two Cornish boroughs 
in 1705-1713. 

Under Kiog William he became on« of the Principal Secretaries of 
State, 5 Nov. 1700 ; and again under Queen Anne, 2 May 1702. Ha 
drew up the Act of Abjuration in 1741. In 1706 the Whigs prevailed 
on Queen Anno to diauiias him from the post of Secretory of State ; 
but it was provided that he ithould succeed to the Judgeship of the 
Prerogative Court of Canterbury, an its becoming vacant. He snc- 
cceded to this in 1710. He died in 1714, and was buried at Wan - 
borough, 

Henry Klaucdrell, the well-known traveller in the Levant, and 
Chaplain of the Factory at Aleppo from 1695, was a nephew of Sir C 
Hedges, as appears from several copies of letters from uncle U> nephew 
in Sir C. Hedges' tetter-book in the British Museum (Add, MSS. 
24,107). 

ITierB are half-a-doien letters from Marlborough to Sir C. Hedges 
in vols, i and ii of the MaiilxiTtiugh Dttjialtiirt, edited bj Sir George 
Murmy. 



HEDGES, ROBERT. Nephew of Sir W. llcdgei-, belug son of 
hU only brother, Robert Hedges of Burras, in Queen's County. Nomi- 
nated facior, 5th October 1681 ; 

" On the BetoUlioa «Dniea to jou odq Mr. Bobbkt Hsnois, who Wm did 
intend fannerl; to reiide Dnder yaat Ageno;, but opon the doHire of our Ageut 
Hkdobs thmi bee migbt hnve the breediDK of him aader hin Kje, Wee )i»e

Named juuior of Council at Dacca (Courf Sook, 27th Jan. 1682). He 
was. however, placed by his uocle at Mulda, and shortly afterwards 
put in charge of the Mint business at Uajmahal {Diary, p. 97).

lie accompanied his uncle oa tha long overland journej' to Scan- 
deroon, and thenoe to MaroeiUea And England. In I6!<9, Robert 
Hedges went ont again in the Berrice of the New or English Compsnj, 
at first as chief of the factory at Klasulipatan, till the arriral of John 
Pitt, and then as 3rd of the Council in Bengal of their President, Sir 
Edward Littleton, the other ni«iabers nominate'I being our old friend 
Richard Trenchfeild, end Mi. George Gny. In 1702-S, during the 
operations for uniting the Companiee. when the tivo rival preddenta 
were placedon a dignified shelf "to wind up the nffairs of both Com- 
panies", Kir. Halsej of the Old Company, and Mr. Hedges of the New, 
being first members of the respective Councils, occupied the chair on 
alternate weeks. Early in 1707 Robert HeHges went home, but 
oamo out again in 1710 as second of Council in Bengal,* became Pren- 
dent there iu 1714. and died as such 2gth December 1717. 

The last consultation at which be appears is that of 10th Decembnyj 
1717. Apparently he was then on the point of returning to Europe^, 
for among the business recorded we find,

HERON or HERROH, GEORGE (also Hkrne). He appears in 
the Diary as skipper of Company's sloops in the Ilugli, and afterwards 
OK chief pilot. A few years later, we find him in command of one of 
the veraels in Capt. Heath's futile expedition to Chittagong ("ujirn, 
p. xxxv). 1 have very little doubt that the " Mr. Herring" whose in- 
itructions for navigating the Udglf are first given in 'rhomt«n's Eaijliak 
Pil/ii, ed. 170S, is this George Herroa. 1 owe ihis suggestion to Mr. 
Bftrlow. 

HILL, THOMAS, came out as wHter in 1676. Died at Rujmaht 
3rd August 1683 (see p. 108 of Diarn). 



JEARSEY, W.. was a member of the Ootincil of Fort St. George 
in lG61-6,^, where he was io strong faoatility to Sir Edward Winter, 
the Governor, who in the middle of the latter year by a singular and 
Bnccessful cimp iTeiar, deposed and imprisoned his succeMor, and 
reigned aa Governor aui ip»ius gratia for three years more (see under 
Samhhooke). We have not tried to trace Jearsey's part in these 
disBentiona ; he appears to have gone in the beginning of 1665 as 
Chief to Masulapatam, and so continued till 166970, when he was 
removed by the Court's order.' He continued after this to reside at 

' Cuurt to FoBT 3t, Geobgb, rfaini 7th Deermhrr 1669 : "And tor a« much 
as wee nro iufurmod, that Ur. WlLUiM JtiAlisEr hath contemned our Orders, 
and permitted grosse prophniirs, flud acandaloua ricaa to be practiMil in our 
Factories at MKet'LAFATAM, to the dishanour uf God, and discredit of the 
Proteatnul religion, and hath carried on a private trade out in India only, 
but promoted tbo same, out and home, overating our Goods, and making use 
of our Stock, for his own private advantage, and finding that he hnth made 
verie short retuma of what is come to his hands, and hath neglect«d to eend 
Ufl his accompts, or any Advicei of hia piiiceedings, We have and due hereby 
discharge him From his Cheifuship."

Maiirw tor many yenrs, for we find liim Btill there when He<lge« landed 
on bis return voyage in Fehruary 1G85 (p. 184). The Court's letters 
frequently allude to iU. Jearsey and his unsettled acconnte, e.g., 
writing 18 Nov., IfiSl, they say : 

" Wb io likewiiB enjoyn jcu (all oieasea set »parl) lo aeai tome bj thin jcan 
Shipping Hr. Stbktnshau Masteb, Mr. John Cuoi.heLbt ; and Hr. 
William Jebbby, aicept ho do forthwith olaar hi« accomptB with ni, and pay 
the b>i]>nce into oor Caah thara." . . . 

And "gain, under 20 July 1683, " overlanil " .- 

" We allow joar Beuong for aot aeudjag home Mr. Jebset, but whether ha 
be able or not Woe eaneot suffer blm to ttay there, if his anwmpt be not deared. 
Therefore whether he be able to pa; or not, make presently a Gnall and clear 
aocompt with him ; (^tt what jou con in part, and take hii sbligatioD for 
the rest, upon nhioh gire him a full diecharge from V>, and take the like from 
him. If afterwards he proTBB tiuolect Wee ahall be oautent to looaa the Be- 
mainder, but wbaterer ;od do, make an end of it that Woe ma; not be troubled 
to GU oar Letters and Keep oor Books open upon msh oldoonfus'd (foeaaioni." 



JOHNSON, SIR HENRY, Senr. An eminent ahip-builder &nd 
■Iiip-owtier at Blac'kwiill, often a member of the Court of the EMt 
India Company, and M P. fur Aldboroitgh ; oftvn mentioned in tha 
Court Booka of the Compiiny during the Commonwtalth {e.g. under 
A Jany. 16r>l) and Bubseqiiently linigbted by Charles 11 in his own 
house 1679-80. Died I6SS and buried at Poplar. 

There is a book of letters received by him and his sou Sir Heni;, 
Junr., in the British Museum Library (Add. MSS. S2,186) from which 
the two letters of Hedges printed on pp. xl, zliv aiiiira, are extracted. 

'iliere are Home notices of Johnson in Pepye'H Diary : 

(22d Bi>pt, 1665) " To the office hut was called away by m; Lord Bbouncskb 
and Sir J. MlKNEB, and to Blacktcall, there to look afterthe Storehonsa in 
order to the U;itig of goodi oat of the East Inifia Ships when the; shall be on- 
laden. That being done we into Jo-iinson's honse, and were mnah made of, 
eating and drinking." (And then a aatiee of Mr. Johaaon's digging np perfeet 
not-treee from 12 feet under ground, with the nuta, and a yew-tree with the ivy, 
elo) lit, 254, ed.

III. — SIB H. JOHNSON, JI'KR. CCl 

JOHNSON. SIR HENRY, Junr, Son of tbe preceding and 8U0- 
ceesot apparently in his busiii>»s; M.P. for Al dbo rough, like hit father ; 
aim an Elder Brother of the IVinity House, and knighted on 18 March 
1683. He MM often choaen one of the Hi Commitieee of the old Ea«t 
lodift Conipanj, viz., every j-car from 1684 to 1690, and again from 
1698 to ITOl. lu 1697 he married Martha Lovelace, daughter and 
sole heir of John Barnu Lovelace, who became Baroness Wentworth 
in 1697 by BucceHfiion to her grandmother, Bole heir of Thomas Went- 
worth, Ear! of Cleveland ; one of those marriages a la mode between 
the aristocracy and rich city familieo wbieh Beem to ha?e tieen bo nume- 
rous at that time, and are typified in Hogarth's Series. 

He died 1719 and was buried at Tnddington. 

One cannot indeed judge of the manners of a man of that age by his 
grammar and spelling (witness Dundee), but we should gather from Sir 
H. Johnson's letters that be bad not much education. The Britieh 
Museum collection contains numerous letters from him to Lord Straf- 
ford, who had married his daughter,' Here is a sample, dated London, 
Sept. 4th, 1713: 

" I am irrigbting tbls in jour Bed Chamber bf mj Dears DaSter' n*- 1 bops 

will bring an Aire to jour Lordabips Estate. - . ."

JOHNSON, WILLIAM. Snn of Sir Henry, Seur.. bw! brother 
of the Bubjeot of tlie iaat article, Noiniimted Factor 19th October 
1G81, and itssociariKl in Uedgea' Cotiiiuisuoii aa junior member oC tha 
Hligli Council. Permitted by Court's order {16th Nor.) to ship with 
Lim foreign ballioii, freight-free, to the valne of £1,600. Went out 
opparently in the Dt/eiirr with Hedges. 

He was one of the few of the Company's eerrsnts who Beem to have 
been on friendly terms with Hedges, and gave him his support. But it 
was his action in making Hedges acquainted with the contents of a 
letter of Mr. Beard's to Sir Josia Child (how come by doe« not api>ear) 
tliat led the Agent to the detention of that letter and to hia dismiasal

In reterenoc tj hia conduct the Court write (to Bengnl, 2lBt Deer. 
1G83) : 

Johnson ws loolc upon as a young man whose beat and jnnth wu ic- 
tomperatel; diawn in and maniigcd by Mr. HKSaKH, not foF his KOi>d, but for 
Mr. Uedoes'b dwd raAet and dfiigns ; and tlierefore, u well aa in respect to bia 
Father deccwieil, nbo hatb left him a great eatnte, we doc not rei(uire yon to 

He did go home, for we find him among those who went to meet 
Hedges at Rocliester, on the hitter's orriviil from the protracted journey 
overland (p. 249). It wns apparently long, before Johnson returned to 
the Eoat. He wna, 1 doubt not, the William Johnson who appears 
OB one of the choaeu 21 '■ Cotumitt^eii'' of the Company in 1690, but 
whoae election waa not repeated noother year. In 1G98 we find him 
engaged in electionei:ring at Dunwich, and he spealta of being 
invited to stand for Urford.' Possibly he had made away with 
his "great estate", for under 10th Novr. 160<l, we Bnd the Court's 
instructions "to William Juhniion, Esquire, supra cargo of the ship 
lleniwurrA,boundforCANTuN, China, and Mr. John Hiller, his assist- 
ant". And Governor Pitt, writing from Fort St. George to Sir Henry 
Johnson, aOth Septr. 1700, whilst acknowledging a " noble present of 
a Butt of Sherry", spenks of ''your brother William" as having "gone 
out for China, and having arrived safe at Batama". A few mouths 
later (29 Jany. 1700-1), he writes : " Vour Brother was safe arriv'd at 
Canton." 

lu the same colleetiou, a letter to Sir II. Johnson from Joseph 
fiaciielor and Company at Madeira, 11th April 1717, speaks of 
"a pips of choioa Vidonia. shipt by order of Oovernour Jonbon yoar brother 
[or your good tell ; also 2 ijuartflr uasks, ane of Ualniiey, the other Vidoaia for

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joar Brotbcn Lad; . . . Your Brother W. JohNbon Es>|. did nl lh« bottoor 
daring bis bU; bare to accept of what uccom': oar hoaae afforded". 

I hiive not been able to ascertnin bow Willism Johnson came to be 
Btjial Governor, or wbither he wiw bound nt thia time. He was not 
governor of any ludian PreBJdency, nor of St. Helena, Fort St. DsTJd, 
or Bencoolen. But be may have been goTernorof one of the SettlcmentB 
on the Guinea Coast. The following letter shows that he was connected 
with the Afriuan Company :

Also a letter from Sir E. Littleton to the Court of the Enqlisu 
Company dated " from the Isle of Coxe's in the River of HdqlBT 
the 28th January 1703-4," treating of tlie mnrder of one Joseph 
Harbison by Ai.KX. Dei^ardso, a " Reputed Scot", bbjb that on a 
former occasion, the latter, 

"being in the Service of the King of SiAu (or of FirLCOH, the Qrukd 
FsTOorite) . . . . made Use of his arms in that Serviee(with some Othen) for the 
Treacheroni Beixing Capt. Lake, who at that time bad the King of Ekot^hd'b 
Commiauon, as alio a ComniiiBion from St, John Child oho waa Commiasiond 
as Qsneral ot all the Forces in Iksia. The said Capt. Lake being aftenrardi 
either Mnrthered or djiog for want of Neowaarj Care and 
Prison (as is inppoe'd) under the CbarKC of thia Dkloardno."

LETTEN, NATHANIEL (or NATHANAEL). Son of Mr.John 
Lctten; admitted na Fnctor, 30th Deer. 1681. He ia cilled nrphew 
by Hedges, but we c]i> not know haw. He accompoQifd HedgeB to 
Penia, iotending apptireiitlj to go on to Europe with bim ; but at 
Bagdad received letters from bis father desiring his returc to Bengal 
(Diary, p. 2-23). 

I have nob come upon a report of his death, bat 10th June, and 16th 
Jtily, 1691, there are notices of a box of papers and accounts of 
Nathaniel Lctteu, factor deceased, to be examined {Court Duok of the 
dates). 



LITTLETON, EDWARD (eventnally Sir Edward). Nominated 
Factor 13th October 1670 ; arrived ia India 1671 ; was in 1679 chief of 
KSsinibizdr Factory. Previons to thia be stood well with the Court, 
and obtained their high commendation in thtir postscript to a letter of 
which I have mislaid the reti'reuoe : 

" H»TiDK fai'DiBil a very good Cliontcter oF the ability and faithfalnaBB of Mr- 
En : Littleton, sad his skilfulDusa in the Silk Trnile, wee did entertua him 
upon that Aocompt, and doe nair brar that he performi well in that aRair at 
CABSUMBttzxAB, wberffore nee wonid havs ;aa continue [himj there and not 
remoTe him to any other Conntre;, and to give bim nil jnat encoaragement by 
adrancing him ia qaality degree and Sallary, acoording to our Bnlci and bis 
deurts, and when we baTe a further accompt of hia actings in Onr businesB wee 
■hall eonaider to gratify bim for his extraordinary care and paineB. . . ." 

But Littleton was uot content with this commendation, and the pro- 
mise thus held out to him. Making haste to be rich, with an unscrupu- 
lousnesa that stuck to him throuf;b ]ife, he fell under the severe dis- 
pleasure of the Court for his dealitigs vrith the interlopers, aud for 
other QiiBfeasanccB, and he was duiuiiased the Company's service (see 
Diary, ji. 90-01, and siipra, pp. ivi, ixi, also under Robert DouRi.AS,p, 
czxv). We do not know what then became of him till 7lb September 
1698, when he appears as one of the first list of Directors elected by 
the New, or English, Company. In the following year he proceeded to 
Bengal as their President there, and as Consul under the grant of King 
William, the members nominated for his Couocil being RicnARn 
TaESfiiFEiLD, RuBEET HEDGES, and Geuki;k Gdy ; three at least of 
the party therefore being thus disiuissed or demitted servants of the 
old Company.' 

Littleton was knighted before his departure (15tb Jan. 1698-9), lie 
arrived at Balasore in July 1699, and thence despatched to Mr. John

I have not found Beard'a reply to Sir EJward'a letter of July 29, but 
the l«nor of it ia gatheriil from a letter of Beard aud his Council 
loSurat Jaled " Chcttasutta, 9tb of Augast 1S99" :

One anKwer to him in Keoerall that oe will etponae oor Maatera Tntereat acoord- 
in^ to orders received from then), and tbooght it [morel proper to manage the 
Dnrbw baaineaa for our B' H. M.'b Attairei then to address him, tiuco we had 
battar footing . . . withsll wo ossnr'd him we wonld not represent hia Interest in 
falce eolonra to the Otn', u hi) ffriends had malicionily done onT Masters in 
BoKATT, yet if he began we would not eroai cndgeU with any contenders. .... 
We are not att all eurpriied with theie matters, which may make s Boise tor s 
time, and att last a trade will center in the old bottom again." . . . 

I haTe no intention of purauJDg the miserable details of tlie jealouBies 
and struggles between the agents of the Old and Sev CoTuponics, the 
former settled at Calcutta, nod the latter at Uiigli, nor, beyond what 
a few extnicte of correapon deuce, eelected from a great aiiss of the like 
nuttier, will eihibit, of tlie somewhat complieated arrangementa which 
attended their union. The particulars of these will be found in Bruce's 
Arinab, Tol. ill, pp. 186, >eqq. Let it suffice to eay hero that the 
arrangementa involved to a certain extent the subsistence of both 
Companiee for seven years, after which both, with their Block and dead 
(lock, were to merge into Tub United Company. Three Coorta or 
bodies of Directors existed duriug this interval, vii., the Court of 
Coiiimltlces of the Old or London Company, the Court of Direclons of 
the New or English Company, and the Court of Managtra which 
tempornrily couduoted the united trade. 

" The approbation", says Bruce, " which the Court (of the English 
Company) had expressed ... of Sir Edwarli Littleton's conduct in 
Iletigal, a simiiar approbation having been given by the London 
Company to that of Preiddent Beard, explains the difficulty which 
the Court of Managers experienced in adjostiug the pretcnsiona of 
theae officers to the Presidency.' Therefore . . . the Court of Directors 
of the Euglish Company informed their servantfi in Bengal that, for«ne 
year, the office of President had been suspended, and the powers of the 
Uuited Company vested ia a Co'jncil of Eight, selected from (? con- 
sisting of) the four senior members of each Company, and that an

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equal number of their subordinate servaats would be employed in tlie 
United Trade, but no nev appoiutments made, till the eatabliabmeiit 
fthould be reduced to ita aucieut standard .... The Consular powers of 
Sir EuwAnu Littleton were revoked as unnecesaary, and his atten- 
tion, as well ai that of Mr. Beard, was directed to make up the 
aeparate accounts of the respective Compauiea."' Sir E. Littleton 
and the servants of the English Company were also directed to with- 
draw the out-factories, quit Hilglf, nud retire to Calcutta. 

I shall now give a few extracts fram Littleton's letters, or the letters 
of others bearing upop his history. 
From a teller af Littleton atuf Ais Counal at IIdgli to the English 

Compaai/'r President and Council at SuiUT, dated 4th June 

1700 :» 
"Tha Ckantieri Frigipit. Capt. South, an-ivd here the S2d put mco' tha 
Old Company in 1 montlia 18 dayca from CALSM,'iind the PumB,Cflp'" BboWMi;. 
theSTtb.briDsiDK anew President tor the Old Compan;, S' CharLKS AibKh. 
theiiti Agt'tit that weut home in 1608, with a traiae of severall Peraom of 
whom we have yett noe account. Oae of anr MnsterB Shippa. the TaHkerville 
Friggat, came ont with the latter far thaae parts, bat not tuTiv'd. There was 
Doe ooDJnnDtion, nor any(thin^) lilie it, aoe it teemea the Old Company will 
oultB their ereatwt tralfio and effort thia yeaie, having Six Shippa that come 
this Wayea." . . , 

In an imperfect letter of immense length, duted "Hugly, the ICth 
Novr. 1600", to the Court of the Englidi Company, Littleton and his 
Council, replying, among niauifold subjects, to certain remarks or 
ordtts of the Court regarding marriages with natives, write :' 

. . . . " tokioK Jkntuss meeta often with great tronbla alioe, tho' bnt very 
poor people having all o( them Hatbands very early, who tho' they cohabit not, 
yet on inch occasion apply to the GoveromeDt where ita never ended bnt with 
great aharRe and trouble. As in the Case of Mr. Job Ckabnoch and the 
Woman bee kept the' of a meaae Ca«t, and great poTcrij, wLieb occaeioned 
great (ronble and Charge to tho Compon; a lon^ wbile at FiTrkKA, aod after- 
wards tome aUoe at CABSiuni^snAB. It's alsoe of very ill coiiaequeaae that your 
Covenant SerrBnts abonld intermarry with any of the people of the Country or 
thoBD of mixed Itaee or Muilecheei, tberrfare we desire yonr Honour woold 

not Retained in your lerTiae a Covenant Servant, as Foctore or Mirohant, that 
■ball marry with any of the Country not of Eqrofb parents, but immediately 
bee Diaeharged from being either li'actorr Merchant or higher qouhty. Writers 
if net to advance, or Sailors or 9al'lieni of noe higher Quality then Sergeant, may 
be permitted if your Honour shall thinks Stt, as is Amonnge tbe Dutch, tho' 
unounge the Dakes ita otherwiae, thoy being all saplyed with Eubupe 
Women* 
. ..." Of an jion thia has been th« most Famoni or rather iofaoioai toe

Wee pray yonr Houoors aome effeotaall conrae may betaken for the Prerenting 
theae and the like infamoaa Scandalla toonr Nation and Beligion. and that tfaete 
parte bee notStockt with loch penona," . . ■ 

Littlettiu's conduct of sffaJra almost from the first appears to have 
been in the highest degree neglectful, and before long unfaithful ; the 
accounts of hie tnLosactionH for tbe Compaji; were eitlifr Defer kept 
up, or were kept l>ack in order to conceal their character, and the Cam- 
pany's capital in considerable aiuounts was invested in Bpecnlationa of 
hia own, oft«ii by advances made nominally to natives who were hia 
creatures and agents. Both his colleaguea at HAgli and the Directors 
at home gradually got out ot patience with his neglect and miaconduot. 

The first eitract, a letter from Littleton's colleagues in the Conncil, 
may serve to introduce the history of bis defalcations. The two next 
extracts an; from Consultations of tbe Council at HligH, and refer to 
disguised advances on Littleton's own account, such as have been just 
alluded to :

" Honble 8~! 

" Woe did by the Degrnxa. Beitgall Xereht, and Upton Galley, in 
LetterBdireotedtoSAMtrSLSHBFARDandGiLBBBTHEATHCOTlEaqra. of which 
herewith yon will receive Cuppiea, pretty evidently Shew bow it came to pas* 
that the Honble Comiianya Oooda bought in Hdolt were generally dearer and 
worse than other EnaopCANS bought, and that wee had more tronble with the 
GoTernment in HuQLV than any other Nation, to wbioh wee beg yon'U plesae 
be referr'd. Wee did not then rentareto direct theae Leters imediately to tha 
Court of direclori, donbting wee might poaaibtj be mistaken in tbe Calcnlation 
of debts doe to the Company, or in Som asteitioD concerning our Preaideut 8r: 
Edwd. Littleton, and wee thoogiit a small mistake, if wee chano'd to make 
any, won'd be more Eicuaable directed aa wee did it, then if our addrex had 
been directly to tbe whole Court. But finding on Matnrs Couaideration all wa 
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wrote CotKwmiDg him vaa ehort of vbat migbt JiutI; Iuto been Said, wee are 
DO LoDgflT 3crup«loiiB in the mutter. 

" When joii see the Qenerall boobH of this F&ctorf far the 4 ;e>rfi put 
(which Qod b« praised are Gnialieil and ihall be aent fou bj the Tnnfcertil') ;oa 
will Gnde onr Pre^idont Sr: Edwasd Littleton h&d Litis reason to wish

The TCBt is occupied chiefly nith accuealioiie anil insinuationB ag^DEt 
HedgcH. It will be seen that l^ittlcton excludes Hedges from the 
addresB of his letter, refusing to recognise him as atill of the Council, 
as will be seen more explicitly in the next extracts. Littleton seems 
now to bnve become soured and JBolatcd, bb well ob hopeteBsly involved 
in bis circumstAnces. Especially in regard to Robert Hedges, wbo b&d 
apparently taken the leading part in pressing for his accounts and the 
clearance of his debts to the Company, as well as in the repreeentAtiona 
made ta the Directors at lionie, individually and collectively, on the 
subject, he hud become violently embittered, and cast off all decency of 
language. On the Slst November 170G, the Council, beaded by 
Hedges, had again sought an iuterview with the ex-Preaideut and de- 
livered a letter once more calling for a setilemetit. 

The Council write to the Court of Directors on the EGtb December, 
as the result of this interview :' 

" We All went to him Lart Tn»iday and then, together with bii Aoooont, 
delivered him a Letter eigned byna Ail, demanding payment of what heowesyoa 
or what he U able to pay in this Counti^.

"4thlf. This ia yett a worae than the former; jourlBiaH Beokeeper goe* 
from bad to worM, it baing noe le^a than a Baparee Accompt: oith nil the agra. 
Tateing orimea and Cireamataaoea the former were under of Mallise, falsehood. 
Treachery, ViUany, and forgery." 

Again referring to Gosaeratn, a native merchatit epoken of in the i 
Council'e letter, p. ccxvii, whose affairs were mixed up with Littleton's, 
the Utter says : 

" I donht not the Ibi an KAN took oft a Cordial] Comfortable anicker or Bowie of 
bis blood (not la catisfyc hia diTullish thirst aft«r bloud, for nothing sare tha 
grare ijueuchea on Ibishhan'b blondy thirst, but it might gratJEy aomewbat hia 
luat fall coDcupiBceace after blond for the present) and sent the Best to the Lad; 
of the IBIEU Castle to moke her black paddings for breakfait meat . . . ." 

And BO on for 'lb folio pages ! 

The Couocil reply temperately, to Littleton's first abusive letter, in 
theirs of 37th January :< 

" Your reporting or writeing of Slanders does not make them true, aeither 
doea your vote or opinion put Mr. Heimies out of the Campanys Service. Tb«ir 
letteraconfirme him, and yon bate noe Authority to Supersede tbeirordfis .... 

" As for the paper you pretend to be your rnnuiag account with the Honbia: 
Company, wee doe not £nde that anjr single article of what you charge is tnu, 
eiceptiog only that of the Sallary. which yon Gnde in the Account wee delivered 
yon, and yoa omitt bringing to the Companys Credit raslaummes doe from yon, 
bub anch Shifta neTi?r pay Debts, and cannot clear yon." 
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The; also secil him on the same date a formal protest.' 

On tbe date of the letter to Littletou, jnst quoted, the CouDcil also 
write to the Court :'' 

"Mr, BoBiBT Hedors and Mr. Jonathan Wikder hursiiig each of them 
delirered ap what char^o thej bad in jonr honanra Separate Serriee. to the rest 
of the Coancill, anc] there being tux Accounts or demands upon either of them in 
jonr hononrs Bookw. they both tetnrne for England on the Shipp HalUfax 
with Consent both of the tlnited Conncill and tbe Conneill for jour honoora 
■eperata affaire. 

. . . . " Wee receJTed the 21th' of this a:ionth instead of a reasonable and just 
aniwer from S' Ednard Littleton to our Demanda of tho monej he owea joor 
honours, a Libell or Lampoon composed of Malicious lavectires and Slnndera, 
and Couched in worse than BiLLiNdBOATE Language, as jon will Bade h; It* 
Copy which we herewith sei-d jon together with onr answer and protBst delivered 
him with it. 

" Heegotl into your HononriBebl by fraudulent and dishonest ContriTance", 
and he eeema resolred to eadeavonr keeping your money ■< dishoneitly as he got 
it into hie hands " . . . . 

This ii signed by Hedges, Winder, Nightingale, John Maister, 
and Aktiiuu King. 

My next nml luet extract ia from a letter addressed by their Cottncill 
in lieogal to tlie Court of Directors of tbe Eugliah Company, and 
reports the death of Littleton in October 1707. It Is dated " Port 
Wimnm in Bengnll, the 17th Ueosmber 1707."*

Tlie Act 6tli Queen Anne, cap. 17, arranged finally for tlie Union of 
the CoDipsniea,' and aaaigned to Earl Godolphin. Lnnl High Treasurer, 
the duty of maliiag a concIusiTe award for the adjustment of the 
clwma and jarring intereats which were atill in (litFerence between the 
two bodice. In thia famoua award the name of the unhappy n 
Epwahu Littleton, wag dishoDourtibly enahrined, a$i hia debt, dne to 
the Company which he eerved, of 80,437 rupeex, 8 anna» waa adjudged 
to remain to the English Company on their additional Stock, and not 
to be added to the United Stock na a debt in the East Indies. 
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MASTER, SIR STREYHSHAM.^ ThU gentleman wsa the 13th 
child and 8th son of Kichard Master, Esq. (1604-1G69), of East Lang- 
don, in Kent — a manor granUnl to the family after the dissolution of

The Master familj had been setCteJ in East Kent at least since the 
13th century. Four braochea of the name, deriviog origin from a 
Kentish source, still survive in various parts of Eoglaod. 

The wife of Sir Edward Master was Audrey, daughter and co-heir 
of Robert Strejtishaoi. E^., whence the latter name has ever siuce 
been current in the Master family as a baptismal name. The wife 
of Richard Master was Anne, daughter of Sir James Uxendcn, Knt. 

StreynshnmMaster was born Oct. S8, 1640. In an autograph memo, of 
the Remarkabk Paasngea of my Owne Life, he notes that at eight years old 
he "went to Sclioole at Suttob to Mr. Latuau"; in 1G54 to " Mr. 
Cui.LEN and Mr. Bhett"; and in 1655 " to Sohoole at Cantkiibitky 
with Mr. Powniiai.l"; and, in the same year, "to Sohoole at Lonwin 
to writ and Cipher to Mr. Thus: Fox". Notwithstanding these 
nauierous changes, and his early departure for India, his pupers show a 
man decidedly better educated than the majority of his conteniporarieB 
in the Company's service. 

On Good Friday 165(3 (April 4th) he took leave of his family at 
Langdon Xa proceed to India with bis uncle and godfather George 
Oienden. The India trade was then open and Mr. Oxenden was bound 
for Stirat in the conduct of a private Company's adventure. They 
arrived at Surat in November 1656, and in January 1659 Mr. Oxenden 
returned to Europe, leaving his young nephew in charge of bia brother, 
Christopher Oxenden, then IJnd in Council of tbc Company's factory 
at Sural. Master was then sent as Cajie-Merchaal and supercargo on 
board a vessel bound for Mocha, Gombroon, Bussora, and Cong. 
Returning t« Surat in December 1659, be found the President (Wych) 
and his uncle Christopher were both dead. Mr. Andrews (later, Sir 
Matthew), the new President, wanling factors, took Streyusliam Master 
into the Company's Service in Jnuuory 16r)9-60, and iu the succeeding 
years till 1(186, be was employed at Surat and Ahmedabad. In 
1662 his unole returned to Surat as Sir George, and Fresidtnt of

The jonng lady's letter is followed by one from her eldest brother 
James, a bnrriater and eventually a, Benelier of Gray's Inn, giving 
additional ioformatioa regarding the forefathers of the house ; but it ii 
too long for us to copy. 

In 1668 wefindStreyuahittn Master one of the Council at Surat.andiQ 
September of that year he wos aaauciated with Mr. Goodyer (Governor 
designate). Captain Young, and Mr. Cotea, to go to Bombay and 
receive over charge of the Island from the King's officers. 

" At my retam thence to Scrbatt", he wntei,^ '' tlie Preaideat ind ConncUl 
Beat me daime the coast of Imi>ia' and MallibIb to take Dp Mr. Rahsolph 
Tatlob'b Commisaion (who dyed there) aod settle the Faotars at Cabwabb 
and Oallbcott after the Ddtch War. This Voyage (prsiwd be God) I per- 
formed with good Sneceag tho' with (Treat hatard of my Life by a Tamnlt of 
the Babble Moplaes upon an onlucky acaideut at CtLLECliT." 

Streyusham Master took part, under his uncle the I'rcaident, in the 
defence of the factory and Company's property, when tlie IMahrattas 
attacked Sumt in 1664. And when Kivaji pillaged Surat for the second 
lime, in October 1670, Master was deputed to come over with a party 
of seamen from Swally, where the Council was theo temporarily located, 
to occupy the factory at Surat, and this he held against the invaders 
with much gallantry aud t;ict. 

At a meeting of the Court in London, '2G Jany. 1671-2, we find « 
resolution recorded :

Upon B 8eparat« piece of pnpcr, nnd in the leas vigorooB hftDdwridog 
of Maaler's old age, is orittmi : " This Medoll was Delivered to Sir 
Richard Hoare." 

On the bare chance that Hoare's Bank might have retained tho 
cmtody o( the medal, inquirj was addressed to the firm b; the Rer. 
G. S. Mast«r, but without suciieBB. So the medal would appear to be 
lost, nnlesB perchance this mention maj procure information aB to its 
present ciiBtence. 

It is notable that the first-meDtioned motto, being that which had been J 
adopted bj James Klast«r of East Langdon, the great grandfather otM 
Streynabam, when obtaining a grant oF arms from the Herald's Officsl 
in 1608, is stated by the Kev, P. Anderson, in his Wealem India, ' 
have been inscribed on the medal previously bestowed by the CompAiij 1 
on Sir George Oxcnden tor his conduct of the defence of the factory In 
in 16G4. No authority ie cited by Mr. Anderson. 

1 now give a long extract from a letter of the Surat Council wbick ' 
details the story of Strejnsham MaBter''B expedition to the city for tha 
defence of the Company's property. It is dated "Swally MakinEi , 
20 November 1670", and is signed by Gerai-ii ArNCiir.K, Matthbw 
GoAY, Stbe : Master, Chahles Jakes, and Alexander Grigbie.^ 

" Wee had gott them (the shipa) ready to 3>;Ie the fir«t or ucond Ootober, 
when wee were sorpriBed with continoed hatt allaniiDS of 3xVAOT*a neara a] 
priwcbeBtoSnrrattwith an &rmy of 15.0UO horae aod Boote. aguast whom thera 
were not 300 men ceadj to Defend the Towne. Your Counoell were all at 3WAW,T 
HAB.INE when the newea came ; where la; not only the Str«sse ol our boaiineea 
bnt the greatett part of yoar goodea bottght for Europe. For by an happj 
Providenoe, aa wee may well call it, foraeeing the ensning danger, that th» 
TownBofSoBBiTTwonldBertaioly become a Prej either to the Princ*i Ann j (who 
ii rebelled against the Moac[.L)or to Sevaot, Wee took a eoncenient tims to 
ampty all your wsrcbonrai at ScbaaTT of what goods were ready emhalod, and 
sent them douce to SnALi.T- Soe that in your hanse were ooBty left toma 
Tap»eflee> and Cotton Tarne, not embalod. Onely at tho Washers and Beaten, 
in the Sererall oat rillagea there ramained about 2000 Gorge' of Mreiall goodM

Wbereforo f oar servant Ogkild Aunqiib Feeolred tbe BBmeda; tbe 
newes arrived to goe np to Scriiatt with a guard ot men talten out of the 
Sbippi, intending to leate Mr. Matthew Qbat with tbe rest of your Conncell 
at tbe Marine to take otre of yonr Intere'St there ; bnt ai be waa preparing to 
talie horse, the reat ot your Conncall thonght gooda to declare their Judgment 
againathia going. adfiBiog That it would not cDDiiet with tbe aof etj of jour 
affairea to baiEird tbe Pereoa of yoor President at anch a time, when nil the Mor- 
ehanta of the Towns and tbe OlSceca them Selfoa bad Disected it. That it waa 
Impoaaible though wee tooke oU tbe men ont of tbe nhippi, to defend an open 
honae afainst anch an Army : That if yoar Preaidoat were in the bouse, the 
enemy might probably aesaQlt it on porpoae to seiie hta person, in hopea of hia 
ransome. Whereaa if he icflre not there it might be leas taken notice of, That 
tbe greatest part of your eatate lay at SwALI.T whither t'wos not improbable 
bnt the enemy might scad some partye eit!her to Seite or bnrne yonr goodun, in 
eoae they hod not their demands, against whome it woe oeoesaary to make the 
beat prOTiaion we could. These with otbe r argnmcnts they presst Soe earnestly 
that Govr. Aqkoieb thought it would uot become him to oppoau the body of the 
Coancell. Wherefore deaisting From bin Journey after debate Wee rosolTed to 
Send np 30 seamen taken oat of your sbippa with Mr: Stbbinbiu.it Master 
who chearfiilly nndertoote the charge, nad oar adviDe to him was that ho "hoold 
keep hia men close to yonr hooae and not Discharge a Onnn or fflghl with the 
enemy unleag tfaey were Grat aasaulted. So the 2d October at night Mr. 
MasTeB with parte of the moon marched, up to Sdbratt, the rest wee sent up 
on the boigb, which was to lye there to eeenre their retreat in ease they were 
forced to leave the house. It will be some Dirertisemeiit to yoa to read what 
passed atSnRBATT and SwaLLt. which waa thns, 

" The 3d October Sitaht's army approached the walle and after a slight as- 
sault tbe Defendants fled under shelter ot the Castle Onniu, and they possest them 
Belfea of the whole towne. some few houaos eicepled which stood on tbeirdefeoce, 
to witt the EnottSH house, tbe Dutch, and Fpbbnimi, and tbe two Serayi or 
Seraglios, one whereof was maintayned by Pebsian and Tdkeibh Mercbanta. 
the other by a Tartar King ooUed the King of Cascab (who being of kin to 
the MoouLL, and beaten ont of bis conntrey by his owna aonne, deaiced iesTe 
laatyeare to ge on Pillgrinuvge to Hecha, from whence be returned two months 
since). Part of the army the same day assanlted the Tartar's quarter and 
the BhOlthh house i But the ffbsncq mad? a private peace for them settee, 
OS what tearmos wee cannot Leame : and so never shott off a Gunn, though at 
firtt being strong in menn they Vapoured as if they would have fooght the whole 
army themseUei. The enemy found such hott service from our house, hating 
lost sererall menn, that tfaey left us and fell on the Tartar quarter feiroely, 
which Uy between tbe Ffbencb house and oura.

The eoemj haiing taken the TABTts Sera;, conld (Tom 
thence more aafel; p!j their ihott a>t our honBe. foe which they ptepand ttem 
Aelft : but fiDrling onr mean reaolnltf on their defence they held op Iheir hand! 
deiiring a Parley, and the Captab of that Brigade eaUinfC to apMke *itb Ur. 
Mabteb from the wall he appeared to them. Usoy eipo^tnlaUonB paased 
taoohine oar good cvrreepondcnee at BoMBir and our eooiini; at SuBKaTT. 
The Captnin toold Mr. Mastib the Raja, or Skvaoi, «ae much enrajed tiiat 
wee had killed soe many of hii menn. luid was resolred on receuRe. Mr. IiListkb 
answered they assaulted and woanded MTerall of our menu before tbey ihott a 
gnon, and that if his menu did not uaaalt the KHaLIBU, they woald not ottend 
htm. But if tbey olTered Tiolence tbey were resolved to defend the house to the 
but mann and would sell their LiTce dearo. Tbe Captain aiuirared that he 
would keep his menn id, and desired alliu} that he would send lonie ondentanding 
person to disoonne with him. This being agreod on on both eidei, oar booae 
was quiett m two dayes. In tbe intsrim the army ransacked the great bonsea 
at Icasure, and found therein Taat treasure, and with goodos, sette&v taeeirall 
places, deatroying nenre balfe the Towns to the graoiid. The; approached the 
Castle threatening to itorme it, but they wero not. it sMmi prepared for it, for 
they did cot venture Dear. The tb^ird day tbey appeared againe before onr 
house, notwithstacdLag onr oierturei of Treaties before, casting out threatenior 
BpeechoB, that they woold take or bnrne it to the oronnd. But Mr. Mastibs 
stood in BOB resolnte a posture that tbe Captain cot willing to hosnrd his menn, 
with much adoo kept them hack and Asot a uisnn into the booae to odHie 
Hr. MabteB what wits fitt to be doDO. This person told him the Rajah wmi Dineb 
offended for the Loss of his menn and therefore adTiSKd he would send some 
person to him, but he mn«t not goe empty handed, but with a present, though 
to no great Valine. Mr. Mabteb thought it not imprudent to Secure yonrgoodes 
together with so many menu's lives nl see reoMinable a rate, and therefore by 
adrioe of those with him renolred to prepare and send a present to StVAoT to 
tbeamonnt of rupB.( ) in Scarlett, Sword blades, knives, Aca., which wbils he 
Wss getting ready, the person that was sent to hioi being a merchant of BjUA- 
FOBE fell into discourse with him bonching our leaTiug the ffuctory, asking 
tbe reason why wee did not send our people to trade there as formerly. Mr. 
Mabteb answered That it was SsvAa IS fFanltand notoiirs,forhe hod piuadercd 
the Company's house, imprisoned tbolr serntnts, and whereas since that time he 
had given sattsfactioa to seremll persons whom be had robbed Vet he had not 
taken care to satisfy the Enomsh tbe Losse they bad snstayned, to whioh be 
answered thatSsvAOT did mnch desire our retum to Rajapose and would doo 
very mnch to give as satisfaction. Mr. Master told him that In regard the 
President was at SwALLT he woidd Bay but little, but he would acquaint bin 
therewith and thnre was no doubt bnt that he would trade agoino in his Port, it 
SiTAST would reatare what he had taken from us, and leonre ns from snob 
Tioloncs in the future. This grateful! diaoourse bein oier the Present wusent 
by two of your aervantB who were eonveighed to Sevaqtb Tent without the 
Towne. He sent for them and received them with the Piacash, in a xery kind 
manner, telling them that tbe Eni1LIS.h and be were good ffricnda, and putting 
his bond into their hands he told them that be would doe the Enolibb no wrong. 
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■nil that this giring hU band was botter than uny Cowle> toohlifcehim theKDiita, 
Before joor S'lrtauU wera returned to jour hoase Sevacit had called his Brmj 
ont of the Towno to the nonder of nil menn, Id regard uo eoemj was near, nor 
the noysa of an; army t« appaze him. Bat be bud gott plnader anDngh and 
thoaght if pruclvat to leanro himself und that. When he marohed away ha 
■entalott^r to the Offioers and Cheite Herchanti the Bnhatanoe whereof was that 
it the; did not pay him twelre Lacks of rupeea yearty tribote he would retnme 
the Deit jeare and buroo downe the remayninB parte of the Towno. 

"NoeaoonerSivAaY was gone but tbe poore people of Sobatt tell on plun- 
dering what was loft, iasomnch that there was not a house gtwt or Small, 
eiOeptiDg those which Stood ua tboir Gaird, which were not ransacked. 

"In the first dayes ffight oae EhqLIsBhAN was Shott through the Body and 
Is sineo dead of bi^ wound. He was not yonr serrant, hot belonged to the 
King of Bamtam's Ship called the Biciiing, only arrived from Mocka, of 
whome Wee adtiscd you last yeare, whose Commander Capt. AndibhoN hath 
been very Aenistaot to us, and was himselFe in person with SO of his menn, 
EnolibH and Javah, to defend the houeo. He has lost about 8.O00 rupees in 
Fepp«r and other goodes oonsomi'd in the great ffire, what loBse you base sus- 
biyned Woe shall hereafter anijnaint you. 

" While things pmaed thus at SuuRATT, Wee at Swallt were cot free from 
danger, being kept in continaall Allarums of the enemya coming downs, and 
there was gtfliit reason to eipeot him in, regard the Shawbunder, Cony," with 
most of the eminent Mecobanls, Moores, ArmeniauB, Cott&rees and Banians were 
ffled hither ander our protection. And there is no doobt bnt Setaot would 
have aent parte of bis army downe if it h&d not beens spring tides, that he coold 
not toard otec the riter .... 

■' Wee prepared the bust Wee oouid to defend your eslatc, which wa< very 
great, baring by the help of the Ships Carpenters, boilt a. Small Platforme at 
one end of the Marine yard, and mounted thereon 8 gnnus, which tis sayd soma 
of SsvAQTS epyes i)iat were at Swallt adTised him off, aud wee doubted not 
by Gods assistance to preterre your goodes from plunder. But wee feared ffire 
more then the enemy, against which woo kept a coDstaat watoh ... . " 

The letter goes on to apeuk of aooie trouble Master bad with certaiii 
of his seameD, who were not to be prevented from plunderiugi of 
rewards given to the seamen for tJteir aaaiatance in defence ; of the 
interest gained with the Mahommedan officers, and the mercbanta whom 
the/ hod prot^'uted, ete. 

" HoDQT Zatbd Bkaodes Sonne, the richest Herehanlin Sobkatt Dedared 
his resolution with an oath in tbn preeeaee of Qov' AuNDiEli and MaTTBIW 
QsAT that he voold goe with his family to Bombay. Wee hope yon will beliere 
Wee did not discourage him therein." 

From the Court's resolution in IST'l, regarding the medal (p. ccxxr), 
we set! that Mr. Master was then expectifd home. Aud we learn from the 
Mmier Pa/ieri that he did return in June of that year, a [laasenger in 
the Antelope, conunauded by Capt. John Goldeboiougb, a worthy now

1 lind alao ia the Court Books of l()T3-74, repeated notices of Mas- 
tiTB preatnce in London. Under 10th December 1673 : 

"A galden Medal was now ilelifsred to Mr. STRBlxaHAii Uahte& torhii 
good sscfice performed aguast Sevaotk at Sobratt," 

Under 20th March 1678-74 he le granted a gratuity of £70 for " hia 
Xminea and care" in keeping the Coinpany'a t>ookii at Surat from let 
Augaat 1669 to Slat July 1670< during the abaeuce at Bombay of Mr. 
Gray, 2nd of Council, whose proper busineaa it waa. And a few daja 
later (25th March) tbis gratuity in wade up to £120. 

Other notices indicate that this busy man was prosecuting trade, and 
keeping himself before the view of the Coui't. Thua (8th Nov. 1672) : 

" It ii ordered that Mr, Strsinsh.vu MASTEBbapsrmitl«dlo export for India 
tie tons of R«d lend trei);ht-[ree, to be pat on board aach Shippfl ai the Com- 
aittoei [or Sliipping ehnll appoint: The whiob libcrt; U gruiled DnaocaDntof 
hia makiag koowo to the Conct tliat it is a Coaimoditie that will be of adTantaga 
to the Compaaj Ia tradHia." , 

Again, 30th April 1073: 

" The ComiDitteca for Mr. Saubbook's WnTflhonse are detired to eoniider of 
Mr. MAfiTia'i deuumde for fdlowancs of Wrappers wanting on leieroU balsa of 
Dnogareeg b^ him bought oE the Company, and to report their opinion what is 
£tt to be done therein . . . . " 

The result ia thnt one piece for each bate is to be allowed bim. And, 
again, on the 26ih June, there is a. similar complaint from Mr. Mastbr, 
vii,, that a bale bought by him aa of dungaree, proved to be all wrap- 
pers (such, I presume, as hikd been used as outsides of bales already). 
And this brings a rap on the knuckles to Mr. Sambrooke, keeper of the 
warebonse. 

A little later (10th Sfpt. 1675) Moater was nominated to beauooeBSOr of 
Sir William Langhorue in the government of Fort St. George, and wo 
read iu the Court's letter lo tbat Presidency of 24th December 1675 : 

" HaiingliailCansideration that Oar Agent's Service is eipiredandSappoiiDK 
bo will not desire to ita; much Loi>i;Br in the Conatrj, and Hr. STRiiNdBAH 
Uabteb being presented to Ui aa a Gtt person to aerre Us in that plimand 
Qoalitj, We bare Elected him to go by tbeU Ships, and upon hia arriiall tbera 
to be Second at the ffort, and to Sueceede in the Agency in January 1677 (our 
Btile) .... And untill hfle comoe to be Aeent, he is to have 3(H>£ aalUry per 
annom. And when Agent to bate theSajiie Satleryand gratuity aa 3': W1I.UAH 
Lanohobke now hath. And when he shall goe to METCULEr*TAK,the Bat, 
or any Snbordinata ffactories, be is to take plaae as Cheif .... And Mr. 
Master i* to hare any one of oqt sonldien that he shall Chiue, to waits on him 
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Weflnd also iiistructionB to Mr. Msster, dated IGih Dec. 1675. 

"Wee tlie saii OoreTDonr and Campanie repoaing Bpeciall trnat and coDGdenoe 
in ;di] STBKiNaHAM MlBTKB E>q: hsTG choaeii and CoDitJtatcd jon according 
Ion CommisBJan ouder anrCamuon Sa&le bearing even data with tbeia preaenta 
to be Agunt and Oaremour at Fobt St. Oeobue. and to enter on the utid 
imployment JaDnarjr lflT7, or imediatel; rrom and after the Death or Bemorall 
of Br. William Ljini3B0BHX Our present Ageot there, and Tntill each time aa 
you afaall enter npon the aaid Agency and GoTernment Wee doe appoint joa to 
tbe sceoad inCoanoell at FOBtSr. Oeoksk. and in order tDthemaaadgcment of 
Our AffairoB m that Agency wee have thought fitt to give yon for the present the 
foUotring Inatruationa. . . . 

" SMHindly, if at joar arrivaU at the ffort yon ahall find Sr. WiLLLau 
LiNaHOBNE there hTing-, aa Wee hope, Then Wee tbinke it convenient that yon 
Vojadge on Our Shipi to MetcblEPATsh and the BiT lo lake an Inapootion 
into all Out affairs and to regulate and set in Order what yon shall Sndamiia. 

" After yon hare settled Our aSaira in, ai 
are to Saile with Onr Ships to the Bit, a: 
Shipa to Metchlepatau and Ibe ffobt- 

" Hor your aeeurilj and ataiatniice in tte aaid voyage, We bane directed Oor 
Agent and Councell at tbe ffobt to penuitt you to take with you from tbe 
rroBT or Mctoblbfatau two of our ffactora that are not of the Counaell and 
4 or 5 lonldiera." 

InstructioDa follow aa to iDspectiou of factory books and accounts, 
and to reduce them to such a plain and cIcilt method as is practiaed io 
the Freudeocy of Siikat ; as to the iliapoaiog of Ecrope goods, and 
tbe provision of India goods for export to England ; eapecially as to 
the puruboae of raw ailk id the Bav, the provision and dyeing of TafFe- 
ties, etc. ; rcspectiog inTestigatioii of the personal charactera and qiiali- 
ficBtionfl of the factors and writers, ajid to send a full list of them with 
aalariea, emplojmenta and times of aervice ; ulao to inquire into caiuea 
of dissenaioiia among them and to exhort them to peaceable and quiet 
comportmeut, also : 

" Too are to make enquiry into tbo bneineaa of Rcoo PooiE, who wai 
beaten by the bonte breaker at.CASiuBAKAB, and dyed proeeotly after, upon 
wkiob occieioo raat ehargea have been expended. Yon are particnlarly lo exa- 
mine, whether there waa any diroctiou or order, poblique or prirate, given or 
intimated to the aaid bonae Broker for hia ao doing, whither according to tba 
Cnatome there the aaid house Broker might take on him to doe ansh a thiag 
without Order or direction from the Chief ; And whither if the bonae Broker 
did the same without Order, it bad not bin the Company'a Interctt, and moat 
proper and reaaonablc to hare delirerad him to jostice, as in such case be well 
deserved, and waa formerly done in Hr, Shei.honb time. You are to 9ift ont 
tbe troth of this Uatter without [avoor or affection to any interested therein, 
and yon may examine such pertoiu aa you think Ett upon Oath in order tbere- 

llc is to make inquiry regarding the use of the Company'a Seal ; also 
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the Companj'-B trade privilegieB, and tbe phirmnmidi aanctioning them ; 
and to collect information regurdiug the ahipa going up the Gangee, 
und the beat seasons, etc. 

Kegulations to be laid down for the classification and sakriee of the 
Company's servaute, tlio Bucceasion to vacancii^, etc. ; the estates of 
deceaaed Bervants ; the action to be taken in the case of the unfaithfiU- 
nesg or criminality of members of Council, etc., etc., etc. 

Master's commissEon was delirered to him on the 21tb Dec. 1676. 
Ho sailed January Sth ; arrived at Fort St. George, July 7th, 1676 ; and 
left again in The Eagle for Metchlepatam and Bengal on the 31st, reach- 
ing the former place on the 3rd August, and quitting it on the ISth. 
Uis Uiarj, the original of which is among the India Records, gives 
a minute account of hia proceedings on this tour of inspection. Here is 
a quaint extract on the use of Roundells (i.e., umbrellas) : 

" 16tb August. Tbare being' an ill CuBtome in the ffaator; of vriten haring 
roDudellB carried oier their heatlg, wbicli ia not D9«d or atlooed by the Oo'em- 
ment of tlia Towne. bat only to the GoTemour and the three noit prindpall 
offioera, and to two or three eminent msrcliant* of anoient standine. And by 
the Dutch only to th^ir Cbeifes, aecond, aod Third, who are of thejr ConnceU, 
and at FFOBT St. Qeoboe is allowed only to the Couneell and Cbaplaiaa. It is 
therefore ordered that noe Peruiii in this ffactory ihall have a ronndell carried 
OTsr tbem, bnt eoob as ar« of the CoacceU and tbe Cbaplaiae." 

This affair of the roundels continued to nttord a crow to pluck with 
tbe young men tili the middle of the next century.' 

Tbe next stay was at Bahuore, where Mr. Master batted from 23rd 
Angnat till 5th September. The following extract affords the earliest 
use I have yet met with of a well-known Anglo-Indian tenu of disputed 

"31st AngnBt. Tfaere being a Complaint of the Panch hoaaos in this Towne, 
which are rery pemiciotUi soe well in r«9pi]Ct to the Peaw and quiet of the 
Place, aa the health of oar Seamiui, it is therefore orderad that noe Paaeh- 
bouBfls bee admitted within the precinct of the Eholibh Compound" . . . . 

" 5th Sept. . . . This nigbt we Bailed over the Sands called tbe Brases, 
baviug ueTLT Uine than three ffathomo waUc. and a SwelUng Sea." 

" 7th Sept. Tbii momini; wee came taire by the Arracan Shoare, and by the 
Dutch boyea, and came to an anchor ut the mouth of the RiTer neare tbe ild of 
Coisa, and traught ui mncb Bab ont of a boats for half a Bapee as woold aerre 
tourBtiore men. 

"8th. Tbia day we pHBiied by the rirer which goes toCHiTTTOOH and Dacca, 
which the EnoUSH call the rirer of KnjiMt, by reason the AjtRACANsas naed 
to Dome out tbenoe to Bob, and sailed np tbe rirer Qan«es, on tbe eaat aida of 
which moat port of the great qnantitj of beeswax ia made, which ia the Einga 
comodity. nnd none inffered to dtale therein bat for hia accompt. And swarmea 
of Beea BewOTeronr Veaaelt, aUoe we passed by great number of salt pitta, and 
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pUeea to boile s&lt. wbich la nUoo appropmtcd to the King Or Oreat MODULL, and 
uouo auaered to be mude hatforhia acconipt. 

"This e»oning with tho tide of flood we gott into that part of the rivor 
GiNOKSlhBtcomerrom HuoLT. Atthe moatb of thesaidriTerthere'BlS or 19 
futUoiOB water withont, and bat 8 or 9 within, but it sholiia Rradnallj ahelTing- 
wise. jett oaaaes a grout whirlioB of tbo water, loe that often times Ships and 
Teasells are tnrned or winiled roond by it tor a good apaoe of tiniP, but seldom 
recei*<3 dammage thereby (as afterwards I itaw one farther op the rirtr eoe 
winded) but woo comeinK Dears upon a liigh water gott in without any ancb 
winding, and they happen at the flrst of the flood ondlabt of tbeehh."'

One of tbe tnrtieBt matters taken up by Mr. Master, aitei his arrival 
Ht KiimmbiixAr was an iaquirj into the circumstanceB uttendiug the 
death of Rd(io the PoiMr (or caaliier). This affair happened in 1673. 
Tlie man hud been put in custody by the orders of Mr, Vincent, tha ■ 
chief of the Factory, with the view uf extracting payment of a sum dii 
to the Company, and Vincent, on going iuto the country, gave him ii 
charge, with what orders waa doubtful, to Anaot Kiiu, the broker of 
the Factory, who, in deposition, admitted having caused the Podw and 
his SOD " to be beaten a few blows with a small stick, as little as the pen 
this is written withajl.'' The same night the PodAi died. Vincent 
was charged with having caused lua death, and there ■was naturally 
much excitement among tho native community, and trouble with the 
Mahomedan government. The matter waa closed, or hushed up, after a 
payment, charged to the Company, of some 13,000 Rupeee. The Court's 
orders, besides the reference in their iustruotiona to Mr. Master, already 
given, run as follows : 

Extract fro:n Letter tn Fort St. Okoruk, 24th Dccembur 1675. 
" Ae Ifl the death of Ruoo Podaub it ia our dcsirfl that a ieriotu and itrioi 
exnmiimtion may be token of tlint aSairc, for where blood ii coneemed wee ars 
and ought to be lery tender, least wee make onrselies pertakeie of the guilt, and 
therefore till wee have a particnlar aocompt tboregf wee cannot give oorjodgo- 
Bieot, nor allow of ISUOO rap* eipeadfed an that occasion, whicb we require may 
be made good to our Cash by Mr. Vi ncknt toll onr farther onler, For althoudh 
weebave binn iDfonned that it batb binn tbe oaBtomeof tbe Cheifea of that plaea 
to nue Sereritj to tbose tbnt are in our debt, thereby to oblige them to pajnent, 
yett it was always done in the presence of tbe Chi<ifi;s who tooke uare that it 
might be moderale. and not thereby to give an opportunity of rcvsoge to Ihs 
partjos enomey." 

The inquiry went on for upwards of a fortnight, witJi evidence (of 
course) of a coutradictory natutti, but we fiud on October 13th that :

Other charges brought against Mr. Viacent by Joseph Hall, a m«m< 
ber of the Council, and countercharges against Mr. Hall, were also 
QDuaidered ; and the decision (and, I fear, prejudice) of the majority 
was with Viuceol and against Uall. There were also charges by Mr. 
Hall Bg»iiiet Mr. Clavell and Mr. Readc, and by Mr. Clavell against 
Mr. Hall. The whole state of things illuatrates the Court's constant 
references to the Bengal factions and disputes; andjustifies the Nabob's 
disparaging character of the Company's servants there {Hedges, p, 163). 

The totlowing paasages in the Diary of Master are worth noting. 
Under October Uth we have the origin of the filalda or Angreiitbdd 
factory, (often called " Englishavad" or the like) owing to which Malda 
became, and has coatinued to be to this day, the headquarters of an 
English district) : 

"Oct. 14. Mr. Mastsb, being informed by some of the Conncell well ei- 
perienoed in theaa purts that Mauuia (a Towne a dayeB jonmey from Kaja- 
MAULi. on the othor aide Ganogs, where the Dntch have Utely bnilt a ffaetory ) 
in a place where great qoantitjes and Vanatjea of (Jonrw) goods proper for 
Enrope are made and proenrod, aa Castae», Huininunu, iCulnkuIii, AiaUha, 
Siuhet, and many other aortn very cbcape. 

" And baviag a. direction iu hta Conio^ission and Instmctiona .... Did 
(hereopon propaae to the Conncell, that there luight be a Snme of 4 or 500 t 
rnpeee layd out in Samples of a : or 6 : peioea of each sort of goodi procurable at 
Maolda, to bo ient home by thiiyeares ships ; 

" To whiob the Counoell agreed," (and further steps were taken). 

October SSth. Extract from a letter addressed at this time by Mr. 
Master to the Court : 

"The Nabob (Shasta Chacn) hb< in hoorly expectation of the Einga

ticnlar, BoLLCUUND bis QoTernonr here, mutes a lear ot 7: 8: or9i tnonethi 
u the Peaple are ahle bf thoic Croppa of oome to p>f or beare tiiei)." 

November lat. 

" The Coancoll fanTeinft taken into CoDsideratioii and debate which of the tiro 
places, HUORLT or BallaboBe, might bo inoat proper aad conTenient for Iha 
reiideiicD of thu Chufe and CoduocH in the Bat, Did resolre and coaolaile that 
HuQLY vu the tuoat Gltiu^ pUiee DotwitbulaadiDK the EuRorE Ships Aoo 
Unlatule and take in their Udaing in BiLLleost roade. Hoolt being the Ee; 
or Scale of BcKaiiLA, where all good-s posain and oat to and from all parti, and 
being near the oentrr of the Compauys bminess is more cnmmodioDB for Teoeivfl- 
ing of adTices from and iiBneiuR of ordcn to, all Bobordiuata ffoctor^ee.

November ^Ih, Master left KAeimbuziir for ll^gli. lie writes : 

" Whilal I wiu at Casbahbazas which woa about eix weekea lime, the water 
did fall in the riier about b fatboma right np ami done (fir). All the Oountry, 
or groat part thereof, about Cabbamsaslab is planted or sett with Unllberr; 
trees, the teares of whieb are gathered young to teed the Worms with, and make 
the (ilk fine, and tbereCore the troes are planted ererj yeore. The soile of 
Benqala ia very fertile being a kind of a loose fat earth and in some ptoaei a 
tatt aand. There is not one monntaine or Hill (o be seen ahont HnaLT or 
CabbAbbAeAb, the Conntrey being aU plains and level), aad tho' anything will 
grow by noBon of the fertilonesi of tbe soite, yett firewood is scarci', and timber 
bad androry deare. TbeTownc DfCAsaAUBAZAiiis abonttwomiles long, and m

"3', Ballasorb btgann to be a noted place when the PoRTuaniz were 
beaten out of Anoblin' bjr the Moobeb, about the jenre 1C36 ; at which time 
the trade began to dnca; at Piplit, and to hare a diminution in other placnoF 
these parts ; and the Barr npeaiog nod the Birer appearing better than was 
imagined. The ENoLtaH and the Danes endeavoared to settle ffactoryea here, 
to be out of the troublee the Portuquix gate to other natioiu and had tbeni- 
mItcs, the rather because the Cloth of HARiuroBS,' where onr first Bactorje 
waa settled was without much difficultjs to be brought hither bj land, and the 
Rirer where our Vesiells uauallf had. luae at being stopt up, it was noe aasf 
matter to bring the Cloth bj Sea, nor soe sale to hare Tossells ride before that 
place, ai here in the Boade of Ballasore. 

" And the Baja of Tillbccb RCUBttNa. his Connlrey Ijeng neare this place 
where the greatest qoantltj'e of Teisvr or Herin is procurable, a Settlement was 
thought the more conTenii>nt beoause Ginghams, Herbu TatTetyea, Herba Luo- 
gec, and othbr sorts of Herba goods might be made neare and brought hither, 
and noe whore bo good Herba gDoda procarable. The waters of Casharbt* 
giteiag the most lasting dje to them, and within two dayes joumej of Ibis

A letter written about thia time (Jan. 10, 1677-8) by a couan of 
Master's, Mrs. Oxendea of Deane, to her brotlier-tD-kw Christopher 

OxeDden, n servant of the Company in fiongal (and who died at Kaaini- 
biizir before the letter was written, September 29tb, 1677), speaks of 
Strejnsham Muat«r: 

" BeFore thia can come to jronr hands, I EinppDae yoa will b« made a Factor, 
from which I wish yon may in dae tims be adranced to those placet of profit 
and honour you can deairoyour aelF or jourtfrienJa for job. India hath been a 
Coitnnate place to our Belationa, I hopa the Uko good iiiceeM nill alwaya attend 
you, Uy Brother Harbt likes liring at SnaATao well, that he cannot yet reaolTe 
when he ehall return to Enolahd. I belieTe 'tis a great aatisTactian to yoo 
■ometimea to aee, and he with njy CoaBn, STaETNsaAH Mastbb, tho' yon may 
not constantly nalde tngetber. Ha ii aa wise and eiperienood a PenoD, that bia 
adriee cannot bat be Tsr; benedciall and inatrnctira to yon "

The Stal. Aert. of Bengal (liii, 73) ssys :— " This [SiNaniiA] was originally 
a lettlement of the Dnroa E. I. Company for manufacturing Balt^tre, and 
woe one of tbe fint factories occupied by Europeans in Tirhut.

Sir William Ijvnghorne went home in the end of 1077. and Muter 
dulj succeeded liim as Agent and Governor. Beeidps what hn8 been 
published hy Mr. Talboja Wheeler in bis Madras in Me Olden Time 
(Madras, 1661, vol. i), Bome extracta from tbe Madras KreordH, giving 
matter which ia not to be foaod at the India Office, were published (bat 
not well edited) at Madras, in 1871-73, under the title of Noia and 
Ezlrncit, from which we may glean a little. Master, in the early days 
of hia government, founded the first Engliali Church in India, vii., the 
CbuTch of St. Mary in tbe Fort at Madras : 

■' Eaater Mnnd.y," {Ist April 1678).

Mr. Master, on IGth March 1G78.9, started on a land journey to 
Mnsulipatam, viaPulicat, Armagon, and Pettepolee.^ It is not expressly 
•tated how tbe party travelled, bat apparently on horseback. Tbe

At AJloor they rejoined their route in coming, and followed it to 
Madras (25tb April). 

I6th July 1679. On renewing the debate as to the manner of carrj- 
ing out the Company's orders for the settlement of the factories in the 
Bay, it waa reaolred that the agent Bhould visit and settle the affairs of 
those factoriee, embarking on one of the ships then going to the Bay. 
with Mr. ilohuo of the Council, one -of the chaplains, the Secretary, and 
some of the young men ; Mr, Joseph Uynmers remaining at the fort 
with the style of Dcputy-GoTomor.* 

Mr. Master having so lately made this tour, one eonceires that he 
found it agreeable, as he repeated it io soon, hut with a rctiouo so much 
expanded ; a matter that did not please the Court, as we shall see. 

On the lat August, accordingly, the party embarked on the Golden 
Fkece \ it consisted, besides Mr. Master and Mr. Mohuu, of Mr. Nicks 
the Secretary, and Mr, Richard Elliott, Chaplain, with two writers, an 
ensign, and thirteen soldiers, besides peons and palan kin -boys. After a 
halt at Masulipatara of five days they sailed for Balasore, where they 
arrived on the 17th August and stopped till 10th September, reaching 
Hiigli on the 16th. In November K4simb4iftr was visited. HfigK was 
not quitted again for the coast till the 16th December. But there is 
nothing of suflicienl interest to transcribe here. On 2Gth January

For ft tiine id the early part of llaster'a governratnt the Coast was 
thrown into alarm, by the approach of the Govcmor'a old acquaintance 
KJTaji, who had invaded the Carnatic. Master also in lGf<0 attempted i 
to initiate or renew a trade with Burma, drafting " Articles of Com- I 
merce to lie proposed to the King of Barma and pRiir, in behnlte of the 
English Nation, for the settling of a Trade in those Countries," bub 
little or nothing seeinB then to have come of it. It is plain also from 
his own detailed record (in the Mamtr I'aper)) that he did much for | 
the regulation and improvement of all braucbes of the admiuistraiion, 
which had fallen under Sir W, Langhome into great laxity. 

Maater himself, in the largely detailed chrouulogical rociuorandum 
of Ins services, just referred to, eaya — 

" Through mncli pationoe and hamrd I eniiored to itaj for tlie Abcdcj and to 
oat 8' William LuNaHoaNB thereof, who verj hardly brooked leaviag ths 
Iinplojnient, and, bad ha stayed, the CompiinyB affaires nader the Agannj had 
aerer been brongbl into order and method, but woald haie Imea ouer in eonfaaiOB 
aa they bare been all hia time, nad it bath cost me mnch care aud watchfolaeu 
to keep them in some degree of order etncQ my retmmo from the Bat and 
METeHLEtATAu notillbiB Imbarqningfor Enolai^d; and £r>WARn HxaBtahis 
goeing home with S' WiLLuu Lahobobhb istobeattribated to me, tor I tonnd 
he ever Imbroilcd tbo Company! affaires."' 

Sliister, in writing to his elder brother JanieB, January 28th, 1680-81, 
ahowB wime presentiment of the treatment he was likely to receive from. 
the Court, whilst hie words also show that he had aiiia«acd wealth: 

" I doe very mneh wonder at your Utter of Bth Jannary 1679. whiob yon have 
not set soar band to, for privacy sake 1 suppose, in regaril it was not long lines 
yon writt me yon tboutd be able to rub through this world with a little help, Or 
to that purpose, as I remember, wberefara baveiag giten you some help, t hoped 
it bad not been eoe bad with you ns yon now make knowne, which bad you dona 
■oonec you Etbould tbie last year baie liud Home better aagittanee. Bat you must 
know tbnt I bave (lu macb at I could) avoyded Bending any great mntters bonis 
nnfill I am iu enery respect prepared for my own Eotome ; becaa>o I havs 
obnori'd our Company are very iiD<;rat<full and cruell to a man that bath not an 
Estate in tbeir Service, altbo' he have done them a hundred times more seivioe, 
and 'tis almost impassible to conoeale ones Estate from them . . . ."

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When Maater wna receiving his oonimiaaioii from Sir Nathaniel Henia, 
theu Governor of the Compauj, nt Climtmas 1675, just before bis 
ilejiarturB. with n prevision arising, no doubt, from experience of the 
wiiya of the Court, he liad, aa his Dinry etates :

But I am lij no means satisfied that any sach in Ten ligation was 
cJitered od iii regnrd to Mr. Master's conduct in hia government, though 
it was condmnned by tlio Court, for rensons whieli, as ctijivi^yod in their 
corresponilencc, suggest no grounds that justify the severity of llieir 
censure. He was recalled in their lettor dated 5th January 1680-41; 
the appointment of his successor, Mr. W, Gtfford, having been miuiB 
in a Comiiiiffiion dated 29th Uecemlier 1680. 

One of the family letters in the Rev. G. S, Master's colleotion, 
addresaed to Governor Mruter, Jiinuary 12tb, 1677-H, by Sir James 
Osendea of Dean, shovrs thnt from an early date there had been t, 
strong party, and much iutrigae, against the fommr, in the East ludit 
House ; even the King hiinaelf hnviag been gained over to make au 
attempt at persuading the Court la break faith with Streynsbam Master, 
and loexteiid llie Goveruineiit of Sir W. Langhome fortwoyenra. The 
U-tieris very long; 1 give one or two extruota. 

" I fiud the Coniittee in (reoerall well pleu'd with the Rognlationa yon have 
iDnJe in their ii9iure>i nnd prtrtioularly vith the Urge meinoriall yoa aent them, 
which is aacoualed very laborioua and JQdicioiu. It hath bwuleftto Mr. PapiIi- 
LDN to abreviate it, and report what hee thinks moat important in the Cum- 
pnny's lotfrcet. The poors musacred Mr. Abkold White' lent also a 
Mvmoriail of thoame nature bat not half so long and wall eBtoemed. 

"I have BO well represented the Impertinunt Nonaciuicull and Ualisioas 
cIiargD of Mr. JosirH Abnolk aEaiii"t yon That bis greateat Rnende are 
uhikm'd of ilt, and moat of the Couiiltee look npon it M very idle and the effect 
of an OTorheated bruae, and therefore by their genenJl Lettera thia yeare have 
seat him a levere repriiiiuid and ohack for his Drinkipg ood debanehery . . . ■ 
Disconraing with Mr. FafIlLoN aboat the differeacea which might arise con- 
cerning the Miniitera by noion of the contrariety of (heir Prineiples, and that 
it was best to Band All of one stamp, Hee did not aeeme to reaeot in the leaat

they have lUI mett together and Bhonn their letter* to one another and aome of 
the Companj, and despiie him aa the greatest Diasembter in nature." 

Id a letter to Master, dated 5th Jaanary 1680-81, tlie Court write u 
follows : 

" Ur. Stbethbbajii Mabtkr, Finding by yoar Indentares beariDg dat« Uie 
IGth of December 16T5, That yont- G*e yeare« Serriee for Ve wilbe expired by 
the Tth July oeit, Wee have, after eerioui dobate found it expedient [or our 
teriiee, and reaolred by the Ballott, that upon the arifoll of tbia yeara Shipping 
at the Fo&T you be diamisaod onr employmeut, and sent for home by this 
Shipping ; Notwithstanding which, if it fall oat aoe, that by reason of yont 
owne boaines. yon cannot without damaeo to your Selte, coma home by thia 
jeares Skipping. la each cuse Wee are content that yon doe stay within onr 
Town of MADaASPATiM, and under our Goverament there at yoar own charge, 
or otherwiio aa wee bave directed by onr Commiasion. One yenre longer to 
dispatch yourowne affairei ; And if it ahouid aoe happen that our Shipa abonld 
arrire at onr Fort some time before the aoid 7th of July next .... before yonr 
foreaaid time by Indentars la fnllf OTit ; wee aholl however pay yon yooc full 
Sa]lary, and gratuity as if you had aerred V« yonr full time of & yearsi." 

After their manner in those duya, the Court write with great severity 
of their retiring agent. Some eiamples of thia fothioo of Uieire I huTe 
quoted already at p. xi. The Ecornful and hanghtf tone of the Fort 
U-tterB to the Caurt under Maater'a gorcrninent, as well us under that of 
his predecessor Laughorne, is freijueutly rebuked in strong Isuguage. 
Uf Master's letters iu this kind 1 hiive found no examples, the Madras 
correspondence in the I. U. at this time being exceeding!]' defective. 
Bat his viutatiou of the Bay faciiiriea also draws forth pungent exprea- 
sions of their dissatisfaction. Thus (5th January 1G81) : 

"We bare read OTer all yonr Conanltation Boot, and considered well of our 
Lou and Oaine by Agent Mast brb'b Progreii latyia may call it) being attended 
with such a Princely traine and charge .... And to beplaiiie with yon, not in 
that Irouioail sense yoa used that word as before mentioned, bat iu truth and 
reality, Wee iloe thinke onr loss and eipence thereby doth much oTerballaaee 
any advantage we bare, or m&y hereafter reep by it ■ ..." 

They proceed lo apeak more particulai'lj of the great expense, against 
which (they allege) were to be set only vague proposals of retrenchment 
at the factories ; of the orders given for the erection of brick build- 
ings at various places visited ; iUKl of other acte which they named. In

To be free with fou, it looki like a designe of an esponainR, cndcaToaTing, and 
setting ap afieparatt interest against yonr Employers at home ; which is ae Taiaa 
in the attempt oa it wonld proTO monstrous and detestable in the BTeat." 

And witli an asEumed apprehension of Master's imitating Sir Edward 
Winter ill the forcible retention of his position, they go on : 

" Altho' we doabt not bnt oar late Agent Ma^TER. did gire dne abedicDOB t« 
the King's orders and onrs for resifcning oar Rort and Qoiemment or ffOBT St. 
OlOKOE and towne of Madbjlbb Fatam to oar hut appointed Agent Wiluxm 
Gt?fobd Eiq. and the other persons we ordered last year to be of Council there. 
jet to preTont the worst that Mad men may do, We hare ordered oar Ships io 
deliver no letters on Shore, till they are SatisEed tliat onr affairs there are under 
that MauagementaodrcgnLaUoa which Wee appointed by ooi last years letters," 

At a later period of tbo same year they wrote again (18 Nov. 1681) : 

" By the Sumpion .... we received our late Agent Master and Conncell'a 
letters of the lUth September and 20th Decomlier. in which be foUowoth liis old 
straine of erroars. pride, and oftenoe, which we shall not further endeavour to 
confute or convince him of, but leave him. now at his greafer leasnre, freed from 
the Temptation and innnmbranee of that greatness and immeuBitie of ffaine 
which our Bounty bail confer'd upon him. to recollect himself, and consider 
whether he did well or wisely for himself, or honestly by as ■ ■ . . 

" We do likewise enjoyn yon (all eicnaea set apart) to send home by this year's 
Shipping Mr. Stbrtkbuam Mabteb, Mr. JoBN Cholvlbt, and Hi. Wlllum 
Jkabset eiccpt he do forthwith elaer hia aooompt with ns, and pay the ballanoa 
into onr Caahtber«."

OUT goods provided by yuu and Verona your Partener and Eelation deoeaaed, 
did rome IS or SO per cent, in many sorts worse then Our Matters, for 3 or 4 
years before the arritall of onr present Agent Mr, OnrFOKD, by which yon 
gain'd Unjustly and We were eicecdiDg great LooseTg. 

" Yet we disown and abhor those oppreBsire and riolent proceedings lund 
Btraiost yon by our late Agent Stbbtnshah Mastes, from wbom We are 
eodeavonring to roooier Satisfaction tor joa, but that will be a worke of some 
time, in regard hie e^tatc is concealed .... 

" Tel that you may nerer aoffer sonb a kind hereafter We have made a Law 
forOurTawna of Maobasse. that wiLl be a Security to you and yonr posteriUe 
and all the natives in IntilA that shall bereafler inhabit under yooi Ooveni- 

Thia WHS the way the old t'ourt had — to embrace the coining, kiek 
tho parting guest ! 

I sball not attempt to judge lietween Master and the rulera of the 
Company, to do which, with any sufficiency, would (if it were at all 
poesibk) require a much longer research than circumstances permit or 
demand. We ahall see preseutly that, as regarded the Native Mer- 
chants, the ex-Govcrnor claimed the baliiico as quite on the other aide 
of the ledger. And the |;eueral impression from my readings in the 
recorits is, that there was uo substantial ground for the charges hinted, 
rather than directly made, a^inat him. 

Master baa transcribed an extract from a letter of Sir Joaia Child 
to him, dnted 2(Jth Dt-cember lf)8<l. The extract, however, throws no 
light on Sir Joaia's motives for asaenting to Muster's supercession : 

" You will probably wonder at the oomeing of a New Agent,snd more to bear 
that I wae one of them that voted for liini, which I assure you was not from any 
onkindne^B to you, for I ooe more intended this cbang when I wrott bat to you, 
then I did the ohauging of my Wife. nhiFb noe man living hatb leea raason to 
desire then my Selfa " 

'llie transfer of the Agency to Gyfford was made 3rd July I68i. 
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There is not much tliat we find regarding Mmter in the years tollow- 
irg Ilia retirement from Madras. In 1690 (Septeaiber 25ih) be took to 
himself a aecood wife in the person of Elizabeth, daa|;hter of Ricbanl 
Legh of Lyme in Cheshire ; in 1692 he parohaa^d the Codnor Park 
Estate in Derbyshire ; in 1698 he aold Wallett's Court in Kent, and 
purchased Stanley Grange, near Motley in Derbyshire. These are fresh 
indications that be brought wealth home from India. 

In the yuarlaat mentioned (1698) we find Master appearing in connec- 
tion with the New, or Evglisii, East India Company, which was estab- 
lished in that year. As we have more thatt once had occasion to notice, 
this body numbered among its officers many wbo bad been dismissed or 
recalcitrant aervants of the Old Company, a circumstance which in 
Tarioiia instances turned to its disadvantaife. leading the Company to 
place confidence in such men as Littleton, Wait«, and John Pitt, who 
proved tbeniselves as liltle cajiable of good and faithtnl service under 
the New Company as under tbe Old. 

Both Littleton and Master were chosen among the first Directors of 
the New Company. Littleton became their President in Bengal, and 
i?ir Edward. Master became abo Sir Streynsham, being knighteil by 
King Wdliam in the Drawiug-Room at Kensington, 14th Deaember 
1698, on tbu presentation of an nddress to welcome tlis Majesty's 
return from the Coulinent. lu a quaint letter to bis mother-in-law, 
Mrs. Legh of Lyme, Master explains the circumstances under which 
tbe honour fell to him :'

Sir Streyiiaham Master died at the age of 85, April 28, 1724, at New 
Hull in Lancashire, the seat of hie eldest son Legh Master, acquirefl bf 
bia marriage with Margaret, one of tbe co-heirs of 'IliatuaB Launder of 
New HiUI. Sir Strejusbam was buried at Maoclesfield by the side of 
hie second ivife, who had died at Bath in 1714. His will was proved 
in Loudon, July 17, 1724. It directe tbitt hia bod; should be burlisd 
at the discretion of his son Streynshutti, but not within any church or 
chapel, and tbat a tomb should be er«!ted. It wat buried in a chkpiil

The impreaaioii ot Master left by the perusal of tbe records, public 
and private, apart from the disparagement which the Court seem 
habitnall]' to have cast on their superseded ageuts, is that he vac a 
vorthj, religious, methodical, kindly, and liberal man, and one of 
strong tamilf affection. Memoranda in liis writing show that he 
had bestowed upwards of £15.000 upoQ bis brothers und Bisters. 
The comparative ncciiracy of bis stifle and ortbogrnphj is in striking 
contrast with the letters of most of bis ludian conteuiiiorariea. Uk 
alwajH writes like a guntlcmau : and when we consider llint he went to 
India when only fifteen and a hnlf jeara of age, his education does 
credit to his masters and to biniself.' 

There ia a portrait of Sir Stre^mBiiam Master in the possession of tbe 
Rev. G. Strejnsbam Master, at Flax Bourton, Somerset.^ His desceud- 
snts are very nnmerons, and many of them have been creditably known 
in the Indian sBtvicea. The representative of his line is Charles 
Hoskina Mneter of Barrow tireen, Surrey, eighth in decent from 
Sir Streynsbam.

He is mcntioiied bj Hedges at p. 93. as 
being DomlDated 3rd of ttie iame place. Died at Patna 2lBt May 1680. 
Bee & reference to bim June 0, 1684, under Diiiiri, p. exxii. 



MOHUN, RICHARD, came out in 1C70. enpaged as cbief of 
MKTCin.KPATAM (Masalipatam) oo a salary of £100 a year, sailinf; 
along nith Sir W. Ijinghome, as one of tbe Commiasioners to inyesti- 
gale the extraotdioary proceedings of Sir Edmund Winler against 
Governor Foicroft (see under SAMnnooKP. below). He was named by 
the Court in their letter of 18th December 1671, to BUcceod Sir W, 
Langhorne as Agent at Fort St, George, in case of Sir Williani'a death, 
or departure. This, however, never took effect. In 1676, whilst Lang- 
home woa still govemiog, Mr. Mohnn fell into trouble ariwog out of 
charges ngainat blni as to misuse of the Company's funds in private trad- 
ing at Maeulipatain, There were charges and counterchorgea bandied 
Iwtween htm and Mr. Mainwaring, his sitcceasor at Metchlepatam, 
which are alluded to at p. ccaixviii enpra (under Ma^tp.r), and Uobnii 
was ditmissed from the Company's service, 7th July 1676. in accord- 
ance with the Court'a orders of 24th Deer. 1675. He was. however, 
restored, with certain limitations (January 1678-9), and we find him in 
1679 occupying tbe place of 5th in Councilat Fort St. Georg"", and retain- 
ing his salary ot £100, though the salaries of the 3rd and 4th in Council 
were only £70 and £50 reppectively. He accompanied Agent Master in 
the same year, on that gentleman's second tour of iiifpection in the Bay 
(aee p. ccxliii lupra). 

The Coml, however, again in a letter dated 3rd December 1679, con- 
ditionally ordered his disiuiasttl : 

" ir Ur. MoBUN V not entlisEoil witb his BtHtion of Inst of Cauncill at the 
FFOBT, wilhout hopes of furtHtr prefetnifnt (eipept it be bj eipresa *rdar from 
DDmlrea here), jou ma; diemigi him, for bs waa soe vastly in debt, and iO 
nDloriotuI; and vilely cnlpabla in his tomier trnnsactiona at MKrcULEPATAU, 
that wo will not traBt bim aof further, till wee bare more eiperietice of his good 
bchaiiour, and did only concede la the eameat importuiiity of bia good trimda, 
that be should bo in that place under the e;e of tbe Agent." 

ThiadiBniiBsal took effect in July 1€80. Under 18th November 168D, 
the Court wrote to Madras ordering the seizure of Uobuii'a effects, 
until he should pay the balance due on bis accounts. 

He appeam to have gone on a trading adventure to Acliin. Hedges at 
p. 117, mentions the arrival of Mr, Mohun.on board the Recorerg, from 
Achin and Malacca, with particulars of sonie intelligence which he 
communicated. And under date 24tb June ltiS4, Mohnn writes from 
Achin, apparently lo some member of the Court at home, pointing out

NAYLOR, JOHN.' A dyer employed at Kiieimbiieiir in the Com- 
pany's factory. We read in Str. ^loaler'a MS. Diary in India Office, 
under date October 3lBt 1676 : 

" JOHH NAtLOB, Bilk d;er, lerrant to the Honble : Computj in the Baetory, 
hareing presented hii petition to the Canueill and therein iiett forth that he 
came oat of EholAnd in Deceniber ItlTO, and contracted to aerve the Honble : 
Company fonr yean at 50/ per annam, whereof thirty pound M be paid in Isni* 
and twenty poand npon big desire in EKat.ANn. which tearme at yeara (and) 
more being expired, and he being einca married and hath hii family here with 
him, doth now reqoeat that bis whole aallary of 501 per aannro may be paid him 
ia the Connlrey for aoe long as he hath BBrred more than his Contracted time of 
4 : jear«, which the Councill baring taken into cODaideiatian did think Gtt and 
appoint that the said Jobn NAtl.on, for his future encoaragement in the 
Honble: Company's aervioe be paid 501 per annum in this ffactorj beginning from 
Michelmas laat past, and to oontinne aoe long as be shall behoTe himaeUe weil 
in hie imploymenl, or nntiU the Honble : CompsDj's further pleoanre." 

Hedges and the Council dismissed Naylor for trading with the Inter- 
lopers ; after which be became the factor of the latter at K;ia(mbiiidr 
(aari/, pp. 80, 138, etc.) 

NEEDHAM, or NEDHAM, FYTCHE. 

The Court, in letter to DanUni of 2 1 at Sept. 1671, advise the Council 
there of the appointment as factor of 

" Hr- FiTZ NilSHAN at 201. whoe thangh he hath not readiness of speeeh, 
yst will he Terj aerriceable in writing in tlie accomptiog honae, And balb soma 
■kill in limbning and Clock worke, therefore we deaigne hini lor Japan, to 
take care of onr olocka and worka." . . . 

He must have bei^n transferred to Bengal, for in 1676, we find' him 
writing from Dacca to Mr Slreynsham Master (fluth Novr.) : 

" Yesterday I wrote yoo of the late onlenfrom the King (or onr paying oni-

Needham waa ordered by the Court's letter of 18th No»i. 1681, to be 
diBmiwed, along with Byam and Harvej, and though they revoked this 
order in the case of the two last, it was apparently carried out in the 
dismigaal of Needham, for flagrant encouragemeDt of the Interlopan 
Along nith Edward Littleton, Robert Douglas, and Matthias 
Vincent, at the tine of Hedges' arrival in India (see Diary, pp. 90-91). 



NEEDHAM, LITTLETON, who came out in 1699 with Sir E. 
Littleton, as a Berrant of the English Company, and died on firat 
arrival (supra, p. ccri), was doubtlesB a son of F^tci: 



NICKS, JOHN. Came out to Fort St. George a& apprentice at £6 
a year, in 1668. In 1676 made Factor at £20 ; appointed Secretary at 
Fort St. George ia or about 1674, and bo continued many yearH. In 
hia capacity of Secretary he accompanied Streynsbaro Master on bis 
second tour of inspection to Bengal in 1679 (napra, p. ccxliii.) 

In 1688 he was appointed by the Council at Fort St. George to be 
Chief of CONIMEER {Kanyimeilu), a new factory established on the 
Coromandel coaat, between Madras and Pondicbeny, about thirteen 
miles north of the latter. On this the Court write characteristicairj 
(11th Sept. 1689): 

" WflapproTe of the tortifjingof OoNimsB, Binoe itii done, but niohaforti- 
GcatioQ would hare beeo a hundred times better for the Compan; if it had bean 
a hundred Leagues further to the 3onthwarda, Coniueab being so near the 
Conrt (PFobt) that we have reaaon t« anapeot contaderaoiBa botwoon yonr blaek 
merohanta and those at CoNimeeb, if jou do not hooeitly and carafnllj preieot it. 
Mr. NiCEs'a Chiefihip at Coniueer we do likewise eanBrm, ou oonditioD that 
jon and he do oarefoll; prOTBat the Cornpanya prejadioe b; his Wife's crafty 
trading, wbieh we andentand the method of. and eannot bear if we find. Sbe 
makea her gains of our loaa, tbo' otherwise we are allwaiea glad to hear that oar 
Setraota get money honeatly withont prejudice to the Coiupany. And aince we 
haTasDW been at tbe ebarge to fortify ConiUEEU we expect tlie same Dotieato 
be pud US there, proportionately as at Madbass, wbieh yoQ and Ur. Niceb arc 
to take Bare we be not defrauded of."

We have not ascertained the date of Mr. Nicka'e death. A reference 
to the Master correapondenoe on p. cclii will show that in 1701 Sir 
Streynsham had written to Mr. Nicks to bespeak his help in the re- 
covery of old debts due to him at Madras ; whilst Governor Pitt, in a 
letter dated Jan. 1705-6, refeia to hia having sought aid in the " cunning 
of Mrs. Kicks." This Baggeste that Mr. Nicks had died in the interval. 

I am sorry to say that Mrs. Nicks was the subject of much scandal, 
both on account of her reported too great intioiaoy with Mr. EUhn 
Yale, and for alleged frauds committed by her in Conimeer when her 
husband was Chief there. Une accusation was that (in 1693), 

"She caneed the Right Honble. Company's godowns to he broke open and 
foreibl; took from thenne great qnintitiea of oloth of the fir^t ■ort, which ibe 
apphed to Mr. Eliha YaU's priiate ose . . . Upon this he (Mr. Doiben, the 
Judge Advocate) wrote her a letter reqniring her, iting a woman noloriouilf 
knovnt to bt a teparats merchant from Imt Jtufiaiid, to put in bail . . . whiah 
•he, not oompiying with, he ia«aed ont a warrant to arrest her."' . . .

The preceding letter, however faulty iu grammar, is not only 
direct and busineM-like, but written iu a clear, bold hand. Bat 
1 cannot give Mrs. Nicka credit for it. The second is evidently in her 
own writiog, and that ia very bad in penmanHbip and apelting-. Tho 
Brat may have been her huBband'a. The "Nicks" ia like his auto-- 
graph. 

The second letter shows that her husband was at its date in England, 
whitber he had gone with ex.Freeideiit Yale in 1699 ; it also show! 
Mrs. Nicks, crafty and ill-conducted as abe may have been, us a warm> 
hearted woman, • 

Tlia Mr. Dolbon mentioned in it is apparently the very mas 
who, aa Judge Advocate, had ordered iier arrest eight . yean 
earlier. It looks as if the Court had intercepted her poor letter.

1688'9 [mpra, pp. Ixmiii-vl, and reauiued his poeilion at 
Malda Factory on tbe renewal of trade, after peace was made with the 
SlaLomedaii Gorernment.

But, at a later date, Peachej bad long been tbe aubject of complaints. 
The Court write, 22Dd Jany. 1691 :

' On the arrlTal in Bengal of Sir John Goldalx>rough a« CommiB- 

Hary-tieueral in 1693, it proved that Mr. Feacbey bad for three yeais 
rendered no accounte, and (22nd August) & sergeant and four soldiers 
were dispatched to Malda to bring him down, which thej did accord- 
ingly, with his three years' books.'

POUNSETT. JOHN. Came out to Sural as a Writer in 1673, 

but was BubHeqtienlly tranBterred to Fort St. George.' He became 
Factor in 1678; in 1G79 was 2Dd of Council at Dacca, and was ap- 
pointed by tbe Court to be Chief there 18th Jany. 1681-3. He did not, 
however, apparentlj succeed till Mr. Harvey's removal to Malda in 
1688. His nusconduct iu that capacity is often complained of in 
strong terma by Hedges (e.3., p. 152), and eventually recognised by 
the Court, as is indicated in a passage quoted under Hartey, as well 
aa in the following : 

" Thou yon find bane cheated or abused tbe Companj, aa Pownsbtt and 
Ha-BTEt did at Dacca, hobcc their Estates to make tbe Company a»tistaetfos 
in India." (ConrlioBKHOAL, 27 Aniput 1688.) 

I have not come on the record of his death or dlBmisBal. 



RAVENHILL, JAMES. Nomioated as Factor October 1681. 
He is only once Find incidentally mentioned by Hedges (p. 32). He 
was on the fiitUe expedition to Cbittagong and Arakan in Janaaiy 
1689 (supra, p. liix, feqq.). After this the Court seem to have 
ordered his dismissal for some cause which I have not traced, and be 
was residing at Madras, as appears from the correspondence between 
■loHN Pitt and Peachey, transcribed under the latter article. But

In this he survived to be one of the oldest of the Compauy'B serraots 
in Bengal. In tbe list dated 30th Jany. 1706-7 we find him entered 
as a senior merchant, but not in Council ; in 1713 he appears as 
Tnu)aIator of the Persian Language ; and on 2Ist Jany. 1716-17 be 
died, after thirty-five years' residence in India, not quit* a year before 
his contemporary Robert Hedges. 

RAYNES, Capt THOMAS, He n-as commander of ahipa em- 
ployed by the Company, and hii name often occurs in the records. 
He was a kinsman, apparently nephew, of Sir Henry Johnson the 
Elder, and married in India a niece of William Hedges, a daughter of 
his brother Robert Hedges of Burras,^ and eiet«r of Robert Hedges the 
younger (p, cicvii, tnpra), with whom presumably she must have come 
out. There is no mention of her in the Diary. She may have been 
with Wm. Hedges and his family on the Dtftnce. The Court, writing 
to Bengal, 30th Novr. 1681, Bay that the Head '• ingiA Privateer" 
bad been bought and sent out under Hr. THOUAi< Ravneiii as Com- 
mander, and ordered " to sayle with the Defence, and to remaioe in the 
Conntrey for our service there". But a postocript from Sir Josia 
Child sayy the Head was found unseaworthy, and Mr. Raynes ordered 
to return on board tbe Drftnef. 

In a letter to Bengal, 2lBt Deer. lt>S3, the Court writ« : 

" Yoa tetl na Capt, Ravneh in aetled in a new emplojnient, bnt jou doe not 
tall M what emplDTment. Wee must gaeaa that, or leom it from othen ; if 
Uh late A^ent had tbDnghb Gtt to lett anr LettFra eome home; however, we 
think it but just ;ou ahoald compeli Cuptoine Bainks t« pay ns the charge of 
■ending him out." 

There ore two letters of Cupt. Raynes's in the Johnson Letter Book 
in the British Museum,^ which I transcribe. There is a certain un-

79), 
from Edwftri] Poule, a pasBctiger on IxMLrd Capt. Ra^oee'B abip, dated 
from CapB Bona Espcranza August I<)94, gives a bad account of the 
Captain's conduct. It la ludorsed b; Johuaou :

We hear of Capt. Raynce again in a letter from Governor Thomas 
Pitt to Sir lienry Johnson, jun, (who had juirt become a member of 
the Court), dated Fort St. (ieorge, Feby. 13th, 169j, Raynes having 
commaniled the Martha, In which Pitt went out to Madras :

In a letter to "Madam Raynea", dated Deer. 19tb, 170

good friend, and infonoB her of the sale of the anufF at half a pagofa 
per pound, remitting tbe price to her at ISj. per pagoda. 



RICHARDS, JOHN. This gentleman was keeper of the Company-e 
warehouse in I^eadenhall Street, but. moved apparently by ill-starred 
aiuhition, quitted this poat for an Indian factonhip, 17th October ItiKl, 
with thoappointmcntof Chief at Balaaore. Ingoing out he was allowed 
to ship on his own account £500 value Jn pieces of eight, S60 oz. in 
wrought plate, and £100 value in gold and silver thread.* 

Mr. Richards sailed with Williiim Hedges in the D'/mct. but died 
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from a fall on the fitib day after leaving tbe Dowdb (Snd Feb. 1681-S], 
His vife and children, who were on board, vere necessnril; carried to 
India. The widow also died at Bnlssore. 20th May 16«3.i TliiB lady 
IB menlioueil iu John Lockii'B letti-T of 27th April 1683, of which n 
part is quoted above under the name of ClIATfLES CcPWtiKTU {p. Cn) : 

" If I haTfi treipaaeed herein jon mnet eicaie it to the little distiaotion I 
make l>etween you and your sifter ;^ jon muHt conclude 1 forget mynelf aad 
tfaouKht I was talking to, and (tu I used to do) learning somctliing of her, and 
'til to the Bame aprount I mn«t beg yon to place the obligstjoa jou will la; on 
me. by procuring and sending hither an answer to the incloaed letter adilre«>ed to 
Mrs. ElOHABiiB. Her husband died going to tbe Eabt Indies, in a ahip that set 
out hence about Christmas was twelve month, where he was to hare beea factor 
lomewhereui the Bat of Benqal, for the Company. Hi> wife and tvodanghten 
who were with him, went on their Toyage ; where she settled herself and remuiu 
now you will easily know." (King's Iii/cr o/Iocte, ed. 1830, ii. ISIiO.)' 

In FciTiT St. Gr.ORDE Conan. of Feb, 3rd, 1686-7. appears notice of 
a sum of 5,000 Rg. paid into the Company's cash at Htigli', 19th Jan. 
in84-5, In the name of Bowannipas, by the lttt« Agent John Bkard, 
and that this was tbe proper mouey and estate of tlie decoaeed Mr. 
John Richards , ... it was to be remitted to the Fort for the use of 
Elizabeth R i en ard9 there, and of another child who was io England. 
'' Itt ia ordered that it bee paid to the Freit. for their acconpt, and 
because wee are in want of money att present, to be made rec'd in the 
Rt. Ilouble Companys Cash, and n Bill given for the Same at 10 per 
Cent. Intreat p. annum, acomptiug Rupees 3j to a Pagoda." . . . 



5AMBR00KE, SIR JEREMY. Two Jeremy Sambroakoa appear 
in the Company's Records of the 17lh century. 

First, there is a Jeremy Sauibrooke constantly mentioned in the 
Court Books from the early days of the Commonwealth, as employed 
in the office of the Company. Thus we read under 20th June 1651 : 

" In eonseiiaenoe of reports that the KiNQ OF ScotLSSd" {i.e. Charlea II) 
"or theUtoQcEKN of Enot-AM) designed to send eome Pemon to Persia to 
obstruot the Companyi trade, and conaidering bow prejadieial it mlEbt proOTQ 
unto them if elfeclcd, they ordered Mr. Sahbrooee to write a letter to their 
President and Caunoill at SdbaT, requiring them in case an; ENObtsunAN or 
other eball arrire with any letter or eomuiiseion either from the Etho of ScoT-

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LAND or hia Hother, witb a pprpose to interrupt the Company a tnd(, thai the;

UDder 3rd Jan. 1654-5 we tiave mention of the same person ; and 
again under 7tli March of the same year he is granted £100 gratuity in 
addition to hia aalary of £1 60 ; and in the following year a gratuity of 
£50. Under 10th Feb. 1657(-58) Mr. Jeremy Sambrooke ia 
" Entertained CknerKl occomptnat to Keep the Companjes Bookea in inch 
way and Manner a> ibal be tbongbt fittby Mr. Gorernear, Mr, Deputie, etc." 

24th Sept. 1658: "Mr. Jeremie SAUnitOOKt: as Aecoinptaut hai 
his Salary fixed at 2001. per annum," to which ia added, under 27th 
October, a farther allowance of £20 per annum, in lieu of fees on 
trenafer of stock. 

This elder Jeremy died a little before 1670. A letter {O.C. 8518) 
from Charles James to Mr. Samuel Sambrooke, dated Swallv 
Mahine, 3rd Dec. in that year, ipeaka of information received of the 
death of Mr. Jeremy 8. And Court Book of 11th Jan. 1670(-71) men- 
tions a payment in connection wiih the estate of Mr. J. B. deceased. 

Sir Jeremy was not a son of thia elder Jeremy, I find, bnt pro- 
bably a nephew. His father was "Mr. Samuel Sambrooke Merchant in 
London",' and the Bon was bom about 1636, as appears from an ei- 
amiuation of him before a commission on the Winter conspiracy, in 
1668, in whieh ho describes himself as " aged near thirty and two 
years" (O.C. 3231.) 

In Court Book of 2Jth Not. 1663 we read : 

" DpOD the FetitioD of Jirrut tbo Sonne of Mr, Sahuell Sambbooei who 
bath terred B rears to Aid. Bathdbbt, and botb before and lince bath been 
conTerwmt in the Caiapani« bnilDesie beare, bj wliich and tbo Caracter from 
liii Haater and otbers, tbe Conrt jndjies bim to be a fitt perHQ to doe them 
eminent Borrioe in India, and thereopon tbe; antcrtiuDed bim into their im- 
ptofment to goea Factor to FobT St. Oeoboe at Ml. per annam Ear 5 jearei, 
and Ibatbia endeBTOitra may be imploded in aaeb buainesBe as be it moHt apt for. 
Tbe; appointed him to be Wareboose Keeper there, to take oare and see that all 
Cillieoe when it ii brongbt in be according to the Mniten contracted for. and 
that tbe; be then tried and equall; lorled and embated and that whoever ahall 
be in that snipla;meDt at bii arrivall thero doe aurrender to bim." 

■ We find meotion of three Samuel Samlirookes: (1) tbe father of Sir 
Jeremy, who waa apparently keeper of tbe calico- wsrehousee ; (2) a Bon of 
the last, who was employed under his father; and (3) Samuel Yanaoker 
Saiobrouke, the bod of Sir Jeremy. Hr. Samuel Sambrooke, the warehouse- 
keeper, ia mentioned in Court Book, Sth Sept. 1670; 

" It i« ordered that the Husband doc dctiuer unto Hr. Sam : Sakbhooki 
4S0 Callicoe Sbeeta ; 1,200 cuur« neck clothoa i Sfil osck clothea; IS paure 
of Shirt Qinghania, and 3 small jare of Adtar, free of mulct." 

In an earlier entry (ISth Ma; 1633) he a eaugned a salaiy of .£200. 
t 2 
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In ftcopj of a Fort St. George letter, dated 8th Dee, 1664, without 
eignatnre, but apparentlf from Sir Edward Winter, the AgeDt and 
Governor, complaining much of the conduct of some of his collea- 
gues, eepecially of Mr. Jeabhey,— a letter which must also have been 
signed by Mr. Sambrooke, — we read ; 

' ' U ;oa c]oe enquire fOD will find tbem to Lbts some prejndice to the Agont 
»Dd loe their punoae tempt tbem miui; timea to informe ;on unieB ; however, 
ha feareBthem not, but ii dBtarmmed. Uod willing, to lend all your 3hippa home 
and make ;ou full nttarnes, hea can doe jou no wroug though joa eboald mis- 
tnut him ; Your goods were all Bold b; oonseut, aod Cloth boug-ht in acoording 
to HaitflTB delivord to JiasuT Sambbooeb wbom fan bare appaioted for that 
purpose. What more ma be eipeoted know not, voleea four irorsbipa would 
have jonr Agent to be a slave to a Companf of People that are rather proud of 
their Offioee then oapable or deBicooi (man; o( them) to act an; thing for joor 
Good." .... 

7here is much more about the Agent'a differencea with his collenguea, 
eipecially with Mr. Jearsey, and about Mr. Gjfford's attempts to re- 
concile them, which only drew hoetility npon himself. At the end the 
following paragraph is ineerted as a kind of rider : 

" Howerer Jereut Saubkooke dotb not hjUs sigDeing these Lettera Intro- 
dnoe himselfe lu the DiSereucea thai hate bo unbapil; hya betwoens the Ageal 
■nd otherB, but wiahing a friendly compoanre which bee promiaeth sliall allwaisa , 
bee hii endeavour, but deoUrea to the beat of his Judgment these preaent advicoa 
ma; bee to the [urthemuce of your worships Affaires, waveing all Conteita and 
leaveing them to your Worebipps own determiDatiou."

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"There u one Ur. Sheppard wto oune forth as n Soldier, but bred n Lin- 
niiig Draper aiid hath good aldll in CallkacB, wee hare taken him being ■ CiTiU 
psraon, to be« an Auiilant to Mr. Sambbooke." — 

The geotlemain who writes or CKUses hia colleagues t« writo in this 
■omewhal Driah-Heepiah style, had iDecome second in Couucil under 
Mr. Poxcroft, the successor of Sir Ednard Winter, at the time when the 
latter displaced GoTernor put in execution a. strange coup d'etat (16tb 
September 1665), in which Mr. Foxcroft, hie eon, and Hr. Samhrooke 
were attacked, wounded, and confined, whilst Mr. Dawes waa killed in 
the affray. Winter actually held the Agency, and kept the governor in 
confinement, till 22nd August 1G6S, i.e., for three years ! The counter- 
revolution was effected by the arrival of two of the Company's ships 
with a king's commission for the reduction of the place ; bat it was 
only surrendered on a guarantee of personal safety and protection of 
property to Sir Edward and his associstes, whose offence was practically 
condoned. The vhoie transaction is somewhat unintelligible ; though 
it illustrates vividly the weakness of the control of the Company over 
their settlcmente, through the great distance and tediousoeas of com- 
munication.' 

I give here a few selected documents out of the large number in the 
India records which treat of this singular history.' First, some speci- 
mens of the declnratioua or depoutiona of Sir Edward Winter and bis 
partizans, as follow : — 

Dech.ralio» hj Sir Edward Winter, 19th Septi. 1665.' 
" Wtiereaa Giobog FroicnoFT Agent in the aSsiros of the Honoble: Enq- 
LI9H Eaat ludik com puny waa lately impeached of WTemU treaaonnble words and 
practicea which was ooofirmed by the Oathes of two oompetent Witoaues, and 
whereiM ho the a»id Gbobqk Ffoxckopt apon the Soldiers Crying oat ' for the 
King, for the King,' and being eomanded in the Kings name to Eeepe theFeaee, 
did notnithiitanding to the manifeBt breach of the same turioosly ranu apon the 
Capl4UD and all the Soldiera (a«) did alaoe bis son Nathaniill FroxcRorr, 
Jbbgmt Sakbbooee and Williau Dawes, wbo were all wonnded and oloseljr

Mr. John Hill writes from Babuore, 30th July 1G90 :

THOMAS, JOHN. {See Diary, p. 111.) Airired in 16C8 M • 
apprentice oa £b & year. Merchant in 1679, auiI 3rd of Council »l 1 
Ildgii. A y«itr or two later Mr. Thomas went to England ill, and I 
deranged in mind. The Court wrote to Fort St. George, 15tli Feb- 1 
ruiiry 1681-2 : 

" We sbatl rctnrn to jon again Ur. Joait Thomas, in the qoalilr of a Her- ' 
Ehant, aud at the Salary ol 3Ul. per annum. He lateljr arrifcd [ram the Bat in 
a weak and poor oouditioa, hariug been cmeU; and inhuman!; abueeJ by Mr. 
ViNCKBT there. 

" Ho hath the Gentde InDgnage,' so if you think Gt yon may lend him for 
one of the Brat you eend to QynoErLei. and the hut of Council], beoanae h« 
hath been dislraclcd, and it may be hia distemper may return, but hia deiire i* 
to lie as fair as he can from his Wife." 

And on the same dat«, to Dengal : 

"By Mr. John Thomas who ia now arrived from the Bat, we bare aooompt 
(among other wicked actions) of Mr. Vincent, that be bath prastiaed Dialnli- 
call arts with the Bcam'mees and othGrs on the Bay, for betwitcbiug bim, tba 
said Mr. TaoHAa, and afterwards the better to tnlSQ his Instfall deiirea with 
his Wife, did chuin him, the said TnouAe, to a Stake, and exercise otbei 
inhnman cruelty npon him. We tba rather give yon this advice that our Ag«iit 
and Conncill and others oniler their direction may the better prerimt and aTMd 
(be eaid Vincent eiercising charmea, or nseing poyson, by.securlng him a eafe 
caetody from eonvereing with any of the said Witobes or other Natiym, aud 
return as a full aeoompt of all the said Vincents barbarities and other orueltiei 
to the said Tuomab and others, since hia being in the Bat, as well as hia franda 
and abases put upon ua, all which let bo sent us fully proved and attested by a 
competent number of pernons." 

Add in Ciii'rl Bool, under i!.1rJ October IG83, we read : 
" Mr. John Thouab was now elocted to serro the Company an a ffaetor at 
the Sabiry oE -irOt. a year, and in regurd of bis eiperienoe in the OentuE and 
PoKTi'OKKZ Langnagea ho ii appointed to be 3d. Sopra Caigoo on the Caralina 
in the present Voyage for China next Mr. Holhes, and to be 3d. also in Codd- 
Cill in such ffuctory as shall be settled in China. And it ii ordered that Wl be 
given to him an a gratuity for bis paat seivioea, and 5i. (or bis freab protisions, 
and he ia pecmittcd to ship oat 5U0 pieces of 8. 2 chests of Wearing appftrell, 

' This genomlly moans Tdugn; and this application ia confirmed here bj 
the reference to " Oyngerlee," the nnme by which the Tclinga const above 
Hasillipalam is generally known in the records of the aeventeonth century. 
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OD* Burell Lj'du Watsr, 40 gklloDi of Bnuidj, oua Euritore, and 2 pair of 
Piitali freight frm." 

Uedgefl ineidentallr notices these ships bound for Chiua, and the 
preeence, on one of them, of " one Mr. Thomai, who waa diatracted." 



THREDER, JOHM. Arrived as -writer in 1676 ; 3rd of Council at 
Kiisimb/ii&r in 1679. He and Richard Barker came repeatedly under 
the auBpiciou with llmlgce of eiactioaa of silk from the natire merchants 
and weti7i^rs, but without any cancluHion, and they seem to have had 
Chamock'a protection. But some time after Hedges' displacement, in 
October 1G85. a nativo writer formerly in Threder'a employment gives 
into the KSsirabaa'ir Council a paper in Persian alleging detaib as to 
Threder'a having at various times carried out of the Factory sums amount- 
ing to Rx. 47,000. Accusations were also brought against him of gross 
overcharges, and of taking a skein of Bilk on each draft, etc 

On this the Kiaiiubjizar consultation records : 

"TheCbief of the Factorj (>.s., Chabnoce) wsb not tbrn in b oonilitian (o 
diiooveT any of thesB frauds, b; re&BOn he had do other of Cooncill but Mr. 
ClTciiFoai.E and Mr. Tn redkr, who were combin'il together, bceides thcj were 
great faiaDritci of Ur. Vinitent and the Agent Hbdues. who wore his great 
eaiaijm, and it will appear that tbs Chief foand esongh to doe when he dii- 
eovered Hr. Catchpooles troditig with laterlopen, Agent Htnosa giving no 
Buiitauoe therein, hot rather coaniied at it, and oppoud him in all thingi, as 
appears bj said Agent Hboiieb violent actions towarda the Chief when he oame 
last np to CABsnuHASAR, where ho abiued him in the heighoHt raeunro iiaagia- 
ablo, and it wiU appear that the Chief being Boapitioda of wrong done the Kt: 
Honble. Company in the Wartthanae did advise Mr, Beard thereof when Seoond 
of HooLT, and desired an honest Penan might be Bppoiat«d."< 

I cannot make out that Threder was dismisBed, though he had appa- 
rently left K&sinib^z.dr before the date of this inquiry. He is repeatedly 
mentioned as present at Mergui, at the time of the expedition of Capt. 
Anthony Weltdcn in 1G87.' 

TRENCHFEILD,' RICHARD. Nominated Writer Novr. 1670; 
arrived 1672. Factor 1677 ; in 1676, at Balaaore ; in 1679 is 2nd ot 
factory at Malda ; 19th Novr. 1680, Mrs. Trenchfeild is permitted to 
take passage on the Company's shipping to the Fort, '■ she paying the 
charge of her transportation.'' Trenchfeild is repeatedly mentioned by

case) was good, though we may doubt whether Cliarnock peraonallj 
deserved all the ti'ust reposed iu him, They write to Sciigal, 27th 
August 1688 : 

"Hr. TsBNCBFiELDmsoDiniiiK borne before the late wsr began, and we bare 
lieard Iwldi no good oorreepondence with oar Aeent Mr. CHiBNOCIt, and wa 
faavfl paid bo dear For joar factiOBB formerlj, that aUho weharea reipectfor Mr. 
Tbencdvield wo dure Suffer no naw Factions to bnd or fproat op against oni 
Aftent. whom since we dare truet iu tbo head of Dm bnaineas in Binqall wa are 
naolred to trust him thorougbl;, having rtaped eicellent fruit from that method 
in the great eonfideuce we have reposed in our Qfoerall S'. Jobh ChilDi and 
thentfore we do herebydisoharge Mr. Trbn en field from onr Servioe at prraenti 
gireuig him leave to return for Enolaho, or reside at Posr St. Qioboi, in the 
quality of a tree Usrobantiat his own disoretioD." 

The diemigaai of Trenchff.ild was evidently ordered with some com- 
punction, and the Court recur to the aubjuct in a letter of 15th Feby. 
1688-9, remarking on his close alliance with Mr. Littletoh and thosa 
who crossed all CuARNorK's a&nira. If Mr. THF.NCiipeiLti desire i^ 
they will authorise the General' to take him to the Bav, and if he can 
there effect a p^r/rcl reconciliation with Chabnock, TaENCaFEiLnmaj 
be employed again : 

"But if our Qeueralt doubts that, we would nothaTs Uoiou an; faint hopes, or 
anything lesa than a perfect Bssoranoe, make such ndangerooi eiperiment." . . , 

And then follows a passage (juoted on p. Ixivi, above. Charnock, too, 
speeds the parting colleague witli the condemnatioQ quoted on p. buxvL 

Tlienceforward Tbenchfeild BoeuiH to have traded from Madras as 
his head quarters. We find him temporarily employed iu 1692 under 
the government of President Yai.E, and with him Mr. John Pitt, m 
envoys carrying a pttition for certain concessions at Madras, with pre- 
sents to Asad Khan, the Vizir of the Empire, theu encamped iu the 
neighbourhood of GlNcl (properly CAcjl )■' 

' Sir JOUK CSTT.D, wliu hod been ordered to prucoed to settle matters at 
Hadtaa and in Bengal (see Bniee, ii, 620). but woe 
project previous to his death, *th Fehy. 1B89-90. 

> See Court's lotter to the Fort, 3rd Jany. 1 893-1 ; and Talboys Wheeler's 
Madrai in tie OSden Time, i, 246-7. Oddly enough this mission is also men- 
tioned in LuttreU't Diary, under date 1st Novr. 1892: 

The Qovemor and Counuill of llAbftAe and St. Qeobo^ Sndiog the 
Moohl's son likely to prevail, have sent Mr. TrencHFFILD and Mr. PlTT, two 
mercbanta, with a good present to hia in goods" (ii, SOS). 
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III. — TRE^'C^FEILD. CClxSXVU 

In IfiSO again tha Court wrote (20th December) that Mr. Trencu- 
PKtLi)'!! friends Acquaint them tliat bo hail a prospect of being appointed 
Governor of Fort St, Daviti, and they make no obit-otioo. Before 
this letter was written Riceiard TnENcnFEiLD bod died nt Mndms 
(about 3rd October). He had been nominated by the New Companyas 
one of their Council in Bekgal (see under Littleton), though it seemB 
doubtful if be bad bimaelt auy cognisance of such nominatioD. 

In a tetter to Mr. Prody at Madras, dated Mrtculf.patam, 
November 9tb, 1699, John Pitt, Preadent for the New (English) 
Company, and Conaul at that place, writes : 

" I am heartily sorry for tha lo»» of oor good Friend Mr. Tbenciifikld aad 
pittj bis Ladj ; my roal seriico to her." 

We have also a correspondence between TnENcnFBU.D and Pitt 
(who wna the same person who had been associated with Tkenciiff.iM) 
in 1G92}, a few weeks tiefore the death of tbc former :

QoLCONDAH, or any other Prince for Surbatt, BeNOALL and nil the Coaht, 
and what joo think may be fitt to aak, write in full and your whole senae and

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"I hiTB nofor oononrnM mj Self nboot their Affair™, and forgett nuinj

HlCIIAKn TiiENCHFii:iLD, though be did not escape the almost 
goDcral fato of dismissal from the Company's service, quits the Held 
witli no Htain, so far as we kooir, on bis character. He writes like 
a guntlemnn and a moderate mnn, with no malice agaiost the Old 
Company wliom he had served ; and his differences with Job Char- 
nock, for which the Court reproach him, had probably most ample 
joBlificalion. 

UDALL, Captain HENRY. Tliis sbip-captAta Ib mcotioaed 
several times in the Diarif of Hedges (see Index). 

There is, among the India Eecords, an anlognph letter of Captain 
Udnll, commanding the Ihrlrri, dated Bancoi* (Bankok), August 2(ith, 
1686 (O.C. 5516), followed by another letter from GeorgL- Petty, 
dated Sept. 15th, and addressod t4 Mr. John Kca, apparently the 
brother-in-law of Capt. Udall, and left by him in charge of the 
Hrrhert at the mouth of the river of Siam. 'llie last letter report^ 
without particulnra, the murder of Capt. Udall by the '• MucoaaEs" 
(Alaca^sars) oa the preceding day. A letter from Mr. Rea to some one 
in the India House, dated Siam, 26th October 1686 (O.C. 6629), says ; 

" The £)d (AngDat) oame td An Anker in Sim bay ; and tbia AftemoOD onr 
CapliuQ went away for Biav the 18bh day of September I roeeiTttd A

A letter again from Fort St. George CouDcil to Sir John Cbild and 
Council at Sumt, dated 20th Deer. 1686 (O.C. 5544), states that Capt, 
Udall had beeu killed in defendiiig tlie King ai Siam agaiiist au 
ineurrectioD, but girea no more explaoation. I'bis letter, however, 
affords an addition which, in an unexpected faction, recalls c 
incidents related of mcdieral Italian war: 

" Ur. Co&l'Bg alio, seeking to make his escape, or some tnj of 
aceid«ntaU7, mnn into a Boggy place, where (bnnir all in Armour) 
down Into it, and taken np dead." 

In the NeiB Accmini of the Eait hdtct, by Capt. Alexander Hamilton 
(vol. ii, chap, ilvii), a curious story is told of tlie repeated exhumation 
of Capt. Udall'a body ; but the author docs not aeem to have beaft'J 
aware of the circumslaQceB of hia death. 
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VINCENT, MATHIAS. Entertained as Factor 4th Now. t661 

arrived in India iu 16G2 ; Senior Uerchnat in 1670. In 167S (and peP- 
hapB earlier) Chief of Hrtgli Factory. A charge was brought againat 
Vincent of having caused, in 1673, the deatli of Rugo Podfir, a native 
broker attached to the Factory, n case investigated by Mr. Streynsham 
Master, on his first visit u> the Bay, and of which some account has been 
given under hia name (pp. ccxii, ociiiiv). The Court aeem already ta^ 
have been ill-dispoaed towards Vincent, perhaps with more reason thaa' 
they had in some cases, and they took up this charge as a just one. 
the Court Boot, 7th November 1681, it is ordered that "a humble 
Address be made to his Majesty to bring home the said Vincent in safe 
custody, to answer thesame." This resolution conies some years after the 
Court had received from ledin the result of the inquiry under Master, 
and had acknowledged it as follows. (To the Bay, dated 12th Deer. 
1677): 

" We note ;on have acqnitted Mr. V tKCEKT From an; gnilt. both as to Hr. 
Hall's charge and Rnoo Podab'b death. Wee at an; time bad rather ;ou 
Bade oar servautainDDceat then guilt;. But one pasaage in Hr. Vincent's pro- 
oecrdiDgB wee canuot pase hy without noteing it, and that was that doreiag the time 
oFtlie Trjall ho sentto Ahkunt»au, warning him to be sure to apefik the truth, 
whieh if he did ha shoald ha(e Imployment aoil liTelihood, and if Us did not he 
should ipoil himself and bis Ureliliood, and all should be lost, which persona cod- 

rned oagbt not to have done." 

But it is probable that this revival of the charge of homicide by the 

Court was promoted by accusations against the Chief of another char- 

■, whicbalwayseiasperated them, that is, of dealing with Interlopers 

and of uDiaithfulncss to his masters. The roan who could be guilt; of 
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thit could be guilt; of aoythiiig, f.g,, of homicide, oF witchcraft, and poi. 
Boning, 08 we have Been in the preposterous pamgrapba quoted under John 
Tbomah. The charge of uufaithtulnesa which led to Vincent's dismiflBftl 
at the time of Hedges' appointment, repeatedly occurs in the records, and 
has been recited in the eitractB from the commiasion issued to Hedges 
{niipra, p. xt). Another accnaation, probably too well founded, is con- 
tained in the following. (Letter to Beugal, 18th Jlovr. 1681) : 

" Upon eiamiaatian, we do Sad that Mr. Mathiab Vincent during tbe ttms 
of his chiefihip at Huohlet hath apprttpriated to hia nso under pretenos of 
Dvilnrty, or allowaaoe for Brokage, or otbarwlae for keeping tha aooOoipU, two 
and halE p. eent., whioh hath been paid bim bf the BiifBrs of all one Silrer and 
pieces of 8'., orer and above the severall prieea which he bath broaght to 
acoampt in oar booliei, which amoanta to a great lame of money • ... for that 
he hath opeolj and pabliqnalj at HnaEi.T owned thii hii Cheat of DiuCurey, 
■ajing that it was hia doe." .... 

Again, in letter to Bengal of 20th September 168a : 

■' ThoQgh we aeoonnt Mr. Vincbntb pattiog our Dailore in hii own pocket 

no other wLse than robbing oar oaah of ho mach monej, yet in regard of the 

neage of that coontrey, ire think it may not be amias to continne the taking of 

it, bringing it all inl« the Company! Caab, aa lii. Chabhoce has dons thia 

And in the same letter : 

" Ws are by too many ways auared that we have been miserably abnied by 
ViKcKMT in the bnying of onr gooda, not only ui Hdqlt, Bat by hii Complices 
in all othrr Factoryi ot the Bat, both in aellicg onr Bullion andibaying of onr 
Goods, pray take eSactnall and diligent hei'd to tare all aaoh injuriea remedied 
for the fntnre." 

The Surat Council write to the Court, 10th April 1683,' as hearing 
bj '' advises from Bengalla," of 

"Tear Coontrey (■'.«■, Native) lerranta beaten by the Oovemment (i'.*., the 
Mahommedan authoritioij, and money forced from them, in aach manner that all 
are afraid to aerve. The interlopeing Shippa oeare fully laden by the moana of 
yonr falae Servant Vincent . . . Vincent intends for England on the Ctou>na, 
he and PiTTB talki at a Strange rate, give Ont that Year Hononrs are broke, 
and they Cbiefea for a new Company. Wee hope they will meet with a doa 
reward for oontenming hia Majeatiea Charter." 

Hedges does not record the fact ot Vincent's departure with '' Pitta", 
thatdefiaut interloper who, after various re-appearanoea in that capacity 
iu the Ganges Delta, turned up at Madras in 1G98, in the character of 
governor, the zealous servant of the Old Company, and the unrelenting 
enemy of their rivals. But he mentions the deportore of Pitt himself 
iu the Croicn, and doubtless Vincent was on board with bis iU-gotteo 
gain. We have met with no further notice of him ; and as there is no 
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indicatic)ri of hh existence in the copious ooTlection of Pitt's ooirespond^l 
ence vhefl Governor, it is probable th&t he was dead before 1698^1 
Nor does be appear any wbere, I thlnV. in connection with the New Com'T 
pany, which pivaented a Cave of Adullam bo attractive to the dismiase^l 
eervanis of the Uld East Inilia Company. 

We recftii the fact mentioned by Hedges in a letter printed aboral 
(p. ilii). that T. Pitt's wife waa Viuceul'e niece. Tlic maiden n. 
Fitt'B wife wo know woa Inn-es ; probably Vincent had mBrried i 
Aunt. (See remarks tu Part V,} 

YALE, ELIHU. Nominated writer along with Francis Ellis and 
B, TrenchfeiJd llth Nov. 1G70; arrived at Fort St. George, 1672; 
factor, 1679 ; mentioned by Hedges (p. 183) as of the Council at tba 
Fort in 1686. Appointed governor in place of Sir. Gjfford, whom ha J 
relieved SSth July 1687. 

Str. Yale's government lasted for five years, during the last two of I 
which he was at daggers-drawn with Ida Council ; the qiiarrell arising 
originally out of certain cbargea which were brought against his brother 
Thomas Yale. Tliese disHcniiioDS led the Court to make the appoint- 
ment of Sir John Goldsboroogh as Com missary- General, and to super- 
sede Mr. Yale by Nathaniel Htgginson. 

Ah usual with the Court iu those days, when they had once given & ] 
man his congf, any stone that w«s handy was cast after him, and Yata ' 
runs for some years the customary gauntlet of virulent and malignant 
disparagement. It always begins mildly, but advances in a rapid 
creiceniln, which reminds us of one of Marrynt's sea-captains, who used 
to begin an address to one of hie oiBcers iu terms of the suav«st polite- 
ness, but gradually rose to the most abusive and denunciatory expletive*. 

They wrote, 22nd Jauy. 1671-2 : 

"One late Preaidenla deairo of sending oat an able eipsrionffid hooeat person 
to baar and detenoine all CoatrovEnies between hjmaelfe and onr Conndl has 
pat D« Dpon the choice of Cftptuja John Oolusbobouoh, wliose eiperienoe, 
wisdome, and moderatioD !■ inlScieDtlf known to all EnoLIsiIIIIH that have 
oonrsrsed in Indi&, and we thlake is a ver; honest man." 

And again, in the same letter : 

"Mr. Yalb, oarUtaPceiidenl.wa wonld have oontmoa at M*DR»S8 until the 
artitaU of onr SuperTiBor Capt: Go LUBBobocOh, that sU Differencea may bs 
fairly adjnsted thero bj thomiidome and Moderation of Capt: OoLDSBOBOtloil, 
that npoD Hr. Tali's retnme hither we may have nothin^i to bo; to him bat to 
bid him welcome home, which is onr dSBire may be done likswiee b; all other 
pcTBons before their return, which would eave them and Us a great deal of 
trouble hero." 

From Court to the FoRT, 18th Feby. 1G90-91 : 

" We desire President Valk to finish all oar affairs that hnvs been 
mannagement to our moet adTnutn^, and to brins at home aur full rtturae with 
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him, or whttl thereof te o»n pOBsilily, B8 Sr: William Lanohobni tlid to his 
own honour and peace, and to our SntiafiLctiDii ; and therefore rp ahatl consign 
the next effecta to Presidont UiaaiuaoN &«m. noniinotini accordmg to oar Com- 
miB(ioD, ani] in bo doing we Shall bid him well come homo, bopeing in time that 
ho ma; be ai great a man in the bend of our aSain here, ai be bath been abroad, 
and be farther greatlj SetTioenble to bis Coontr; and the Companj." 

Prom CmrCs Lttltr to Fort ot lUtli. April 1693 : 

" Hr. Tali compUioB rer; maob agaiost Mr. Gbai and Hr. FiiAseR sod 
indeed all hie Coimeill, and we ehoold thiuke the wome of them if any good men 
nf oar Coandll conld at an; time hare pleA.>ed bim, or bare talftu camp lain nnce 
in aprring the Company nnder bia goTerameDt, bat that we could ui 
io an; of the honoater moa we Bent to Inuia, partieularl; Mr. C hah nock, 
HiaaiNSON, Hr. Elljs, Mr. BiORloa and man; others whom Wee could ni 
Ilia Countenance and ITaTOun alwajes mo to another sort of People, lach aa Mr. 
Trkncui'iei.d, Mr. Nipsa, Purson Evanck, Cawlet, his brother Thouas 
Yali, and man; more of that kind we could mention .... Ho eonitsntl; 
complainee no Goods were to be had at tbe FoET. Bnt we bavc been told sent 
mil qnantitiee for his owne Acconnt and other Friends b 
AtcHbEK, the West Coabtb, and otber Places, and lately b; the Orange a pro- 
digioDi quantitj of Neekclotha, while we bear of nooe for the Compau;, notwith- 
standing the voat Cash he hath hod in hla Ijanda, of oora for man; ;eara." . . . 

And at'dn, Srd Jany. 1693-4 : 

"We find noneoF;onr letlere nnoniwercd bnt that of the 10th Feb;. 1SS)1-S, 
and that of the Hth Oct. 1092. The former partof the Brat letter coataina onl; 
a moltitude of complainta against the deceased Agent Cbarnoce, who was 
always a faithfoll Man to tbe Compan;, and therefore it is no wonder Mr. Yals 
did not affect him." 

Sir Stephen Evance also writ«e to Fitt, under date August 1, 1702:' 

" Aa for President yaLi, tbe; were Tery kind to bim at bia first oom(»Dg, for 
fear the New Compan; got bim Over to tbeir aide, which tbe; cndeatoarcd to 
doe. and offered bim a Barronett Ship, treated him at m; Lord Kerpeh'h and 
Lord HALifAi'B, bot (be) wonU not betraye his old I 
acquainted bis Hajestie the Trade oonld not be oarried out witboat a joint 
Slock" . . .

There follows much detail ae to the events and disturbaDCes foUowiog 
tbe death of " the Great AvKRN<~i!^f':EB" ; of tlie audacious and destruc- 
tive piracies in the Indian Seoa, comuitted by both Eitrofeans and 
Asiatics, and of tbe disturbances of Madras rimng out of the fends 
between the Right-hand and tba Left-band Caetes. A last paragraph 
begins: 

"I remember in your farmer letters yoa hinted to me that the Moijdli, 
being then Tery Ancient and his death hearty expected, 'twould be worth while 
to await the Prodigioua harrest of Diamondi that most then be reap'd. I hara 
lir'd to see the end of that great Man, bnt find yoa have not predicted rightly of 
the event, fori do aunre yoa that diamonds were never so soaroe and dear ei: 
my Airivail as they are at thii time, and purely for the reaeons yon Judg'd won'd 
make 'em otherwise .... those who haTB em are nnwilling to Part with 'em, 
and mony'd men deeirons of Pnrohasiiig 'em tbo' at dear rates," etc.

And io the London Gazette {No. 2270) From ITiursday, Angiut 18lh, 
to Monday, August 22nd, lGti7, there is a detailed account of the events 
ftt ildgli, abridged from that eopied at p. Iv s-apTa, and termiuatiDg 
with the following aauouocement :■ 

"The East India Company, ia aekaonlcdgcmeut of the Sirrices they ba>e 
reoeiTed upon this and the hke occaaioaB, have ordered a Gold Chain with a 
Medall to be leni to Captain Abchbokmett, by whoBo (wnduct the Fort at 
Hboqlt was taken." 

It is very remarkable tbst this should have appeared in the Gaaiie 
at Buch an early date ; whilst in the Court Books and correspondence 
of the Company, though search has been made by Mr, Mayo, as well as 
by me, no notice of the medal has been found, except that noted aboTe 
regarding its shipment to India.

From a letter of Uovernor Pitt's to Sir Edward Littleton 1 have made 
the somewhat Burprising discovery that this mere ban dising Padre Kvans 
actoaDy became Bishop of Bangor (see the letter in Fart V,dat«d Nov. 
8th, 1702. 

It is a fact that he was nominated Bishop of Bangor 4tb Dec. 17U1, 
and wa* translated iu 1716 to the Seu of Mcalb, which he held till his 
death in 1724. By the will of John Pitt, the New Conipany's President 
at Masulipntam, Bishop Evans was named guardian to bis son {see letter 
from T. Pitt to Capt. Bidout. B.M. 22,848, Nos. 3-4). I suppose bishops 
generally have biographers, but I cannot find any particular notice of 
this bishop except in the recent work ^ tbe Rev. Charles Abbey, The 
EnylUk Chureh and Ui BUhop-, 1700-1800, i, pp. 1C2-3 {Loudon, 1B87).

It appears from a passage in a 
Court's letter to Bengal (18th Feby. 1690-91) that Mr. Trenchfeild 
had brought, or initiated, an action against Job Chamock and his col- 
leagues for what they had written to the Court and entered in their 
consultation books about him. 



MISCEIXAJfEOUS PAPERS. 



No. 1. 
The original of the followiag document, which I print as the first 
of theee miaccllaneoug papers, reached m^ hands after a great part 

of the preceding matter, iacludiag the biograpliicsl notice of Sir 
8trc;DBhain Mastiir, was in type. The original, whicli waa kindly put 
at my dispoanl by tlie owner, the R«t. G. S. Master — to whom I have 
already been so much indebted — is a draft in the nnquestionable hand- 
writing of Sir Streyneham Master aforesaid. Though bearing no 
signature and no address, abounding as it does in corrections and ioter- 
polatiouB in the same handwriting, it must have necessarily been hia 
own composition ; whilst some expreasioua seem to intimate that the 
person addressed was a member of the Court in Leadenholl Street. Aa 
Streynsham ^taster returned to England, after hia early sojotim in 
Western India, in the Bumoier of 1672, the date of the letter (Jany. 
1671, i.e. N. S. 1672) implies that it must have been written when be 
vtm on the eve of departure for Europe. 

Tlie letter i» creditable, both in kuowlcdge and composition, to one 
who had left England wh*n under aiiteen yeoJa of ago ; though I 
confess to have been a little disappointed in ita contents. Any nanu- 
tive that should bring before us in lively detail the real life and occu- 
pations of the Company's servants in India during tlie reign of 
Charles II would be very interesting. But of such matter there is 
very little, and the teatimony to their outward devotion and regularity 
in religious observance, on which the letter (aa regards the Company "■ 
English servants) chiefly tlwella, is certainly surprising. I ahouhl 
aupposc that this was partly duo to a survival of the strong Puritan 
influence of the preceding decades, which had not yet i>een obliterated 
by thelaier spirit of the Restoration. Currenta of influence travelled but 
slowly then, communicated as they were, only by a tew shipa accomp. 
lishing once a year a tedioua voyage, in comparison with their rapid 
speed now through the swift movement of innumerable passengers 
and letters, newspapers and electric messages. 

It may be, too, that something is to be attributed to the personal 
bearing of Sir George Oxindcn and Gerald Aungicr, successive Presir-

dcnta of Snrat, vboee periods of rule covec the whole iuterval between 
1()62 and 1C77, for both were meu of rtligioua character. And some- 
tliing again may bo due to Master's evident Jcaire to controvert the 
innpreBsion, already prevalent in England, of the irregular and licatlienish 
habita into which the Company's Bcrvants were Bupposed to fall, and to 
the probability tiiat under this feeling he paiuted auch niattere as 
nearly of rose-colour as his conBcie&ce would permit. 
No further introduction seema requisite.

I eh&U therefore proooed 
to give yon a partial! a^oaat of thocuitomeof the Enolihh Church, Waving the 
Dutch and BoMillilST and Abuekun aa cot being aoe well acqaainted with 
theira aa our owne. 

" To begin methodieaJty that I may loe go on. On board onr Shippa in their 
voyagoa from Enclaud hither there ia cic«lleut orden kept for the Civill 
goTarument of ths Seamen and Pauengen ; the C'ammauder Fiieth up pnbliekly 
in tbe Sleeraso a Fapor ot orden, that all Feraooa ahall come to Pcayen Mora* 
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inn ntid EreiuBg; None UifaeDrnnke. to Swaiu', Lje, Qnairell A«a. and thnaa 
that doe offend are eitfaer to Pay ■ Pevuniary Mnlet or laffer Corporall pnniih- 
ment. Soe in the Sbipp we had (have?) constantly Prejen Morning and Erpn- 
ing-. on Sundays tfae Serrieo of ttae Cbnrch and Sermona read fnrenoooe and after- 
noone ; and wlion thara it a MliuBtar in the Shipp thero ia the Saercment 
■dminbtered commonly once in the voyage : if any FerBOD he liok he ie pmyad

" The Honble : Company in the yeare 1668 sent ont a Printrd Paper at Bales 
uid ordera ia which they reqnirod Striekt obaervnnce and duo Compliance, whieli 
therefore norne calleO the Company's Commandcmeots. because there are jost 10 
of them ; thii Paper i> Pnbltlcely affixed in the house for the infomation of all 
Periona, which indeed are good anil Fiona directioni, hnt. there i» noo Fenaltj 
■ett npon the Breach of them, eicopt in the greatest offences of open Debaocherj 
and Frophanes, from which there ie no hope of amendment in the Party goiltj, 
and then such are by these orders reqaired to be sent for England, esonworthj 
to reside in a Christian Plantation ; I say these Kulei and orders of the Com- 
panys not requiring any Penalty for the breach of them, the Freudent and 
Connoell thonght fitt to oontinu* their owao orders which have been many 
yeares in the Factory, wherein Severe Penalties are required for omitsion of 
Prayer nod Dicine Scrtico and Commiasiou of any Dehasuhery, and theea 
orders are macb moro eubtble to Lhe plaoe and custome of the Caantry for tha 
well QoTornmant of onr People, then tha others are. By these ho that omitta 
Prayer on a Wceke day pays 2t: M: on a Sunday 5b : U any be Drunks or 
abase the NatiTes they are to he sett at the gate in Irons all the diiy time, and 
all the ^'tght be tyed to a Post in the hoase ; If any lye out of the House, with- 
out leave of the Preaident, he pays 40> : and these Penaltys are some of them, 
alLmost as ofl«a inflicted, as the offences are Committed, Soe that by the Smart 
thereof and the good eiamplc of the President and Coanci^U here is a most 
excellent govern'd Factory, indeed more like into a Colledge, Honaiterie, or K 
boDse under Rcligiom orders then any other, for We Imvo much more Diiconna 
of Keligion, Philosopbie, tha government of the Fassiona and affections, and 
sometimes of history, then of trade and getting Mony tor anreelres, though thai 
allBoe be ia noe manner neijlected on the Company! bebalte, yet for onr owna 
Particnlor I believe there ia noe Marcbants have lesg regard to it ; and one 
principall reason tor it is, beonso we nra provided of things necesaary at tha 
Companye charge, and being at smnll eipence, though our Wages be very littla, 
we estfem oar selves Provided for, and the future seems to u£ as the day of odm 
Death doth to Many, but small provision to be made tor it. To retnm to my 
Promise 8' : hi give yon account of our Religions acts : We have Prayers eTsij 
Homing Before the Dorcs ol the Factory are open, and every Xight between S 
and 9 a Clock after the Dores are Shutt : upon Sundays we have twice in U» 
day Solemn Service and Sermons Read or Preached, and Praycra at Night, thia 
office is Performed by the President, and in case ot his absence hy the chiefs of 
the Conncell or other neit in the Factory if there be noe minister (or Padrt ai 
we call them). If there be a Minister in the Factory then he performs hie daty 
as in Charches in Engknd, Cutecbizing the Youth on Snndoys after avBoing 
Serrice, and administering the Sacrament the 3 great Festivals of the yeare, and 
lometimes oftaner, Burying the Dead. And in theae Dutys we are oontinoally 
nercised, keeping stricktly to the fiules of the Ciinrch. and soe mui ' 
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•ntl; ws can obieiriDg the times and day* appointed forFeaBts and F&ste. For 
npon IhB itreat FeaaU of ChrJitiiiM, Eaitor, and Whitsuntide wo have tha 
■olsmu SeiTiM, Publiko Feuta, aoi noe great bn>;Dea permitted to ba done in 
the Bactorj-boDU, uid all the Coantrj People know why we are aoe Solemn, and 
Feaat, and are Merry, Soe allaoe for Onn Ponder Treason day, and on the 29bh 
of May For the Eingi Birth and Betorae. And apon the PriDclpall Fasts wa 
hare very strickt Faita kept, Doe bnt^nens done in ibe hoiue, and the Publicke 
Prayers oaed npoD the ocoaaion, u in Lent, especially npon Aah Wedoesday, 
Good Friday, theSOth of Jannary for theHartTrdom of King Charles the First, 
and some persona there are. of which the Pnuident is one, that keep Weekly 
Fasts npon BTery Friday. Tho' onr Fasts here are not as the Eomanista and aa 
dor Church ■eemi to Direct, sbitinenae from Flesh and eating of Fish, but a 
meane dyett, vithonl diatinctioD of meates ; nay genersJl; Done nntiR night, but 
Prayers and retirement. 

" Id time of Wnrr Or any eminent Danger or Comman Calamity, ai want of 
Bain &«a. we conceine onreelvea oa Mnlnall Memben, and BnppUoalora for the 
good of the Coantr;, and make onr Pnblike Pcayen for good AsBiitanoe and 
Beleife, and Keep anrh days of Fasting and Prayer for Oods bleaung On onr 
owne Country as i*s hear are appointed in England ; and npon Tiotory, good 
Sncceas.orobtuDing Beleife, Betnrne Praise to the AUmighty for His Blessings; 
thna we Rejoyoe with them that Bejoyoc and weep with them that woep ; if it please 
Ood to Tiiit any of our fellow seminti witb Sicknesa or any other Ualady or 
Uiabap, I tbink there is noe place where more Christuui Compaasion and Charity 
is eiorcised for their Belaife, whether it be for DisteiDper of Body, disquiat of 
Uind, or in Want and necesaitj, and tmly in this particnlar the example and 
practice of the Natives in ganerall is very eminent, they being a Tery Compas- 
eionate People ; if any be boo sick that he appeares to draw towards his end, if 
there be a Minister in the Factory he attends him with Prayer and administra- 
tion of tlieSaorament.otbors communicating with the sick; if there be noo Padry 
here, others of u> Bead and Pray with him ; the manner of onr Bnrying is bob 
Decent that the Natives (who are atUoe Tery deoent in that Partioolar) though 
they may not come near a Dea4 Corps by reason they esteeme it a Follnting or 
defiling themB<liee, nay to some it is Pollation to see, hear, or Speake of a Corps, 
yet tbey will behold our BnryaRs , and at the Fnnerall for SV Qeoboi Oiihden 
the Btreets, Belconys, and tops of the honaes were soe full as they could stand 
one by another. At the Grave after the Corp* is enterred, thoro is Mony 
tbrowne and given to the Poore People ; anil ont Burying Plaoe, whioh ii large 
and spacioua, is adorned with sererall great and many bandBomc Tombs and 
Uonnments. which many of the great Men of the Conntry esteem worth their 
Bight. 

" Thus S': having acquainted yon how we lire and dye and in what manner we 
bury our Dead here iu SCKBAl-T, I shall now proceed to give yon some SDiall 
account of our Lives and Practices in other Places by Land and at Sea in these 
parts wherein I have been myselfa and soe can inlorme yon by my own Ex- 
perience. 

" I have been up in our Inland ffactorys at BboicH and AhmiIdatAd where 
we have had bnt very fowtogotlier,^ : 3:i: itnd 5 : soe that for the moat part for 
5 ; and 6 1 months tbere hath been bnt 2 : of ns in the Factory, the lowest in 
Dumber to which onr Savionr Promised Hla presence, and we have there con- 
stantly used Divina Service twice ever; Lords Da; and read Sermons.

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mA in othtn thmt fanve sUjed in the Cnnntr; downe the Gout of IMDIA ud 
M»i.r.iaAR. nnd in thoieShippa »eh«»e oseH thpimmB E»erci»of Divioe Serrice 
U onr Shipps doe ia their Vojiigei oat, nt I b«rB Hefore rehearsed. 1 hare befn 
bIImp in onr FactorTi upon theCoaat of Tmdia. iu at CAKWARsanil C*t.t.icu-rT. 
■t Moroi in thp Redd Sw, aX OombHOOK in pKRiiA, and at Bdsbob* at the 
Bottom of the PebsiAH Oolph, and in all the«e ptaoei we alliraya ohaer*ed the 
Qnl^R of the Lordi-diLy Terj (olenmljr, ne*er doeini; an; Biuynea upon that daj 
bat tbo performance of Divine Setrice, thoogh upon other dayi for the molt part 
the pnblike Prayan wore omitted, hy reaioa onr Stey wai bnt Short, bneynee 
mneb, and the ffaetery conld not bnt be diatnrhed with tbe Canoemes therrcif. 
tbo Natirei comeing and KoeinR at nnaeaBanable and nneertAin times. 

" 1 hare allaoo been at Sea in the TeeeelU of the Conntry, where wo haTa had 
bnt hair a DoieD English in a Shipp and all the Bert of the Sbippi Oompaof 
iNMANa called Labcabh, which haie been 30 : or 40 1 beside PaHMnBera in ■ 
Shipp of a : or 300 : Tonn : Bnt the Englith were Ma>ten at tbe Shipp, that ii a( 
Sea, thongh Tmployod by the Natire Indiahb, Mookeb and Baniakb, aad in 
this Shipp or Jonoke wo bad Prayen as Constant ■■ in oar owne Shippa. which 
we performed in tbe KoDndbonee or Hnatere Cabbinn. And in neither of all 
those Placet, either at Sea or on Shoarc, doe tbe Natives (rire na anj Diatorbanea 
in onr Beligioni Eierciaea by Com einir among ni for their CDii«ity or other reason 
wbataoerei ; bnt the Dorea of onr Fnctory hoasei are mnerally Shut and all onr 
Indian Serranla litt at or withont the Dore, with the Porter all the time at 
Dlrine lerrice, ponnittiiiB noe pereong to come in the inlerime. Bnt Ihdia ii 
Inhabited with loe many Sererall Nationi of People, all eiorciung thnr owna 
way of Worehipp, that it ia DOe Strange thing lo them to bear of Peopla of a 
Different Religion from thomielTei ; for they esteem none the wone for that 
reason ; Bat say God AUmigbty bath constitutrd many People and Tfatioiia iu 
the World to be of diTsrs Beligione and to Serve bim ScTerall Ways ; aa a 
Prince and icreat Man bath Many Sorrants of Severall Degrees and offices, bnt 
they all doe him 8«rvice, every one according to hia oiGce. 

" And because I sappoao it will bo some dlrertisemont to you I shall now 
give yon a Short acooiint of tbe Mo«t Considerable Nationa that Inhabitt 
this part of India, for to enter npoa an ncconat of all wonid reqoiro a graat 
Tolamne. 

'■ QuiZABAT waa formerly a KinEdomc by itsflfe, whereof AnuADAVAD ia 
the Capitall Citty.and fonnorly the Scat of the Eing. being called of ter the Kama 
of one of their Kings Abu AD i bnt the HiNnooa and NatnraU IhdiAnb often oaQ 
the Citty by the Name of the Province Ouzzaratt, for it is now bnt a Pronmeot 
the great MouCLLa Empire, and sometimea goreraed by a Prince one of the gnat 
UooFLLH sonns, sometimes by one of the Man Bajaes' and sometimesby oneof tin 
great Umbraaa.wbos* Residence is at Abaiadavad. Bat thia Town of StiBHATT ia 
not onderthe goTemmentofAuHADATAD, but a particular gOTemmentnndBr tbe 
HoouLL biiDielfe, who sends govemonrs downe and pvea paitioulai Dir«eti<lDa 
In tbe gOTetnment. 

" Sha Jehauh, tiie MooulLb flhther, gave the government and Berenu 
thereof lo his Eldest Daoghter Beaohcm Sabe. hy reason it afforded many Gna 
Rarietys brongbt bitber by the great con flnenco of Strangers, but O&ANZtKB tha 
MoonLLnowBaigningKeepait inhiiowneCare. Bab to proceed to m; Stoqi.^ 
Thii Pi«Tiiuie or Part of India ia principally Inhabitted b; 
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ef Peopls. timt la the MoOBGB or MahumedanB, the HindooKh, and PAUUKS, 
ot whicb I eball dinoDnrBs distiuctl; bdiI brieHy. 

"Tha MoOltlEgor MahnmsliLna are those that t(enen]l; bars tha Bula and 
OoTernment of the Conntrf, tho MoauLLhimieUe being a Ma^iometan of TabtIb 
B«e« from TimbbLANe, and the greateat part of the MooUeb id theae parta are 
ncli BB came ialo this Cauntry with that CoDciueBt, thongh there be allao* manr 
cf tha Natnrftll Indiahi, ereD Hhola tribes that are tamed Mohometaiu ainiM 
Ihe Coaqneat. 

" The Oreat MoouLi, 0lumiEK6(iti I hiTS aaii)) ie » HiUinmotan and a ttroat 
pnciiianinluBBelieion.aoetbat he bath takua off all dutooiei from the Mahoiu- 
etani aod itDpoeed 5 P. CeqI. mora on the Ut:NT>0UEB than thuy foitncrl)' pnid, 
beaidea behatb lome Fareecntion against the HiNOOOia Aca, since bii comeing to 
the Crowne, and not hoo muvb to punish them for the IWfaiBiDD of thvir owna

a day more frequented, and their onireraary months fast more abrioktly kept. 
They are great Enemys to Idolatry, worsliippiog One Ood,and deny thu Trinity, 
yet acknowledge onr Sariour Cubiht to he & great Propbet and Bay He Pn>- 
pbesyed that Maboxett ahoold be the last Prophet and L^wiiiTer, therefore tbujr 
observe his Law. Their Sabbatb is Dpoa Pryiluy, npon which day (soe well for- 
merly aa now) nothing is done in the Kings Baiynss, noe Payments or Bccsipla 
•Dtered in bia Bookee ; But most other People will doe Busynee on that day boo 
well aa others ; Sanday being tha Day of the Kings Coronation, ia kept wcekoly 
with the Boleoinity of the sound of Kettle Drama and TrurapettK Aoa., in all 
hisearriaona. Though the Ualiometans inTuHiCEl and Pebhia will eat with the 
CkriatiaiiB yet these will not. nor eat what we toaah, retaineiug soe mncb of ths 
auatoms of the IXDU-HS, who will not eat what the MoOBs bare toBcLed. Tha 
MahnmBtans liamaian la a mouths fust in the yeare, wbiuh most of tbem koepe 
tery atricktly, in this nature, tbcy neither eat nor drinks all day bo long aa the 
Bunn is up, at night they refreali themselvea, and he is looked upon amongat 
them as a vary uncharitable and CoTstoaa Mao that does not Keep a better table 
then ordinary in tliat month, both for dyett and for I?}, and in hia bounty to the 
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Foots. £nt tbms that all the nat of the jfare will drinka wine and Arnwka 
Terj plentifaU; will not toncb a drop that month, for thej lay 'til a faurd emm il 
the; oaHDot rorbear it one month, and irppnt for their nnlawfnll Die of it all 
the jetie beBids. In the time of heat<. for the moDtb go«tb by the rooone roniid 
tbe aeaaoiu of the jemee, Aprill, May, and Jane, til yerj tranbleBOiDe, eapeoiallj 
to tbe ordinar; tort of Feopte, to keep (hia last, yet mao; of them doe it and jet 
trill irorke and traraile verf hard witbont Driakin); a drop of Water till Saiuett. 
Soe manj daje at the; break fait ia thia month, tbej mnit Eeep at aome other 
time, wben thej beat can. When thia Lent of theira ii out the Grat daj tbej 
Breake this ffut, the; hnTa a (Teat Feast, or Etd ae the; call it ; apon which 
day the gOTCmonr attended bj all the Officers, Souldyers, Marohants and Men of 
Note, dressed in tbeii' Beat and Biehcat attire, with Elephasta, Honea and 
Coaohea, goeaKiadof a Prooesaion ontof theTowneto a Place for Prayer where 
thej Terj Solemly aa; their Prayera and thge retorae in alt their State againe, 
feasting nod Sending Presente and Meaaea to one another that day. They hare 
alteoe a great feut which tbey call BucJKn/ Esil. being in memory of AsBABJliia 
offering bia Son Ibhuaell (lb?y aay) which allioe u performed with great 
Solemnity by them. Tbey doa uaa Circomciaion (bnt doe) not ciroomeiae their 
ebildren on the eighth day bnt some times after they are more than ao many 
yearea old, deferring only for a £tt seaeoD to have inch friends at the ceremoniall 
M they deaire, or till tbey have got mony to bear the charge, for that it is per- 
formed with great feasting. 

" Tbe Habumetan Weddings are very Uagnificent and Eipenaire, it would be 
to tediona to Belate yoa tbe particulars of auch their oeremonies nor is it to my 
Parpoae. Tbey are very Decent in their Kanoralls, which I snppose they 
borrowed of the primitiro Ctriitlans, if not (com the JiWB. Tbey oarry tha 
head of the Corpa foremost , their Preista goeing betom in White raiment, 
■inging Inadable hyms in Beaponaa, and all the BeLationa and frieudii follow close 
after lothfl gr&TB 1 most of them bate Tombs and Monuments bnilt, aoDordlnK 
to their ability a.! 
" The Uoores exercise all Profesaions and eallioga. 
"Thus mncb for the Mooros and Mahnmetana,' 

' ' Opon a great dearth or want of Eaine, I haxa known the Gotemonr of tbs 
ToimB appoint a day for a gecierall fast and prayer for Rainp. and then he &nd 
all tbe Moons of Note in the Towne haTe gone a Proceasion Bare fuote allmoat a 
Mile ont oF Towne to a Saint? Tomb, and there tbey ha^e all TCify] Solemi^y 
said their Prayers and Beturnod, the rery Cattle being alltoe forced to faat and 
not eaffered to goe oat of the Towne gates for some boura, neither t« Feed nor 
Water, as we road in Jonah tbe King of Nineveh did. 

"The HiNDDOEB [soe called from tbe name of the Conntry Hindu htajii) are tbe 
Naturall Inhabilanta of the Conntry, ol which there are ao many DiTera Secti 
and Familys or Tribca that it would require a great deals of time to describe 
them all to you. But I aball give you a breife account of the moat Cooaidenble 
Sects of them ; Ist. The Babhboots are the anlient Princes, Oentlamen and 
Bouldyers, of tbe Naturall Indians, of wbioh there are many Ter; Coniideiabls 
PrincsB or Bajaa at this day, who bare large dominions of their owne not anbjeet 
to the MooDLL, though most or all tbe Baja[t<] themselTea (except one c»lled tba 
Bana) are allaoe Servants to tbe Moduli and take bis Pay, and soe are put into 
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Brest goToniineDta,u R«i> JnsniEK SlKo n&a Oorernoorot AHUADATlDitnd loe 
CommimdolltbiiiProvlDcn ; 2iU;: tberaUthe Bkauanb which arena the Leiites 
tmoog the Jeva.lhe Prieiti to all tbeieTerall Sects a( Indians, for there are of 
■STenill familja and orilera VDong Iheu Bbajuianb ; 3dl;: tke Banians, who are 
tor the moat part the Marohanta, tradeamen, uid Broken ; Ithl;: theOENTOoiB, 
who are ODmmonl; the hmd; crafta Meu, aa Carpantera, Smithi, Tajlora, Shoe 
Mahen, SeamBU, &ca,; Mi]j; the Cooleea, which are the Poore Country Peaaanta 
that Plaagh and Sow, aod gather the Corae, bat (God knowe) the least Part Cor 
themselTea,fortheTha.Te only aoemach as will Keep them and their familja aliie, 
the greater part being for the King, and his Officera who are appointed to Watch 
and OTonee aver; lillage. 

'■ Theae are the Principall Tribea, or as (we) call tiiem Caata of the Indiana 
that Inhahitt GoiznaATT. and theie are generally their Profeaaiona, but that 
■BTBrall of tbem are of one anothera and cnaDy of them of other profeaalona 
then I have named, aa there ara Bhauanb that are Souldyera asd Marcbants 
■oe well ai PriesU, and there are Banianb tbat are Laboorera, Handicraftsmea 
(and aoe well as Marobanta) and Cucera of Herbea, and there are WesTQn of all 
aeota Hoobh,Hindooeb and FERaiss. There are allaoe CuTTABisa, another Sect 
Principally abont Agra and thoae ports op tbe Country, who are aa the Banian 
OeNtOORS here, and many of them are now miit here abonta, bnt they being 
principally of another ProTince I bave oot Ranked them in this. Bat theae 5 
Secta differ macb one from the other, and one in or amongat the othera in their 
Dirine Worahipps, only in tbia two particuliLra they all agree, Ist. they acknow- 
ledge God which thaycallPEBUissERtobetlie Sapreamo Creator and Oovemoar 
of the World and all things in it, and Sdly. thoyate grosa Idolalera and warehi ping 
many inCerioar Diotya and Bopreanatstiona. eten all tbinga in beaten, Earth, the 
Water* and things niiiler the Earth and Watera, for surely nercr were ancb 
monatera esen abore it [it there be any auch underneath itO< In theae things 
(and they have all a great eateem and Bererenee for the Cow) I eay they agree, 
But ia their Waya of Worehip thoy diSsr rery much as I said one from 
another, and one amongst the othera, for aome hare Tomploa or Pagoda which 
others will not goo to. and aome will goe to none at all, aome goc upon long aad 
chargeable Pilgrimagea to one place, and aome will not goe to that bataa farr to 
another. Some there are that obserTe many Washings and Worshippings in the 
Biferi, and there are others that doe no such things, and tbaa tliey differ very 
mnoh, Banhbuote from Bashboote, Bba.>iah from Bbaman, and Baniak 
from Banian Aim. 

" The BlBHuOOTS will generally eat Bash ol goatea and henns and £ah, and many 
of them drinke wine, but esleeio a great and unpardonable offence to kill a Cow, 
or to ent any auch Seah as Beefe or Veale ; th,e Bilauanh many of them will Doe 
aa the RaSR BOOTEB, bnt there be many of them that are allsoe very severe in 
their dyatt and Uabitta, will eat noe thing that baa bad lire in it, nor drinke wine or 
any Intoxicating thing, nay some there are that will not eat Come beeaoae it 
hath the Seed in it Belfe, and will produce its like, aoe that they feed only upon 
Milkoi wbioh they ssteom the moat Innocent of all foods, and for that reason 
have the Cow in Soe very great Reverence; tbereare BoAHANSand Prieataofall 
Secta and Opiniona, boat of them are of the Stocks and Linnoge of the BbAhans, 
but there are BOme Phesta that are of other Tribea. bnt have been Dedicated or 
made an offering to thia OS« by their Psrcnta, and aome out of their own 
volnntary will ; and aome of these abataino from Marrynge, aa holding it un- 
lawfoll for them, and ShaTs their heads, and goo barefoote. All these Bhauanh or 
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e aama oSco tbat the Prieats doe in other Bvligicnu, that U 
Idolls, Fraj for thsm, uid Blc«s them, bUkw 
I timpi Tery gttoil UonUlitf , eaob lUi nooa of 
lars read doe Bxceeil tbem in. am) truly tbeir 
tbou old Pbiloeopben. cTerj Boot prmchiag up tlwir 
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Fneats porTorme tbe bi 
tbe; make Ihcir olTerii: 
tbej Preacb to tbam □ 
lbs Aatient PbiioBopb 
nuner U mucb like t 

DoetriaB for according to its Rudimonts the perfection of hainaDe Natnn, 
uid aame pTsteact to be very kDoning and expert tberein, b; whiob meaoB tbeii 
FnpillaarerancbdireDt«il and goiemed by tbem in obaerTtDe good and bad hoDM 
and daj«, whtob iaallsoemacb practised by the Mabnmotaiu. Tbe BAHiaNB with 
whome wee deale moat, tbey being our Brokeri, eat noe Boab nor any tbia; that 
baa bad life in it, nor garlLke nor onyona, and Drinke noe Wine nor Strong 
Drinke, so that they are generally T«ry wary and ConaidecatiTe and CnmuBg 
Foople. and soe tbey hare n^ed be, for tbey are ):reat Trodera, and Tety ^cb, 
and bate nothing to snpport tbeaiBolTea in their Bepntation and bonoor bnt 
their Bitbea, wbieb tbpy are allioe put to it to preeerro by tbeir Witta. For 
they are alltogetbern Pasaire and Suffering People, and againBt all the mnnj 
Tiolent Aaiaults that are made upon tbem bare noe other deFincs then thur 
Witta and that Intcrcat wbich their money make?, and for which only tbey 
know thoy are loo often Peclmd at. Bpgging yonr Patience 1 ahall relato yon a 
■tory or two which ma; gire yon aome aatigfuction of the wiadome and opinion 
of these People, 

" There wag n great man nnd Oovcmoiir who onep, disconrfiDd of Beligion, 
Demanded of the Chivfe Baman in tbe Tonne which Kcligion be thonght wai 
tba Ime and bcatF The Banian raplyed be could not tell, bat, aaya the 
OoTemonr, which in your apioino P whereopon the Banian Panged (donbUng 
Mme designe npoii bim) ; S':aaycth be, if yon will plcBae to giro me aome 
days to conalder of it, I will tell yon my opinion. The Ooremonr gBTe bim bob 
maeb time aa he desired, in iihich intrimo the Banian had many tbongbts bow 
to aToyde any (P) the Prince Ooyernonr might enmure him into by hia anawear, 
at la>( the time boiug expired ho waa rcsolvud o( bia oniwear and went to the 
Prince QoTcmour to dcliTcr it; Well S'i aays the Prince, I hope yon h»To 
broaght me an answenr now; Tea S': Eoplyed the Banian, pray Pardon it, hers 
ft ii, setting downe before him n Boond Earthen Pott like a Qlobe, with Linea 
drawne npon it from the Bottom all centering in the Top. The Prince aeked 
what that meant. S': aaid the Banian, thi> Pott may Bepretent to yon the 
world and the People or Inhabitanta therein, and tUeee Linea drawne npon it 
are to signify tbe Bererall Religions and ways Ibut there are to goe to hoaren. 
Some goeing one way Some another, bat all meet in Heaynn. By which 
Inbtile aniwear the Prince waa well pleased, and nrnld take no adToatage on it. 

"There was once a Rich Banian attradiug at a Princes Court, and ths 
Prince asking him a very ordinary question, how far it was from the towne to 
the neit. the Banian fearing some designe npon him, ayoyded aniwearing 
pOBsitirely, but put it about to other atandera by, whempon tbe Frinoe, per- 
oeiting bia feare and craft, redonblcd the qnestiou npon him in haat, which ths 
ttandera by hearing, one of tbem unaweared the queation alond, and poaaitiTe, 
and the BaniA-N preaently upon it replyed. Ton bate hoard what tbat person 
lays. 

" Another story hapnod lately hero. There nu ahoat the yearc 1663 as I to- 
member a Commiasion aent out of the Court of Chancery for Eiamination of 
Witneaaee in India npon a Snte of Ln,w between S': Geo : Uiinden and otben 
rttisrpin spmp pf tbe JJANiANa could give good evidence, « 
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CammisiioQ came to be eieroiaed the Baniahb wore proilaced to pre in their 
eviiltnac, and tbereopon the PnrtieB wbomo their eridance noold haTe pre- 
jndicrcd put Cross iotcTrogatoriea to them to Invnlid their eiidenca sccordmg 
to the Laws in Enqlanti, Uttle tbiDkiDg thoBAHiANEwereeos Httle gouSumI in 
their opinionB M the; are, for the; asked them whether tbe^BelieTed ioOodand 
in Hii Sod jKHua Chrirt, and whether thej belieTed the Hal; Ooipell of our 
SsTioiir Jesus Cheist to batme, to all which they presently aniweared thpydid 
Believe, and said, there weu noe difference between the Enqlish Boligion nod 
tbein, only the EnoLisii killed Cows and ent ffleeh vhiah they did not doe : They 
wore allsoe asked whether they wonld awcar (according to their Cuatome by 
laying their hands on a Cow or a, Calfes heiLd) that they did belieTe in God nnd 
Jbsds Cubist and his Qospell, and raoalllhe articles of the Apostles Creed, the 
whieh thej said they would doe ; for they Baid their BeliicioD tsnght them that 
Jeans CbbisT wse the Son of God, and they believed tb« ENriLisB Betigion to 
be true ; this 8' : I say passed here in the yoare IfifSS ) the Banians being Tery 
emiaent and intelligent Persons, by namB B luOEH Parrace, the Honble : Com- 
pany's Broker, and his Brother CuLLE AN ParrAcs'. .. Wb bare often limes die' 
conrsed with those Persons and sereraU otbcra of tbc BAHlANa that coma to onr 
hoDSC abont matters o[ BclrKion ; when wo tell them of the groasnos of thoir 
Idolatary, and the great Erroius tn their Eleli^on, nnd shew them the Excel- 
lency of theChristiAD Beligion, to which they aniwearaB that their BKAUANsdao 
allaoeteaob them all those Tertnes which we say our Beligion duth, as hniuility, 
Patience, Temperance, Chastity, Charily, yea and ForgiTenees of offences, and 
for their Idolatry tbey say they doe not worship those ImaKea and tdolla which 
we see, aa wetbioke tbey doe, for they know and beliere they are noc gods, Bat 
only Bepresontntiona and Bemembraneea , for Qod they say is a more eicelleat 
being then to abide in a Temple or nnder a Tree, but thoae Images are there 
placed that they may the better direct their Worsblpp to the Dioty, tbey doe 
belieTe, they say, onr Ki^UgioD to be very good, only we oat (Heah, which tbey can- 
not approve of ; and Wo BQawear them to that, that they may be TOry good 
ChristiaDB and yet never eat any fleah and Drinke noe Wine ; for the Cbriatian 
BeligioD gires the groateat liberty tbey oau desire in meates anrl drinkea, only 
Iteqairea Teoiperauoe, that wo abnse not our SoUes nor the Creatnrca by Olot- 
lony and drunkunnfBS, but noe Cbriatian will require them to eat Blesh or alter 
their habits to proie they profeas that Bcligion. for those are things wo esteem 
indifferent and of noe moiuent, and so they keep close to the Faith, and obserre 
the Wwtjer matters of the Law, Justice, Mercy, and Truth. 

" In such disDODree as this sometimes we diiio them soe farr that tbey deny 
not but are allmost perswaded to bo Cbrutisos, but for the Shame of Turning, 
and the difficulty of bringing all their Family oier, or leaving them ; which 
indeed are groat diffleultja, when the Appluuse of men is more Sought for then 
the Praise of 0<id. 

" The GiNTOOES which I ranke as the 4th Sort of Hindooea are part of the 
BabB BOOTES and part of the Baniah opinions. Some of them will and soma of 
thorn will not cat [Besh and Fish, bat none of them will eat the Ftesh of Cows, 
and Oxen or Calvae, and almost as few of thom forbear wine, foe those that 
eat Doa Flesh will Ooleh aboandaaoe of strong drink,' aooording to the 

> Bae p. cU, noU. 

* This is worthy of notice in faoo of the coiDinoD allegaljoa thai Uu English 
eiciae system iutrodlll:<^d the taste for strung drink. 
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pr»ctic8 ot moil People of their Profrasion in »U Coontrf*.' th«w being KtnenllT

Some indeed there are of the belter eort 
of Farmeri thai are a Uttle oioe and will not catwitb theHooBESorCbiietiaaB; 
tfaej are moit grou IdoUten. mAOf of theu Wiiards and Witehea, and the 
DeTill hath a Tery large Damioioo amongit (hem, as thsj themselree will ooa- 
taai. When we trarell Dp and dowae tbe Coimtrj where we meet thoe People, 
ourSerrante will not auSer them to stand bf toaeeoieat, for thej «a; thej hare 
an OTill aje, and will caosa tbe meat to tnrne in the Stomach, aoe that a Man 
Shall Tomitt it all np, and bii owne Blood and life with it, and thii our owns 
People, tbe ENaLiBH,ba(eaeea : and [Ij have been told bj an e;e Witneaa that ha 
with othera being once a Tmielling in tbe Coantrj the; came to a Small Titlage 
where under aooie trees thej stajed to dreai eomo victaalla, whiah being ready 
tbe J aatt downe to eat, at which Inataut there paaaed by them [a] Coolee Womaa, 
who, eaating an Dglj' Sqaint apon th«ir meat, which waa bene and Bice, Aca^ 
eaid don't fon eat of that, and aos paasod along on her wa;, at which they beioc 
bnngrj reaaoned with themselraa whether the; abonld eat it or not. but COD- 
clnded to forbear, and look it alt and baryed it in a hole thej dug in the 
gronnd, and itajed to proride and drcia some more, which, taking np lome time. 



' " Theac HlKDooEa doe none of them keepe any Snbbalh, but some of themi 
eagietially the Brauinh and BAHIina, fait aonie of the Eteaveuth, aome the

leave off nil worldly busynea and keepe themselvei whaly to their divine I 
womhips. In October they begin their yeare with greit feaating, JoUit]r, * 
Sending Preseots to all they have any biisyaea with, nhicb time ia called 
DvaUy, and in F«b. or March tbey have a feoat oa Ihe Romanists called 
Carnival, the ludiauH Whoolye, when tbey doe oil manner of mad Prnnka, and 
■0 on. They ore very Curious in their Meates, Ihey wash Ibuir bodyes from 
top to toe before they eat, and sitt -upon the bare ground, or a Howar of Cowa 
dung, with only a clout about theiu when tbey eat any Buyled Come, Ot 
feast one another, but fruite or Sweetmeate they will eat without I! 
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trben they had belter presBired themgeltes from snch aviU dji >nd eaten it, 
OU of the Cmnpnnf Baid he would nee what becama of the meat the; hsd 
harfed ; Soe he went and BncoTend it, and he foand it all turned to Blood, 
whenupoQ he called hia Compan; and they att obaerredit irith admiration-, from 
ODe of them I IumI this story. 

"Haring been longer then I thought to he upon the Hindooes 1 shall Qoir 
proceed b> the PAitsEiB and be more breife in my acooiuil of them. 

"TbePlBHKESare theactient Inhabita-ntg of PERiiA. from wheneethoie that 
DOW lahabit here aboati Bed, at Saeh time aa the Uahometan Religion wu by 
Violence planted in that Coimtiy, which was aboat SOO yeares einee. Then 
BOTerall of thoM PiBBEis reBolring to Boffor and ondergoe any hardship! rather 
than Submitt to Hahomett and bis FoUovrera Imbarqaed theDuelTes and their 
familjB in a few alight built tashIIb of that Conntry and Committed themaelvai 
to tbe Mercy of the Wind and the Seas, not knowing whether they would [fare] (■ 
moat desperate nudertaking), and at length itpleaaed Ood they were eaitaponth« 
Coaat of India between SuKBATraadDAUANabontlS or 13 milei from Sdbatt, 
near the uime plaoe where the Brat Eholibd Ship that arrived in India was 
alLaoe eaet away, where eaoapeing to the Sboare with lite, the Indians not uied 
to Bach gneata. yet being as oblidging People to itrangers as any nation under 
heaien (ae the English found them when the Sun, the Erst Ship we had in theae 
parts wM oaat away at or near the SBni& plaoe) tooke yet this advantage npon 
tbem (if it may be soe teanned) that they should live and inhabit with them it 
they would swear to them that they would not Kill Cowa or any of that Sort of 
Cattell, and obserre their Ceremonies of Marryage, that is lo Marry their 
children young at 6 or 7 years old or th^ra abouts, to whioh the Poore Parbebb 
sooae agreed, and there seated themselTea, tbe Towne being called Nacsarbbb, 
or by the Engluh NuHBAitEl, where eincQ they have spread themselres aboat 
these parts of the Country, abont 30 or 40 miles aboat Subbatt, but there ora 
very tew farther in the Conntr;, yet aome, for they aay a Parbsr was raised to 
great honoar in the Court by JanoieB this MoaCLLB grandfather. At the said 
place of NAitBASiE thear Cheif Prieata reside, where tis said they have tbair 
Holy Gre whicb they broaght (with] tbem from their owne Coiuitry, and is neier 
to goe ont. They Keepe it soe constantly sapplyed ; they had a Ohurch in 
SuuKATTj but the TuiBultnonB Babble of the Zelott Moons destroyed and 
tooke it from them when they were furious on tbe Hindooeb. They have 
aeverall buryall Places here aboats, which are bailt ot 9tone in the wide feilda, 
wherein they lay the dead Bodys exposed to the open air soe that the Bavenons 
lowles may and doe feed npon them. 

"These People areola different Shape and compleotion from all other People 
that ever I aawe in tbe World ; they are of all Protessions, eioepl Seamen, for 
tbey have hitherto held it nnlawlull for them to goe to Sea. hecanse they mnit 
than PoUutA the Element ot Water whtcb they esteem holy, as tbey doe fire.

Thpy have a great Beverenee tor Fire, and many of tLem will not pot it oat, bat 
let it extinguish for mnt ot oiattar ; they worship and acknowledge one Qod 
Allmighty and noe lowgea or Bepresentations. But only the ann tbey doe 
adore, and they give this Beoaon for it ; that Ood AUmightj told them by their 
Grit Prophett that tbey ahoold worship only one thing beside Uimselfe and that 
thing abonld be that which was most like cialo Him. Now they say there ii noe 
one thing in the world aoe much like anto G«d as the Sun, for it hath its light 
and he«t in itaelle, which it diaperseth and infuseth into all port* and Craatnn*

The lapse of time may have made a change for the norac, and prob- 
ably had done ao in Western India, but considering what we hara 
gathered as to the Bengal factories from numerous extracts given in 
preceding pages of this volume, it is hardly unjust to believe that tfao 
morale among these from early days was low. 

Benjamin Adams, Minister, appears in a MS. list of Company^ 
servants on the Bengal establish nient of ITOl-S, as having arrived 6th 
June 1700. The next list preserved is of 1706, and in tliat his name 
does not appear. In the Court's Letter to Bengal of 18th De«. 1699, hia 
nomination is thus announced :

Uf tbia Mr. (or Cftpttuii) Uiuy some brief account lias boeu given at 
p. clxiiv, supra. I hnve more recently found that he came out firat as 
factor attuciied to the ship Jiihn in 1645. He eutsequently held n great 
variety of employments. In 166(1 he was on the Sumt establishment 
with a BaUry of £100, but was then discharged, with many others, to 
reduce expenses. Bombay, of nliich hu was at this time Deputy 
Ciovernor, was not trausferred to the Company till 1GG8. The present 
prepoaterOQB proclamation was iasued by him in support of Sir Edwani 
Winter's violent proceedings at Madras (^mpra, p. cclxirii), under what 
influence I cannot say.

Hev (English) East India Company on that island — a favourite BcfaemF 
of Allen Catchpoole (aee pp. ci-ciii), who established it in June 170^1 
and perished miserably, with the settlement which he had fouided, t 
the uight of 2nd.3rd March 1705. 

The first paper (A) is a report to the Court of the Company on the 
island by Mr. Catchpoole himself.* His idea seems to have been to 
attract the Chinese traders thither, where the China trade might be 
carried on without the constant intemiptious and vexations to which, , 
it was subjected in the ports of China.

Bbl; IxmoH thu U not easll; ant inta pluiki, etpetuUj before it be reiT 
dryed : for the fcnmmyDeas loe cloga the law, that 'tia Ter; Uborioni to cut. 
With the juice of theae treea dnwn (uCap': DAMPiKSdeacribea}Lheinh&lnt)uita 
mitke Dftinmer* (or Torchec) to nae id their houeea, and to go« » fiahiog OD tfas 
Rocke. I hare not aeea an; other ate tbey pat it to, and for that a little Hrrea 
them. It mucb deoaja the tree, and attho it looke green and flonriabinK 
withont, jet they rot within, and aboat tbo hotee which are eat for drawipc: 
and thii rollenoea aboat the holea bai bin a grttt mute to oar people in cleariBg 
the ^TOQ nil, for when we hare oat a little roond, the wsjte of the tree aborcand 
the roltcneia below makei it fall much eoooer than oonld be expected. 

"The wood of the wild Nutmeg tree is the ligbteatof an; we hare, tliegTuna 
of it reaembloB that of Enolihm Beach, it geaerall; growe atratgbt, it i* propel 
for aeTerall dim in bailding, ae alio for oara and smuU topmaata : But tbe 
beat wood wo hare tor jrarde and tnpmasta, i> a tree which growl up to ■ 
oonsidcrable heigth, and then aenda forth branches fmin which comes other 
branchea, long and slender, bcudLsg downwards till ibrj eater the ground 
and take root (aa the tree does in Bengal ynlgarl;' called the Banian tree). 
The wood of this when drfcd ia rerj light and toDgher than Enoltsh Aeh ; 
whileat it is green it may easelj be cut into anything, bnt when it ia dry, (ia 
diffienlt to make it answer the tool, or to cut it amootb, the grain cf it btong aoe 
eitrcamly croaa, baii-ing one part ronning thwarting, or counter to the olltrr. 
There are aeTerall other sorts ot trees which grow like thiii, bnt thinr wood it 
hearyer and doea nob grow sob regularly, atrnit and tall, before thpy branch out. 

" We haTB another sort of wood also very like in grnine and tongbneia to 
English Ash, Boe that thia Island ia rather oTeratocked with wood and 
Timber, rery £t for all kind of nsea except maats for ahips, but I qiiealion DOt 
bnt we hare many trees which in case of Deceasity would aerve for that alio : 
there being eererall sorte besides the before mentioned which we have not as yet 
biated (as the Carpenters call it). 

" Aa to the fruit trees here are sundry aorta growing wilde : I think the Haa< 
goes doe not by any means come up to Cap': Dampiebb aecaont of them, for 
tbair aeason being lowarda the Utter end of the dry time, and the treee growing 
on aides of bill), and in loofe boUowa, and they wHat(ioti) that nourishing moisture 
which is requisite to their due mBturity, they are much short of thoae in 
Bkw(HJ,L, bnt I believe if they were managed with a prosper cultivation they 
might become eqnall to those of other countrys, and I believe the aame of many 
other fmits growing here, aoe that with all sabmiseion I wish yonr honours 
vrould think good to aend on citcaordinary good gardiner to reside here. 

"The Wild Nutmeg tree grows very strait and round, but eeldome eaeeedsa 
foot, and never a foot and a halfe Diamitei ; the fruit exactly resembles the true 
Nutmeg, having an outside coate, aa thick at tbal on a Walnat. within this rind 
is the Mace iooircling a thins ahetl which iuclosea the nut. The Maoo is not 
within the shell Caa Cap'; DAuriEK I think says). The nut has a. rough harsh 
and hot taste, and some ot them seem to have a little ; picey smell and taste j We 
have killed wilde pigeons with tovemll of them in their erawa : Donbtleas oonld 
some gralU of the true Nutmeg be brought hither, these by inorulation or grafft- 
icg might be improved, and I am iuclined to believe, by a right and

fruit nSTflr comes to perfection for want of coltitatiOD, but is very much like 
OUT English sower grapes before the; are ri|ie ; in tatte lie. the; arc CTerj whit 
aa good as English green gooeberrjs. 

" The wildo grape mcDtioucd by Cap': Damtier is of aootherkind and indeed 
here are two different fruite which will nearl; answer his detcription,' foi they 
both there grow in cluateri out of the bodrs and limbs of strait trees of abont a 
foot JQ Diamiter, the; are both of a kind of a wine; taste, not much unlike 
grapes before the; are ripe, but one of them ia biger, and the other less then our 
EndLIeB grapes ; the lesser when ripe it red on one aide and a jellowish white 
on the other, it has a stoue in the middle, &nd but tittle anbstanoe about it, alto- 
gcather like a bluted cheny. The otber id biger than a Urge mnsket bullet, of 
a greenish colour before tis ripe hnt then toma ;r'llow : withiu this onteide rind, 
which is prett; thick and soft, ii the fruit, being three or four clorei inolosed in 
a tbinii sIcinD, haTcing in the midle a kemell between which skinn and kemell 
is the snlKtauce of the fruit, wliich is as jnic; as the true grape. Some of tfaoae 
are rediib when the outward rind ia taken off, but they are g^nerall; white. 
I.em0Da;le or Pancli mode with this juice is better than tboie made with Limea, 
Lemons or their jujn^it, for it has a much more pleasant wineisb Earour- Eipe- 
rience teaches the; are of an osstringenl nature. 

" The wilde Mangoiteeu and two or three other sorts of fruits ttrening here 
are in shape and maks mocb tike the aSore mentioned, consisting of oloves 
included in an outward soft rind, eaob eloie baTcing a kqme] in ths midle : 
Their juice is more thick and clamm; thnn that foregoing, and ore about the 
bigness of a Bubooiit pear. Some of these fmita altho* pleasant enough by 
nalure, jet they want the improTemcnts of an artiat, which I cannot too often 
humbly recommend to your hononm to supply ua with. 

" The Arek nut (TOlgarl; nailed Beotlennt) is here very small, there are man; 
of them, eapetially on Uokks laUnd, but they Hclilome oome to full matDrity. 
The InhabiUnts ara very fond of tlioae that come from Cauboja. whii^h aro 
as good as those in BENdALL and other plswa : bat the inhabitants often make 
use of a ccrtaiue root of a tree initead of the Areknot ; which lios likewise a 
rough and hard tiute, and lieing chewed with leaves and chenam, it makes the 
month and spittle red as the other daef, and may hare aa much rertue, but i* 
Dot BO sweet, and is used only out of meer necessity. 

" The Beetle leafe grows wilde here, and is as good ns that in BkNoAi,, where 
they keep a great stir alioat it. They have in Bekuall ganiens of it fenced 
ronnd, into which they will let none enter that has any wound or aore upon 
them, nor a woman at any time, and yet here it grows on the hills and in the 
valleyB without an; care, and lu good as oyer I oat in Besuall, where tlio 
cnstomeof it amounts to vast summs. I have bin told, in D&ti.'* onl; it amonnta 
to fire lock of Bnpee* p. annum. 

' These two fruit« seem to be, tbe &nl Pietardia dulcU, Judf. {Baecattrca 
dvltU, Uiill , Rnnbfli at tho Malays] ; the second a specioe of Xoiuiun 
(Langith of the Malnys}. 
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" We have here tho Flantaine troe in nil pertienUn like tliote m other 
plrLCci, sn^ tfaej are on almost ererj one of tbe Iilnndi, bot neither Aoo tli«M 
come to perfectiao, growing ripe berore the; bare tho dne fnllaeEH ; thoy mre foil 
of black hard leede, un> that ooe ma; be rather said to tAko tbe smell (md taste 
of them, which is tbfj good, than to cat of them. 

'' Here it alio a wildo lime, hut its very Bmall, and not fit for use ; donfaUnt 
it might be broaght to good. The Island will bears them, for two trees ntucb 
Mr. Hek&t Smith nonl mo (ronj Ditjgkot grow very well. 

" Tbo red peper to much niiDd in almost all Iniiian picldes grows hero in 
great plenc; ; its a quick grower and may be increaaed to what qnantitjrs wee 
please. Neare a email village of the inhabitanb there is il feild or two of 
cotton trees, doabtleu formerly phmted, but now I doe not aoe tkat they taka 
any cure to tmprote them, or indeed take any notice of tbem ; the Ibland maj 
be made to produce what quantitys your honours think good. 

" Bambocs are rery plenty here, but they are not aoo big nor soe strong as in 
Bendall, but on Mongb Island and on Beetlenut Island they are £tt for 
any common sort of Euilding. 

" We hare hero a Urge sort of Kuttan with which the inhabitants nuke 
abronda and cablBs tot their boats, but are soe cnnuing that as yet they will 
not let OS see where they grow. As to thi? Bower trees there are seierall sort* ; 
some smelt very fragruit, and bere are many trcei that have leaves of an 
Aromatick smeU. 

" We bavo here the Mejrtle, which ia not moch vnliko those in England, onlj 
mneb bigger. 

" The Ishtnda being for tho moat part aaudy, and Over run with shrnbbt and 
over iihaJowed with trees, doe not prodaeo any Variety of plants or herbs. On 
this msine (or bigeat laland) growa Pnreliae, Mint, wilde Marjemm and wilda 
time. The inhabitants aow Onions, Cowoumbera, Ooarda, Millions, Pompkins, 
Putatoes, Rice anil Maie (or Indian come), alt which the gronnd brings fortli 
very plenty fully, with very little trouble; which ia aomsthing to be wondered at, 
that theao trees and Fmils abould BoDrithin a dry loose sand, of which the plain* 
doe generally consist, but at first sight some looks like a black fat mould, but 
is not soe, as eoon appears by drying" some of it in tbo sunn. Att the roots or 
bctloma of some of the bills there is a good etiff blew clay, same of which 
within halfe a, mils of the ffort we have tryed, and it makes very good bricks 
and tyles. but as yet we are too few people to go on with that, Eapetiolly till we 
have cleared the groned about ua and cut patha in tho Island. 

" The land animals are Monkeys, Sqairrilln, severall kinds of Liztarda and 
Snakes, Scorpions, Ccntipeea, Ac. Wo have never aeen a wilde hogg on any of 
the Islaods, except some that wee set ashoar on our arrivall laat yeaie, which 
are now become wilde, and on CATcUToOLEa Itland there ia a breed of them 
which have cndored the last dry time withoot any reliefe, soe will doubtless in 
a jeara or two become vastly numerous. The monkeys ore like the common 
ones of other places. The SquIrrilB are of three sorts i the first are white, 
inclining to yellow on their bellya and intides of their legges, but the rest of 
them ia black all over. The second soirt, or midlo siied, are all over very black and 
the forr is very fine. I carried two of them laat year to China, and the Ct 
commended them eitremely, and desired me to bring a quantity of tbem. bat 
the inhabitants are soe used to their old traok, and so very lasey, that I have not 
this year been able to procure any. The third sort is tho leaat ; its a very i 
fl}ing aqoirrilt, bafelng a flapp of hia own proppor tkion extended 
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Tram tha fore to tho liitidcr l^gg, wliieh when he bnpB ebttpb him almoBt na 
KiDga, catTjing biin a great diitonce : biB laiU U aometliinK like a fine fmthir, 
haieiag no bain on the uper or undeT parte, but onl; on t)ie two sidea, be bns 
white DDder hia belly, and of a foi coollar ell along bia back, and bluck niLit with 

"Aa for the animala of the Liiiard kind the first is the Alligator, o£ wbich the 
Intabilanta lay there are aome few, bnt I haTo not aeen one hero. The accond is 
the animal mentioned by Cap': Dahpieb to he like the Guano, here are a great 
many of tbeio of Bererall aiiea -, we bare killed aarerall of 11. lli. and thirteea foot 
inleDstb.aadaabiiragamaiiahoattbemiddle.thealaTeabronEbtfroinBATAViA. 
eatthaai,aDd when skinned Jte'. their flesh look* very well ; tbe slaves <iay there are 
Diany of themoD Jata Ieland,and the PoaTVOUEZ call them Odumbaaj we bare 
not fonnd tbey are any ways hurtf nil, sara that they often kill our fouli and eat 
thoni' Other Lixzards are very numerons, of the common ordinary sizea, tbo' 
difFeront specie*, hat I will only tronble your hononra with na acconnt of the 
Tockaie, whose bead, month and eyes are biger tluin the common Lixiard, his akinn 
is spotted with black and red spots ; eome say a lickquer which comes from him 
ia very Tenimons, but I haie not seen any prooff ot that, but I hare rnnn my 
Bword tbrew one (olirc) aeierall timea an-d blood neier came from him, but at 
difllant apacea that afore mentioned lickqaer has faUen from him ; bo makea a 
noise like some human Toioe pronouncing the word TackaU, fonr or firs timea, 

Doco' of this Liascard or Tockue, aa also tbo figure of bim, ia in Pere Tacqabds 
voyage to SvA». 

" We haTD snakes of five or sii different sorts, some are blew, others yellow, 
other* diaorently speckled ; they are generally very slender and long in rciipcct 
of tfacic bigness, five and six fool is an ordinary length, but the bigeat aod 
longest I have yet mett with wse thirteen foot and a halfe long and but seven 
incbecandabalfe round the bigeat place, be was taken with a Duck in bis moath, 
which being rescued from his jaws soon dyed, whither from the igdoib or tho 
bite is not certaine. I bad bim skinned and bis belly opened, wherein were the 
Icggs, wings and bones of another Dnck, h is ekinn was chequered with variety oC 
conllers. Tbo inhabitants tell ns that only the yellow snake is lenimons and 
tliat where he bites it is certain death. Tho scorpions and ceatipees are not 
numerous, nor anything that I can perciere different from those in other places, 
the former are small, and perhaps only -what wore brooght in our things from 
China, bat the latter are of a Urge size. 

" I shall not presnma to trouble joarHonoDrs with an account of the inseots of 
this island, only of one, it being a great curiosity, aod none of bs have ever seen 
aooh before: it is a small slender worms, about three inches in length, mnob 
reaembting a oeatipee only slenderer, and its leggi are sborter, amaltor and much 
more numerous ; where ever be creepcd or moved in the night he left behind him 
a traine of light like a bright fire, whioli wonld also stick to bis Gngera aod 
hands that but touch it, and stick thereon some time, and yet when brooght to 
the light there npeared no manner of uncbions moistare about him ; by seeing and 
touching this in the darko, were it not for its motion, no one conld disdngnish it 
from the Cbymieall preparation in onr surgery chest called Phosporns. Tbo 
first weever saw tell on my forehead, which I wypcdof with myhand,bDt itwas 
very surprizing to tee the light on my band and forehead, and on my clothes 
where it fell, but it does no harm in the least. 

" The wilde nicks and hens are in good plenty, which certainly came originally 
from a tame breed, tbey being in couUcr and Ugneu, Ac, much like the smaU sort 
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enllail CnAHroRES,' scTenill of irhicfa «b have hail hraDght db [ram Cw^OjA. 
We hay<s two torts of nilde pigoooa bere, the bigest eort ore white, with some tew 
bloclc feathns JD thpjr tiing^ and tiiil>; the lesser 1011 nre blew, about the bi|[iin« 
of those wa hare m onr DoTehoases in England ; both fcindB are very Rood, aad 
plentjer than powder and shot. 

"Among tlio sin gin ir birds thai which in Beniai.i, is cnlied the Minair U tho 
only ons that comes within m; knowledge, hot bore are soTerall torta of •mall

" We have alao Batte oi all i 
or rrowB on thi« lelarnl, 

" Am to the fifhery the IsUndH here (I belieTe) are intorionr to none, to nono 
indeed that ever I have aeen. The green Turtle ii Inrge. Terj good, and I tbiak 
eicells that of AasENTiON ; its loo plentjfull in the seAson of Ma; and June, that 
the thoors are all strawed with Tartle by the inbabitaab). over and aboTO what 
tbey enrrj home fo eat, for the uhief end of their oatehint; them it, forth* 
thinn TortoiieBheU on their baeks, vbieb the; take of ; the; Uy Gre on tbem to 
doe it, and IpavB the bodjB on the sboar halfe dead, eicepting sonie bouUI parcall 
they carry to their homes i these thinn ahelhi they onrrjor aend toCot'HiNcStNA 
and pell them there Cthey liaye told me) for liity or Beienly peltya each tortlea 
ahell, ThBCocHiN-CHiNEBB pnt a round peice of it (ot four or Ete inches diamiter) 
on the midle of the outside ot their liaaket hattB. bnt t eannot leame thej haTO 
any other nse for them. We haro thornhacks here, with severall other sorts of 
the Bua kind ; here are in groat plenty »ory fine Spanish Mackerell, Soles, 
Torbits, Mnlleta, Booitas, Albacorea, Daalpbins, Panrnphleta, and divers aorl* 
ot Bock fish, and an innnmerahlo many other sorts of scnley fish very good, 
nhioh none here have seen in other places. Also we hsre great itore of oysUn, 
cockles, erabbs and lab«t«ce, but this last I think is rather to be called the Sea 
Crawfish, for they hare not the tiro great claws of the Lobster, bnt differ in 
nothing else, being fnll as gooil : 1 hare weighed one alive of foar pound and 
three iinartcr "■ pound amrdp': and 1 have bonght sixty one of comnion sites for 
three quarters of a SptNtHU Doll*': there is hardly a day passes, bat the inhabi- 
tants bring some now sort of fish. 

'' In the THlley where oar ftort is Cand in some other plaoes), are a few pool! 
ot standing fresh water, whioh continae nil the dry sensou, out of which wa haia 
bad very good Elss and eeveral other good fish. 

" TbiB yeare of 1703 has proved a rery dry one, and the rains are aoe backward, 
that on the 10 of Jnly thcro Kas not one running fresh water, and I am told bj 
the LiAMPOE people who were here the 13 Jnne 1TU2 that the Bivclotsinallplaaei 
mn with fresh water flnsh into the sea. Onthe aSth June 1702 we arrived here. 
and then found sneh runnings of fresh water that one wonld think a month or 
twos raine would not produce the liko. Rnnningr fresh water of January loJooe 
or May (which is the dry aeaion) is the only thing waating. bnt other freoh 
water is always to be had very good. In any of the Vn,lle;a nells may be made 
with a very little trouble ; in some places tbey need not digg abore two yearda ; 
ours in the Sort is not above liitoen or seventeen foot deep, and very good 
vater, bears soap and answers in all things, hot being in snad and wantiDg 
artists, it needs clearing once a month. 

" As to onr (Tort it may seem by the draught sent your Hono„ by the lUack- 
lesrjitld Galley to be much otherwiao than it really is, for Bb yet it can hardlj 
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ijpgerva tli^ numa of a, (fort, it in oaly aa inolosoro made with two ran^ci oE 
itakes, vith hurdles f jatened to tfaem and ld aome plaoea filled with «mA- Tho 
gtnkea are aliant lii foot hieli, mode of wilde Arektrcea; and indeed it cunt as 
jet be eipocl«d it alioald be otherwiaa conaidering the few of our hand«, a,nd 
nmontiat tbofe we liBve only one carpenter, and altho' be be a good akH a 
lahoriona man yet hee i» pretty weli in jears : As for Mr. Ray wlio came out for 
n brickUfer. he knowi nothing of it, not so mueh aa how to handle a Trowett. 
Carpenters, Bricklayera, and a Smith or two are the only artiGcera we want, and 
I humbly recommend to joui Honours to "npply ua with bricUayera, and Car- 
penter! or Sawera.the laat of wbieb can work the groaawork of a carpenter; ha4 
we those ArtiBcera and a few slaves more, I doubt not but wo abould Boon build 
I'onr Honours a good fFort here, with Store Houaea. Warehoas cs and all things 
neoesBBry to it. Thia whole lalund and eipeoiallj thia TaDey i»a loose aand, aoa 
that there is no tboogbta of atone walln, Tor it would take up a Taat time and 
charge to make the fouudationi which would reqoire to hoe extrordinarily woU 
pyled. and the atones bare are Boe hard that a common tool will oot toueb them. 
TI:o method which at present (by a ;;encrull consent and adiice) we propose i>, 
to raise two rangea oEtimharB, tho one diatant from tho other the thickneas of the 
wall, and to bind these with cross girders, and to Une them on the iaaides with 
Cu IN A deals, Condors pbmka, or the wilde betlcnnt or Arek nut trees split in two 
(which are eery enaily done, and are strong enough for thia purpose), then to fill 
it all up with aand, by whioh a f[Ood ditch mil alno be made round the new (Tort ; 
Bod lastly, to rnn up a thinu ooate of brick on each «ide. The Timber worke ia 
to keep in the Band from burating oat on either nide, and it in time it ahould 
grow rotten, tho aand ere that will (we beliere) be aoo well lettled that it will 
not haTfl any force or weigtit on the aide brick walls. This we imagine will bs 
done much sooner and easier and with maoh leea eipenee than any other way. I 
am of opinion it oannot thia way cost your flonoura a thousand poond ateriing, 
beaidas the eipencc of aboat tenu brioklayera and aa many Carpenters or 
Sawors, for the greater part of this worke may be done by slaves and othara who 
are not mecanicka, for the maine of thia woike ii to be done by any that Can 
endure labour. 

"The inhabitants are CocRlH CuiNAB. and I eatimate of men, women and 
children not above a hundred; they ace idle, laxey people, and 1 belieTe they come 
orer hither only to live at ease, and (away) froo) under Government. I cannot 
Gad they carry anything from hence to tho maine, bat aomo of the before men' 
tioned TortoisahcU and about twelve or fanrteon new Prowa a year which tbiy 
bnild. being very sorry vesaela, aowed together. Wo can't find they bring any- 
thing as yet from tho main ; but we heare ita well Stored with provisiona : which 
we oipect will come with Mr. Skitu, *c,. in larger quantitja tluLa we need. 
The only laboor the inhabilanb doo is aowing Eioe, male, Ac., once a yoare, 
and Gabing, and now and then makeinita now t>oate or lepairing an old one. 
They all live in our Talley, in three small villages — the tartheat within two mile* 
of tbe fort. In each village one ia Superior, or a Bort of a governing mandarin 
to tbe reati bat if anything eitraordinary happens, they all meet, and if they 
can't determine it, the mater ia referred to the Oovemor of Dingmoy, and the 
concerned sent to him by the very first opertunity. They aeem to be a gooil 
natnred people, and they bring ua fish, fouls, and every thing the Island affordi, 
which atSrat they wonld truck, freah water only for rice. Boon after they diiaireil 
pellyt or Ceiina cash, but they are already become very well acquainted with 
SpanisH Dalian, jet Ihey never freigbthBEn,Bnd take anything that look* ronod 
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uid wliito, but tbey nUl not take ikn; that are ci

be feared moaloFtheni hitrc bin eitroamel; tobUme. eome hsTS died in the worst 
oonno of pbisiclc, the oanae of obiuh they brought with them from Engbuid or 
Bitaiia. Some other* (oearly a quarter of wb«t we bme lost) were drom 
a Prow (or boate) both wbicb miifortuaea might bsTe befallen them in any tbe 
bealtbieet place in tbe world. Tbe inbabitaoU hare their bealCha Torf well, and 
DO aeaeoning at their fir^t coming, for tbe; are not nativOB an j more tban 
I blees Ood wo CHDSANERa' bareba-rdl; had onr Gngen ake ainoewe camebitbeA- 
And tbe Sobereat and moataotive on tbe laland hare bad Ibobest health. 

" I have heard that aome apeak agabat the Harbonn, and perticnlarlr C^t. 
JoHH KoBEBTs; bnt from the best informatian I can get from thoae who b»f9

pertionlor as they forgett the generalt, nay (yf tbe preaidenoy come to be Injoyed 
by soma men as it bath at Uantau lately by reason of morUUitye) they forgett 
tUemselTee and that they are bnt servants, but on tbe contrary comfort them- 
selves like pettye Kings, which gives occktion to theire Subordinate factoryei 
to lire at tbe bight of Eipence, aa lately they have done at Maccabhab and 
MesulafATnAM, which jt report be true ia beyond all modostye. 

" Than secondly the Company must give orders for your makoinn ROod a place 
for the secnritye of thero estate in Inuia, which bow much prejudice the want 
hath been is very visible, for are wee not continually subject l,to), and bare not 
youi Estate made good, all dumaunda from tyme to tyme, be it right or wronge. 
And lastly are wee oertayneof oootinuance of peace with the Puktduallb and 
DuTCU, noe ; for tbo peace wee Injoy by them is but for t 
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Tourists im India. 

Some trace of these we find in the Kecorda ; we mean of travellers 

wbose steps were led to lD<Ua bj do iudacemenU of trade or gerviue, 

but who came for tlieir own jileaaure or conTenieuco. Tbe prince of all 

■uub, who have related their experiences, ia Pietro della Vidle, the most 
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ioBatiate in curiosity, the moet InteUigeiit in apprebension, the fullest 
BDil most accurate in duscription. 

Uf another eminent pereon figuring as a toarirt in India, I have 
caught a glimpse, hut no more. In a splendid Loan ColleclJOH of 
portraits which was cxhihitcd at Edinburgh in 188.1 or '84 I was much 
iutercBted in a full-length picture b; Vandyke, belonging to the Duke 
of Hamilton, of ^Villiam Fielding, first Earl of Denbigh. He ia repre* 
seiited as out shooting, drcsEed in a red Indian jacket and pjjama^ 
attended by a Hindu boy, and eurTounded by conventional saggeationa of 
tropical life and vegetation. Why bo? No peerage-book, or work of 
biography or hietory, bo far aa I could learn, thrcir any Bubetantial 
light on the subject. 

But the picture is engraved (though not at full leugth) in Lodge's 
rortraitB. All the matter approaching the subject which wu fiud ia 
Lodge's Mcnxiir ie the foUowiog: 

"... That DSNBIUH howover had iDoarreil ooniiidBrablo nnpopokrity" (by 
his failnro at EocuEl-LE in 1628) " mnj be rouonablr iiiferrcd from his beioK 
soon lifter Bent into an haDDDisble e^ile aniler the oharacter of Ambuaadorto 
(be Soi-Hi, H fact which ne learn fram the inscription on a Tor/ rare eoRnTiDg 
of him b; VosnsT, which atates aUo thiit lie was at the Canrt of that monanh 
in 1631. Thia circniDBtaiicG of faia life unfficiaatly eiplnins the remukabls 
acoompanimontB of the portrait prefixed ba tbie rer; imperfect memoir. ThMa 
who «hew to strangers the fine cotlcetian in which the original remaina, aemnnt 
for the siagularitieB in qaBetion by aaserting, with the nanal simplioit; and 
porseveranco of Bach oihibitorB, that be was Oareraor of Jauaica, but, untor- 
tunat^lf for tba tradition, that ialLnd was not pOBsCBBed b; the EkoLisB till 
HOTGnil joatB after bis death.*' 

A riait to Persia would not sufficiently eiplain the Hindustani , 
costume ; but there is a more eatisfactory explanation. 

In the Kccotd Office, looking for Bomethiog else among the India 
Papers, I found, under 1630, copies of letters of commendation in 
favour of Lord Denbigh, from King Charles to

In the Reports of the Hist. MSS. Coinniigflion, vol. iv, p. 254, there

but there are no particular whatever. 

In the India Office O.C. Fapers I lind a few wret^^hedly meagre and 
uninforming notices, which simply witness the fact that Lord Denbigh 
was in India ; being merely not«fl or abstracts of the contents of li'ttera 
from Surat, made on their receipt in London. Tbe handwriting, too, ia 
cramped and difficult, Jto I give them under a little reserve.

Nothing ot Ibia journey to India appeari to be known iu the tr«- 
ditiont of the Skipwith famJIj. There were in that name three 
baronetciea hidd by funiilies of common descent, vii. (1) Skip with of 
Newbold (cr. 1070, cxt. 17U0) ; (2) Skipwith of .Metheringham (or. 1678, 
exl. 1756) ; (3) Skipwith of Frestwould (cr. 1622, and itUI nourishing). 
Sir Henry, the aubjeot of the letter, must be the second baronet of the 
Frestwould branch, of whom 1 find nothing recorded but that he died 
uninarried, and wss suececded by hia brother Grey, who emigrated to 
Virginia daring the Protectorate, and there built a residence which he 
named Preetwould. Sir llcnry, the first baronet, and father of this Sir 
Henry and Sir Grey, was a hearty royalist, and was heavily fined by 
the Farliumeutaiy sequestratorH. And hia fortune being impain^d, be J 
Hold hia estates about 1653. Whether it was merely for polilioall 
reasons, or through some personal misadventure, that the second Sa^ 
Henry went to India mmaina doubtful.' 



' The BuppodtioQ that Lord Denbigh wna ever nt the Court of PenEKH 
hardly recsives su|)))ort from the brief notices quoted.

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I find from ti lutter ioserted in Vol. v. of the Rdporlo of the Hist. 
MSS. Commisaion (p. 360) that Sir Kenry clicd in ludia, aud apparently 
before the Court's recommendatiou wofl nritlen.

HoBNE in Pullankeena, Thirty Soldiers acid a Lieutenant with the Black 
Uerohantg oE Bohbat, a, Compan; of Sepoyii° with the Coloora, Trampete, 
and Conntrey Mnsick, and by tbem Coadncted to the new Bunder, where wero 
drawn np at the Gate a Dstacbcnent of Oanisoa Soldiers three deep, in the 
Sqoaro of which was erected a PaTiUon lined with Imbois'd Porpeta,^ and 
kdorucd with other EmbeliabnientB. and in the West end of tbe same, on a 
■mall Eminence mode, was plaoed tlie President's Chair of Slate (the whole being 
CoTorcd with Carpets). When the Masters of the CoremonicB had Introdnced 
bim there they returned to the Fart to BJgnifie the Same to the President, from 
whence he Immediately sett oat to receire the Seerpavfi in tba manner 
Following :

Weiiaesday SSth Jauuary 1717-18. 

" This day about throe in the afternoon, tbo Preaident set forward from the 
Caxtle to the Bnnder to receire from Capt. Chaulgs Boddau tbo original 
Phirmaun-ile for the Preaidency b the Following order. The Captain bringing 
them from the Ship was saluted with sererull pieces of Cannon, which was fol- 
lowed by all the Sbipa in the road ;
